ADDRESS OF JOHN F. FITZGERALD, MAYOR 
OF BOSTON, TO ‘THE. CITY COUNCIL: 


Gentlemen of the City Council,— We are all, 
governments and individuals, caught more or 
less in the current of things and swept along by 
tendencies which we do not control. From time 
to time we stand aside, on the bank, as it were, 
of the stream, and survey with astonishment the 
distance we have traveled from our starting point. 
We find that our ideas have changed and that 
we ourselves are new men. Miracles have become 
commonplaces, the facts of to-day were yester- 
day’s dreams, and we, sober and practical legis- 
lators, are giving shape to the policies of those 
whom the world awhile ago styled visionaries. 

In the time of Jefferson the whole theory of 
democratic government was an experiment. Three 
or four years ago the innovations of the char- 
ter amendment act seemed dangerous to many 
patriotic citizens. To-day, midway in the new 
administration, with which you have nearly all 
been continuously associated, the stream of ten- 
dency has carried us still farther forward, and we 
accept as matters of course methods and proposi- 
tions which have heretofore been regarded as 
radical. In this review of things accomplished 
and forecast of a future program, which it is my 
privilege to present to you to-day, I may place 
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one or two novel remedies before you. In doing 
so, | am confident you will agree that the evils 
they are aimed to correct demand heroic treatment. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


At the basis of all our activities lies the problem 
of revenue and expenditure. Scrutinized in this 
aspect, our administration will not suffer when 
compared with that of our predecessors or with 
those of other American cities. Though we spent 
nearly $1,250,000 of tax money last year on the 
new City Hall Annex and land and _ buildings 
for schools, yet the tax rate of the city was 
maintained at the figure of the previous year, 
which was the lowest but two of all the cities in 
the state and about $3 lower than the average tax 
rate among the cities of the metropolitan district. 
Moreover, out of this moderate levy we have made 
public improvements which, if financed by the 
methods of former years, would have added mate- 
rially to the city debt. Among the more impor- 
tant of these were the playgrounds in East Boston 
and Roxbury, the branch libraries in Charlestown 
and East Boston, and the municipal building 
in Ward 7. Our ability to do this was due in 
part to the generous surplus left over from the 
preceding year, and in part to the unexpected 
capture of a round half million dollars represent- 
ing the taxes upon the Shaw estate. This year 
we expect to haye a surplus of over a million 
dollars, and will continue to pursue the tax dodgers 
with every legitimate weapon at our command. 

The net debt has been nominally increased by 
a little over half a million dollars; but this includes 
an increase of more than three-quarters of a million 
due to the annexation of Hyde Park and of $671,000 
in the rapid transit debt. The net city debt, 
taken by itself, shows a decrease of nearly 
$400,000. 

Of the borrowing capacity, estimated at 
$3,780,983.47 on February 15, 1911, there re- 
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~ mained intact on December 31 of the same year 
$748,983.47. The estimated borrowing capacity 
for the coming year will be $3,694,105.28, but, 
as usual, a large portion of this is pledged in 
advance for appropriations which are of a _ per- 
manent or recurrent nature. The high pressure 
fire system, the proposed buildings for contagious 
diseases at the City Hospital, the new buildings 
at Long Island, the children’s ward at the Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital, the settlement of a long out- 
standing claim of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad for damages due to the con- 
struction of the Cove Street Bridge, and the regular 
loans for sewer, street and schoolhouse construc- 
tion, would of themselves, to say nothing of demands 
which we cannot now anticipate, all but exhaust 
our resources within the limit imposed by law. 
The needs of the city for street construction, upon 
which I shall touch in another part of this address, 
eall for liberal expenditures, for which provision 
must inevitably be made by borrowing. 


NEW SOURCES OF REVENUE. 


Certain serious aspects of our financial situa- 
tion must, in my opinion, be frankly stated and 
squarely faced. With the steady increase in the 
proportion of tax money which must be appro- 
priated for the support of schools goes a corre- 
sponding reduction in the proportion which can be 
devoted to the other departments of the govern- 
ment. This reduction is offset to some extent by 
the increase in valuation, but on this side, too, we 
are confronted by the perennial elusiveness of per- 
sonal property, and by the difficulty of determining 
with precision the true valuation of real estate. 
As the functions of the government expand, more 
revenue is required. We look for relief in various 
directions and find that there are as many minds 
as men. 

_ One official body counsels us to reduce expendi- 
tures, while other advisers would favor an increase 
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of the tax limit. Methods of scientific assessment 
upon real estate, such as the Somers plan, which aim 
at an equalization, if not an increase, of valuations, 
are discussed by municipal economists. Finally, 
the more daring thinkers in this field propose a 
sweeping overturn of established methods through 
the adoption of the income tax and the tax upon 
unearned increments, which are in vogue in Ger- 
many and England. While the year upon which 
we embark to-day will probably not see this ques- 
tion decided, I have thought it advisable to petition 
the Legislature to investigate the single tax and 
feel sure that at the end of another twelvemonth 
we shall be in the midst of the campaign of educa- 
tion which always precedes radical reforms. 

Another phase of the financial question may 
properly be presented here, even at the risk of 
reiteration. Nearly every Mayor of Boston has 
had occasion to protest against the burdens placed 
upon the city by the policy of the Massachusetts 
Legislature. This year I have introduced sev- 
eral bills aiming to correct this injustice and trust 
that they will receive fair play. I have asked that 
the cost of the tuberculosis hospital and of the 
Normal School be defrayed by the state, that 
automobile fees and fines be distributed so that 
Boston and the metropolitan district shall receive 
a proper share, that the quarter of the liquor fees 
now taken by the state be retained by the cities 
and towns, that a reasonable percentage of the 
court and courthouse expenses for Suffolk County 
be paid by the Commonwealth, and that the taxes 
levied upon public service corporations be distrib- 
uted to the cities and towns in which the busi- 
ness is carried on. Should any or all of these 
measures be adopted, our income would be largely 
increased, and necessary public improvements 
could be made without hardship to the  tax- 
payers. 

REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 

In my address last year I touched upon certain 

improvements which I deemed important. It 
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gives me a certain satisfaction to remind you 
that many of these have been carried out. The 
Chelsea North Bridge, for example, is to be con- 
structed on plans approved by the War Depart- 
ment for a sum far less than that which was 
anticipated, and the expense is to be divided 
between Boston and other cities as well as the 
street railways that will derive benefit from its con- 
struction. Provision has been made for the high 
pressure system for fighting fires. The plans for 
the City Hall Annex are completed. The annual 
loan for a separate system of drainage has been 
reduced by about $300,000. A loan order has 
been passed for the widening of Pleasant street. 
New municipal buildings are under way in Ward 
7, South Boston and East Boston, and the gym- 
nasiums in the West End, Charlestown, Jamaica 
Plain and East Boston will soon be in operation 
with a full equipment of apparatus and instructors. 
The pension system has been enlarged so as to 
include veterans of the Civil War and _ laborers. 
A notable increase in transportation facilities will 
be made through the construction of new sub- 
ways. The installation of water meters has pro- 
ceeded at the prescribed rate of 5 per cent each 
year, but, believing that equal treatment to con- 
sumers as well as the conservation of the water 
supply demand the metering of the entire city 
within a few years, I have introduced a bill in 
the Legislature which makes possible a more rapid 
rate of progress. The Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission has responded to the appeal for improve- 
ments in the Charles River Basin which will lead 
to a wider use of that water park. In every one 
of these matters we are able to report substantial 
achievement or auspicious beginnings. 

A mere catalogue of the public utilities estab- 
lished and the new forms of service created by the 
Mayor and the City Council during the past year 
would exhaust my time and, I fear, your patience. 
I shall content myself with reciting a few of the 
larger things. 
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This year has seen the opening of a branch 
library in Jamaica Plain, and the passage of 
appropriations for branch libraries in the North 
End, East Boston and Charlestown, together 
with a reading room in the new South Boston 
Municipal Building. Appropriations have been 
made for new playgrounds in Charlestown, East 
Boston, Dorchester, Roxbury, Forest Hills, Brighton 
and Mattapan, and two former appropriations 
have been combined so as to provide a proper 
sum for a playground in the South End. Con- 
venience stations have been established at con- 
gested points in the different sections of the city 
as well as in a number of the smaller parks. To 
have satisfied in so large a measure the demand 
for libraries, playgrounds and convenience stations 
in the different sections seems to me a result on 
which we may fairly congratulate ourselves. 

The vexed questions of street lighting and of 
disposal of refuse and garbage appear to be on a 
fair way to settlement. Work has been done 
on the Zoological Garden, the Aquarium and the 
Parkman Memorial Bandstand, so that all three 
will be dedicated this year. An appropriation 
amounting to nearly $200,000 has been made for 
the Meridian Street Bridge, and other bridges 
of the city have received a large share of atten- 
tion. The group of institutions which the city 
maintains on the islands of the harbor have been 
visited and generous provision has been made 
for the buildings which are in need of renovation 
or extension. ‘The appropriations for Deer Island, 
Long Island and Gallop’s Island have totaled 
about $140,000. Governor’s Island has_ been 
accepted from the United States government as 
a city park and a beginning has been made upon 
its development for this purpose by an appropri- 
ation of $20,000. 

In the Health Department notable progress has 
been made in the field of school inspection and the 
regulation of the milk supply. ‘The plans for the 
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High School of Commerce are now complete and 
this building will be started about April first on 
a site in the Back Bay Fens. It will be finished 
in the early part of 1913, and will accommodate 
1,000 pupils. Among the most important street 
widenings and extensions are those for Pleasant, 
Norfolk, Union Park and Sachem streets, the first 
named street calling for an appropriation of $900,000 
outside of the debt limit. More than fifteen miles 
of artificial sidewalk have been laid, and legislation 
has been asked for which would make the laying of 
ten miles of such sidewalk compulsory every year. 
The streets of the city, which will be greatly im- 
proved by this policy, have been still further beauti- 
fied by tree planting on a scale hitherto unknown. 
As a result of an appropriation of $30,000 for this 
purpose trees will be planted for several miles 
along Commonwealth, Dorchester, Blue Hill and 
Louis Pasteur avenues and Bennington Boulevard. 
The work of moth destruction has been carried on 
successfully with an appropriation of $85,000. 
Numerous park improvements have been made, 
partly from the income of the Parkman Fund and 
partly from appropriations. Among these the most 
noteworthy undertaking has been the renovation 
of the soil and the installation of an irrigation 
system over a large portion of the Common. Play- 
ground improvements, taking the form of locker 
buildings, shelters and grading operations, have 
been made at Charlestown Heights, Copp’s Hill, 
Franklin Field, Forest Hills Playground, Savin 
Hill Playground, the Fenway and elsewhere. ‘The 
matter of a public landing, which is of general 
interest, has been carefully studied and is now 
before the Board of Directors of the port of 
Boston. 

It would be tedious to prolong this list but I 
may say, in general, that not a single department 
in the city is marking time but all are progressing 
toward the goal of wider service to the people 
and higher efficiency. 
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WORK TO BE ACCOMPLISHED. 


There remain many public enterprises of equal 
or greater importance which have not yet passed 
beyond the stage of investigation and discussion. 
Among these I should like to lay particular stress 
upon the consolidation of the park and recrea- 
tion activities of the city into a new department. 
I have advocated this not solely for reasons 
of economy but because I look for better results 
through a simpler and more compact organization. 
It is generally admitted that our playground 
equipment, with the additions which are to be 
made, is not surpassed by that of any other city, 
but something has halted the development of 
this work and Boston no longer enjoys the primacy 
in a field in which she was the pioneer. Should 
this consolidation be effected, as I trust it will, 
the Parkman house on Beacon street could be 
used as an office building for the new department. 
In any event, I renew my request that the home 
of this great benefactor of the city be retained 
for some public purpose. 

It is my intention to recommend once more a 
loan for the extension of Arlington street, as I 
am convinced that the failure of the City Council 
to pass the order recommended by me betrayed 
a lack of appreciation of the urgency of this step. 
Other street propositions of even wider scope are 
now before the Legislature, involving the con- 
struction of a teaming thoroughfare between the 
North and South Stations, a new street between 
Washington and Tremont streets from Hanover 
to Boylston street, and the widening and exten- 
sion of Avery street and Hamilton place. I sug- 
gest that the City Council lend its support to 
these measures, provided they seem worthy of 
your approval. 

The question of fire prevention, one of the 
gravest problems that claim the attention of the 
American people, is before the city government 
and the general court in several of its numerous 
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phases. Bills are now under consideration by 
the Legislature which would secure safety in the 
construction of buildings, while the City Council 
will undoubtedly take up the question of extend- 
ing the building limits, so that the more inflam- 
mable types of construction may be forbidden 
or restricted to certain sections, and the question 
of substituting motor apparatus in place of the 
slower horse-drawn vehicles now in use. Improve- 
ments in the fire alarm service have also been 
recommended. I trust that as a result of inves- 
tigations made by the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, 
and the special fire hazard commission appointed 
by me, some definite plan may be adopted and 
the fire service of the city put upon a basis of greater 
security. The building laws need strengthening, 
not only for protection against fire but for the 
establishment of decent housing conditions and 
for safety in construction. While this may not be 
strictly a matter for action by the City Council, 
your cooperation in such steps as I may take 
through appeals to the Legislature and instructions 
to the Building Commissioner will be of public 
advantage. 

The work of the Board of Health needs to be 
still further extended so that the school nurses 
and examining physicians may be brought under 
one jurisdiction. A bill now before the Legis- 
lature, placing the nurses under the Board of Health, 
offers the only logical solution of this difficulty 
and deserves, In my opinion, your cordial support. 
The need of municipal buildings in other sections 
of the city has found expression in resolutions 
passed by the local improvement associations and 
in other ways. Your honorable body will doubt- 
less consider during the year the claims of Roxbury, 
Brighton and West Roxbury to buildings similar to 
those which are now in process of construction. 

The question of improving conditions at Rains- 
ford Island is complicated by the uncertainty as 
to the form which these improvements should 
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take. No one doubts that the boys in the Suf- 
folk School require buildings with modern con- 
veniences, but whether they should be erected on 
the limited space at Rainsford Island or some- 
where ‘on the mainland, or whether the institution 
should be abandoned and these boys turned over 
to the care of the state, are questions upon which 
there is still a decided difference of opinion. 

An attempt was made last year to provide funds 
for the use of school buildings for social and educa- 
tional purposes outside of school hours, but legal 
difficulties were encountered and no way was found 
of circumventing the obstacles which arose. The | 
bill now before the Legislature, which grants the 
School Committee two cents additional upon every 
thousand dollars of valuation for this particular 
object, removes these difficulties and will, I doubt 
not, be accepted by the City Council if a refer- 
endum clause is attached. 

The annexation of Hyde Park, which was effected 
by a vote of the citizens of both municipalities, 
has increased the population of the city and at the 
same time added to our responsibilities. The work 
of reorganizing the departments has gone on apace 
and it is already evident that the financial advan- 
tage is mainly on the side of our former neighbor, 
now Ward 26. In the water division alone the net 
loss to the city by this annexation may be esti- 
mated at over $30,000, due mainly to the fact that 
the Hyde Park water rates have been so much 
higher than those of Boston. In the school, fire, 
police and other departments, wages have been 
raised and the service brought up to the metro- 
politan standard. It is due to this annexation, also, 
as I have already pointed out, that our net debt 
shows an increase instead of a decrease. All this 
means extra taxation, but the experiment is well 
worth while since it affords us a definite example 
of what we may expect from the annexation of 
other places whose destiny, some think, is to be 
absorbed in the future metropolitan city. The net 
cost of Ward 26 to the City of Boston will far 
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exceed the revenue derived from it. This is also 
true of many of the other outlying wards and, while 
the fact is by no means conclusive, it should be 
considered when demands are made in these sec- 
tions for an extension of public utilities. 


CONCLUSION. 


The estimates for the city departments have been 
carefully compiled and show the usual tendency 
among zealous officials to outrun the resources 
of the city. This tendency is not wholly to be 
condemned, since it is evident that the men in 
charge are ambitious to promote the particular 
work assigned to them. Within a short time I 
shall have completed my studies of the budget 
and will lay it before you well within the period 
prescribed by the city charter. This is the first 
question upon which we shall deliberate together, 
and no other act of the city government through- 
out the year will equal in importance this general 
appropriation order fixing the pecuniary boundaries 
within which each department must conduct its 
operations. 

I have referred to novelties and innovations. 
I do not forget, however, that the best things 
in the world are stable and that perpetual change 
is the mark of a frivolous and irreverent people. 
There is, I believe, no extreme Left or Right in this 
parliament. Boston radicals have generally halted 
this side of fanaticism and their partisanship falls 
short of bigotry. We shall differ, no doubt, on 
many lesser and some greater issues, but on the 
main issue of an earnest desire to maintain the 
laws and serve the people who have honored us 
with their trust we all stand together. There is 
no need of reiterating a common sincerity of pur- 
pose, to question which, even in the lightest degree, 
would be impertinent. I extend to the new member 
a cordial welcome to our ranks and trust that 
my relations with the whole City Council will 
be as pleasant and profitable as they have been 
during the past two years.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending January 
BL, 1912: 

Certain business begun during the preceding year 
has been carried forward as follows. 

The committee appointed last year to secure a design 
for a commemorative bronze tablet to be erected on 
Boston Common found that the design and the placing 
of such a tablet involved problems requiring professional 
assistance for their solution. Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis 
has accordingly been engaged to consider a site and 
draw a design. He has submitted sketches which have 
been considered by this commission, and has since 
been requested to submit more detailed drawings. 

A site having been approved last year for a watering 
trough offered to the city by the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, designs for 
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this watering trough have been submitted by Messrs. 
Coolidge & Carlson. These designs have been 
accepted. 

Arrangements having been made last year for the 
relocation of the Edward Everett statue, formerly 
standing in the Public Garden, this commission adver- 
tised for’ bids for the moving of the statue and for 
setting it up in Edward Everett square, Dorchester. 
The contract, awarded to the lowest bidder, was satis- 
factorily carried out. The Park Department, at the 
suggestion of this commission, has since admirably 
arranged the shrubbery around the statue. 

The medallion of the late Mayor Hibbard, ordered 
from Mr. Richard E. Brooks during the last year, was 
delivered in due time. The medallion was approved, 
but the frame found,unsatisfactory. A new frame was 
furnished and subsequently approved. 

Mr. Pratt having requested the commission to pass 
on his designs for his statues for the front of the Boston 
Public Library, the small designs and the full-sized 
models were carefully studied; the commission approved 
the full-sized models, but did not give its approval to 
the proposed method of relating them to the existing 
pedestals. The commission was of the opinion that 
more study should be given to this aspect of the problem, 
and that such further study should be made in consulta- 
tion with the architects of the building. It having 
been suggested that the placing of a full-sized model of 
one of the figures in the proposed position would facili- 
tate judgment upon the relation of the figures to the 
pedestals, Mr. Pratt agreed to this measure. It was 
hoped that the models would be ready about October 1. 
Delays in the casting of Mr. Pratt’s figures, however, 
will prevent his placing one of them tentatively in con- 
nection with one of the pedestals until this spring. 

The competition organized last year for a design for 
the Parkman Music Pavilion on Boston Common 
resulted in the submission of a number of excellent 
designs. Ata joint meeting of the Art, Music and Public 
Grounds Departments, at the office of this commission, 
these designs were considered, and the design numbered 
‘7’? was unanimously chosen. The envelopes contain- 
ing the names of the bidders were then opened by Mr. 
Brooks of the Music Department, and the firm submit- 
ting the design chosen was found to be Messrs. Derby, 
Robinson & Shepard, of 20 Beacon street, Boston. At 
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WASHINGTON AT DORCHESTER HEIGHTS. 
By Gilbert Stuart, (See page 12.) 
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a subsequent joint meeting of the Music and Art Depart- 
ments, at which the architects, Mr. Olmsted and Pro- 
fessor Sabine were also present, Mr. Olmsted suggested 
a site for the pavilion. This site was unanimously 
adopted, and was agreed to by the Public Grounds 
Department. Finished drawings executed by the archi- 
tects were later considered by this commission, and the 
reconstructed design was approved. 

An additional appropriation having been granted 
to this commission for the purpose of cleaning, restoring 
and rehanging the paintings in Faneuil Hall, as sug- 
gested by your Honor during the preceding year, this 
commission carefully studied the arrangement of the 
paintings and agreed on their relocation. Bids for the 
proposed work were obtained from three of the best 
experts in this city, and a provisional agreement made 
with the lowest bidder, Mr. F. W. Bayley. Further 
study of the problem showed that it was impossible 
properly to relate the painting ‘‘Webster’s Reply to 
Hayne” to the architecture of the building without sub- 
stituting a new and somewhat narrower frame. With 
your Honor’s permission, a contract covering the addi- 
tional work, as well as the cost of the necessary bonds 
and insurance, was awarded to Mr. Bayley. On January 
19, 1912, the ‘work under this contract was accepted as 
complete. 

This commission is of the opinion that the freeing of 
the balcony rails from pictures, advocated a year ago, 
has proved itself a great advantage, and that the refram- 
ing of the Webster painting has at last made possible a 
true appreciation of the architectural significance of 
the west end of the hall. 

At the request of: the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, this commission also considered designs for 
new chairs for Faneuil Hall. A modified form of chair 
was specially manufactured and was found satisfactory. 
While the paintings were removed from the hall for the 
' purpose of cleaning, varnishing, etc., the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings asked the assistance of this commis- 
sion in drawing up specifications for the repainting of 
the interior and in the selection of painters to bid for the 
work. A committee of this commission spent much 
time in helping to secure a satisfactory repainting of the 
interior. At the request of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings the work was inspected when complete, and 
was approved by this commission. 
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The Superintendent of Public Buildings having asked 
this commission’s opinion as to the desirability of 
removing the paint from the exterior walls of Faneuil 
Hall, it has been unanimously Voted: That this commis- 
sion heartily approve the above suggestion. In the 
opinion of this commission the removal of the paint 
from the exterior of this interesting brick building will 
restore its original character as completely as the 
similar removal of paint has restored the character of 
the Old State House. 

This commission has been glad to take action proposed 
by the City Council as follows: 

Pursuant to an order of the City Council, March 20, 
1911, appropriating $1,500 to be spent by the Art 
Department, under the direction of the Mayor, to meet 
the expenses of an exhibit at the Philadelphia City 
Planning Exhibition, Mr. Irving T. Guild was engaged 
to organize and install this exhibit, under the super- 
vision of this commission. 

This commission afterward requested a special appro- 
priation of $3850 for the purpose of making an exhibit’ 
at the International Municipal Congress and Exposi- 
tion to be held in Chicago. At your Honor’s recom- 
mendation this appropriation was provided, and an 
exhibit similar to that shown in Faulagel pita was 
- collected and put in place. 

Pursuant to an order of the City ese rel asking, 
through your Honor, that this commission express an 
- opinion as to the best disposal of the portico of the 
Old Court House, a committee conferred with your 
Honor’s special committee on the above subject; and 
this commission reported to your Honor on the con- 
clusions reached. 

Pursuant to an order of the City Council providing 
for the transfer of the painting of Major Robert Ander- 
son by the Superintendent of Public Buildings, with 
the approval of this commission, a special committee 
examined the portrait and arranged to have it rehung 
in the committee room at City Hall. 

Pursuant to an order of the City Council author- 
izing this commission to place a memorial tablet on 
the home of the late George F. Parkman, Messrs. Derby, 
Robinson & Shepard, architects of the Parkman Music 
Pavilion, have been employed to consider the site 
and design a tablet. 
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FANEUIL HALL. 
The West End, Showing the Relocation of Paintings. 
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The City Council having appropriated $2,000 to 
be. expended by the Commissioner of Public Works, 
with the approval of the Art Commission, for a memorial 
fountain at Post Office square, this commission awaits 
the submission of designs. 

This commission has approved new works of art 
offered to the city during the year, as follows: 

Two paintings have been accepted during the year; 
a decorative painting by Mr. C. E. Mills, at the Franklin 
Union Building’, representing Franklin’s signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, and a decorative painting 
at the Charlestown High School by Mr. Edward R. 
Kingsbury. ‘ 

Mr. Bela L. Pratt’s small model of the proposed 
statue of the late Edward Everett Hale has been viewed 
by this commission and approved. A site on the 
Public Garden has been suggested for the statue when 
completed. 

A copy of the late Samuel L. Kitson’s bust of Long- 
_ fellow having been offered for a place in the Boston 
Public Library, a plaster cast of the bust has been 
eonsidered and the model approved for a position in 
Bates Hall, subject to certain modifications in the 
marble. 

A design by Messrs. Cram, Goodhue & Ferguson for a 
memorial tablet to be erected in the West End Branch 
Library has been approved by this commission, and the 
proposed location has also been found satisfactory. 

The president of the Boston Committee of the 
National Dante Alighieri Society having submitted 
to this commission photographs of a bas-relief memorial 
of Dante offered by that society for the North End 
Branch Library, a plaster cast of the proposed monument 
has been ‘studied at the studio of the sculptor, Mr. 
Campise. The cast has since been approved, subject to 
further action in regard to placing and final acceptance. 

A design for three identical tablets to be erected in 
Kast Boston by the Benjamin Franklin Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution has been 
approved with modifications, and the tablets have 
been put in place at Chapman, Lyman and Samuel 
Adams Schools. 

In harmony with a long-considered plan of this 
commission for the relocation of certain statues, and 
for the providing of new sites for statues to be erected 
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in the future, Messrs. Olmsted Brothers have submitted 
a sketch plan for a new mall along Charles street side 
of the Public Garden. This plan has been submitted 
to your Honor for consideration, and it is expected 
that estimates of the probable cost will soon be secured. 

In its report last year this commission expressed 
its opinion that an appropriately illustrated descriptive 
and historical catalogue of works of art belonging to 
the city would be in the highest degree desirable. With 
the help of the ‘“‘Registry of Local Art’” of the Museum 
of Fine Arts such a catalogue was begun; and the 
first section, dealing with public monuments, was 
printed as a part of the report. 

The second section, dealing with paintings owned 
by the city or hung in buildings belonging to the city, 
is as follows:

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June 10, 1897, exempt from the action of this statute, 
but said railways pay, under chapter 500 of the Acts of 
1897, a very similar tax to the Commonwealth, which 
tax is distributed by the Treasurer of the Commonwealth 
among the cities and towns in which said railroads 
operate. Boston’s proportion of this tax is $81,059.11. 

There was also credited to the City of Boston by the 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth the sum of $460,844.20, 
being the city’s share of franchise tax on street railways 
under chapter 14 of the Revised Laws.

and that the compensation of substitutes and temporary teachers of 
other ranks than those enumerated herein shall be one four-hundredth 
part of the minimum salary of the respective ranks for each day of actual 
service; provided, that the minimum pay of no substitute shall be less 
than two dollars ($2) for each day of actual service, except as above 
provided..:

now placed on the island for use as hospitals, steamboat wharf, storehouse 
and other buildings for live stock, farming utensils, merchandise, provisions, 
tools, ete., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

Smatupox Hospitrat, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1893. Five small buildings formerly used as polling booths. The contents 
of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

STEAMBOATS.— “Vigilant, ” 733 tons burden, 95 feet in length, 17 feet 
beam, and 8 feet deep, built in Boston i in 1886. Cost of boat and furni- 
ture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service. ‘‘Relief,’’ costing $3,800; 
purchased for the quarantine service in 1904.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square feet. 
Also land bounded by Harrison avenue, Massachusetts avenue, Albany 
street and Northampton street, containing 145,555 square feet. On the 
first lot is the Boston City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of 
twenty-four buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated the South 
Department for infectious diseases, which consists of a group of eight 
buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 69,785 
square feet, on the east side of Albany street, in the rear of the hospital. 
On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler house, dynamo station, 
coal pocket and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near the Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employees. There are also a 
barn and stable, shed and recreation house for patients. About one-half 
of this property is highly improved and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Haymarket Square Relief Station lot contains 12,039 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with two one-story ells. 

The East Boston Relief Station is situated on 7,500 feet of land, at 
No. 14 Porter street, East Boston. On this land is a three-story brick 
hospital and a two-story brick ambulance stable. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,276,342 square feet 
or 29;*; acres. The number of buildings is forty-four.

CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


PARENTAL ScHoou.— The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, West 
Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling house, 
farmer’s house, stable, ice house, boathouse, sheds, ete., was purchased in 
August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. There have 
been erected on this place a kitchen and laundry house, two temporary 
school buildings, three dormitories and a hospital. In 1901 additional 
land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at a cost of $35,262.27. 
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Three new cottages have been erected. A new school building, containing 
eight class rooms and a hall, has been erected and occupied since Septem- 
ber, 1910. Four horses, 1 carriage, 1 express wagon and 2 carts. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of 
the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. ‘ The 
buildings are occupied by the Suffolk School for Boys. Two horses, 
5 cows, 1 wagon, 1 passenger bus and 1 jigger.

AutmsHousg, Alford street, Charlestown. With the exception of the 
garden lot of about 73 ,000 feet, this property was sold to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company during the year 1911, and is about to be 
abandoned. 

Lone Isuanp.— The department controls about 167 acres. A building 
accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 
and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for about 
250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 800, a 
power house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories high 
(including laundry and bakery), a house for the superintendent, a hos- 
pital for consumptives, with fifty-one beds, a home for nurses, a tie-up 
for cattle and a mortuary have since been erected. There are also a large 
barn, ice house, piggery and other farm buildings and a reservoir with 
capacity of 1,000,000 gallons. Seven horses, 2 cows, 3 young stock, 133 
pigs, 100 fowl, ambulance, 3 busses, phaeton, wagon, jigger, caravan, 
3 carts and the necessary farm implements. 

STEAMER ‘“‘GrorGeE A. HrBparp.”’ This boat is 65 tons (gross) burden, 
80 feet long, 17 feet beam, 7 feet draft, and was built in 1910 at a cost of 
$37,500, and went into commission on December 9 of that year. Her 
berth is at Long Island, where, being fully equipped for fire service, she 
could be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any of the harbor 
islands, as well as for service in the department.

Service as a locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is in use by the 
Paving Service; the building thereon is leased to a tenant. 

LircHFIELD WHARF. (LEASED.) — Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic 
avenue, containing about 35,460 square feet. This wharf adjoins Fort 
Hill Wharf, and is occupied in part by the New England Sanitary Product 
Company as a berth for their scows, and also by the buildings of the City 
Refuse Utilization Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 

New ENGLAND SANITARY PrROopUcT CompaNy PLant. (LEASED.)— 
Situated on Spectacle Island; five acres on the northwestern slope of 
the southern head of said island in Boston Harbor.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest to the “‘Inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston, in Massachusetts,’ made by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN in a codicil 
to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1). The said codi- 
cil provided that the fund, “if accepted by the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston,” should be managed ‘“‘under the direction of the Select Men 
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united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to loan upon certain 
stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per cent interest, ‘‘to 
such young married artificers, under the age of 25 years, as have served 
an Apprenticeship in the said Town; ; and faithfully fulfilled the Duties 
required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a good moral Character from 
at least two respectable Citizens, who are willing to become their Sureties 
in a Bond.” 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the “Donation” was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;',4; of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue “to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,’’ and 
that they should spend 122 of the fund which had by that time accumu- 
lated ‘fin Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to 
the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public Build- 
ings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more 
convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers resort- 
ing thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until January 
17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel FF. McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘Select Men,”’ paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 Ces of the fund); and the said pérsons voted that this 
amount be expended ‘‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.’’ The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought. to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the “selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,’ and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen ‘‘did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund”’; and by virtue of a final decree made by 
Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Richard Olney (Chairman), William Endicott, Nathan Matthews, Charles 
= esac James J. Storrow (Secretary), John A. Sullivan and George

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$402,718.52 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms 
and 6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

TickNorR BrquEest.— By the will of the late Grorer Ticknor, of 
Boston, he gave to the City of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his 
books and manuscripts in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, about 
four thousand volumes, and also the sum of four thousand dollars. After 
the receipt of said sum the city is required to spend not less than one 
thousand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five years next 
succeeding (7. e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the rate of five 
per cent per annum) in the purchase of books in the Spanish and Portu- 
guese languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of books of 
permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or in 
such other languages as may be deemed expedient by those having charge 
of the library. ‘The books bequeathed or purchased are always to be freely 
accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use outside 
of the library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the city, 
and the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts 
and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this con- 
tribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to 
retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under 
the control of the city, the City Council having previously accepted the 
bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of said will, and 
the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on behalf of 
the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and custody of the 
books and manuscripts.

During 
the year 1908 the Trustees sold the shares of stock for the gross sum of

Bowpoin DorcHEsSTER ScHooL Funp.— On March 1, 1797, JAMzEs 
Bowpoin, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, ‘‘for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to, and invested by, the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester. 

On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
opinion that the schools in South Boston had the same right as the schools 
in Dorchester to participate in the benefit of this fund, and since that date 
the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books and 
other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHooL Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
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Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the 


Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer 
of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, 
notes of hand, ete. (being the property of said free schools), that now are 
or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.’’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen 
shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabili- 
ties set forth” in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation 
to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the mem- 
eet. of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 

““manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.’ 

The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other educational 
material for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of the 
former City of Charlestown.

Comins ScHoot Lisrary Funp.— The late Linus B. Comins made a 
donation in 1855 of $500 to be held in trust by the Chairman of the School 
Committee, the Mayor of the city and the President of the Common Coun- 
cil, who are constituted ex officiis trustees of the fund, the income to be 
expended for the library of the Comins Grammar School for girls, situated 
in the former limits of the town of Roxbury. This school subsequently 
became a mixed school, attended both by girls and boys, and the income 
of the fund is paid annually to the master of the school, and by him ex- 
pended in accordance with the wishes of the donor.

School and Children’s Home Association.

School for Females in said city.’”’ This bequest was received by the 
Mayor in May, 1886, and paid to the City Treasurer, who was authorized 
to invest the same in City of Boston bonds, the fund thus created to be 
known as ‘‘The Eastburn School Fund” and the income thereof paid to the 
School Committee, to be expended by it for the purposes set forth in the 
will of the testator. 

Under regulations adopted by the School Committee the income of 
this fund is now paid to the head master of the Normal School, and 
expended by him with the approval of the superintendent for the benefit 
of deserving and indigent pupils attending the Normal School.

FRANKLIN Mepat Funp.— The will of Dr. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN con- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to the 
pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston. In 1867 these 
medals were given for the last time to pupils in the grammar schools. After 
that date the medals were given only to graduates of the Public Latin 
and the English High Schools until 1896, when graduates of the Mechanic 
Arts High School were also included. At the present time these medals 
are awarded annually in June by the Board of Superintendents, on the 
recommendation of the head masters of these three schools, to those 
graduates who have attained high rank in scholarship and conduct.

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908, as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910, for the payment 
of pensions to the members of the teaching or supervising staff of the 
public day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are ‘‘vested in a board of three 
trustees of whom, one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen by 
the School Committee, and the third shall be chosen by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston.” 

“In addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of five cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the treas- 
urer of the permanent pension fund such portions of the proceeds of said 
five cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid as, 
in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the purpose of 
paying pensions to teachers during that year.”

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed 
a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1912, 2,526 teachers were contributing to the fund at the 
rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1912, two hundred and twenty-five retired teachers were 
receiving annuities of $15 per month.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,— We beg to submit herewith a report of 
the activities of the Bath Department for the year 
1911-12. 

In submitting SRE résumé we feel that a proper 
exposition of the work accomplished by this department 
cannot be had by the bare portrayal of facts and figures. 
The value of figures at most is only relative, and while 
the attendance figures submitted herein may convey 
some impression of the widespread popularity of the 
institutions under our direction, they cannot impart 
any comprehensive idea of the health-giving functions 
of our system. 

No department in the city has a more cosmopolitan 
patronage, and no feature of civic life has a more appeal- 
ing nature, or is more salutary in its influences, than that 
which it is our privilege to regulate. A proper apprecia- 
tion of its humanitarian character can only be measured 
by those who are brought in almost daily contact with it. 

The healthful and recreative features of the gymnasia 
and baths, sought especially by those communities 
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which at present do not possess them near at hand, 
furnish a most convincing argument for their construc- 
tion in these localities. Their presence in any and 
particularly in the most congested areas is an acknowl- 
edged barrier to the spreading of disease, and the extent 
of this beneficent work wrought among peoples where 
sanitary equipment and healthful practices are on a 
low plane is inestimable. | 

If but 1 per cent of those who patronize our gymnasia 
and baths thereby anticipate the contracting of a disease 
and are made stronger and better citizens, the resultant 
dividends in the health and happiness of our citizens 
cannot be properly measured. 

We contend that the expenditures made by the Bath 
Department, a most useful agency in the amelioration 
of disease, by reason of its preventive character, saves 
the municipality a much larger expense that would be 
entailed through other channels in eradicating existent 
diseases, and thereby justifies the appropriation of an 
amount sufficient to carry out our campaign of pro- 
moting health-giving and body-giving practices in every 
quarter of the city. | 

In order that these educational policies may be 
extended to every section of the city, we earnestly 
recommend a special appropriation for the purpose of 
erecting a bath house and gymnasium in Brighton, 
the only section of the city yet unprovided for in this 
respect.

EAst Tees eee 


The opening of the new Paris Street Gymnasium and 
Baths, located on the site of the first indoor municipal 
gymnasium in America, took place on July 8 last, and 
its unexcelled facilities have been used to a degree far 
exceeding our fondest anticipations. The number of 
patrons who frequent this institution and their cos- 
mopolitan character is sufficient proof of the decided 
impetus to the health and enjoyment of the people in 
this section. The gymnasium and shower baths are 
taxed to their full capacity and the resulting good for 
a healthy and stronger citizenship makes it a powerful 
influence to the community. 

The inadequate locker facilities at Wood Island Beach 
were augmented last season by the purchase of a large 
tent of sufficient size to cater to the needs of the extra 
patronage at this beach during a particularly hot period. 
The beach on the men’s and boys’ side was extended a 
distance of sixty feet, and properly sanded, an im- 
provement that greatly lessened the hitherto congested 
condition of this portion of the beach, and contributed 
much to the comfort and enjoyment of its patrons. 

An appropriation of $5,000 for the construction of 
a bath house at Orient Heights, which has been lying 
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dormant for a few years, owing to objections against 
its use on the site contemplated, could be used to good 
advantage here in the construction of additional lockers, 
and we urge the immediate transfer of this sum for the 
above mentioned purpose. 

The three floating bath houses at Border street and 
Jeffries Point continue to serve their useful mission in 
their respective districts. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


With the opening of a new reinforced concrete build- © 
ing to replace the former dilapidated structure at Dewey 
Beach, and the completion of the new indoor bath 
house and gymnasium at Bunker Hill and Lexington 
streets, the people of this congested district will have 
ample accommodations for the full enjoyment of health- 
ful and recreative activities. Both will be thoroughly 
modern in point of construction and equipment, and 
will serve to stimulate the interest of this section in 
healthful practice and a due regard for their bodily 
welfare. 

Copley School, the only indoor bath house at present 
in operation in this large area, still draws a large pat- 
ronage, which proves its inadequacy and only emphasizes 
the necessity for the speedy Spnietign of the Ward 3 
building. 


Nortu ENpD. 


The urgent need of repair on the piers at North End 
Park advocated in our last annual report has been met 
by an additional appropriation of $5,000 by the City 
Council, and the improvements called for, as a result, 
are rapidly nearing completion. When finished these 
piers will serve as most inviting recreation centers for 
both the adults and children of this cosmopolitan. 
community, having been made safe and sound by the 
installation of new planking and guard rails. The 
beach here is daily patronized by thousands of suffering 
humanity, but the lack of funds has prevented any 
improvements being executed in the way of dredging 
and sanding the bottom of the beach, which is advisable. 

The necessity for the construction of a new laundry 
building on this site becomes more imperative each 
year as the department grows, and as there is ample 
room in a most accessible location for the above-men- 
tioned plan to be put into effect we trust the City 
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Council will realize the urgency of .our request in this 
matter and appropriate $15,000 for this purpose. 

Last summer additional area was given over to the 
children’s play corner, and a fence constructed below the 
mean low water line, providing the privacy needed on 
the women’s and children’s side of the beach. More 
playground apparatus was also installed within the 
children’s inclosure which merited daily appreciation 
by the hundreds who constantly sought its use. The 
lower room of the park building in the southerly end 
was converted into an auxiliary “laundry, in which 
an up-to-date mangle was installed, greatly relieving 
the pressure of supplying bathing materials during the 
warm periods of the summer, and its worth will become 
more evident each season. 

The North Bennet Street Bath House during the 
past year has had extraordinary demands made on it, and 
its influence on the life and character of the adjacent 
community renders it of exceptional value. On Sunday 
morning, during the summer season, the presence of 
a police officer from Station 1 was enlisted for the 
purpose of preserving order and regularity in the ranks 
of those awaiting entrance. A special appropriation for 
the purpose of installing sixteen additional shower 
baths on the main floor, as requested last year, is most 
advisable and would tend greatly to diminish the waiting 
lines which at times are obliged to form, owing to the 
inadequate facilities in the house. 


West END. 


The delay in securing an additional appropriation of 
$15,000 in carrying. out the plans and specifications of 
the bath house and gymnasium contemplated on 
Blossom street has provoked just criticism from a 
community where the need of such an establishment 
as intended is so manifest as to make further delay 
a matter approaching neglect of civic duty. The plans 
projected are suited to the needs of this community, 
and their execution is anxiously awaited by thousands 
who feel that the enjoyment of such features as will be 
provided have already been too long arrested. We 
trust that the additional appropriation of $15,000 
requested will be forthcoming in the immediate future. 

The two floating bath houses, located in the Charles 
River Basin, at Charlesbank Park, are daily taxed to 
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their fullest capacity during the summer season. Water 
taken from tanks of these two houses was analyzed 
by the Board of Health during the past year, and was 
found to be free from disease-breeding germs, thereby © 
dissipating any apprehension that could be felt by those 
who thought that the absence of an ebb and flow in 
this basin would be conducive to stagnant and polluted 
water. It would be advisable, however, to install 
shower baths in these houses this coming summer, 
and this plan will probably be adopted. 


SoutH ENp. 


The Dover Street Bath House is still the mecca of 
thousands in quest of cleanliness and health. Last year 
over 200,000 sought its free facilities. This number 
embraces people gathered from every quarter of the 
globe. We feel safe in asserting that this house allevi- 
ates the needs of the citizens to a greater degree propor- 
tionate to its facilities than any bath house in the world. 
The laundry continues to meet the increased demands 
made on it yearly, but next year the installation of an 
additional extractor will be necessary. 

The appropriation of $90,000 recently made by the 
City Council makes possible the realization of a desire 
long cherished by the people of the South End for a 
suitable bath house and gymnasium. The plans em- 
bodying these features are already extant. Its situation 
on Tyler street, adjacent to the present rather unin- 
viting building, is central, and will promote frequent 
recourse to these benefits by the people of this district. 
Its spacious gymnasium and liberal number of shower 
baths will lend their influence to a community calculated 
to take a profitable advantage of these unexcelled 
features when completed. 

The Ward 9 Gymnasium and shower baths on Har- 
rison avenue are a decided boon to the immediate sec- 
tion and contribute much, despite the limited facilities, 
to those who frequent this house. During the past 
year the Civil Service Commission has held its physical 
examination of all city laborers in this gymnasium, 
where a large percentage of those now in the Police | 
and Fire Departments of the city underwent a course 
of physical training that qualified them for the physical 
tests for appointment. 

An appropriation of $6,000 for the construction of a 
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new floating bath house to be located at Fort Point 
channel will prove a most desirable improvement in 
this section. The large army of workers in the adjacent 
factories and storehouses will find this house a most 
enjoyable retreat in the heat of a midsummer day, and 
its use for a short time will prove refreshing to the 
toiler and beneficial to the surrounding business houses, 
in the way of renewed activity on the part of their toilers 
after a refreshing plunge. 


SoutH Boston. 


The extensive improvements made at L Street last 
spring, in point of increased accommodations in both 
the men’s and women’s departments, and the introduc- 
tion of turnstiles on the men’s side to register and regu- 
late the entrance of the patrons, have contributed 
immeasurably to the success of this, the most popular 
municipal bathing beach in the country. The serially 
numbered check system for the distribution of towels 
and trunks in the men’s house has enabled us to more 
readily ascertain the correct number of towels and suits 
used by the patrons, as well as insure proper returns 
for the sale of these articles. The abolition of nude 
bathing, previously in vogue here, which met with some 
opposition from a few sources, has come to meet with 
the approbation of all. It has served to eliminate many 
of the criticisms heretofore offered against the contin- 
uation of this policy, without producing a corresponding 
degree of opposition from those who previously were 
its most ardent supporters. As now conducted, and 
with its greatly augmented facilities for catering to the 
masses, it affords a most inviting resort to those in quest 
of pleasure or renewed life. Chest weights were installed 
on the side wall of the handball court of the men’s 
beach. ‘ 

A commodious and durable sun-house, constructed 
of glass and steel framing, was built this fall for the 
‘‘Brownies”’ to bathe here during the winter months, 
and its addition has met with the same measure of appre- 
ciation as was received for other improvements during 
the year. 

This coming year will witness the further develop- 
ment of the children’s playground and mothers’ corner 
of the women’s side. Teeter ladders, swings, and such 
apparatus as are suitable for a child’s play, will be 
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installed, and a shelter provided for mothers who can 
have recourse to its cooling shade, while children may 
have their full measure of play under the watchful eye of 
their parents. 

In point of service, accommodations and equipment 
L Street is unique, and stands alone among institutions 
of its kind in this country as a health-giving and recre- 
ative center to which many thousands pay daily com- 
pliment by their presence. 

The D Street Gymnasium continues to impart health, 
cleanliness and recreation to the thousands who take 
advantage of its privileges. Necessary improvements 
in the matter of new and additional showers in this 
gymnasium have been delayed, owing to its shortage 
of funds, but the number of patrons who use this house 
merit the improvements contemplated, for which a 
special appropriation of $2,000 should be made. 

The location of the proposed municipal building on 
Broadway carries with it the construction of an extensive 
bath house for both men and women. The men’s 
department will include the installation of fifty showers, 
with dressing rooms connected, while the women’s 
section provides forty of similar workmanship and design. 
The acquisition of this additional house will meet a 
long desired need in a large and thickly settled district 
which, up to this time, has received no recognition in 
this regard. From the isolated gymnasium and bath 
house on D street to the municipal building on Columbia 
road no bathing facilities have been located, and the 
site contemplated for the construction of this new plan 
has been chosen with a proper regard for the wants of 
the above-mentioned area. 


RoxBuRY. 


The Cabot Street Bath House, with its gymnasium, 
swimming pool and shower baths, is rapidly meeting 
with that degree of appreciation due an institution © 
combining such varied and thoroughly equipped accom- 
modations. Its completeness merits the praise of all 
critics, and its power for good draws thousands from 
every section of the city. - The need of a thoroughly 
new equipment in the matter of showers has become 
more evident daily, and a special appropriation to this 
end will be fulfilling a necessary duty. . 

The uninviting and dilapidated appearance of the 
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swimming pool at Orchard Park becomes more evident 
each year despite such improvements in appearance and 
equipment as the pool itself and our appropriation will 
permit. The construction of a new bath house and 
gymnasium in this section is imperative if the needs 
of such a thickly congested community are to be sub- 
served. If this was accomplished the swimming pool 
could be abolished, as is now deemed advisable, and 
the wants of the people in this section would be served 
in a more hygienic manner throughout the year. From 
Cabot street to the Ward 16 building on Columbia 
road no bath house now exists, and a knowledge of 
the conditions in the intervening district is sufficient 
incentive for the making of an appropriation to be 
expended for this desirable purpose. 


DORCHESTER. 


Columbia Road Gymnasium, pool and baths, the only 
building of its kind in the immediate and outlying 
districts in this end of the city, is used to the limit of 
its facilities. The two gymnasia are filled daily with 
those in quest of physical development, and the unusually 
large attendance attests the appreciation of all who 
seek its advantages. The pool, while not conforming 
in size and shape and depth to what is_ ordinarily 
required, serves its useful mission to a very appreciable 
extent, especially among the women and girls, for whom 
it has become necessary to open the pool on Wednesdays 
of each week from 10 a. m. to 3 p. m. 


NEPONSET. 


The inadequate locker facilities which have previously 
hindered the development of Tenean Beach have been 
met by the construction of additional houses with 
lockers for both the male and female patrons who 
patronize this, one of the most popular beaches in the 
department. The coming summer will witness a large 
improvement both in point of numbers and in alleviating 
the wants of those who were formerly compelled to wait 
in line for locker accommodations. Last summer tilts 
were installed on the women’s side of the beach, which . 
proved a most inviting and useful improvement in the 
recreative life of the children of this section. 

The purchasing of Colter’s Beach and the construction 
thereon of a new bath house is in process of development, 
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and when arrangements have been completed will 
meet with the wants of the people between Savin Hill 
and Neponset. 

The special appropriation of $9,000 which has been 
made will hardly carry out the purchase of the land 
sought and the building of a suitable bath house on the 
premises, but the money at present available will be 
utilized in a manner looking toward the fulfillment 
of this project which has been eagerly sought by the 
citizens of the adjacent district for some time past. 


JAMAICA PLAIN. 


The opening of the Curtis Hall building in March 
will greatly augment the facilities and broaden the scope 
of the activities in this department. This well-lighted ' 
and well-appointed gymnasium and running track, 
together with its numerous shower baths and spacious 
swimming pool, will prove a welcome addition to the 
civic life in this community. The gymnasium is 
equipped with every desirable piece of gymnastic 
apparatus and any paraphernalia suited to physical 
development, while its spacious floor is sufficient to 
accommodate a class of over 100. 

The swimming pool is 75 feet long and 24 feet wide, 
with a mean depth of 3 feet and a maximum depth of 
63 feet, containing about 75,000 gallons of. water, which 
will be heated to a proper degree for the comfort of its 
patrons. It has a filtering system which will enable 
us to use the water already in the tank more than once. 
The site of the building is accessible to thousands, and 
its opening will add another monument to this section. 
which will be appreciated to an extent commensurate 
only with its large facilities. 


West RoxBury. 


The Spring Street River Bath, as stated in our report 
of a year ago, is manifestly in need of extensive improve- 
ments. The old wooden voting booths which now serve 
as locker buildings for the patrons of this house have 
outlived their usefulness, and should be supplanted by 
a new reinforced concrete building of dimensions and 
design suited to the district and its environment, and 
an appropriation of $20,000 would be sufficient to con- 
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tinue under proper conditions the bathing facilities 
which are afforded here, the only place in this large 
district. 

Last year the bath houses in this department were 
opened on May 23, to meet the needs of the citizens in 
this city at that time. A period of unexpected hot 
weather came upon us, and as it seemed desirable to 
give the people access to the beach houses at once we 
met their needs within the space of a few hours: These 
- houses were kept continuously in operation from the 
. above-mentioned date until the close of the season, 
September 15. 

The trustees view with continued approbation the 
undiminished zeal of the superintendent, Hugh C. 
McGrath, in promoting the interests of the department 
to the high plane it now occupies, and also to the physi- 
cal director, James L. Walsh, for the high standard of 
excellence of the gymnasiums in the department.

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 


Board of Bath Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN,— In placing before you a report of the 
work carried on under my supervision I take much 
pleasure in stating as a fact that, notwithstanding the 
efforts that have recently been made by other cities 
along lines parallel to those on which we ourselves are 
moving, we are still in advance. While admitting the 
stimulus of competition, and attributing much of our 
own advance to its influence, the fact remains that we 
still maintain the lead which we took when we gave the 
primary example of how a municipality should interest 
itself in the physical upbuilding and bodily cleanliness 
of its people. Indeed, in viewing the totality of our 
institutions and the widest reach of our functions, our 
department not only has no peer in this description of 
municipal work but it has many imitators. 

Here and there, in other communities, features which 
would only be a fragment of our endeavors have been 
differentiated for specialization, and much emphasis 
has been given to their importance. The notable 
features that have been seized upon in this way are 
recreation, swimming, dancing and games. AIl of these 
expressions of physical training activity have been made 
to appear highly valuable where they have been individu- 
alized. Any institution serving to promote one of these 
features alone has seen fit to vaunt of its achievement. 
What, then, should be our pride in dwelling on the fact 
that we promote all of them, and that we do so with 
deliberate consideration as to the relative value of each? 

Yet I can see where there is an opportunity for the 
extended use of our gymnasia and bath houses. In 
spite of the fact that we have succeeded in keeping in 
the lead in the work that we are doing, I am mindful 
that our advance has been made more through the 
increase of the number of buildings than through the 
increasing service of each individual institution. This 
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numerical increase must sooner or later cease, in accord- 
ance with the law of limitation; but the scope of useful- 
ness of the individual institution must be enlarged 
upon. That can only result, however, from increasing 
the teaching staff. 

The fact is particularly worthy of being kept in mind. 
It is the key to future progress. At the present time 
the work of instruction is being carried on by very few 
men. It is a customary thing in private gymnasia to 
have three or four paid instructors. Even in gymnasia 
much inferior to ours in size this is to be seen. And 
always they are men who receive good salaries. In 
our gymnasia, on the other hand, until last year, one 
man had to suffice for the largest institution. At the 
present there are two men in the three largest gymnasia, 
but as the attendance at these places runs over 2,000 
a week it will be seen that the instructors must handle 
the people in large masses and thus miss the opportunity 
to give any attention to the individual. 

There is much room for wider service in each gym- 
nasium, and I am prepared to try and realize it at the 
earliest opportunity. But the first essential to such 
furtherance of our functions is to increase the instructing 
staff and make the salaries of the instructors correspond 
to those paid in private gymnasia. 

I have nothing new to say this year in regard to the 
organization and instruction of classes. The tested 
methods of the past have been adhered to without 
change. Some slight modifications of the routine have 
been introduced, but in the main the direction of our 
teaching efforts has not shifted. The result is that, 
as in former years, I am able to point to a character of 
improvement in the physical make-up of our patrons 
which answers any challenge as to the justification of 
money expended in our work. The attendance which 
has been tabulated speaks for itself as far as mere 
numbers are concerned. That is important as showing 
the splendid popularity of the gymnasia and baths. 
But the number of people who remain in attendance 
with sufficient regularity and attention to derive the 
substantial benefits that we hold out for them is not 
easy to tabulate. From observation, however, in the 
absence of more accurate methods, I have been able to 
compute the number with reasonable proximity to fact,

and I do not hesitate to say that two-thirds of the people 
attending the gymnasia have received the benefits 
mentioned. 

In former reports I have called attention to the fact 
that as a result of our methods of teaching swimming 
the City of Boston can show more children that can 
swim that can any other city in the country. Last 
year we added materially to the number. Last year, 
too, we made a change in the manner of conducting 
water sports which had been in vogue for many years. 
It had formerly been the custom to hold neighborhood 
races or demonstrations at the end of the season. 
Although these were held throughout the entire depart- 
ment they were disconnected and lacked unity. Last 
year a scheme of organization was inaugurated.. Each 
section of the city was given local races, and the winners 
of these local meets were then matched in a final meet 
which was held at North End Park. The success of 
the entire scheme was far beyond: our expectations. 

The civil service training that we offer to applicants 
for the fire and police departments is being adopted by 
an increasing number of men each year. Last year 
more than two hundred of our patrons took these 
examinations and most of them passed satisfactory 
marks. Many of them passed the test with the highest 
marks. 

The North Bennet Street Gymnasium, by reason of 
it being still new and in the experimental period of its 
history, was watched closely for any signs that might 
suggest innovations which could be expected to improve 
its service. The experiment was tried of inviting the 
mothers of the neighborhood to attend at regular 
intervals and enjoy a social afternoon with their children. 
The experiment proved highly satisfactory. Through 
an interest in their children the mothers were introduced 
to an institution of which they might otherwise have 
remained in ignorance. 

The opening of the new East Boston Gymnasium 
presented no new problem. It simply replaced a gym- 
nasium which had been the first in the country to try out 
the educational possibilities of that sort of public agency. 
The new gymnasium, of course, has been much more 
largely attended than was the old one. That was to 
have been expected. Theoretically this gymnasium was

regarded when finished as one of the finest of its kind 
in the world: Its wide range of accommodation was 
expected to serve a larger number of purposes than we 
have ever served before. These expectations have all 
been realized by practical experience. 

The instructors under my charge have carried out 
the work outlined for them with earnestness and sincere 
attention, and I commend them for their loyalty to the 
purpose of the department.

Dear S1rr,— In accordance with section 8, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, we submit herewith a summary of the 
decisions of the Board of Appeal that have been rendered 
since our last annual report of January 31, 1911. 

In regard to recommendations for revision of the law, 
which seem to us advisable, we have but one suggestion 
to make this year. 

From a recent case before this Board it has again 
been brought to our notice that an unnecessary hardship 
is caused by the requirement that all partitions in a 
first class building must be of first class construction. 
Strictly enforced, this would mean that no small rooms 
in office buildings could be partitioned off by wooden or 
glass screen partitions, such as are universally used 
through the city. When such partitions are brought 
to the notice of the Building Commissioner he is 
obliged to order them removed, and upon appeal to this 
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Board we are in some quandary as to the advisability 
of sustaining or dismissing such an appeal. We believe 
that within certain areas, inclosed entirely by fireproofed 
partitions and floors, so-called secondary or tempo- 
rary partitions of wood and glass should be allowed, 
since they do not materially increase the fire risk and 
are no more inflammable than wooden screens stopping 
just short of the ceiling, or furniture and other appurte- 
nances of every office building. 

We therefore recommend, as we have already done 
in our report of 1910, that at the end of the second 
paragraph of section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the 
following clause be inserted: 

‘‘Partitions of wood or glass or both may be used in 
first class buildings within areas inclosed by fireproof 
walls and fireproof partitions, if such areas do not 
exceed one thousand square feet.’’

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SUMMARY OF DECISIONS. 


Case No. 257. 
February 15, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to openings in party walls where peculiar condi- 
tions exist. 


CasE No. 258. 
February 18, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to alter an existing tenement 
house three and a half stories in height with an ell three 
_ stories in height by increasing the main building and also 
the ell to five stories in height. The Building Com- 
missioner refused a permit because certain windows 
in the new rooms proposed would not open upon spaces 
required by law. The appellant contended that section 
63, on which the Building Commissioner based his 
objection, applied to new structures and not to the altera- 
tion of an existing tenement house. Finding that the 
contention of the appellant was sound, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 259. 
February 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a double wooden house because the party wall 
did not extend to the front line of a connecting porch as 
required by the commissioner’s interpretation in sec- 
tion 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a porch with a roof should not be 
considered as a part of the building proper. The Board 
agreed with the appellant in this specific instance and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 260. } 
February 18, 1911. 
The appellant proposed to erect three adjoining brick 
tenement houses five stories in height. An outer court 
runs in from the back yard of the end house a distance 
of‘ approximately 18 feet and 6 feet in width. ‘Two 
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rooms on each story obtain their light from this court. 
Two rooms on each story of the adjoining house (sepa- 
rated from the end house by a 12-inch party wall) also 
derive their ight from said court. The middle house is 
also provided with a similar 6-foot court, two rooms of 
said house being solely lighted by said court and two 
rooms on each story of the third house also deriving 
their ight from said court. These single rooms in the 
central and in the third house derive no light from their 
own premises, wherein lay the objection of the Building 
Commissioner. The Board dismissed the appeal on the 
eround that so much space was left for the back yards 
that the plans could be made to conform to the law 
without causing any hardship to the appellants. 


Case No. 261. 
February 27, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a pent house 
upon the roof of a hotel for the accommodation of a 
ventilating system, the area of the pent house to exceed 
the maximum permitted by law, namely, 12 feet square 
by 12 feet in height. In view of the uses to which this 
pent house was to be put, and with the understanding 
that it was to be put only to such uses, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


CasE No. 262. 
February 20, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make proposed alterations in a hotel because “‘inclos- 
ures containing one or more water-closets are not to be 
provided with adequate ventilation to the outer air 
either by window or suitable light shaft.” The Board 
found that the method of ventilation proposed was 
equivalent to that literally called for in the law and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 263. 
March 4, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a small four-story tenement house as the pro- 
posed building was provided with no yard and the 
public halls were not lighted in the manner required by 
law. The lot in question is 14 feet in depth at one end, 
20 feet at the other, and approximately 48 feet in length, 
upon a public street 17 feet in width. There are to ‘be

suites of three rooms and two rooms on each of the four 
stories, all such rooms being amply lighted from the 
public street aforesaid. Windows are to be cut in the 
rear wall of the premises in question, said wall abutting 
upon the rear lot line of adjoining premises. The stair- 
case will be lighted by one of these windows in the rear 
wall and the staircase also receives light from above the 
ceiling of the water-closet compartment on each floor. 
The Board, finding that upon a lot of such small dimen- 
sions and shape it would be impossible to provide a 12- 
foot yard, that the staircase would be sufficiently lighted, 
and that this was a specific case not contemplated by the 
law though covered by it, sustained the appeal. 


CAsE No. 264. 
March 8, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a tenement house because the outer court, 
running in from the back yard, was not 6 feet in width 
for its entire length, as required by law. This outer 
‘court is 6 feet in width for two-thirds of the length of 
the court, but at the outer end of said court, near the 
yard, it is diminished to 4 feet. The entire court abuts 
upon a public school yard at least 100 feet wide. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that there 
was but a slight deviation from the letter of the law and 
that the school yard would afford much more exposure 
than is legally required for tenement houses. 


CAsE No. 265. : 
March 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a factory as the proposed factory would 
exceed the height permitted by law. Two-thirds of the 
frontage abuts upon a street 40 feet in width and the 
balance of the frontage abuts upon a street 80 feet in 
width. The height of a building on a 40-foot street 
cannot, lawfully, exceed 100 feet. The appellants pro- 
posed to erect their building to a height of 125 feet, 
contending that, if the street be of uneven width, the 
width should be the average width of the street opposite 
the building. On this basis the appellants could legally 
erect a building 125 feet in height. Finding the conten- 
tion of the appellant to be sound, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 
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CAsE No. 266. 
March 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a tenement house because the yard did not 
extend the entire width of the lot. The lot in question 
is of very irregular shape, resembling the letter ‘‘L.’’ 
The appellant has provided a rear yard of legal dimen- 
sions at the rear of one leg of the ‘‘L,” but at the rear 
of the front portion, which is the other leg of the ‘‘L,”’ 
no yard is provided. The Board dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that the yard, as contemplated, would 
be insufficient. 


CAsE No. 267. 
March 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in an existing tenement house 
as there was no yard provided at the rear. The premises 
in question abut upon the opening into the new subway, 
near Cambridge street. The appellants contended that 
section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, authorized such’ 
omission, as the entrance to the subway should be con- 
sidered as a ‘‘railroad right of way,’’ because of the per- 
manency of its character. On the ground that the con- 
tention of the appellant was sound, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 


CasE No. 268. 
March 25, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to alter a three-story brick 
building by adding one story to the existing building, 
thereby converting said building into a tenement house, 
said tenement house having no yard at rear of premises, 
in violation of the law. After an inspection of the prem- 
ises, the Board found no reason for deviating from the 
law in this case and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 269. 
March 25, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect an addition, 
one story in height, to an existing three-story wooden 
dwelling on a sloping lot. The proposed addition would 
be in the basement, which is almost entirely out of 
ground. The Building Commissioner contended that, 
as the proposed addition is to be occupied as a store, the 
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fire hazard would be slightly increased and that the 
building is really a four-story frame structure, which 
would be illegal for a new building of this character. 
The appellant contended that as partitions and ceilings 
are to be fireproofed the addition would not constitute 
a fire hazard and he was simply converting a portion 
of an existing basement into a compartment for mer- 
cantile purposes. The Board, finding the contention of 
the appellant to be sound, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 270. 
April 3, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a tenement house as no back yard was 
provided. The lot in question was L-shaped with a 
frontage on two streets and the appellant contended 
that, therefore, no back yard was required. The Board 
found that section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, applied 
to a lot running from street to street, but not to exceed 
150 feet. As the lot in question exceeds 150 feet the 
appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 271. 
April 3, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to increase the height 
of an ell of an existing tenement house. The Building 
Commissioner refused the application because the exist- 
ing back yard is not of the lawful depth, and therefore 
no extension could legally be made in this case. The 
Board found that the law does not forbid the enlarging 
of an existing tenement house, provided the size of the 
lot is not thereby diminished, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No 222: 
April 5, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
as no yard was provided in rear of premises. The 
premises in question abut upon a public school yard, 
and the appellant contended that such school yard was 
equivalent to a ‘‘railroad right of way, a cemetery or a 
public park,” in view of its permanency. The Board, 
acting under the discretionary power granted in section 
7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal.

CasE No. 273. 
April 5, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house on a corner lot with no yard across the rear of 
the lot. In lieu of the yard there is an existing 5-foot 
passageway or court running in from the street to 
beyond the rear of the premisesin question. Theappellant 
intended to dedicate 1 foot of his lot to the enlargement 
of said 5-foot passageway. The Building Commissioner 
contended that the width of said passageway or court 
should be not less than one-eighth of its length (which 
is 75 feet), in accordance with section 58, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, The appellant contended that section 56 
and not section 58 was applicable to this case, and that 
the minimum width of 6 feet therein described may be 
used regardless of the length of the court, and as said 
court or passageway is to be used in lieu of a yard the 
requirements in section 58 for inner and outer courts 
would not apply. The Board, finding the appellant’s 
interpretation of the law to be sound, sustained the 
appeal. 

CasE No. 274. 
April 3, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house as the means of egress required 
for tenement houses is not provided. The Board, find- 
ing that the egress provided was equivalent to the strict 
requirement of the law, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 275. 
April 5, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a hotel as several roof houses and other struc- 
tures erected above the roof line exceed the dimensions 
permitted by law, namely, 12 feet square and 12 feet 
high. None of the structures on the roof are to be used 
for any purpose other than for ventilation, elevator 
machinery, or to cover staircases to the roof. In view 
of the uses to which these pent houses are to be put 
and with the understanding that they are to be put 
only to such uses, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 276. 
April 12, 1911. 
This appeal being made under a misapprehension as 
to the facts in the case, the same was dismissed without 
prejudice. 
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Case. No. 277. 
April 18, 1911. 


Appeal was withdrawn. 


Case No. 278. | 
May 11, 1911, 
The Building Commissioner ordered the appellant to 
provide additional means of egress in four dwelling 
houses. The houses are three stories in height, with 
flat roofs; access from roof to roof is possible, and not 
more than eleven persons occupy each house above the 
first story. Providedthatsteps from the roof be extended 
down to the level of third floors and hand rails provided, 
and .that the scuttles be counterweighted, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 279. 
April 29, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to light certain new 
rooms in his existing tenement house by means of 
existing windows which open onto a yard belonging 
to adjoining premises. The Building Commissioner 
contended that as a new tenement house could not 
lawfully be erected with only such provision for light 
in any rooms, therefore it should not be allowed in the 
case of an alteration of an existing tenement house. 
The appellant contended that section 35 is applicable 
to this case and in that section, so long as rooms receive 
their ight from certain sized areas outside of the walls, 
there is no prohibition of such areas being on premises 
not belonging to the house in question. The Board 
found that section 35 and not section 63 was applicable 
and sustained the appeal. 


CAsE No. 280. 
May 20, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to make alterations in a brick 
tenement house four stories in height. One window 
on each story receives its light from adjoining premises. 
The Building Commissioner contended that section 63, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, relative to requirements for 
new tenement houses, applied in this case. The Board 
found that section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, relative 
to alterations of existing buildings, applied in this case 
and sustained the appeal. 
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CAsE No. 281. 
May 20, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect three tenement houses as no intakes were pro- 
vided to the inner courts. In the center of each building 
is an area 16 feet by 32 feet (double that required by 
law), starting at the level of the second floor. Every 
suite on each floor opens from a street to this area and 
to provide intakes would seriously injure the plans. 
The Board, finding this to be a specific case, and that 
it would be an injustice to require the appellant to 
provide intakes, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 282. | 
May 31, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner ordered the appellant 
to provide additional means of egress in four tenement 
houses of second class construction. There is one 
staircase from the basement to the top story and a 
stairway leading to a large scuttle in the roof of each 
house. The roofs are flat and there is access to adjoin- 
ing roofs. The number of occupants above the first 
story in each house does not exceed ten. A fire engine 
house is within a stone’s throw. The Board, after 
inspecting the premises, concluded that the houses 
in question were supplied with reasonable means of 
egress in case of fire and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 288. 
May 24, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house of second class construction, three stories in 
height, to exceed by about 700 square feet the maxi- 
mum 5,000 superficial square feet permitted by law. 
The building will be surrounded by open spaces of at 
least 25 feet on every side and on two sides by 40 feet 
wide streets. Such a structure not exceeding 5,000 
square feet of ground area could be erected five stories 
in height and be within 10 feet of other buildings on two 
sides. On the ground that the building more than 
conforms to the spirit and intent of the law and is better 
than the law requires, and that it would be a manifest 
injustice in this specific case to refuse to grant a permit 
to the appellant, the Board sustained the appeal. 
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CASE No. 284. 
July 1, 1911. 
The plans in this case being incorrect, the appeal 
was dismissed without prejudice. 


CASE No. 285. 
July 15, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a two-story 
dwelling, using 8-inch brick exterior walls. The total 
area of the building is about 1,975 square feet, an 
exceed of 375 square feet over the maximum permitted 
by law for a dwelling with 8-inch brick exterior walls. 
The Building Commissioner’s refusal was technical. 
In view of various physical conditions pertaining to 
the premises, the Board found that it would be a mani- 
fest injustice in this specific case to refuse to grant a 
permit, and that what the appellant proposed is within 
the intent and spirit of the law. The Board sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 286. 
July 15, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to alter a two-story 
wooden dwelling with an inhabitable mansard roof, 
which is not occupied, by raising the building and 
putting in a new first story. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that the alteration would produce 
a wooden building to be used for habitation, more 
than three stories above the basement, which would 
not be lawful. The appellant did not propose to use 
the mansard roof for purposes of habitation and so 
long as he did not occupy the same for purposes of 
habitation he contended that it would be an injustice 
to deprive him of the opportunity of improving his 
property as set forth in his plan. On the ground that 
the contention of the appellant was sound, and with 
the understanding that the mansard roof is not to be 
occupied for habitation, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CAsE No. 287. 
July 15, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a theater, 
omitting on one side of the auditorium the exact shaped 
and located open court or passageway required by law. 
Equivalent passageways were provided and the physical 
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conditions surrounding the property precluded an exact 
compliance with the law. The Board, finding this to 
be a specific case not contemplated by the law, although 
covered by it, and that the spirit of the law would not 
be violated by the proposed variation from it, sustained 
the appeal. 


CAsE No. 288. 
July 26, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to omit the fire- 
proofing of steel columns and steel floor beams in a 
two-story building of first class construction, to be 
used as a station for reduction of voltage from an 
electrical power plant. The Board found that the 
appellant could lawfully erect, for the purpose, a build- 
ing of second class construction, and that he, therefore, 
could not be required to conform to the provisions 
for a first class structure and had a legal right to omit 
the fireproofing of columns and floor beams. The 
appeal was dismissed. 


CASE No. 289. 
Case still pending. 


CASE No. 290. 
July 29, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
make alterations in a certain building because the 
exposure required by law would not be provided in 
certain rooms. The appellant contended that this 
was a case evidently not contemplated when the law 
was framed. The Board sustained the appeal, with 
certain provisos, on the ground that it would be an 
injustice to refuse a permit since the variations from 
the technical requirements of the law were very slight. 


CaAsE No. 291. 
August 10, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
make alterations in an alleged third class building, to 
be used after alterations as a house for habitation, 
because the exposure required by law would not be 
provided. The appellant contended that the build- 
ing was not a third class structure, but practically 
second class, and would be absolutely second class

when certain alterations proposed in the plans have 
been accomplished. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that there was no law prohibiting the 
proposed alterations in this instance. 


CasE No. 292. | 
August 2, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 

erect a synagogue because the height of the building 

exceeded the maximum permitted by law, and because 

the external and party walls were of less thickness 

than was required by law. The appellant disputed 

both contentions of the Building Commissioner. The 

Board found the contention of the Building Commis- 
sioner to be sound and dismissed the appeal. 


CAsE No. 293. 
August 2, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to build 
a tenement house because no intake was provided for 
the inner court. The appellant contended that no 
intake in this instance was necessary, and it would 
be an unnecessary hardship if it was required to be pro- 
vided. The Board agreed with the Building Commis- 
sioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CAsE No. 294. 

| July 29, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to build 
four dwellings because the exposure for certain rooms 
was less than that required by law, and because certain 
portions of the back yards of the premises were to be 
occupied by one-story ells. Board found that under 
section 35 such ells might be considered permissible and 
that the exposure for other rooms, while not technically 
that required by law, were provided with the equivalent 
exposure, owing to certain peculiar physical conditions 

surrounding the property. ‘The appeal was sustained. 


CASE No. 295. 
August 10, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a tenement house because there would be no 
yard behind the building. The appellant contended 
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that no yard was required behind a tenement house 
hereafter erected upon a lot less than 150 feet deep, 
running through from a street to an alley or open pas- 
sageway not less than 15 feet wide, and he claimed that 
his lot met the above conditions. The Board, after an 
investigation of the premises, affirmed the decision of the 
Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CAsE No. 296. 
August 10, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to make 
alterations in an existing three and one-half story wooden 
tenement house, because after alterations such house 
would be four stories in height, which is one story higher 
than the law permits for wooden dwellings. The Board 
found that the appellant did not propose to increase the 
height of the building, but only to change the pitch roof 
to a flat roof, and that there was nothing in the law to 
prohibit his so doing and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CAsE No. 297. 
August 10, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a tenement house because certain rooms would not be 
lighted as required by law. Owing to the physical condi- 
tions surrounding the property, namely,-a schoolhouse 
yard on one side and a yard of a police station on another, 
the appellant contended that his rooms would be better 
lighted than technically required by law, and that he 
should be allowed the benefit of such physical conditions. 
The Board agreed with the appellant and sustained the 
appeal, after an inspection of the premises. 


CAsE No. 298. 
August 14, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a sun parlor upon the roof of an existing hotel, because 
said hotel already exceeded in height and area what 
would be allowed for a new building for similar purpose. 
The appellant contended that what he proposed to do did 
not increase the height of the building nor its area nor in 
any way interfere with the light and air of adjoining 
property nor increase the fire hazard, and that there was 
nothing in the law prohibiting such proposed structure 
in the case of an existing building. The Board agreed 
with the appellant and sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 299. 
August 30, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to add. 
a one-story ell at the rear of a tenement house, said one- 
story ell to be used for mercantile purposes, on the 
ground that no tenement house could be enlarged or its 
light diminished so as to decrease the minimum depth 
of yards prescribed for tenement houses in the law. 
Owing to the fact that adjoining premises were also 
utilized for mercantile purposes in the same manner as 
desired by the appellant, and after an inspection of the 
premises, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CASE .No. 300. 
August 30, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a hotel because there was no ventilation to the outer 
air by window or suitable light shafts for water-closets 
as required by law. The appellant contended that the 
proposed method of ventilating the water-closet com- 
partments by means of air shafts and fans was more 
than the equivalent of the intent of the law and the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 301. 
September 11, 1911. 

The appellant asked to be permitted to use a plank 
roof on steel trusses for a garage of otherwise first class 
construction, although a statute of April 26, 1911, pro- 
hibits such plank construction in a garage. Owing to 
misunderstandings and ignorance of this statute the 
appellants had been granted a permit allowing such 
construction and had in consequence incurred consider- 
able expense before his permit was revoked by the 
Building Commissioner. In view of the expense in- 
curred and the general circumstances in this case, and 
upon the assurance of the appellant that he would pro- 
tect the underside of the roof plank with incombustible 
material satisfactory to the Building Commissioner, the 
appeal was sustained. 


CASE No. 302. 
September 11, 1911. 


Appellant applied for permit to install a gas engine. 
After a hearing had been given to the protestants, as 
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required by law, the Board, in consideration of all the 
circumstances in the case, granted the application. 


CasE No. 303. 
September 11, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in granting an equivalent method of construction regard- 
ing thickness of walls in a certain building. 


CAsE No. 304. 
September 23, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to leave an existing 
staircase in a mercantile building of second class con- 
struction, which was undergoing alterations, without 
inclosing the said staircase with fireproof partitions as 
called for in the law. The appellant also appealed from 
the ruling of the Building Commissioner that sufficient 
egress was not provided. The Board dismissed the 
appeal regarding means of egress and sustained the 
appeal regarding the inclosing of the existing staircase 
on the ground that the law is so faultily worded that, if 
literally followed, a more dangerous fire trap would 
exist than in the condition that the law was intended 
to prohibit. 


Case No. 305. 
September 23, 1911. 

Appellant asked permission to build penthouses on 
the roof of a mercantile building to be constructed of 
greater height and area than permitted by law. As the 
said penthouses were to be used only for elevator and 
other machinery incidental to the most efficient opera- 
tion of a modern mercantile building, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


CaAsE No. 306. 
September 26, 1911. 


The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in finding the means of ingress and egress satisfactory 
in a mercantile building wherein the floor space exceeds 
10,000 square feet in area. 


CAsE No. 307. 
October 4, 1911. 


The Building Commissioner found that rain water 
leaders in a building had been installed by persons other 
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than licensed plumbers, contrary to his interpretation 
- of the law which required that all plumbing work shall 
be done by licensed plumbers. As the said rainwater 
leaders have no connection with any sewer or cesspool, 
but discharge independently into the harbor, the Board 
ruled that such work is not a part of the plumbing sys- 
tem of the building and that the appellant had, therefore, 
acted within his rights in his employment of the persons 
who did the work in question. Appeal sustained. 


CAsE No. 308. 
October 4, 1911. 
Appeal from the Building Commissioner’s order that 
additional egress is required. After inspection of the 
premises by the Board, the appeal was dismissed. 


CaAsE No. 309. 
October 4, 1911. 


Case similar to Case No. 308 and similarly dismissed. 


CasE No. 310. 
October 16, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commis- 
sioner in granting an equivalent method of construction 
regarding exposure in yards and courts of a building. 


Case No. 311. 
October 20, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to alter and heighten an existing tenement house, 
because the existing yards are not of legal size required 
for new tenements. After inspection of the premises 
by members of the Board, the Board sustained the 
appeal provided certain modifications were made in the 
plans in order to prevent additional detriment to 
adjoining property. 


Case No. 312. 
October 25, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to disregard certain 
definite requirements in the law as to yards behind 
tenement houses in his special case, which was an altera- 
tion and heightening for tenement purposes of an exist- 
ing one-story brick mercantile building. As the appellant 
would provide more exposure than is technically called 
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for in the law, although differing from the exact require- 
ments therein, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CASE INO. ols. 
November 1, 1911. 
The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress. 
The Board found the Building Commissioner’s order to 
be reasonable and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. .314. 


This case is similar to the preceding one. Case No. 
314 has not yet been heard and it is therefore assumed 
that the appellant was governed by the ruling of the 
Board in Case No. 313 and has complied with the 
order of the Building Commissioner. 


CaAsE No. 315. 
November 6, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house with a yard of less area than the law requires, 
because of peculiar physical conditions surrounding his 
property. After an inspection of the premises by the 
Board, the appeal was dismissed. 


CasE No. 316. 
November 6, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house upon a corner lot with a slight variation from 
the technical requirement in the law regarding yards. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the lot in 
question was not a corner lot. After inspection of the 
premises by the Board, the appeal was sustained on 
the ground that the appellant is to provide an equiva- 
lent area for yard purposes, and that the lot in question 
is a corner lot. 
CasE No. 317. 
November 1, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to erect a mercantile building because the means of 
egress from certain floors would not, in his opinion, be 
sufficient. The appellant contended that the egress 
shown on the plans is reasonably sufficient. The Board 
concurred with the appellant and sustained the appeal. 
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CaAsE No. 318. 
This case was withdrawn before hearing was given. 


CasE No. 319. 
November 13, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to make alterations in and increase the height of a 
portion of an existing second class building for habita- 
tion, and covering more than 5,000 square feet of floor 
area, for the reason that a like new structure could not 
lawfully exceed 5,000 square feet in area, and that the 
spirit of the law would seem to prohibit such a privilege 
as the appellant asked for in the case of an existing 
building to be altered. The Board found that section 
35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, distinctly contemplated 
a difference between the treatment of an existing build- 
ing to be altered and a like new building, and that the 
Building Commissioner is given discretionary power in 
this matter. The appeal was sustained on the ground 
that this case has none of the conditions which would 

warrant a refusal of his application. 


Case No. 320. 
November 18, 1911. 
This appeal was withdrawn after a_ preliminary 
hearing. 


Case No. 321. 
: December 9, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to make alterations in two adjoining tenement houses 
because no yards were to be provided as required by 
law. The appellant stated that he had purchased 
house No. 1 in order to protect his own house (No. 2) 
from being deprived of light and air as was threatened 
by the proposed lawful alterations of house No. 1. 
He contended that by controlling both houses, what 
he proposed to do would provide much better con- 
ditions as to light and air than would be possible with 
the houses under separate ownership. The Board 
sustained the appeal with a proviso regarding certain 
alterations in the plans, on the ground that what could 
lawfully happen would create a worse condition than 
was contemplated by the proposed alterations which 
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would be as nearly within the letter and spirit of the 
law as the physical conditions permitted. 


Case No. 322. 
December 11, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to build a modern tenement house because its area, if 
considered as one building, exceeds the maximum 
permitted by law for wooden buildings, and if con- 
sidered as four separate houses no back yards were 
provided in the case of some of the houses. The 
appellant contended that the building should be con- 
sidered as four separate structures and that back yards 
as technically required were not necessary in this case 
because of the open areas on all sides of the houses. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit to erect 
such a building which would be far superior in every 
way to what could be erected in conformity with all 
the technical requirements of the law. 


CAsE No. 3238. . 
December 5, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to convert a wooden 
dwelling house located in the suburbs into a five-family 
tenement house without conforming to all the require- 
ments of the law regarding the lighting of staircase 
and size of one bedroom. With a proviso that certain 
interior windows shall be provided, the Board sustained 
the appeal. | 
CaAsE No. 324. 
December 9, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to erect a tenement house because of lack of yard space. 
The appellant contended that a yard space was not 
required by law and that what he proposes to provide 
for exposure was better than, though not technically 
in conformity with, the law. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground of its being a specific case not 
contemplated by the law, though covered by it. 


Case No. 325. 
December 16, 1911. 


The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to build a tenement house because the means of egress 
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was not satisfactory. After an examination of the 
plans the Board concurred with the Building Com- 
missioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CAsE No. 326. 
December 20, 1911. 


Appeal withdrawn temporarily. 


CAsE No. 327. 
December 28, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to amend plans of a 
theatre for which a permit had been previously granted 
by order of the Board upon an appeal from the refusal 
of the Building Commissioner to issue the permit. The 
proposed changes concerned relocations of certain bal- 
cony exits and of the courts and fire escapes connected 
therewith. Permission was granted. 


Case No. 328. 
January 31, 1912. 
Appellant asked the Building Commissioner to permit, 
in the exercise of his discretionary power, the omission 
of back venting of traps for certain fixtures in appellant’s 
buildings now under construction. The Building Com- 
missioner refused the application on the ground that, in 
his opinion, his discretionary power in this matter was 
not sufficient. A majority of the Board found, on 
‘ appeal, that such discretionary power could have been 
used by the Building Commissioner in favor of the 
applicant in this case, and therefore using their own 
discretionary power, they overruled the Building Com- 
missioner’s decision and sustained the appeal with 
certain specific provisos regarding tests for the traps 
without back vents that were proposed to be used by 
the appellant. 
Case No. 329. 
January 6, 1912. 
Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress. 
Appeal dismissed. 
CasE No. 330. 
January 4, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to erect a tenement house on a corner lot because of lack 
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of yard or court as required by law. The appellant 
contended that this is a case not contemplated by the 
law though covered by it. Owing to the physical con- 
ditions surrounding the property, and with a proviso 
as to alteration of certain rooms, the Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that the proposed house 
would more than fulfill the spirit of the law. 


-CAsE No. 381. 
January 19, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner ordered the appellant to 
provide additional means of egress. Board concurred 
with the Building Commissioner and dismissed the 
appeal. 
Case No. 332. 
January 22, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner ordered certain partitions 
of second class construction in a first class building to 
be removed as they were in violation of the law. Upon 
appeal the Board sustained the appellant in the case of 
one partition not extending to the ceiling and dismissed 
the appeal in the case of partitions extending from floor 
to ceiling. 
CAsE No. 333. 
January 31, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to provide a water-closet 
compartment in a private dwelling without a window, 
directly upon the open air or light shaft. He proposed 
equivalent methods of lighting and ventilating which 
this Board found sufficient. Appeal sustained. 


CAsE No. 334. 
January 31, 1912, 
The appellant asked permission to install a gas engine. 
After a hearing to the appellant in which protestants 
also appeared and testified, and after an examination of 
the premises, engine and machinery, the Board granted 
the permit.

Sir,— In compliance with section 1, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, and of section 24, chapter 3, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, a statement of the operations of 


the department is herewith presented from February 
1, 1911, to January 31, 1912.

The number of permits granted for first and second 
class buildings is 554; for third class buildings, 1,537; 
for alterations, 2,551; for setting of steam boilers, 
engines, etc., 1,290; for plumbing, 4,052; for gas fitting 
work, 10,090, — making a total of 20,074 permits granted 
during the year. 
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The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 21,184; of alterations, 11,988; 
of boilers, engines, etc., relative to setting, 1,486; 
plumbing work, 19,923; gas fitting work, 15,314; ele- 
vators, 3,998; egress, 4,844; plans, 6,141; specials, 116; 
fires, 447 — making a total of 85,441.* 

These examinations occasioned 371 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etec.; 447 reports 
relative to fires; 664 reports relative to violations, and 
3,635 final reports, making a total of 5,117 reports 
made during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the 
statutes, etc., is 2,152; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 
305; for dangerous chimneys, 65; for additional means 
of egress, 2,190, and for miscellaneous purposes, 2,371 — 
making a total of 7,083 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 6,141 plans submitted during the year 4,894 
were approved and 1,247 were disapproved. 

The department referred to the Board of Appeal 76 
appeals. Forty-eight appeals were sustained, and 17 
appeals were dismissed. The Board of Appeal also 
concurred with the Building Commissioner in allowing 
an equivalent method of construction in three cases, as 
provided in section 8, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
department received 55 communications from the Board 
of Appeal. There are seven (7) cases pending action of 
said Board. In three (8) cases the Board concurred 
with the commissioner in allowing equivalent method 
of construction. 

One case of area exceeding 10,000 square feet proposed 
egress, etc., was approved by the Board in concurrence 
with the commissioner. Two (2) hearings were held on 
objections to erecting two different gas engines. Peti- 
tions dismissed. 

The number of first and second class buildings com- 
pleted and upon which final reports have been rendered 
during the year is 326, at an estimated cost above the 
land of $11,843,225. 

The number of third class buildings completed and 
upon which final reports have been rendered during 
the year is 1,144, at an estimated cost above the land 
of $5,343,988. 

The number of alterations completed during the year 
is 2,512, at an estimated cost of $6,484,824. 


* For statement of examinations, etc., of theaters, public halls and existing tenement 
houses, see tabulations of same nct included in the above. 
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The number of plumbing jobs completed during the 
year is 3,353, at an estimated cost of $1,314,573. 

The number of boilers, ete., set, 1,150, at an estimated 
cost of $532,204. 

The number of gas fixtures and piping installed is 
9,496, at an estimated cost of $442,926. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by con- 
struction and improvement for the year is $26,035,730. 

There have been 931 buildings provided with addi- 
tional means of egress. This includes 2,072 families, 
7,833 persons, at an estimated cost of $123,990.. 

February 1, 1911, there. were 27,853 brick buildings 
and 62,867 wooden buildings in Boston. Since that date, 
up to February 1, 1912, there have been erected 326 
brick and 1,144 wooden buildings; 122 brick and 180 
wooden buildings have been taken down and 25 wooden 
buildings have been totally destroyed by fire. 

By the annexation of (Hyde Park) Ward 26, 
January 1, 1912, there was added 100 brick buildings 
and 3,096 wooden buildings, making a total of 95,057 
buildings in Boston February 1, 1912, as follows: Brick, 
28,155; wood, 66,902.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to 
buildings in the City of Boston, and of special acts 
pertaining thereto, the department has among other 
things the supervision over the following matters: 

1. The erection of first and second class buildings 
throughout the city. 

2. The erection of third class Briere outside the 
building limits, so called. 

3. Additions, alterations and repairs upon all classes 
of buildings, with especial reference to their compliance 
with the requirements of the building law. 

4. The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, 
with power to require the securing or removal of same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperiled in life and limb, authority, 
with the written approval of the Mayor, to enter upon, 
secure or take down the same as the exigencies of the 
public safety, in the opinion of the commissioner, may 
require. 

5. The examination of buildings damaged by fire 
or accident, with authority to enter upon the premises 
and investigate the origin of fires. 
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6. The supervision of unsafe boilers, furnaces, etc., 

with authority to require the securing of same, to prevent 
fire. 
7. The supervision and protection of the building 
limits, the area in which the erection of third class 
buildings is prohibited by law, with exceptions as to 
certain buildings on wharves and those used for market 
purposes. 

8. The examination of plans of proposed buildings, 
of alterations and additions, with special reference to 
safety in construction, occupancy, sanitation, ventila- 
tion and providing requisite light and air as set forth in 
the building law. 

9. The enforcement of reasonable egress in case of 
fire or panic for all existing buildings used for habita- 
tions or any occupation requiring same. 

10. The enforcement of light, air, ventilation and 
sanitation in all existing tenement houses under special 
provisions of the building law. 

11. The inspection of elevators and hoistways with 
reference to their safety for use and their construction 
and operation. 

12. The erection of steam boilers, engines, furnaces, 
dynamos, oven, kilns and melting kettles. 

13. The authority to give grade for cutting off piles. 

14. The examination of bay windows and all projec- 
tions, upon petition to project, to see that they are 
properly constructed and secured. 

15. Authority, where terms of a permit are being 
violated, to order whole or part of work to stop until 
terms of permit have been complied with. 

16. Authority to require material facts set forth in 
application to be verified by the oath of the applicant. 

17. The inspection and regulation of plumbing 
throughout the city. 

18. The inspection and regulation of gas fitting 
throughout the city. 

19. Authority to pass on quality of materials used in 
construction, compelling them to be in accordance with 
standards set forth in building law. 

20. The inspection and supervision of all theaters, 
moving picture houses, halls and places of public assem- 
bly where charge is made for admission. 
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Datty DvutTIES oF OFFICE AND FIsLtp FoRCE oF 
THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


From the first intimation of the owners’ intention to 
build, and while the drawings are being made, inter- 
views are often had with the office on matters pertain- 
ing to the construction of the law and its application to 
the proposed structure and preliminary sketches are 
frequently features of these consultations. 

Upon the completion of the drawings an application, 
accompanied by a duplicate set of same, is filed at the 
office. Before a permit can be granted the drawings 
must be approved and this means an examination into 
the proposed method of construction, quality and 
strength of materials and this examination often 
requires a boring or sounding of the soil to ascertain its 
condition, in order to properly determine the method 
and character of foundation construction and the loads 
that can be safely imposed. 

Having determined the ton loads per superficial foot 
which the earth can safely sustain, or piling, if on filled 
land, next is considered the number of rows of piling, 
the distance on centers and the grade for cutting off 
same. On establishing this grade the point in con- 
sideration is the proper and sufficient covering of the 
piles in summer months with tide or soil water. The 
general established grade in Boston is five (5) but is 
subject to change by the commissioner who has full 
authority to establish such grades. Next for considera- 
tion is the foundation. The thickness of foundation 
walls, whether rubble, brick, block, granite or concrete, 
is prescribed by law and the character of building and 
height of walls governs it. Same is true of the thickness 
of walls, and the requirements for steel frame or concrete 
construction are set forth also by law, and in these cases 
the aid of an engineer is sometimes required. Floor and 
roof construction follow, with computations as to their 
weight and strength and in this computation is included 
columns and girders. 

Chimneys and fireplaces, stairways and elevator 
shafts, egress and ingress, light and air exposures, 
plumbing, gas fitting and power and heating apparatus 
each in turn are taken into consideration with a view 
to complying with the requirements of law regulating 
safety in construction, egress and occupation, in sanita- 
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tion and the furnishing of all necessary law required 
safeguards either for public occupancy or private use. 
The field force or inspectors as often as practicable and 
possible with the amount of work to be inspected make 
examination of the buildings in process of erection or 
alteration, noting violations of law and reporting same, 
determining whether the materials used are as specified 
and in compliance with statute requirements, and 
whether the law is met in spirit and letter, that all 
violations, whether of commission or omission, are 
removed or complied with. Daily memorandum is 
kept of each examination and when the building is 
completed the application isclosed and also the record, 
the plans and applications being taken from the live or 
active list and placed in the files or dead storage. 

Piling and concrete receive particular attention, the 
contractors employing a sort of clerk of works during 
this portion of their building who must be satisfactory 
to the commissioner and who daily must file with the 
department a report of that day’s work as observed by 
him. A sworn statement of the truth of his reports to 
the department is filed by him at the close of his inspec- 
tions in each and every such case. 

Plumbing inspectors note the quality of material 
used, of work performed in a sanitary and legal 
manner, requiring tests before plumbing is used to see 
that pipes are sound, free from holes and that the 
joints are tight. 

Gas fitting isexamined when to be installed to enforce 
a compliance with the legal requirements as to weight, 
size and quality of fittings and fixtures, a mercury test 
is made, satisfactory in its results to the inspector before 
gas fitting can be used. In this connection the com- 
panies supplying gas refuse to make meter connections 
until the approval by the inspector is recorded in this 
office, a representative of the gas companies visiting 
the office each day to note the approvals recorded. 

Elevators are inspected with reference to their com- 
plying with law requirements as to doors, gates or bars, 
to opening in shafts, to vertical iron bars painted red in 
external window of shafts, to machinery and safety 
devices, and if found unsafe for use are so placarded and 
use prohibited. 

The inspection and supervision of theatres, moving 
picture houses, halls and one-night exhibitions is a 
special branch of work, requiring judgment, patience, 
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tact, firmness and affability. This in conjunction with 
the examination of all existing buildings to determine 
if additional egress is necessary and of all existing 
tenement houses to procure light and air demanded by 
law form part of the office and field operations of the 
department. 

Should an accident of any sort in, to or upon a building 
occur, an examination, followed by a written report 
with fullest detail, is made and damage from fire, flood, 
wind, lightning, explosion, decay, falling of elevators, 
etc., are included in these special reports. 

The statutes require a report of all buildings damaged 
by fire, giving probable origin. These reports are made 
and recorded and when of especial moment a special 
report is filed. Special reports form interesting records 
-and are very valuable from the facts and detailed 
information given.

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ELEVATOR DIVISION. 


During the year there have been installed 4 steam 
freight, 10 hydraulic passenger, 8 hydraulic freight, 
56 electric passenger, 80 electric freight, 10 hand 
elevators. Total, 168. Estimated cost of same, $416,- 
A475. 

The number of accidents during the year on passenger 
elevators have been 18, fatal, 4; on freight elevators, 
D0; (ath ahi Coal eoammeiatal: 11. 

There have been installed in this city 5,873 elevators 
and hoists and a detailed record of each is on file in this 
office. Of that number there are 1,672 passenger and 
2,691 freight power elevators, 481 hand elevators and 
529 hand hoists. An effort has been made to ascertain 
the number of passengers carried on passenger elevators 
in the city. There being no tickets or other method 
used to determine same, a count has been made of the 
number carried in elevators in some of the largest office 
buildings, mercantile houses and apartment hotels. 
In this way an estimate is arrived at for one elevator per 
day in department stores, 2,100; office buildings, 1,800; 
apartment hotels, 200. Assuming 500 as a fair average, 
there being 1,672 passenger elevators, we obtain a grand 
total of 150,480,000 passengers carried in a year. The 
passenger elevators are much better served than for- 
merly. The law requiring the operator to be not less 
than eighteen years of age, if the speed is more than 
100 feet per minute, has worked well. In most office 
buildings and mercantile houses the operators are 
between twenty-five and thirty years of age. 

The installation is much better now than in the past. 
Since 1907, applications must be made and duplicate 
plans filed before a permit is granted, so that there is 
now plenty of room for inspection and repairs. Pre- 
vious to that time, in many cases, economy of space and 
location only were considered. Electric elevators are 
rapidly taking the place of all other power elevators.

Norr.— A special examination was held December 23, 1911, for Hyde 
Park gas fitters in order to give them the privilege of ‘continuing their 


work when Hyde Park was legally annexed to Boston on January 1, 1912, 
and known as Ward 26. 


EXISTING TENEMENT HOUSES. 


Under the provisions of chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907 
the inspection of existing tenement houses, with reference 
to light and air for apartments, ete., is placed in this 
department. 
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The method known as “house to house inspection” 
was adopted when, under the provisions of chapter 550 
of the Acts of 1907, this department proceeded to inspect 
‘‘Eixisting Tenement Houses.”’ 

This same course has been pursued during the past 
year and the inspectors detailed on this work have, 
during the year, covered Wards 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, part of Wards 
6 and 8 and Wards 11, 13, 14 and 15, as well as making 
a large number of re-examinations in the districts pre- 
viously covered. 

Owing to the very limited force available for this 
duty it was deemed inadvisable to go into the minor 
detail of violations, as such a course would result in 
confining the work to a very limited area and the course 
pursued has been to send notices only in regard to what 
appeared to be substantial violations. 

The result of this action has afforded an opportunity 
to correct many conditions that otherwise would not 
have been known to exist for a considerable time if no 
increase was made in the force available for this work. 

Effort has been made to explain to owners and agents 
the benefits to be derived from compliance with the 
provisions of the law, rather than arousing antagonism 
by threats of legal procedure, which course has resulted 
in a better feeling on the part of those interested in 
property where changes are required to be made. 

The result of what may be called a campaign of edu- 
cation is shown in the tables accompanying this report 
together with the number of existing tenement houses 
found to exist in the various wards covered. 
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Detail of Inspections, etc.

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FENCE VIEWERS. 


February 1, 1912. 
Mr. A. G. EVERETT, 
Building Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— In accordance with your request we 
hereby submit our first annual report as fence viewers 
of the City of Boston. 

Under date of May 3, 1911, we received notice from 
his Honor the Mayor that, under the provisions of 
chapter 76 of the Acts of 1911, he had designated 
us to serve as fence viewers of the City of Boston. 
In compliance with his notification we appeared before 
Assistant City Clerk W. J. Doyle on May 5, 1911, 
and were duly sworn. 

Our procedure at first was to hold a hearing of the 
interested parties at the office of the Building Depart- 
ment, afterward viewing the premises, and later send- 
ing our decision to these parties, and at the same time 
filing a copy of it with the City Clerk, all as required 
by chapter 33, Revised Laws of 1902. 

Finding that this routine consumed so much valuable 
time, not alone on our part but also on the part of the 
interested persons, we adopted the plan of holding 
our hearing at the time of making our examination 
of the premises, sending our decision in the same manner 
as above stated. 

We have had twenty-two cases to consider, as fol- 
lows: One in Boston proper, one in Charlestown, four 
in Dorchester, four in East Boston, six in Roxbury, 
two in South Boston and four in West Roxbury. There 
have been two, three or four parties to each of the 
cases in question. 

We have collected in fees, and have turned over to 
the City Collector, holding his receipt therefor, $49 
in hand and $42 through the City Law Department, 
$6 of which should go to the credit of the Street Laying- 
Out Department. Bills for $29 are now in the City 
Law Department for collection, according to chapter 
33, Revised Laws of 1902, and one bill for $5 is not 
yet due. 
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In one case it Was necessary to secure the cooperation 
of a surveyor from the Street Laying-Out Department in 
order to determine the proper line of the fence, there 
being a dispute as to the property line. 

In one case we were advised by the City Law Depart- 
ment that we had no jurisdiction. 

We find that in almost all cases the dispute over the 
fence is trifling and of a secondary nature, and that the 
real trouble is a personal grievance between the dis- 
putants. We have endeavored to render a decision 
in each case in accordance with the merits thereof. 

Many of the disputants have accepted our decisions, 
but have not taken any action such as we ordered. 
We are of the opinion that the existing law is not suf- 
ficient for the needs of a city the size of Boston, as 
many people are not sufficiently interested in main- 
taining fences about property which they own, but 
which is occupied wholly by tenants, and we should 
recommend that some legislation be enacted which 
would compel property owners to fence their improved 
property with a fence in keeping with the general run 
of fences in the neighborhood, after a complaint by an 
abutter and in accordance with an order from the 
fence viewers.

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SUMMARY OF ACCIDENTS, ETC. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On the morning of February 14, at the Revere House, 
one John Hannon, employed as a porter, was found 
dead in bed, and gas escaping from the open burner 
of the only bracket the room possessed. An examina- 
tion disclosed the key to gas fixture to be in fair 
condition. The test gauge showed a pressure of 14 
inches, and that 9 cubic feet of gas would pass through 
the burner in an hour. Whether the death of said 
Hannon was by accident or intent could not be deter- 
mined. 

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At 2 Commonwealth avenue, on the morning of the 
15th, Mary E. Toomey, who occupied an apartment 
on the top story, was found in the hallway of said story, 
suffering from an injury. The accident is accounted 
for only on the theory that the woman’s shoe heel 
caught between the landing and the elevator platform, 
as the heel was found on the elevator platform after 
the accident. The elevator was examined and found 
in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 8.45 p. m., February 21, a fatal accident 
occurred at 42 Chandler street, corner Berkeley street. 
The elevator was found in good condition in every 
respect. The injured person in some manner fell from 
second story to the bottom of the elevator well; pre- 
sumably he lost his balance, but as no one witnessed 
the accident the circumstances are not known. 


GAS ASPHYXIATION. 


On the 10th of February an examination was made of 
the gas fixtures at premises 294 Hanover street, to 
aasertain their condition and if the death and asphyx- 
iation of the night before was due to defects in them. 
They were found in good condition. It was evident 
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that the calamity was due to ignorance or carelessness 
and that the dead man had turned the gas on after he 
had turned it off, or he left the gas lighted and it was 
blown out while he slept. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 9.45 a. m., on February 10, a man fell down 
the elevator well from third floor to basement at Wait 
& Bond’s cigar factory, 67 Endicott street, and died 
within an hour. ‘The elevator was found in good work- 
ing order and the accident was not caused by any 
defect therein. 


GAS ASPHYXIATION. 


Upon a report of an accident at premises 556 Colum- 
bus avenue, an examination was made by this depart- 
ment and it was found that the gas fixtures were in 
good condition and the accident was not from any defect 
inthem. Accident occurred February 8, 1911. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On February 2, from some unknown cause, one 
James P. Kennealy, a night fireman at the power 
house of Harvard Medical College, on Longwood 
avenue, was killed. The night engineer found him 
wedged in between the car platform and the arch of 
the fireroom. The elevator and machinery were found 
in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 1.30 p. m., on January 26, an accident occurred 
at 287-293 Congress street. It was reported in the 
following manner: One Allen Mann, employed as 
porter by EH. Adams & Co., on the fourth floor, while 
riding on the elevator, was struck on the head by.a part 
of the counterweight strap, which became unfastened 
from the crosshead in consequence of the counter- 
weight being caught up, which, when released, dropped 
and broke the yoke that held the cable to the cross- 
head. The elevator is now undergoing repairs. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 12.45 on March 29, one Daniel Griffin was 
killed by falling down the elevator shaft from fourth 
floor to basement, at premises 100 ‘Kingston street. 
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The elevator, machinery and gates at elevator shaft 
were found at the time of examination, March 30, to 
be in good working order. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At the Adams House, on the 29th of March, about 
2.20 p.m., one of the passenger elevators dropped a 
distance of 16 feet. No one was injured. An examina- 
tion disclosed a broken 4-inch cast-iron flange through 
which one of the piston rods traveled and a broken 
piston rod, which allowed the car to swing out of the 
guide rails sufficient to render the safety catches inoper- 
ative. The break in the flange appeared to be an old 
one. Repairs are being made at the time of this report. 


FALLING CEILING. 


On March 18 this department made an examination 
of one of the buildings on Harrison avenue, City Hospital, 
to ascertain the cause of a ceiling falling. It was found 
that the ceiling of a room, about 40 feet by 50 feet, was 
suspended, hung to I-beams, forming the support of 
terra-cotta arches above. Hangers were made of 
;’s-inch by #-inch channel irons, with clamp or hook 
attachment of like material, in two parts, attached to 
the rod of hanger by 4-inch stove bolts at the upper 
end. The lower end had hole drilled or punched and 
was fastened to bar iron of + inch by 2 inches by stove 
bolts. The bar iron which formed the supporting parts 
for the ;-inch by #2-inch channels was punched to 
allow the channel irons to pass through same, 12-inch 
distant from each other. To the framing thus formed, 
wire lathing was attached, being sewed to channels and 
hooked to same by wire and hooks, 4 inches, 5 inches and 
6 inches distant from each other. To the wire lathing 
the plaster coats were applied. The ceiling fell by 
reason of the failure of hangers at rear of the room; the 
hooks formed on hangers were found broken in nearly 
every instance. No one was injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 

On the 14th of March, about nine o’clock in the 
morning, Bernard Fried, a lad of sixteen, was injured 
on the elevator on premises 611 Washington street. 
It was stated that the boy attempted to get on the 
elevator while it was going up. He fell and was caught 
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between the overhead frame of the doors and the plat- 
form of the car. The elevator is an electric freight 
one and was found in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


A fatal accident occurred at 501 Washington street 
on the morning of March 10, at ten o’clock. It 
was ascertained that the elevator operator had carried 
a carpenter to the ninth floor and while waiting his 
return stepped into the corridor. He noticed the 
elevator descending, and while making an effort to 
stop the car was caught between the top of car and 
the floor of the corridor, ninth story, crushing his skull. 
When the accident occurred the lever was out of the 
clutches and on the downward side. <A careful exam- 
ination of the elevator and machinery failed to disclose 
any defect. 

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On April 13, about 5 p. m., owing to the cables 
of the freight elevator breaking, an employee in the 
building, 243 South street and 68 Utica street, was 
slightly injured and the car badly damaged. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 

On Tuesday, April 11, at 4.15 p. m., at 615 Wash- 
ington street, while the passenger elevator was descend- 
ing, the operator failed to put the lever in neutral at 
first floor level, and the car slid to the basement, breaking 
three of the operating sheaves. No one was injured. 


ACCIDENT. 


On the 19th instant an accident occurred at 269 Tre- 
mont street in the following manner: An employee 
of the Brewer Elevator Company stepped on the staging 
in the wellway, which was under construction, and a 
part of which was: covered with canvas. The boards 
were loose, and tipping, threw him over. He fell down 
the well, a distance of forty feet, receiving painful 
though not dangerous injuries. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The freight elevator at 271 Franklin street and 73 
Batterymarch street was considerably damaged by 


~ 
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some one placing an ash can on the car in such a way 
that it projected over the edge of the platform and 
was caught by striking the header of the fourth story 
doorway when it ascended. No one was injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On the evening of April 27, about 6.30 o’clock, the | 
passenger elevator in the apartment house 7 Willow 
street, Ward 11, dropped to the basement, about sixteen 
feet. No one was injured. The cable on the anchor 
side of the cylinder broke. The cables sliding over the 
drum and sheaves allowed it to settle gradually. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At 244 Washington street, on May 29, about 3 
p. m., the operator was found pinned between the 
cross beam and the counter weight in the pit. He. 
was probably caught while going from one pit to the 
other, there being two elevator wells. He was seriously 
injured. No damage to car. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Henry Grubor, employed by the Crown Shoe Com- 
pany, on the fifth floor of building 221 High street, 
lost his life by falling down the elevator well to the 
street floor, his body striking the gate on this floor 
and breaking it.. The cause of his falling is on the 
supposition that he was leaning over the gate on the 
fifth floor looking down the well and he lost his balance. 
No one saw the accident occur. The elevator, machin- 
ery, etc., was found in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


One of the scrub women at building 161 Devonshire 
street was injured about 3.30 a. m., May 17, on No. 
1 elevator. In company with other women she was 
waiting in the hall to go up on the elevator. The 
night watchman told the women to keep off the car 
until he had tested the power. In some manner this 
woman’s foot got onto the car so that she was thrown 
backward to the floor when the watchman threw the 
lever over and started the car up. No injury to the 
car. ‘The woman sustained scalp wounds and bruises.

BuRSstTING OF WATER HYDRANT. 


At the request of the Water Department an exam- 
ination was made of building 6 Emerson street, South 
Boston, to see if any damage to it had taken place 
by reason of the water hydrant in street which burst 
and caused the cellar to become flooded. No damage 
to building or personal property was found. Examina- 
tion made May 18, 1911. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On May 3, about noon, at 19-25 Sudbury street, 
the freight elevator fell from second floor to the base- 
ment. No one was injured. The cables stripping 
through the beveled socket of the cross-head tackle 
was the cause of the accident. The elevator was 
immediately put in condition and safety tested by 
this department. It worked satisfactorily. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At 125 Milk street on the morning of May 3, about 
10.30 o’clock, one Charles Forward, engaged in painting 
the elevator grille at sixth story, was standing on a step 
ladder when the car stopped at the sixth floor; he leaned 
over the car for some purpose and was caught between 
the top of the car and the ceiling when the car started 
up. He sustained injuries to his head and chest. No 
damage to elevator. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Shortly after noon on May 10 an employee of the 
George E. Keith Shoe Company, manufacturers of 
shoes at 35 Wormwood street, was injured by being 
caught between the car platform and the door header 
of the elevator at street landing. The elevator and 
machinery were found in good condition except the 
portion cut to release the injured man. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 

An employee at the White garage on Newbury street, 
just before one o’clock on June 8, started the elevator 
up from the street and without stopping the car left it 
at the fourth floor. The car continued until it went up 
into the overhead sheaves, breaking two car cables. The 
safeties operated and caught the car. No injury to any- 
one. 
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ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The safety device of the outside freight elevator at 
building 21-25 West First street failed to operate, 
allowing the car to fall to the ground, thereby seriously 
injuring two employees of the occupants who were using 
the elevator to carry up goods. The elevator was later 
put in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The freight elevator car at 853 Albany street, loaded 
with flour, about 2,000 pounds, when nearing the fourth 
floor in its upward passage, suddenly stopped and fell 
to basement. This accident was occasioned by the 
breaking of the spring socket to which is attached the 
draw bolt and the failure of the safety device to operate. 
One Mr. Evans sustained a compound fracture of the 
right leg. 

COLLAPSE OF PIAZZA. 

June 19 an examination of the building 44 Stanwood 
street was made by this department in consequence of a 
portion of the rear piazza having collapsed. The col- 
lapse was due to the decayed condition of a 4-inch by 
4-inch floor beam forming a girt from brick wall to a 
6-inch by 6-inch post. Mrs. Sandler and her son were 
hanging out clothing and both were injured somewhat. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About noon on the 28th of June a peculiar accident 
occurred at 23-25 Commercial street. It appears on 
investigation that at the time of the accident the ele- 
vator was being used to carry a load of eight barrels of 
flour. When the car arrived at the second floor level 
the operator shifted the shipper rope, but the brake did 
not hold and the loaded car fell to the bottom of the 
pit. The stop jumped the counterweight, parting the 
cable about three inches from the socket. The counter- 
weight dropped to the bottom, damaging the refrigerat- 
ing pipes in the basement. The car and load were not 
damaged. No one was injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 
On the morning of July 14, about 9.30 o’clock, while 
the elevator car at 73-75 South Market street was on an 
upward trip, the chain connecting the controller with 
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the machine came off the sheaves; as there was no 
device to shut off the power or reverse the car when 
it reached the top floor, it was drawn up to the timbers 
and held there until the belt connecting the motor and 
the machine ran off the pulley. Repairs have been made 
and the car and machinery put in good order. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The accident to the elevator at 82-84 Washington 
street, resulting in the injury of one man, was not 
occasioned by any defect in the car or machinery but 
by the method of loading and operating. About 1.30 
p. m., on July 28, an employee attempted to carry a 
number of small trucks down from the top floor; at the 
third floor one of the trucks caught on side of well; 
the power must have been reversed in lieu of stopping the 
car and it ascended. The truck held to side of well. 
The platform of car was pulled away from the posts.and 
the car and load fell to the bottom of the well. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Carl H. Dolan, a sixteen year old boy who had for 
about two months been employed at 294 Washington 
street, was seriously injured about 10 a. m. Saturday, 
July 29, by being caught underneath the counterweight 
of elevator No. 3. He had gone into the pit to oil the 
idler on the machine without notifying the operator. 
The car was started up and when the weight came 
down Dolan was pinned by the legs until the engineer 
could throw in the slack cable switch, releasing the 
safety device, allowing the car to descend and lifting the 
counterweights. The elevator was not damaged. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Saturday, August 5, about 11.30 a. m., owing to flaws 
on the inside rim of sheave of elevator at 206-208 
Lincoln street, said sheave broke, a piece striking one 
Cohen, injuring him’slightly. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


August 26, at 11.30 a. m., the elevator in building 
24 North street, while nearing the top story, going 
up, started to descend suddenly. The automatic stop 
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failed to operate, stripping the cables at the front of 
anchorage, the cables unwinding from the sheaves. 
The car was loaded heavily and the accident resulted 
in Mr. Bennett, who was on the car, receiving severe 
injuries. 

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At 387 Washington street, on Monday evening, 
August 28, about seven o’clock, a fatal accident occurred. 
The elevator was found in good condition at the time 
of examination on August 30 next following. The 
body was found by the night watchman in the bottom 
of the well. Indications pointed to the injured man 
having fallen from the third story. Just how the 
accident occurred is unknown. 


ELevAToR ACCIDENT. 


On August 4, about 12.45 p. m., in building 49 
Washington Street North, an employee, about twenty- 
one years old, while engaged in disconnecting the hoist- 
ing cables from the yoke at crosshead of the car (the 
car being at the basement floor), thoughtlessly drew the 
bolt holding the counterweight rope in the clevis, 
thereby releasing that rope, which instantly flew up, 
carrying the said employee, who grasped the rope. At 
the third floor level he let go his hold and fell to basement. 
He was fortunately not seriously injured, and no damage 
to the car or machinery was incurred. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


While the elevator car of building 12 North Market 
street was standing at street level on August 2, about 
one o’clock, the counterweight suddenly fell to the bottom 
of the well, burying itself in the concrete. The counter- 
weight rope stripped through the socket. No damage 
to car or machinery and no person was injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


In consequence of one of the cables breaking by 
being thrown from the drum, the elevator car at 254 
Tremont street, while descending from the sixth floor, 
suddenly dropped, the fall being partially arrested by 
the safeties at the fourth floor. The safeties lost the 
clutch and failed to hold the car at this point. There 
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was no injury to car or any person. <A new cable was 
installed at once and the car was put in operation before 
noon. The accident occurred shortly after nine o’clock 
on the morning of September 21. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Owing to a defect in the draw bolt, to which is attached 
the hoisting tackle as well as the counterbalance tackle, 
an accident occurred to the elevator at 2A Park street 

n September 22, about 9.20 a.m. While the car was 
operating and near the fourth story level it suddenly 
dropped, crushing through the platform at the bottom 
of the well and through the basement ceiling. The 
janitor, who was operating the car, sustained a compound 
fracture of both legs. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Thursday noon, September 21, when the operator of 
elevator No. 2 at 620 Atlantic avenue stopped his 
car at the street floor, the hoisting cable parted at 
the end near the machine and the car dropped to the 
bumpers 3 feet below. No one was injured nor was 
the car injured. New cables have been put on and the 
elevator is in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The accident which occurred on the 26th instant at 
3 p. m. was not occasioned by any fault or defect in the 
elevator car or machinery. In some manner an employee 
at 31 Farnsworth street got his leg caught between the 
car platform and the floor timbers of the third floor. 
Before he could be released the platform was cut away. 
He sustained bruises and lacerations. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On September 23, at 2.15 p. m., at 611 Washington 
street, an accident similar to the above occurred. 
It is stated by the injured party that he was at the 
third floor and started the car up from below. He did 
not. stop it when it reached him, but jumped on while 
it was ascending. His foot slipped and his leg was 
caught between the platform and the overhead frame 
of the door. He was bruised but not otherwise injured. 
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ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


An accident occurred at 85 South street, September 12, 
as follows: A skid slipped from car platform and a large 
roll of leather started from same, striking a Mr. Harmon 
Histher, injuring him. The car or machinery were not 
affected. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At the Crawford House on October 31, about 12.25 
p. m., a fatal accident occurred. It appears on investi- 
gation that the elevator, which is a combination passenger 
and freight, was being used to carry down laundry from 
top floor. Owing to the number of laundry bundles 
the car was crowded and the injured man was obliged 
to stand near the door to operate the car. For some 
reason the dead man reversed the car and was thereby 
decapitated between the elevator door and platform. 
At the time of the accident the car was found in good 
condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


November 1, about 2.30 p. m., one Dinan was 
injured by attempting to start the elevator car at 
street landing in building 124 Summer street, by reach- 
ing in over the platform of the car which at the time 
was some three feet above the first floor level. He 
pulled the wrong rope and in heu of descending it 
ascended, catching him by the head. The elevator 
was in good order. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The cable of the elevator at 1389 Blackstone street, 
while the car was descending, parted and the ear fell 
to the bottom of the well, the safeties failing to operate. 
A Mr. Shaw, who was on the car, had his leg broken. 
The accident occurred about 1 p. m. on the 29th instant. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


A Miss Lane was injured on December 4, at 27 
Chardon street, about 9.30 in the morning, by falling 
from the second floor to the bottom of the elevator 
well, striking the gate at the street floor in her fall. 
The elevator gates at the time of examination did 
not operate satisfactorily. The car and machinery 
were found in good order. 
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ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At 209 Commercial street, on the morning of Decem- 
ber 20, about 10.30 o’clock, the car of elevator No. 2 
was loaded with some three tons of material in cases. 
The car had ascended but a few feet after starting 
when the shoes caught in the guide rail and the pull 
of the machine broke the crosshead and severed the 
connection between car and cables. The car dropped 
to the basement, fifteen feet below. An employee on 
the car at the time received some bruises but was not 
injured seriously. The ropes and machinery were not 
injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


At 80-82 Fulton street on the afternoon of December 
26, while the car with two barrels on it was standing 
at the street floor, some one above pulled the shipper 
rope and started the car upward. The start tipped 
over one of the barrels and it was caught between the 
floor of-the car and the top of the opening. The car 
was stripped out but no one was injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


The porter of building 119-125 Milk street -was 
found fatally injured about 5.40 a. m. on December 
20 by the janitor of the building. How the accident 
occurred is not known. The car or machinery was 
not damaged. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Some time after midnight, probably near 1 a. m., 
December 9, the porter of the Revere House had taken 
some guests up in the car and at the third floor left the 
car and showed the guests to their room. He probably 
neglected to shut off the power completely, for the 
car continued upward slowly. Supposing the car was 
as he had left it, on reaching the well he opened the 
door and stepped in, falling to the well bottom, about 
forty feet. He died shortly afterward. The elevator 
was on inspection found in good condition. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On December 138, at 8.15 a. m., in building 120 
Fulton street, while at the fifth story engaged with 
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others in hoisting a machine attached to the bottom 
of the car, John J. Grundy lost his balance in reaching 
out to pull the machine onto the floor, and fell to the 
bottom of the well. Probably he was killed instantly. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 3.15 p. m., December 19, one Martin King, 
a teamster, was found dead, crushed between the 
hatch cover and the ceiling of the elevator at 262 
Washington street. No one witnessed the accident, 
and the circumstances can only be surmised. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 5.15 p. m. on December 29, 1911, one Charles 
Wilkins of 372: Dorchester avenue was found in the 
well way of elevator at 87 Summer street. The cause of 
the accident is unaccounted for at this writing. The 
elevator was found in good condition. The injury is 
reported to be serious and may prove fatal. 


FALLING CHIMNEY. 


The high wind of December 28, 1911, caused a chim- 
ney on the Maverick House, East Boston, to blow down. 
In or near the center of the building is a light well and 
beneath a skylight at second floor level is a rotunda 
occupied by office counter, desk, cigar case, etc. The 
chimney fell through this skylight but injured no one 
and did but slight damage. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


January 3, 1912, at 6.30 p. m., 177-179 Fulton street, 
when the elevator car (loaded) reached the bottom of the 
well, the back drum counterweight rope parted at the 
eyelet and the counterweight dropped into the pit. No 
damage, except as stated, was done. A permit to repair 
was given by this department. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


This accident was occasioned, so it is reported, by one 
Daniel McCann, a teamster, backing into the pit of the 
elevator at 4 Bath street. The elevator was found in 
good condition. McCann states that he came down on 
the car to put a case on from his team and while at his 
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team the car was taken away and he was injured as 
above stated. Accident occurred about 4.30 p. m. 
December 1, 1911. 


FIRE DAMAGE. 


On January 9, 1912, shortly after noon, a fire broke 
out in basement of building 91-93 Federal street, 
occupied by Globe-Wernicke Company for storage, and 
before being put out damaged the building about 
$20,000. The fire was confined to the basement and 
first story, although smoke damaged other portions of 
the building, but the construction was not affected. The 
smoke spread by means of well holes, of stairways and 
elevator and quickly filled the corridors and upper 
stories. This condition drove the occupants in top 
stories to make a hasty escape as best they could. 
The egress consists of two stairways from first to top 
floor of fire resistory construction, inclosed in brick 
walls, openings into same being provided with fireproof 
doors; one exit leads to Sullivan place. The main stair- 
way leads to Federal street. There is also a fire escape 
on the rear, through a brick wall opening thence to 
Devonshire street. The building is of second class 
construction, mill framing; the front of building was 
lathed and plastered ceiling. The walls were plumb and 
straight and not damaged by the fire. No lives were 
lost and no one injured. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


About 10.45 a. m. on January 16 a fatal accident 
occurred at 14 Sears street. It seems that the man 
killed in some unaccountable manner fell from the cross- 
head of the elevator car on which he was standing, 
probably losing his balance. The elevator was found in 
satisfactory condition. 


BUILDING ACCIDENT. 


About 12.45 p. m., January 19, 1912, a portion of the 
veneer (4-inch brickwork), 8 feet by 14 feet, dropped out © 
from exterior wall of two-story wooden building 22 
River street, Ward 11. No injury was done to any 
person and the building was not rendered unsafe by said 
accident. 
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ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On January 31, 1912, about 8.30 a. m., at 55 Tremont 
street, Mr. L. G. Goddard, an employee, while working 
in the pent house of one of the elevators cleaning the 
drum, the car suddenly was started and his arm was 
caught between the drum and cables, tearing it above the 
elbow. The elevator was examined and found in a 
satisfactory condition. 


FirE AT 12 TRuRoO STREET. 


The building was burned on the morning of March 18, 
1911, and four lives were lost. The building is of brick, 
with 12-inch walls, heated by a furnace located in the 
basement. A small elevator (3 feet 8 inches by 4 feet 5 
inches) extended from the basement to fourth floor and 
was the means of the rapid spread of flames and smoke. 
The building contained but one stairway leading from 
front doorway to fourth floor. The walls of the building 
were not damaged but the several floors and roof were 
burned at a loss of $7,000. 

Judge Ely, sitting on the inquest, found as follows: 


That the said Roseland M. Wharton came to her death at 
said City of Boston on the eighteenth day of March in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and eleven, in 
consequence of a fire which destroyed the interior of tenement 
house, No. 12 Truro street, in said City of Boston. An alarm 
of fire was given at two minutes after twelve o’clock in the 
morning of said eighteenth day of March. ‘The fire depart- 
ment responded promptly. John T. Byran, District Chief, 
arrived at the fire in four minutes after the alarm was given. 
He found the fire in the basement and coming out of the fourth- 
story window. At seven minutes after twelve o’clock he gave 
a second alarm, shortly after that an explosion occurred which 
spread the flames all over the building. ‘The district chief 
immediately ordered a third alarm, which was given at eleven 
minutes after twelve o’clock. Ten engines responded to.these 
alarms and nine of them played water on the fire. The fire 
was practically out at three o’clock. John C. Caldwell, who 
with his wife occupied the second floor of this house, was the 
janitor of the building. He is a porter for the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company. Mrs. Caldwell is a 
maid at Young’s Hotel; she arrived home on the night of the 
fire at a quarter before twelve o’clock and Mr. Caldwell arrived 
about five minutes later. 

After Mr. Caldwell had been in his tenement about five 
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minutes he smelt smoke, and going outside his apartment he 
found smoke very strong in the hall and seemingly over the 
whole house. Calling to his wife to follow him he rushed out 
of the house and when he reached the street he saw the fire 
burning at the top of the building. Police officer, Joseph A. 
Sullivan, after investigating a case at No. 17 Yarmouth street, 
left that house at just twelve o’clock by his watch. As he 
came up Harwich street he saw the basement of No. 12 Truro 
street lighted up. He ran to it and saw the fire and smoke 
and immediately caused the alarm to be given. -He then 
ran into the house and up one flight of stairs, where the smoke 
was so dense that he could not go farther, but he assisted in 
getting the occupants out. This tenement house fronts upon 
Truro street and is bounded on one side by a passageway 
and on the other by the side wall of the next house, and on the 
rear by vacant land. It is a building approximately 30 feet 
front by 50 feet deep and 55 feet high. The side walls approach 
each other as they run back from Truro street, leaving a very 
narrow wall at the rear. It has four stories with a basement. 
The exterior walls are 12 inches thick and built of brick; the 
roof a flat tar and gravel roof. The roof of the adjoining 
house is flat, but it is 15 feet below the roof of this tenement 
house. The basement of this tenement house contains a 
furnace used for heating the halls and bathrooms. It and its 
appliances appear to have been in good condition, and although 
a coal fire was burning in it on the night of the fire, it had no 
connection with said fire. In this basement were four closets 
for fuel and four other closets for storage of other articles. 
These closets were ranged along the side of said basement 
next to passageway. A dumb waiter extended from said base- 
ment to the fourth story. It was built of wood and its dimen- 
sions were 4 feet and 5 inches by 3 feet and 8 inches. There 
was an outside door in the rear wall of this basement and a 
door opening upon the roof. 

The first story or street floor had one outside door and no 
more, that was the front door opening into Truro street. 
This door also opened into the front hall, which is 21 feet and 
4 inches long and 8 feet and 2 inches wide. This hall con- 
tained the only flight of stairs, running from the first to the 
second floors. The staircase was about 4 feet wide; a fairly 
wide staircase. On each floor above the first was an interior 
entry 4 feet wide, all directly over the front hall on the first 
floor. All the flights of stairs were straight and one directly 
over another. A person entering at the front door would 
find the first flight of stairs directly before him and ascending 
to the second story would pass around and through said interior 
entry to the foot of the next flight and pursue a like course till 
he arrived at the fourth floor. Said dumb waiter ran up in 
the rear of it in close proximity to the heads of these several 
flights of stairs. This house was not provided with a fire escape 
and had no means of egress except as before stated. There 
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were six or seven rooms and a bathroom on each floor. Each 
floor constituted a separate tenement and all four were occupied 
by tenants at the time of the fire. All tenants and occupants 
of the first, second and third floors escaped safely. The 
tenants of the fourth floor were William B. Wharton, with 
his wife, Roseland M. Wharton, and his son, Clifton R. Wharton, 
his daughter, Euola Wharton, Mrs. Mary Kelly and _ her 
daughter, Priscilla Kelly, and others were occupants on this 
floor at the time of this fire. All escaped except said Roseland 
M. Wharton, Euola Wharton, Mary Kelly and Priscilla Kelly. 
The cause of the death of said Roseland Wharton and Euola 
was burns. The cause of the death of said Mary Kelly and 
Priscilla Kelly was asphyxiation by smoke. The manner in 
which the fire originated is unknown; there is no evidence that 
it was intentionally or criminally set. 

It is reasonably clear that it started in one of the closets 
intended for storage in the basement. This closet was not 
used by a tenant and contained rubbish only. It was located 
near to said dumb waiter to which the fire quickly spread 
and was carried up through said dumb waiter to said fourth 
floor, filling the house with smoke and burning more fiercely 
in the upper stories. This tenement house was built about 
twenty-five years ago. The present owner is Cornelius 
Buckley, who purchased it about four years ago. I do not 
find that the unlawful act of any other person contributed 
to the death of said Roseland M. Wharton. 


FIRE AT 10 WILLARD STREET. 


As the result of an examination with reference to 
means of egress in case of fire, made on September 28, 
1911, a requisition was immediately issued for more 
egress, which was provided and finished on December 
29, 1911. The fire escape is on the rear of the building 
and leads from the fourth floor to roof of one-story 
shed, and then by stairs to the yard. The stairway 
in the building leads from street level to pent house on 
roof. The fire probably originated in the wooden 
shed at the rear of the basement, and extended through 
an open door to main house and then up through the 
stair well to the top story. The upper floors were 
considerably damaged. 

Chief Justice Bolster reports the result of the inquest 
as follows: 


That the said parties all came to their death at said City 
of Boston on the sixteenth day of January in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of a conflagration in the house 10 Willard street, Boston. 
This building was an old four-story brick building, owned by 
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one Frank Skalla, occupied as a tenement house. The base- 
ment was occupied for the storage of fruit by one Pucci. Con- 
nected with the basement, and extending into the rear yard, 
was a one-story wooden shed. ‘The fire originated either in 
the basement or the adjoining shed, and the only assignable 
cause for the same is a fire which was maintained in the base- 
ment in a stove for the purpose of preventing the freezing of 
the goods there stored. The fire had been lighted on the 
previous day by Pucci, and he had at about 6 p. m., on the day 
of the conflagration, visited same for the purpose of replenish- 
ing the fuel in the stove. The fire did not occur until nearly 
ten o’clock in the evening. This building had been shortly 
before the fire equipped with fire escape in consequence of 
repeated demands between September 28 and December 29 
made upon the owner by the Building Department. The 
fire escape was finally completed shortly before December 29, 
and approved by the department. It was apparently adequate, 
unless it be for the fact that the lower end terminated upon 
the roof of the one-story shed, a method of construction which 
may be open to question, but as the roof of that shed was not 
consumed by the fire, this defect, if it be one, was not a con- 
tributing cause of the death. It appears that Patrick Min- 
neugh was a lodger upon the fourth floor of the building, 
Girolamo Asaro and Rosilie, his wife, were tenants of the 
third floor of the building. The fire originated in the base- 
ment or shed, rapidly worked its way up through the stairway, 
preventing escape by that means, and caused an extensive 
conflagration on the upper floors. It appeared that Asaro 
and his wife reached the fire escape and instead of going down 
to the foot of it, and thereby making their escape, as some 
other tenants of the house did, they went up to the fourth 
floor and then again entered the building, being overcome by 
smoke shortly after. There is no evidence in the case to 
warrant a finding that the death of the deceased parties was 
caused by any unlawful act of other persons; their situation 
being apparently consistent with pure accident. 


CoLLAPSE OF BUILDING, 457 HANOVER STREET, CORNER 
BATTERY STREET. 


On October 10, 1911, between five and ten minutes 
after noon, a section of the front wall on Hanover 
street, 20 feet wide, and on Battery street 17 feet wide, 
collapsed, caused by the failure of the masonry pier 
at the corner, on which rested the iron column that 
supported the walls above. This pier was of trian- 
gular shape, built between the outside face of the old 
foundation that supported the original building on 
one side and the earth bank on the other two sides. 
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The pier was built about August 15, between visits 
made by the inspector (it being only a day’s job), and 
when seen by him was completed and had a large cap 
stone on top to receive plate. When the inspector 
visited the premises on August 28 the cast-iron 
column had been set and the contractor was setting 
the steel beams to carry the brick walls above. From 
this time on brickwork was carried on until about the 
15th of September, when the front walls were com- 
pleted, showing that the load was sustained for about 
three weeks before the collapse. On October 13 
the pier was uncovered and it was found that the plate, 
which was 16 inches square by 1 inch thick, had been 
broken into five pieces, and that the iron column had 
gone down through the plate, through the masonry 
below, to the depth of about 4 feet. It was found 
that the granite block which originally capped the 
pier had been removed and brickwork had been sub- 
stituted. This brickwork was about 28 inches square 
and 12 inches thick, laid without any apparent bond. 
Beneath the brick pier was a stone foundation, laid 
with the large stones outside and the inside filled with 
small stones, the whole being laid up with very inferior 
mortar which had never thoroughly set. The presence 
of unslaked lime in the mortar taken from the pier was 
evidence that it had not been properly made and was 
slow setting. There was also evidence of considerable 
moisture in and around the pier, caused by the heavy 
rains just previous to the collapse, which caused the 
already poor mortar to be valueless and unable to support 
the weight above. 

As a result of the collapse, besides the falling of the 
front brick walls, the first story brick piers and founda- 
tions adjoining the corner column were strained and 
crushed by the suddenly applied load. This necessitated 
the shoring up of the building and the rebuilding of 
the foundations and piers. A new concrete pier 5 feet 
by 6 feet has been built for the corner column. 

Chief Justice Wilfred Bolster on February 14, 1912, 
filed the following: ‘‘No inquest, but was inquired into 
by the grand jury. They returned a no bill. I find 
for that reason no further inquiry is necessary and it 
appearing that proper inquiry was made in this case 
to wit, that the case against Richard Rowe, who was 
alleged to be responsible for the death of the within- 
named deceased, was presented to the Superior Court 
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erand jury at the November sitting last, and by the 
grand jury a no bill was returned. I repeat for that 
reason no further inquiry is necessary.” 


ACCIDENT. 


During the gale of December 28, 1911, a chimney 
on building 70 Beacon street, corner River street, was 
blown down and in falling it fell on the roof of the ell, 
breaking a number of slates and part of the roof board- 
ing. Some of the bricks slid down to the sidewalk and 
struck two pedestrians, slightly injuring them. 


ACCIDENT. 


In consequence of the gale above referred to four 
buildings, two on Bennington street and two on Sara- 
toga street, East Boston, were damaged. There were 
four buildings on each street, contiguous, in process 
of erection. Thestructures were of wood frame, on piling 
and concrete footings. The westerly house on each 
street was partly boarded in but the rafters were not 
set. The buildings were located so as to receive the 
full force of the gale. The openings in the cellar and 
side walls gave opportunity for great wind pressure 
with a lifting tendency. The buildings were lifted from 
their underpinnings and carried sideways. The cellar 
walls on the easterly side were destroyed; the frame 
structures dropped into the cellars and against the adjoin- 
ing houses, destroying parts of the underpinning of 
these buildings and pushing their framework over. The 
front cellar walls of the buildings on Saratoga street 
were not built, leaving the cellar open to the force of 
the wind. 

In the opinion.of this department the accident was 
not the result of poor material or improper construc- 
tion, but the force of the strong gale which was blowing 
all that day. Had the walls been boarded and the open- 
ings closed the wind would not have obtained such a 
leverage and the accident would not have occurred. 


REVERE House FIRE, BOWDOIN SQUARE. 

About 1.380 a. m., Tuesday, January 16, 1912, a fire 
was discovered in the rear of the hotel adjoining the 
building occupied by the National Lancers. So rapid 
was its spread that within a very short time the flames 
had extended to the roof and upper story and were 
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bursting through the windows of same. The hotel guests 
were aroused by the firemen, policemen and others. All 
escaped but three women employees, who were over- 
come by smoke and suffocated before they could escape. 

The spread of the fire was exceedingly rapid owing to 
the age of the wooden material of construction, and to 
the form of construction, to wit, no fire stops at floors 
and ceilings, giving the flames opportunity to race from 
floor to floor and along the ceilings of each story. The 
roof and upper story of the wings on either side of the 
area in center, and the whole rear portion, was destroyed. 
The whole building was damaged by smoke and water. 
The egress consisted of three stairways in the front of 
the building and two stairways in the rear; a balcony fire 
escape around the entire area or inner court, with stairway 
to roof, so escape could be made to roof of the Lancers’ 
Armory and also Hotel Sherwood and thence to Hotel 
Bowdoin, reaching the street through the stairways of 
said buildings; also a fire escape on the rear passageway 
side which leads to Bowdoin street. 

The two rear stairways were destroyed and a portion 
of the fire escape on inner court next to rear and where 
the stairs leading to roof were located. The fire escape 
on the rear passageway leading from the third, fourth 
and fifth stories by stairway to roof of Lancers’ Armory 
remains intact. The central stairway front led from 
office to monitorroof. Thestairway adjoining the ladies’ 
parlor, commencing at street level on Cambridge street, 
led to fifth or top floor. © 

The stairway entered from the Bulfinch street side 
led to the fourth floor. Each of these main stairways 
remain intact. The fire undoubtedly caught in the 
kitchen and was fed by the inflammable materials, 
grease, fat, etc., kept in hotel kitchens. It seems beyond 
question that the fire was burning some time before it 
was discovered and an alarm given, as it had gained such 
great headway on the arrival of the Fire Department. 
The building was provided with twelve 14-inch fire 
gongs and thirteen stations operated by electricity, with 
switch in a case under each gong and one in the office. 
Each switch operated all the gongs. Red lights were 
placed at the proper locations on each story to direct 
way to stairs; about one hundred water buckets were 
distributed throughout the house. The building was 
heated by steam and many of the rooms were provided 
with open grates. A night watchman was on duty and 
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a night clerk also. A watchman’s clock registers each 
station once an hour. The building conformed to the 
requirements of law as to egress, red lights, gongs, 
watchman, etc. 

This building was of second-class construction and 
as heretofore noted was not provided with fire stops in 
walls, partitions, floors and stairways, its erection 
antedating the Building Department. 

The stairways and fire escapes were successfully used 
by the occupants in making their exit that morning and 
many acts of cool judgment and bravery were displayed. 
The smoke was so dense on the upper floor that it was 
impossible during the first stages of the fire to see a foot 
beyond one’s position. 

Justice Bolster made the following report of the 
inquest: 


Gertrude Wilson et al. came to their deaths on the 16th of 
January in consequence of a fire occurring shortly after mid- 
night on the morning of January 16, 1912, in the Revere House 
in Bowdoin square. 

The fire originated in a serving room on the Bulfinch street 
side, next the Armory building on the ground floor, and was first 
discovered by the night watchman of the hotel upon his open- 
ing a door connecting with the café known as the ‘‘ Grotto.” 

It had then made considerable headway and spread with 
great rapidity, consuming much of the rear part of the hotel. 
The three persons whose lives were lost occupied rooms on the 
top floor in that part of the hotel assigned to the help and were 
evidently overcome by smoke before they could escape or 
becoming confused failed to find the means of egress. 

The evidence at the inquest gave no clue to the direct cause 
of the fire. All the waiters and other employees in the “Grotto” 
had left at least an hour before the discovery of the fire. No 
fires were maintained in the ‘‘Grotto”’ or serving room and the 
destruction caused by the conflagration was so extensive that 
no conclusions as to the cause could be drawn from any exami- 
nation made after the fire. The direct cause of the fire must 
apparently remain of pure conjecture. The Revere House, 
antedating the establishment of the Building Department, is 
not built in accordance with the present laws designed to reduce 
danger from fire in buildings newly constructed. It was not 
fire stopped at floors and ceilings, which accounts for the very 
rapid spread of the fire. But the fact that the guests of the 
hotel, more than one hundred in number, and all but three of the 
forty or more employees occupying adjacent quarters to the 
deceased, escaped safely, renders it quite as probable that those 
who lost their lives did so through want of sufficient presence of 
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mind as through any want of precautionary foresight in the 
hotel equipment. The building conformed to existing legal 
requirements as to egress, red lights, gongs, watchman, ete. 

The Building Department’ had secured compliance shortly 
after passage with all laws designed to protect against fire and 
made applicable to buildings then existent. Upon all the 
evidence I cannot find that the unlawful act of any person con- 
tributed to the death of said deceased parties. 
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SUMMARY OF ALL THE DECISIONS OF THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL UP TO AND INCLUD- 
ING JANUARY, 1912. 


Case No. 1. 
September 28, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to install a line of individual portable washbowls because 
each washbowl was not to be provided with a separate 
trap. The appellant contended that the individual 
portable washbowls, which were to be hung by hooks 
over long horizontal iron bars and: which were to empty 
individually through an outlet at the bottom into a 
common trough or trench which was to have no physical 
connection with the said bowls, and which was itself 
to be trapped, should not be considered as separate 
fixtures. The Board concurred with the appellant and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2. 
October 5, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
house of habitation without being required to conform 
to the literal wording of section 35, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907. The Building Commissioner had refused the 
permit because the exposure on the land of the owner, 
after such alterations were made, would be less than 
that required in the said section. Because of the peculiar 
physical conditions pertaining to the premises and to 
the adjacent premises, which could not be clearly 
explained in a summary, the Board found that it would 
be a manifest injustice to require the appellant to con- 
form to the literal interpretation of said section, and 
further that the proposed alterations would not in any 
way harm the adjacent property. The Board therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 38. 
October 16, 1907. 


The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a running trap 
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installed in the house drain between the street sewer and 
the opening in the drain above the roof. This had been 
ordered removed because such obstruction, it was con- 
tended by the Building Commissioner, was in violation 
of section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, namely, that 
it was an obstruction to the drain. The appellant 
contended that such a running trap is not an obstruction. 
The Board sustained the appeal and found that such a 
running trap is not an obstruction. 


Case No. 4. 
October 30, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner had refused to grant a 
permit to build an addition at the rear of two tenement 
houses, said addition to consist of a boiler house carried 
up to the level of the first floor of the said houses. This 
refusal was based upon the contention .by the Building 
Commissioner that it would be in violation of section 
62, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended 
that under section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, such a 
boiler house was permitted. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that in this specific case, in view 
of the physical conditions pertaining to the premises, 
it would not be a violation of the spirit of section 62, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907.

Case No. 7. 
October 30, 1907. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to place hand rails on the 
stairways in a theatre. The appellant contended that 
they were not necessary nor required by statute. The 
Board affirmed the order of the Building Commissioner 
and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 8. 
October 30, 1907. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a theatre for two reasons, first, because the exterior 
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courts were not in accordance with section 79, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907; second, that the stopping off of the 
proscenium wall above the ceiling of the auditorium 
would violate section 83, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant contended that no violation of the law 
would occur in either respect, and that the law requires 
one exterior court in case of a theatre building on a 
corner lot, therefore, no court is required where there 
is a street frontage on three sides as in the case of this 
theatre lot. The appellant also contended that so long 
as the fireproof proscenium wall is carried above the 
ceiling of the theatre and the ceiling of the said theatre 
is made of fireproof material, it is not a violation of the 
spirit of section 79, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, to so 
construct a theatre. The Board concurred with the 
contention of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CAsE No. 9. 
November 7, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a tenement house because the said building would not 
be provided with a fire escape as required under section 
43, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant con- 
tended that a second means of egress would be provided 
in form of an interior inclosed stairway. As such stair- 
way was not proposed to be inclosed in fireproof walls 
as required under section 48, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
and because of other minor variations from the law, 
the Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 10. 
November 9, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter a tenement 
house by adding about 10 feet to the front of the build- 
ing, bringing the front up to the line of the sidewalk. 
The Building Commissioner refused the permit to make 
this alteration on the ground that under section 17, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and section 23, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, the existing party wall would have to be 
increased from 8 inches to 12 inches, which it was not 
the intention of the applicant to do as set forth on his 
plans. The new walls, it appeared, were to be of legal 
thickness for new buildings. The appellant contended — 
that sections 17 and 23 of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
referred to a new structure and not to an alteration of 
an existing building. The Board sustained the appeal 
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on the ground that it was not the intention of the law 
that old walls should be increased to conform to the 
existing law, unless the proposed alterations would 
create an increased weight upon said walls. 


Case No. 11. 
November 9, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
building consisting of three stories and a pitch roof by 
removing the pitch roof, thereby necessitating the 
carrying up of the external and party walls vertically 
to the under side of said flat roof. The Building Com- 
missioner refused a permit for this work because he 
contended it would be in violation of section 23, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, relating to the thickness of walls, in 
that after the alteration the walls should conform to the 
law as applicable to new buildings used for mercantile 
purposes, and that the plans of the existing building 
after the proposed alterations showed less thickness than 
was so required under section 23, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. The appellant contended that the proposed 
alterations were not in violation of said section 23, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and that the strength and 
security of the building would not be reduced or impaired 
by the alterations. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that in this specific case there would be 
little if any additional weight upon the external walls, 
and that there would be therefore no violation of the 
spirit of the law if the walls were left with their present 
thickness. 

Case No. 12. 
November 9, 1907. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
on July 31, 1907, for a permit to build a tenement house 
in accordance with the then existing building law which 
expired at midnight on July 31, 1907. The Building 
Commissioner upon an examination of the plans found 
that the new law had become effective and that the said 
plans did not conform thereto. The appellant con- 
tended that his plans should be considered in reference 
to the obsolete law. The Board dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that the application had not been made 
in sufficient time to permit a due examination of the 
plans before the expiration of the old law, and that the 
proposed building would violate many provisions of 
the existing law. 
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Case No. 13. 
November 13, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a _ three- 
story open balcony approximately 30 feet wide at the 
rear of an existing tenement house, such house being 
one of a block under the same ownership, all using a 
yard space in common. The Building Commissioner 
refused a permit for this structure on the ground that 
it would be a violation of sections 55 and 62 of chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, relative to yards, contending that the 
said sections applied to additions and alterations as well 
as to new buildings, and that the proposed balcony 
would be technically a violation of said sections, and 
that it would occupy space that would otherwise be a 
portion of the legal area of the yard. The appellant 
contended that the proposed balcony would in no way 
deprive any of the windows opening onto the yards of 
light or air, and that it would not therefore be a viola- 
tion of the spirit of the law. The Board concurred with 
the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 14. 
November 16, 1907. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
for a permit to erect a dwelling house, which application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because he 
contended that the dwelling house would be a tenement 
house according to the definition of section 48, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, and as a tenement house it would not 
conform to all the other provisions in the law relative to 
tenement houses. The appellant asked the Board to 
find that the lower story was a basement, and that there- 
fore the building being but three stories above the base- 
ment could not be considered legally a tenement house. 
The Board dismissed the appeal on the ground that the 
lower story was not a basement according to the spirit 
of the definition in the law; that therefore the house was 
four stories in height, to be occupied by three families 
above the first story, and that being a legal tenement 
house it did not conform to all the requirements for new 
tenement houses. 

Case No. 15. 
November 30, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a wooden 

dwelling house, one side of which was to be of brick,

within 3 feet of the party line, with nine windows and 
one door therein. The Building Commissioner refused 
a permit for this construction, contending that under 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the said wall must 
be of brick and solid, which meant without openings. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 16. 
December 4, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter and restore 
the Paul Revere House for the Paul Revere Memorial 
Association. The Building Commissioner refused to 
grant the permit because he contended that the pro- 
posed alteration would exceed in cost one-half the cost of 
a like new building, and, if so, would be in violation of 
section 13, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that the law did not 
contemplate a situation as set forth above, and that it 
would not be a violation of its spirit to grant the permit, 
even if the cost of such alterations should exceed 50 per 
cent of a like new building, which the Board thought was 
extremely doubtful. 


Case No. 17. 
December 7, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
tenement house on a lot 150 feet deep, running between 
two streets, because the building would violate section 55, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, in that such a building must 
have a-yard 26 feet in depth midway between two streets 
clear across the lot. The appellant contended that such 
a ruling would be a manifest injustice and act as a pro- 
hibition to the erection of any building thereon since it 
would result in two distinct buildings separated by 26 
feet. It was found by the Board that a legal set back 
- of 20 feet was required for all buildings in the block of 
which this was to form a part, and that therefore to all 
intents and purposes the lot was only 130 feet in depth, 
and the Board therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 18. 
December 7, 1907. 
This case is similar to the preceding case, No. 17, and 
the appeal was sustained by the Board for the same 
reason.

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Case No. 19. 
December 26, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a mercantile building because the water-closet 
inclosure therein was not provided with ventilation to the 
outer air either by a window or a suitable light shaft, as 
required by section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
appellant contended that the said section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, applies only to buildings to be used for 
habitation and that, moreover, his proposed method 
of ventilation, namely, through local seat vents which 
are to be carried into a common duct through the roof 
and capped with a ventilator, was a proper equivalent 
to that described in section 12, if section 12 applied. The 
Building Commissioner contended that such a proposed 
method of ventilation was not an equivalent to that 
required by law, and that section 12, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907, applied to all classes of buildings. The Board 
dismissed the appeal on the ground that the proposed 
method of ventilation could not be considered an 
equivalent to that required by law. 


Case No. 20. 

| December 26, 1907. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to extend an elevator shaft 
through the roof of an existing mercantile building in 
accordance with section 38, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant contended that as he had of his own voli- 
tion inclosed the existing shaft on each floor with a fire- 
proof partition and fireproof door he had bettered the 
previous condition and should not be further required 
on that account to conform to the law which applies to 
new buildings. The Board sustained the appeal on the 

eround that such an order would be manifestly unjust. 


CaszE No. 21. 
January 4, 1908. 
The appellant had applied to the Building Commis- 
sioner for a permit to relocate partitions in a room in a 
private club building of second-class construction and to 
build wooden platforms for seating in the lecture room — 
of said building, which application was refused by the 
Building Commissioner because such wooden platforms 
constituted an alteration, and that being an alteration 
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in an assembly hall which was to accommodate more 
than eight hundred (800) persons, the building must be 
converted into a first-class building in accordance with 
section 105, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that the wooden platforms would not con- 
stitute an alteration of the said lecture room but would 
merely be furnishings, and asked the Board to so rule. 
The Board concurred with the appellant and sustained 
the appeal. 
CasE No. 22. 
January 4, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to permit the 
alteration of a dwelling house into a house with more 
than three apartments, each apartment to consist of a 
parlor, a small bedroom, a bath room and a small gas 
stove, on the ground that such alteration would create 
legally a new tenement house, and as such it would not 
conform to all the legal requirements for new tenement 
houses. The appellant asked the Board to find that the 
dwelling house thus altered would not constitute a new 
tenement house within the spirit of the legal definition 
of such a house, as the arrangement and number of 
rooms in each apartment were not of a character to 
adapt it for occupation by a family living independ- 
ently of other families and doing its cooking upon the 
premises. The Board concurred with the appellant and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 23. 
January 4, 1908. 

The appellant applied se relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to close windows in the side wall 
of a wooden building which windows were nearer than 
3 feet from the main portion of the adjoining building, 
but not nearer than 10 feet to the ell of said adjoining 
building. The Board sustained the appeal as regards 
the windows opposite the ell, with the understanding 
that the windows opposite the main portion of the 
adjoining house would be closed by the appellant. 


Case No. 24. 
January 4, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner requested the Board to 
concur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, as follows: To substitute in place of two 
metal-covered doors and opening in the party wall, as 
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required by law, two sets of metal frames and sashes, 
with wired glass separated by the thickness of the wall. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 25. 
. January 15, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to permit the 
erection of a house of habitation of second-class con- 
struction five stories in height above the basement, with 
a sixth story in a pitch roof, with sufficient height therein 
to permit of the same being used for habitation, because 
such construction would exceed the minimum height 
permitted in section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
appellant asked the Board to find that the roof space 
did not constitute a sixth story. The Board affirmed 
the ruling of the Building Commissioner and dismissed 
the appeal. 


Case No. 26. 
January 15, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house of second-class construction, 400 feet larger in area 
than the five thousand maximum permitted by law for 
tenement houses of second-class construction. The 
Board granted the appeal on the ground that in this 
specific case it would be a manifest injustice to withhold 
the building permit. 


CasE No. 27. 
February 1, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert a brick 
building used in part as a tenement house and in part 
as a store into a mercantile building without being 
required to increase the thickness of the walls to con- 
form to the requirements for new mercantile buildings as 
the Building Commissioner contended should be done. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that it 
would be a manifest injustice to require such increase, 
and also because the removal of many partitions in the 
tenement house would reduce rather than increase the 
weight upon the walls. 


CasE. No. 28. 
February 1, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to install an open 
iron staircase from the basement to the first floor of a 
mercantile building without being required to inclose 
the same in fireproof partition as, according to the con- 
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tention of the Building Commissioner, should be done 
in accordance with section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Board granted the appeal on the ground that the 
said stairway was a monumental stairway as provided 
for in the last sentence of section 17, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907. 
Case No. 29. 
February 5, 1908. 

The appellant applied for a permit to fit up a room, 
with seats to accommodate one hundred (100) spectators, 
for a moving picture exhibition, on the first floor of a 
building already used on all the floors as a museum, 
which application had been refused by the Building 
Commissioner because he considered that the proposed 
means of exit were insufficient and that it was not the 
intention of the appellant to inclose the proposed area 
to be used for the exhibition purposes by fireproof mate- 
rial. The appellant contended that the wall inclosure 
demanded by the Building Commissioner was unneces- 
sary and only an additional obstacle to egress, and that 
the exits were the same as already existed, which had 
previously been pronounced satisfactory by the Build- 
ing Commissioner, and that the capacity of the building 
was not to be increased by the proposed change above 
the original allowance. The Board concurred with the 
opinion of the appellant as regards the fireproofing, but 
affirmed the ruling of the Building Commissioner as to 
the inadequacy of the proposed exits, and for the latter 
reason only dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 30. 
February 8, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
two wooden dwelling houses in a block separated by an 
8-inch party wall because the said party wall did not 
extend to the front line of a connecting porch as required 
in section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a porch with a roof should not be 
considered as a part of the building proper. The Board 
agreed with the appellant in this specific instance, and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 31. 
February 20, 1908. 
On February 15 the Board, at the request of the 
Building Commissioner, granted an application of the 
Siegel Company to remove interior brick partitions in 
the Siegel Building. 
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CASE No. a2. 
February 19, 1908. 

The appellant and the premises being the same as in 
Case No. 29, previously cited, the appellant asked per- 
mission to fit up a room for one hundred (100) spectators 
for a moving picture exhibition and to be allowed to 
provide exits as shown on revised plans, such exits hav- 
ing been disapproved by the Building Commissioner, 
and the Building Commissioner having also refused to 
permit the fitting up of the said room for spectators 
for the reasons stated in Case No. 29. The Board 
found, as stated in Case No. 29 for the appellant as 
regards the fireproof inclosures, and in this case (No. 
32) that the revised plan of exits was satisfactory, 

and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 38. 
February 19, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a house of 
habitation covering more than 5,000 square feet floor 
area of second-class construction, and proposed to 
separate the said building by brick partition walls, and 
certain fireproof ceilings and metal-covered doors so as 
to create areas within the said partition walls not 
exceeding 5,000 square feet. The board was asked to 
determine whether such a building would be construed 
as four or five buildings, each less than 5,000 square feet, 
or as one building containing more than 5,000 square 
feet, to be used for habitation, and of second-class con- 
struction. The Board found that the building in 
question was one building and larger than was allowed 
by law for the purpose, and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 34. 
February 21, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to be allowed to raise 
the floor beams in a dwelling house upon 8-inch party 
walls without corbeling the same or providing metal 
hangers, as literally called for in section 34, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The Board found that the clause in said 
section was to be construed as permissive and not man- 
datory in the case of 8-inch party walls and that in the 
case of 8-inch outer walls 4-inch bearing for floor beams 
is permitted under the law. 
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CasE No. 35. 
February 26, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert an existing 
block of five three-family houses into a tenement house 
by subdividing each apartment into two small apart- 
ments for separate families without being required to 
conform to all the provisions of the law relative to new 
tenement houses, contending that under section 35, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, he should be permitted to 
make such alteration and that it would be a hardship to 
require him to comply with tenement house regulations. 
The Building Commissioner contended that he had no 
discretion in the matter, and the Board dismissed the 
appeal on the ground that its discretionary power is not 
of such a character that it could overlook the plain 
intent and letter of the law in this case. 

On April 15 the appellant in the above case (Case 
No. 35) asked the Board to find from evidence submitted 
that one house in the block mentioned in said case was a 
legal tenement house at the time of the passage of the 
Acts of 1907, chapter 550. The Board so found, and in 
respect to this specific house in the block sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 386. 
February 29, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a temporary 
school for the Museum of Fine Arts on the Museum 
property on Huntington avenue, said school to be of 
third-class construction. The Building Commissioner 
had refused to grant a permit for this school because 
it would be in violation, he contended, of section 9, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, in that it was to be of third- 
class construction within the building limits in lieu of 
first or second-class construction, and that it did not 
come under the exceptions permitted within the build- 
ing limits. The appellant contended that the building 
was to be a temporary one, to be used only a few years, 
when it would be replaced by a permanent structure. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that the 
building might be considered of a temporary structure 
and also in view of the fact that it would stand remote 
from any other structure except the new museum build- 
ing proper. 
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Case No. 37. 
February 29, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to be relieved from the 
order of the Building Commissioner to provide addi- 
tional means of egress on premises No. 1 Fayette street, 
Dorothy Rolfe Hotel, Ward 10. The Board sustained 
the Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 38. 
February 29, 1908. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to restore ladder from the third story to 
the roof at 117 Union Park street. The Board dismissed 
the appeal. 


Cases Nos. 39 AnD 40. 
March 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a block of 
houses in the form of a hollow square in a suburban 
district without conforming to all the literal requirements 
of the law regarding yards. The Board granted the 
appeal on the ground that the houses constructed either 
as one house or as a group of houses would always have 
sufficient light and air to conform to the spirit and 
intent of the law. 


Case No. 41. 
March 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect clothes 
dryers on a second-class dwelling house, said clothes 
dryers to abut upon a party line and to be partly wood 
but in their structural parts to be of metal. The Board 
granted the appeal on the ground that such clothes 
dryers should not be considered as a part of the main 
structure of the building, and further, that even if so 
considered, on account of the structural parts of the said 
clothes dryers being of metal, they might properly be 
considered of second-class construction and could there- 
fore abut upon a party line. 


CasE No. 42. 
March 7, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to convert a second- | 
class building used for a certain purpose into a building 
of the same class to be used for a new purpose, viz., as 
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a synagogue for a private society, this building to con- 
tain several large assembly rooms and a large dining 
room. The Building Commissioner had refused to issue 
a permit because he contended that the dining room 
should be classed as an assembly hall and that, being so 
classed, the total seating capacity of the two assembly 
rooms and the dining room combined would exceed 
eight hundred (800), and that therefore said building 
would have to be of first-class construction as required 
in section 105, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that the dining room was not an assembly 
room, and that the total seating capacity in the building 
was therefore incorrectly computed by the Building 
Commissioner. The Board found as a fact that the 
dining room was not an assembly hall, and further found 
that, without including the dining room, the seating 
capacity of the assembly rooms would not exceed eight 
hundred (800), and that therefore the building need not 
be of first-class construction. The Board sustained the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 48. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 44. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


Case No. 45. 
March 7, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect on top of a 
one-story wooden building now occupied by stores three 
additional wooden stories, the three additional stories 
to be used as tenements, area not to exceed 1,800 square 
feet, and to build a one-story wooden shed as an exten- 
sion to the stores on the first floor. The Building Com- 
missioner contended that the area of the total building 
should include this new wooden shed, in which case 
the area of the tenement house would exceed 1,800 
square feet, and would therefore be forbidden under 
section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board 
found that the area of the tenement house should be 
computed within the external walls of the said tenement 
house and that the area of the new shed on the first 
story should not be included in such area, and therefore 
the appeal was sustained. 
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CasEe No. 46. 
March 7, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a wooden parti- 
tion in a first-class building. The Board granted the 
appeal on the ground that said partition was of a tem- 
porary nature. 


Case No. 47. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


Case No. 48. 
March 11, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
building into a three-family house of habitation, of 
third-class construction, outside of the building limits. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
for this alteration on the ground that by the provisions 
of section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, such alteration 
would have to be of second-class construction, and 
further he refused a permit because cantilever ladders 
were not to be provided as required under section 43, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907; and, further, because under 
section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the area of said 
building, including the clothes dryers, would be in excess 
of 1,800 square feet. The Board sustained the appeal 
in all three parts on the ground that section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, does not apply to wooden buildings 
outside of the building limits; that the building, not 
being more than three stories in height, would not re- 
quire any cantilever ladders; and that the area of the 
building should not include the area of the balconies 
and piazzas. 


Case No. 49. 
March 11, 1908. 

The appellant asked for relief from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner that Jordan Hall of the Con- 
servatory of Music is being used as a theatre, in viola- 
tion of the law. The Building Commissioner contended 
that the said hall was practically a theatre in its use, 
and that being such it did not conform to section 77, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended | 
that the said hall was not a theatre in the ordinary 
sense of the word, but was used principally as a concert 
hall, and that, moreover, it is adequately provided with 
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ample exits and fireproof construction. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that said Jordan Hall 
is not a theatre. 


Case No. 50. 


This case was referred back to the Building Com- 
missioner at his request that he might further consider 
the matter involved. The case has not been again 
presented to the Board. 


Case No. 51. 
March 14, 1908. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
for a permit to alter a corner brick tenement house by 
extending an ell in the rear of the said house and on a line 
with one of the streets up to the line of a 3-foot alleyway 
which extends from the said street to the back yards of 
several adjoining houses. The Building Commissioner 
refused to grant the permit for this construction because 
it would be in violation of section 55 and section 62 of 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, in that the back yard would 
not be 6 feet in every part. The appellant contended 
that he should be allowed to build as he proposed, under 
the provisions of section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and 
that it would be a manifest injustice to forbid his so 
doing. A majority of the Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that it would be a manifest injustice to 
refuse it. A minority dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 52. 
March 26, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove wooden partitions 
in an existing first-class building, contending that they 
were already installed before he purchased the property, 
and that he should not be held responsible for the alleged 
violation which the Building Commissioner claimed 
existed under section 11, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
majority of the Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that such partitions were of a temporary nature 
and that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
their removal. 
CasE No. 53. 
March 26, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to be allowed to 
remove fireproof doors and connecting fireproof parti- 
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tions, said doors being directly at the top and bottom 
of each flight of stairs, in a mercantile building to be 
used as a department store. ‘The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that the arrangement as allowed 
under the permit issued would be more dangerous in case 
of fire than if the doors and partitions in question were 
removed. 


Case No. 54. 
March 26, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of the 
Building Commissioner, to provide a bulkhead or scuttle 
in the roof of a tenement house, with stairs or fixed ladder 
to such scuttle in the public hall of said tenement house. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that 
there are ladders already provided to the roof, accessible 
from each apartment without the necessity of entering 
the public hall to reach such ladders, and for the further 
reason that section 44, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, on 
which the Building Commissioner depended for his 
decision in this matter, does not apply in this specific 
case. 


Case No. 55. 
March 28, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a second-class 
tenement house and to inclose the stair halls with stud 
partitions covered on both sides with metal lathing and 
plaster, the space between the studs to be filled in at 
each floor with brick or mortar from the bottom to the 
top of the floor beams, a distance of 10 inches or 12 
inches. The Building Commissioner refused a permit on 
the ground that under section 47, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
such filling between studs with brick or mortar included 
the entire height of each story. The Board sustained 
the appeal and found that section 47, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907, was intended to mean what the appellant con- 
tended for and that it was not the intention of said sec- 
tion to require the space between the studs to be filled 
the whole height of each story. 


Case No. 56.. 
April 1, 1908. _ 
The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
corner tenement house by building an extension against 
the rear wall of same alongside one of the streets, which 
extension was to stop within 3 feet of a 3-foot alleyway. 
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The Building Commissioner contended that the 3-foot 
alleyway was a public alleyway and therefore could not 
be considered as the property of the appellant, and 
further, the space to which he was entitled for a back 
yard would only be measured from the rear extension 
to the middle of the alley, a distance of 43 feet, while 
6 feet is required under sections 55 and 62 of chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that the 3-foot 
alleyway was not a public alleyway but was the 
property of the owner of the tenement house in question, 
and that therefore the appellant had conformed to the 
requirements under section 55, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that to all 
intents and purposes the appellant was conforming to 
the spirit of the said section 55, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 


Case No. 57. 

April 4, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of © 
the Building Commissioner to provide larger sash win- 
dows and skylights in the interior partitions of an 
existing tenement house. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that after an examination of the 
premises the general spirit of the law was sufficiently 
complied with and that it would be a manifest injustice 

to require further alterations. 


CasE No. 58. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


Case No. 59. 
April 8, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
dwelling house to make it into a legal tenement house, 
by adding a fourth floor, without conforming to all the 
requirements for new tenement houses. A majority of 
the Board sustained the appeal on the ground that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit. A 
minority dissented. 


CasE No. 60. 
April 11, 1908. 
The appellant remonstrated against the issuance of a 
permit to install boilers and engines in basement of the 
building adjoining the appellant’s premises. The Board 
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dismissed the appeal and authorized the Building Com- 
missioner to issue a permit for the boilers and engines 
with certain provisos. 


Case No. 61. 

April 15, 1908. 
The appellant asked that his proposed building, which 
was to consist of a high basement and three stories, 
adapted for not more than three families, should be 
considered as a house of habitation and not a tenement 
house as contended by the Building Commissioner. The 
Building Commissioner contended that the basement 
could be used for a fourth family, thereby constitut- 
ing the building a tenement house if the basement was 
so used. The Board found that the building would not 
be a tenement house provided it were built and occupied 

in compliance with the drawings. Appeal sustained. 


CasEs Nos. 62, 63, 64. 
See decision under date of May 2, 1908. 


Case No. 65. 
April 25, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert a dwelling 
house into a millinery establishment and to add a fifth 
story (the whole height of the altered building not to 
exceed 65 feet) without strengthening the party walls to 
conform to the requirements for new mercantile build- 
ings as, according to the contention of the Building Com- 
missioner, should be done under the requirements of 
section 23, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. A portion of the 
fifth story was to be in the form of a mansard roof, one 
side of which story would abut against a party wall and 
another side of said story was to be 2 feet away from 
the opposite party wall; the building and mansard 
roof to be of fireproof construction on a steel frame. 
The appellant contended that the proposed loads on the 
existing party wall were not to be increased by the 
changing of the purpose of the building. The majority. 
of the Board sustained the appeal on the ground that 
the floor loads in the converted building were not to 
exceed those allowed in dwellings and with a proviso to 
that effect. A minority of one dissented. 
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Case No. 66. 
April 25, 1908. 

The appellant proposed to erect a building contain- 
ing many small apartments, each consisting of a living 
room, bedroom, bathroom and a small closet contain- 
ing a sink. The appellant asked that such a structure 
should not be considered a tenement house as contended 
by the Building Commissioner. The Board found that 
such a structure would not be a tenement house for the 
same reason as stated in Case 22. Appeal sustained. 


Case No. 67. | 
April 25, 1908. 
The appellant wished to erect a three-story wooden 
dwelling with a low pitch roof, and to carry up a round 
corner bay window to the height of the ridge of said 
pitch roof, thereby making it possible to use one room 
in the attic for habitable purposes. The Building Com- 
missioner contended that a house so constructed would 
be a four-story wooden dwelling and therefore forbidden 
under the law. The appellant contended that such an 
attic story, even with one habitable room therein, 
would not constitute a fourth story. The Board con- 
curred with the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 68. 
April 25, 1908. 
The appellant remonstrated against the issuance of a 
permit to install boilers in premises adjoining those of the 
appellant. As the appellant withdrew his objections at 
the hearing, the case was dismissed. 


Casgs Nos. 62, 63, 64. | 
May 2, 1908. 
These three cases are practically one case, involving the 
question of erecting wooden dwellings within 3 feet of a 
lot line. Two of the appellants own houses, and between 
these houses there is a vacant lot. The third appellant 
-wished to erect a wooden house on this vacant lot, but 
owing to its width was unable to erect a house of sufficient 
width so that the side walls of the proposed house should 
be 3 feet away from the existing party lines. In order 
to overcome this difficulty, the appellant holding the 
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vacant center lot had purchased a 13-foot strip from the 
owners of the premises on either side of his vacant lot, 
thus giving him the legal 3 feet on each side of his house 
to the lot line, but thereby reducing the distance to the 
lot line of the adjoining houses from what had been 3 
feet to 14 feet, thereby making the distance between the 
center house and the two existing houses 43 feet in each 
case instead of 6 feet, as contended by the Building 
Commissioner was the intent of the law under section 
40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellants asked 
to be relieved from the ruling of the Building Commis- 
sioner that the transactions hereinabove described were 
in violation of the said section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. As the appellants could not produce evidence 
satisfactory to the Board that the conveyances of the 
strips of land above mentioned had been made in good 
faith the Board affirmed the ruling of the Building Com- 
missioner and dismissed the appeal without passing 
upon the substantive question involved in these cases. 


Case No. 69. 
May 2, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a three-story 
wooden family house, to be located on the side of a hill 
in such a manner that the basement on the front would 
be clear above the grade of the front street. The Build- 
ing Commissioner contended that such a _ structure 
would be four stories in height and therefore illegal. 
The Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 70. 
See decision under date of July 24, 1908. 


Case No. 71. 


On September 23 the Board received a communica- 
tion from the Building Commissioner stating that the 
conditions had improved to such an extent that the 
complaint could be withdrawn. The case was dismissed. | 


CasE No. 72. 
May 9, 1908. 


The appellant withdrew his appeal at the hearing. 
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This case was referred back to the Building Commis- 
sioner at his request that he might further consider the 
matter involved. The case has not been again pre- 
sented to the Board. 


Case No. 74. 
On May 13 this case was withdrawn by the appellant. 


Case No. 75. 
May 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a wooden 
clothes dryer on a three-family house of second-class 
construction outside of the fire limits. The Building 
Commissioner contended that such clothes dryers should 
be of fireproof construction under section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that under 
section 11, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, a composite build- 
ing was permitted outside the building limits and there- 
fore a wooden clothes dryer might be permitted, provided 
they did not exceed in area 1,800 square feet, and that 
the entire building might be of wood if the appellant 
had so desired. The Board sustained the appeal on 
the ground that the law does not require more than a 
wooden form of construction in clothes dryers on an 
area less than 1,800 square feet. 


CasE No. 76. 
= June 6, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
tenement house, a permit for which had been refused by 
the Building Commissioner because the said house was 
more than five stories in height above the mean grade of 
all the sidewalks. The Board sustained the appeal on 
the ground that the lower story might be considered a 
basement, and for the further reason that the total 
height of the existing building does not exceed 65 feet. 


CASE No. 77. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 
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CasE No. 78. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 79.

Case No. 80. 


This case was deferred at the request of the counsel for 
the appellant and it has not again been presented to the 
Board. ° 


Case No. 81. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


Case No. 82. 
June 10, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a building of 
second-class construction covering more than 5,000 
square feet, to be used as a school and also as a dormitory. 
The appeal was dismissed for the reason that such a 
building became a house of habitation and therefore 
could not exceed the maximum area of 5,000 square feet. 


CasE No. 83. 
June 10, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, namely, to permit chimneys in a certain 
building to be of concrete, walls to be 4 inches thick in 
place of 4 inches of brick with flue lining. The Board 
concurred with the Commissioner and granted this 
equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 84. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant wished to erect a wooden dwelling 
within 2 inches of a party line, using a solid 8-inch wall 
along said party line, except at a certain point where a 
recess was to be made 8 feet in depth and 4 feet in length, 
to be inclosed by brick walls, said recess to extend from 
the ground up. The Building Commissioner refused 
to permit this recess, claiming that under section 40, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the solid brick wall should 
extend from the front to the extreme rear of the house

without openings. The Board sustained the appeal on 
the ground that such a recess was not an opening in a 
solid brick wall. 


Case No. 85. 
Appeal withdrawn June 12, 1908. 


Case No. 86. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant and the premises concerned were the 
same as in Case No. 65. The appellant asked permis- 
sion to extend the fifth story over a greater area of roof 
than was contemplated in Case No. 65. The Building 
Commissioner refused to sanction the construction of the 
fifth story, one exterior wall of which was to be 2 feet 
from and entirely above the top of an existing party wall, 
and contended that the party wall should be carried up 
through the height of the fifth story to form the external 
wall of the new fifth story. A majority of the Board 
sustained the appeal on the same grounds as in Case No. 
65, and for the further reason that in its opinion it is not 
intended in the law that all old buildings converted for 
new purposes should conform in every particular to new 
buildings to be built for similar purposes, the use to 
which the converted building is to be put being the deter- 
mining factor in each specific case. A minority of the 
Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 6. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a brick lodging house. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal because the house in question is only 
three stories above the basement, has a flat roof with a 
scuttle and ladder thereto, and there were only ten occu- 
pants in the building above the first story. 


Cases Nos. 438 anv 44, 
June 13, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from two adjoining brick lodging houses. The 
Board sustained the appeals because the houses are brick, 
only four stories in height, have flat roofs with scuttles 
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thereto; there are means of access from the roof to 
adjoining roofs and there were only eight occupants in 
each building above the first story. A proviso accom- 
panied the decisions to the effect that a ladder from the 
top story to the scuttle must be installed in each house. 


CasE No. 47. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a lodging house. The Board sustained 
the appeal because the house in question is a four-story 
dwelling, with flat roof and scuttle and ladder thereto, 
and there are means of escape from the roof to roofs of 
adjoining buildings and there were only nine occupants 
above the first story. 


Case No. 58. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked for relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to provide additional means of 
egress from a brick lodging house. This house is a brick 
dwelling, four stories in height, with a flat roof and a 
scuttle, but without a ladder thereto, and there are no 
means of escape from the roof to roofs of adjoining build- 
ings. The number of occupants above the first floor 
was nine. The Board sustained the appeal, with the 
proviso that a ladder should be devised for escape from 
the roof to roofs of adjoining buildings. 


Case No. 77. 
June 138, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a lodging house. This house is a three- 
story brick dwelling with a pitch roof constituting a 
fourth story, with four occupants therein. There is no 
scuttle in the roof and no means of escape from the roof 
to roofs of adjoining buildings. The Board affirmed the 
order of the Building Commissioner and dismissed the 
appeal because of the facts stated above. 


CasE No. 78. 
June 13, 1908. 


The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a block of lodging houses. These build- 
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ings are of wood, three stories in height, with a flat roof, 
without scuttles in same or stepladders to the scuttles, 
and the buildings have two-story ells with flat roofs, 
making it possible to reach the ell roofs from the third- 
story windows. The Board sustained the appeal, with 
the proviso that scuttles must be installed in the roofs of 
the main buildings, with ladders thereto. 


Case No. 81. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a lodging house. The house in question 
is a four-story brick dwelling with a pitch roof consti- 
tuting a fifth story. There is a scuttle in the pitch 
roof with no access thereto, and no means of escape from 
the roof to roofs of adjoining buildings. Because of these 
facts the Board affirmed the order of the Building 
Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 87. 
June 24, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to convert an existing 
- wooden building into a legal tenement house. His appli- 
cation had been refused by the Building Commissioner 
because one side of said existing building was nearer than 
3 feet to the lot line, contrary to section 40, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The area of the converted building, 
including clothes dryers, would exceed 1,800 square feet, 
contrary to section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907; and 
one outer court was only 18 inches wide instead of 6 feet, 
as called for in section 58, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, does not apply to 
existing wooden buildings to be altered for any purpose; 
that section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, does not 
apply to the area of clothes dryers, and that the area of 
the building proper is less than 1,800 square feet, and 
on the ground that section 58, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
does not apply since the building has the requisite 
amount of light and air whether the additional court 
exists or not. 
CasEe No. 88. 
July 24, 1908. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint of 
the Building Commissioner that (1) his premises contain 
a 4-inch trap under sink and wash trays in lieu of a 5-inch 
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trap as called for by the law, and that (2) all traps are 
not water sealed as required by the law; and (3) fixture 
on top floor (water-closet) is not ventilated as required 
by law. The Board sustained the appeal regarding 
item (3), because it found that the law referring to fix- 
tures on the same level (section 117, chapter 550, Statutes 
1907) means ‘‘on the same floor,” with not more than 2 
feet of waste pipe connecting with the soil or waste pipe. 
The Board sustained the appeal as regards item number 
(1) on the ground that the 4-inch round trap may be 
used where less than three trays and a sink are venti- 
lated through the same trap, as in the case in question. 
The Board affirmed the order of the Building Commis- 
sioner as regards number (2) on the ground that the trap 
screw placed at, the top of the trap, when the outlet is 
taken from the top of the trap as in this case, does not 
constitute a water-sealed trap screw within the meaning 
of the law. 


Case No. 89. 
Appeal withdrawn July 15, 1908. 


Case No. 90. 
June 10, 1908. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
for a permit to erect a building with hollow and vaulted 
concrete blocks of peculiar construction, and the permit 
was refused on the ground that such a system of block 
construction would be in violation of section 26, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, in that the walls would not be of a 
thickness required by law and that the vaulted wall, 
exclusive of withes, does not contain the same amount of 
material as is required for solid walls. The appellant 
asked the Board to find that section 26, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, does not apply to this form of construction, 
but was intended solely for brick construction, and 
further asked that the Board permit the use of the con- 
crete construction contemplated. The Board found that 
section 26, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, refers entirely to 
brick walls. The Board permitted the use of the method 
of construction desired, provided that the concrete 
used in the block was satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner. Appeal sustained. 
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Case No. 91. 
July 15, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to install water-closet 
inclosures without providing adequate ventilation to the 
outer air either by a window or by a suitable light shaft, 
as called for in section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant proposed to use an equivalent method of 
ventilation by means of a ventilating duct with exhaust 
fans. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that such proposed method of ventilation is equivalent 
to the method literally called for under section 12, chap- 
ter 550, Acts of 1907. 


CasE No. 92. 
July 10, 1908. 
This ease is similar to Case No. 91 and the Board sus- 
tained the appeal for the same reason. 


Case No. 98. 
July 10, 1908. 
This case is similar to the two preceding cases and the 
Board sustained the appeal for the same reason. 


Case No. 94. 
July 10, 1908. 

The appellant applied for a permit to erect a theatre. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit because the 
sashes and frames in the windows in the basement area 
lighting the dressing rooms were not to be protected by 
metal covering, nor was the glass to be wired glass, the 
contention of the Building Commissioner being that such 
frames and sashes should be of fireproof material, and 
that under section 8, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, it is 
within his discretionary power, subject to appeal, to 
require such construction if he deems it desirable for the 
safety of the occupants. The appellant asked the Board 
to find that such metal-protected frames and sashes and 
wired glass were not necessary, and a majority of the 
Board so found and sustained the appeal. A minority 

of the Board dismissed the appeal. © 


CasE No. 95. 
July 10, 1908. 


The appellant was refused a permit by the Building 
Commissioner because the water-closet inclosures con- 
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taining one or more water-closets were not provided with 
adequate ventilation to the outer air either by a window 
or suitable light shaft as required in section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. It was found that the inclosures in 
question consisted of simple partitions, 7 feet high, with 
a clear space of 5 feet above the same. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the entire story 
containing the water-closet compartments might be 
considered an inclosure, which is amply provided with 
outside light, and that therefore section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, does not apply. 


Case No. 96. 

July 15, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to alter a 
building because the inclosures containing one or more 
water-closets were not provided with adequate venti- 
lation to the outer air, either by a window or a suitable 
light shaft, as required under section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant asked the Board to permit 
such water-closet inclosures. As no equivalent method 
of ventilation was proposed the Board dismissed the 


appeal. 
Case No. 97. 
August 5, 1908. 

The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
- ing Commissioner to provide additional means of egress 
from five adjoining lodging houses. The buildings in 
question consist of brick structures, each four stories in 
height, with scuttles therein, but without means of access 
thereto, and there are no means of escape from the roofs 
to roofs of adjoining buildings. The number of occu- 
pants above the first story was twelve (12) in one build- 
ing, seven (7) in another, five (5) in another, seven (7) 
in another, and twelve (12) in another. Each building 
has but one stairway. The appellant contended that 
the power granted the Building Commissioner to re- 
quire a reasonable means of egress under section 12, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, was intended to be applicable 
only to buildings hereafter erected, or to buildings which 
were unlawful at the time of the Statute of 1892, chap- 
ter 419, and (2) that if such power was intended to be 
applicable to all buildings which were lawful at the time 
of the passage of Statute 1907, chapter 550, and also at 
the time of the passage of Statutes of 1892, chapter 
419, then such legislation is unconstitutional, and (38) 
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that in the particular buildings under consideration the 
requirements of the Building Commissioner were un- 
necessary and unreasonable. The Board found as to 
the first contention that the Legislature intended to 
confer power upon the Building Commissioner to require 
reasonable means of egress from existing buildings as 
well as from those erected after the passage of Statutes 
of 1907, chapter 550, and the Board further found that 
the buildings in question are not provided with reason- 
able means of egress. The Board, therefore, dismissed 
the appeal. 
Case No. 98. 
July 15, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to alter certain premises on the ground that the pro- 
posed alterations were to be of such an extent as to 
produce practically a new structure and, therefore, as a 
new structure the building should be made to conform 
to the provisions of the act for new structures of the 
same class. The appellant asked the Board to find that 
the proposed alterations would not practically consti- 
tute a new structure. As the roof, exterior walls and 
foundations were to remain practically as at present 
and as only the floors and partitions were to be altered, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 99. } 
July 24, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build wooden uprights for clothes lines on the roof of 
a second-class building within the building limits, said 
uprights to also form support for an inclosure of wire 
netting. The appellant in his appeal contended that 
the proposed structure would not differ from a clothes 
drying shed common to flat-roofed houses. The Board 
agreed with the Building Commissioner that the pro- 
posed wooden upright on roofs within the building 
limits were undesirable and forbidden by the building 
law both in spirit and literally, and therefore dismissed 
the appeal. 

Case No. 100. 
August 11, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to allow a common light well with windows in the brick 
walls of said wells between two adjoining brick houses 
and separated by a party wall except where the said 
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light well occurs, contending that such a construction 
would be in violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. The appellant asked the Board to find that such 
common light well would not be in violation of section 
31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire 
menace. <A majority of the Board concurred with the 
contention of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 
A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 101. 


This case was deferred at the request of the counsel 
for the appellant and it has not again been presented to 
the Board. 


Case No. 102. 
July 24, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to permit an 
alteration of certain premises occupied as a tenement 
house because the requirements of section 55, paragraph 
4, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, would not be complied 
with in that the tenement house being on a corner lot 
the depth of the yard behind it was required to be not 
less than 6 feet in every particular. In his appeal 
the appellant contended that the peculiar arrangement 
of the premises furnished more than the equivalent 
light and air that is technically required under the law. 
As the premises in question consisted of a main building 
four stories in height and a two-story narrow ell with 
a yard at the rear of the main houses 15 feet deep 
although not running clear across the lot, and as besides 
this yard there is a 5-foot public alleyway running 
behind the yard and the ell, the Board concurred with 
the appellant and sustained the appeal, acting under 
the discretionary power given in section 7, chapter 500, 
Acts of 1907. 


Case No. 108. 
July 23, 1908. 
The appellant asked the Board to find that certain 
metal ducts from water-closet inclosures, carried into 
a boiler flue which was provided with gas jets for sum- 
mer heating, would be a method of ventilating said 
water-closet inclosures equivalent to the requirements of 
section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board so 
found in this specific case and the appeal was sustained. 
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CASE No. 104. 
August 19, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a tenement house, occupied by seven 
families, and having a fire escape consisting of balconies 
on each floor connected by a fixed vertical iron ladder. 
The main objection of the Building Commissioner was 
this vertical ladder which, he contended, should be 
replaced by sloping iron stairways. The appellant 
contended that the vertical ladder was adequate for 
the purpose for which it was constructed. A majority 
of the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
that sufficient means of egress were not provided and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CAsE No. 105. 
August 19, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a tenement house occupied by eight 
families. The Building Commissioner contended that 
the existing fire escape was inadequate, being of the 
vertical ladder type. The appellant contended that 
the vertical ladder was adequate for the purpose for 
which it was constructed. A majority of the Board 
concurred with the Building Commissioner and dis- 
‘ missed the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CAsE No. 106. 
August 19, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a one-story extension to a wooden building to be 
used as a temporary school by the Museum of Fine Arts, 
on Huntington avenue. The appellant asked permission 
to enlarge a temporary school of third-class construction 
in connection with the Museum of Fine Arts, on Hunting- 
ton avenue. This case was practically an extension of 
Case No. 36. The Building Commissioner refused his 
consent on the ground that no third-class building of 
this nature could be allowed within the building limits, 
and that such a building did not fall within the definition 
in the law of a temporary wooden structure. The 
appellant contended that such a structure was of a 
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temporary nature since the plans for a permanent build- 
ing to replace it were all finished and that the permanent 
building was to be erected as soon as funds for the pur- 
pose were available. The Board found that such a 
building, as a matter of fact, was temporary and, in 
view of the physical conditions surrounding the property, 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 107. 
September 21, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner declined to grant a permit 
to erect a mercantile building because the water-closet 
inclosures were not provided with adequate ventilation 
to the outer air either by a window or by a suitable 
light shaft as called for under section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant contended in his appeal 
that the ventilation ducts and exhaust fans which were 
to be installed should be considered better than air shafts. 
He also contended that section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, refers to buildings of habitation only. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the proposed 
ducts and exhaust fans constitute an equivalent method 
to that required under the law, even if section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, applies to buildings of any class other 
than those of habitation. 


CAsE No. 108. 
September 28, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
brick dwelling house outside of the building limits 
because the outside finish was to be of wood instead of 
fireproof material as called for in section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. In his appeal the appellant contended 
that as the building was outside the fire limits it could 
be entirely of wood if so desired. The Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that where the owner may 
lawfully construct his building entirely of wood, the fact 
that he elects to use brick for his external walls does not 
deprive him of his right to use wood for other parts of the 
external structure. 


CasE No. 109. 
September 28, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
double brick house separated by a party wall because the 
appellant proposed to construct a common light well 
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between the two houses by cutting out 4 feet of the party 
wall, contending that such a construction would be in 
violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
appellant asked the Board to find that such common 
light well would not be in violation of section 31, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire menace. A 
majority of the Board concurred with the contention of 
the appellant and sustained the appeal. A minority 
dissented. 


Case No. 110. 
September 28, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a violation of the 
building law in a mercantile building. The violation 
consisted in the placing of a running trap in the main 
drain between the sewer and the building. The Building 
Commissioner contended that such a trap constituted an 
obstruction which was prohibited under section 122, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant in his appeal 
contended that such a trap was not an obstruction of the 
drain within the meaning of the statute. . The Board 
found that a running trap is not an obstruction within 
the meaning of the law and therefore sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 79. 
October 8, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a brick lodging house four stories in 
height with a pitch roof constituting practically a fifth 
story. There were two occupants in the fifth story and 
ten in all above the first story. There is a scuttle in the 
roof with no access thereto; there is but one staircase 
from the basement to the fifth story and there are no 
means of escape from the roof to roofs of adjoining 
buildings. In view of the above facts the Board dis- 
missed the appeal. 


Case Nov 11. 
October 21, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
third class dwelling house because one side of said 
dwelling house was to be placed nearer than 3 feet of the 
line of the adjoining wall without the required solid 
brick or concrete wall to form the said side. The 
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appellant in his appeal contended that he had provided a 
solid brick wall, but that at a certain point in the wall he 
had formed a recess 3 feet in depth and 4 feet in length, 
the walls inclosing such a recess being exterior walls and 
of brick with windows therein. He contended that such 
recess was 3 feet from the party line and therefore was 
not in violation of section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the spirit 
of the law required a solid brick or concrete wall on the 
party line from front to rear, and that the break in the 
wall as proposed did not constitute said wall a solid one. 
The Board concurred with the appellant and sustained 
the appeal on the ground that such a break in the solid 
wall was not of a character prohibited by the law. 


Case No. 112. 
October 28, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a mercantile building, basing his refusal upon 
the discretionary power given him in section 8, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. This mercantile building was to be 
constructed adjoining a new theatre, both buildings 
being under the same ownership, and it had been agreed 
at the time of the issuance of the permit to erect the 
theatre that a means of egress from the theatre should 
be provided under the said new mercantile building that 
would be satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. 
The reason of the commissioner’s refusal was that the 
passageway shown under the proposed mercantile build- 
ing was not the egress contemplated by the department 
when it approved the plan for the theatre, and it was 
not satisfactory because the appellant desired to provide 
doors and windows opening onto the above-mentioned 
passageway from the rear of the first story of the said 
office building and also from the basement of same to 
an area under said passageway, the floor over the area 
being the floor of the passageway and formed of iron 
gratings. The Building Commissioner contended that 
all these physical conditions contributed to the possibility 
of a panic should a fire in the mercantile building occur 
simultaneously with one in the adjoining theatre when 
prompt use of the passageway referred to as a means of 
egress would be required. The appellant in his appeal 
contended that the chance of a fire in the mercantile 
building occurring at the same moment as a panic in 
the theatre was a very remote probability and that he 
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should not be deprived of what benefit might accrue to 
his property by the use of doors and windows opening 
into said passageway. The further contention of the 
Building Commissioner was that the passageway in 
question would be used as a means of bringing in and 
taking out and storing boxes and other large freight, 
thereby causing the possibility of an obstruction in the 
said passageway at a time of panic. The Board agreed 
that the appellant had .provided in his plans sufficient 
and satisfactory means of egress from the theatre and 
that the provisions for windows and doors from said 
mercantile building opening onto this passageway were 
not objectionable. Appeal sustained. 


Case ‘No. 118. 
October 21, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant an appli- 
cation to use 3-inch terra cotta blocks for partitions in 
a mercantile fireproof building, because the same would 
be in violation of section 33, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
which required terra cotta blocks to be not less than 
4 inches in thickness. In his appeal the appellant con- 
tended that the law permitted 4-inch terra cotta parti- 
tion blocks plastered on both sides to be built to a 
height of 15 feet, but in the case in question the appellant 
wished to use 3-inch terra cotta blocks plastered on both 
sides to a height of only 10 feet, and that such construc- 
tion should be considered as an equivalent to that 
required under the law. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that such construction in this specific 
case is an equivalent to that required in the law. 


CasE No. 114. 
November 8, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide in an existing 
tenement house a ventilating skylight and doors into 
public halls with translucent glass panels, as called for 
under section 71, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board 
found that so far as translucent lights in the doorways 
were concerned it is not required by the law and not 
contemplated by the law and therefore sustained the 
appeal. The Board found that the existing skylight 
was not a ventilating skylight and concurred with the 
Building Commissioner’s order in this respect and dis- 
missed the appeal.

Case No. 115. 
November 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to make changes at No. 33 
Clarendon street, which is an existing tenement house. 
The particular changes ordered were to provide glass 
panels in hall doors opening into private dark corridors 
in two tenements on two floors and to light the said 
private dark corridors by additional windows in the 
partition between the said corridors and the rooms of 
the tenement. The Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that the provisions of this act were not intended 
to apply to this specific case, and acting under the 
discretionary power given the Board in section 7, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 


Case No. 116. 
October 28, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a mercantile building because the roof house on the 
proposed structure would exceed the dimensions allowed 
under section 18, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, namely: 12 
feet square and 12 feet high. In his appeal the appel- 
lant contended that the building in question, being a 
modern office building, was to be equipped with gear 
traction electric elevators of a style necessitating the 
location of the elevator machinery on the roof, and that 
the penthouse is made as small as possible to accommo- 
date the three machines to be used in the building. The 
Building Commissioner stated at the hearing that his 
objection was a purely technical one, based upon section 
4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905, to which section 18, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, refers. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that section 4 of chapter 383, Acts 
of 1905, did’ not make it clear that a structure of the 
dimensions proposed in this instance was prohibited, and 
that, further, the last sentence of the said section seemed 
to definitely permit it. 


Case No. 117. 
November 18, 1908. 


This appeal was withdrawn. 


Case No. 118. 
December 12, 1908. 


The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to plaster the cellar ceiling 
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in an existing tenement house, on metal lathing, as 
required under section 49, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant contended that section 49, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, does not apply to altered buildings and, 
moreover, that such plastering would be unnecessary as 
there was to be no heat in the basement and the first 
story is occupied as a store, which intervenes between 
the basement and the tenements above and which 
thereby increases the protection of the occupants in the 
tenements in case of fire. A majority of the Board 
dismissed the appeal on the ground that the law was 
explicit and that there was no occasion to vary from it 
in this specific instance. A minority dissented. 


Case No. 119. 
December 12, 1908. 
This case is similar to those numbered 100 and 109. 
A majority of the Board sustained the appeal for the 
same reasons as stated in the other cases. A minority 
dissented. 


Case No. 120. 
December 18, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to build 
a block of four-story brick tenement houses because an 
inner court was not of legal dimensions and because in 
one of the buildings the windows of rooms did not open 
directly upon a street or public alley, or upon a ‘passage- 
way not less than 15 feet in width, or upon a court of 
the dimensions required, or upon a yard on the same 
premises as the houses. The appellant contended that 
the said windows would derive their light from a yard 
of adjoining premises under the same ownership, and 
that therefore they complied with the law. He con- 
tended that as the inner court, while not quite as large 
as the minimum permitted by law, would have an open 
passageway 3 feet wide from the court to a rear yard, 
such passageway should be considered an equivalent to 
the legal dimensions for an inner court. The Board 
concurred with the Building Commissioner that rooms 
in a tenement house could not, legally, derive their sole 
light from windows giving directly upon an adjoining 
lot and dismissed the appeal in that respect, and declined 
to consider the equivalent method for the inner court 
until such equivalent had been formally approved by 
the Building Commissioner. Appeal dismissed. 
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Case No. 121. 
December 26, 1908. 


The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a department store because the stairs were not to be 
protected by fireproof inclosures as required under sec- 


tion 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant in his 


appeal contended that to inclose the stairs as literally 
called for under the said section would be a menace to 
public safety, and that the building as designed was 
amply equipped with fire protection. The Building 
Commissioner contended that the law intended, under 
section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, to provide for 
inclosed stairs, including a landing on each floor, and 
that the interpretation of the appellant that such inclo- 
sures might start at the head and foot of each staircase 
without inclosing a landing on each floor was not in 
accordance with the intention or spirit of the law. A 
majority of the Board did not agree with the Building 
Commissioner’s contention and sustained the appeal. 
A minority dissented. 


Case No. 122. 
January 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to allow the 
omission of the fireproofing of steel columns and beams 
in a first-class factory. The appellant in his appeal 
contended that the factory in question would be sur- 
rounded by other first-class buildings; that the use of 
the building would be such that no possible fire could 
occur in the interior and that all the machinery in the 
building proper was to be of fireproof material, and that 
therefore such fireproofing would be unnecessary and 
would entail a great expense and would be an injustice. 
A majority of the Board agreed with the contention of 
the appellant and sustained the appeal. A minority 
dissented. 

Case No. 123. ° 
January 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
approve of the erection in a specific case of a house of 
habitation of second-class construction to cover more 
than 5,000 square feet of superficial area, but so sepa- 
rated by brick partition walls and fireproof doors as to 
divide the house into two sections, each of which did 
not exceed 5,000 square feet, this method to be con- 
sidered as an equivalent to two houses not exceeding 
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5,000 square feet, each separated by a party wall with 
doorways therein protected by fireproof doors. The 
Board so approved in this specific case. 


Case No. 124. 
January 9, 1909. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide in an existing 
tenement house adequate ventilation for water-closet 
inclosures and to provide gas or electricity or doors with 
translucent glass panels for lighting the water-closet 
compartments, and to provide a. ventilating skylight 
with ridge ventilators and also with fixed or movable 
louvers in the roof, as required under section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. As to the ventilation of the water- 
closet inclosures, the Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
the appellant to conform, at a very great expense, to the 
literal interpretation of the law. The Board sustained 
the appeal as to gas or electricity or translucent glass 
panels in the doors of the water-closet compartments, 
on the ground that the law does not apply to existing 
tenement houses. The Board sustained the appeal as 
regards the installation of ventilating skylight, with the 
proviso that the appellant shall conform to the provi- 
sions of section 66, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, requiring 
a small ventilating skylight, but allowing him to con- 
struct one of an area not greater than that of the exist- 
ing skylight. 

Case No. 125. 
January 27, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to con- 
vert a wooden barn outside of the building limits into 
a small wooden dwelling house for a single family 
because the plans showed a building that, when altered, 
would be over thirty-three feet in height, with only 
one means of egress, in violation of section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, which requires two means of egress 
in a building of this class. The appellant contended 
that said section 35 does not apply to such a building 
outside of the building limits. The Board so found and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 126. 
February 3, 1909. 


The appellant applied for a permit to build an apart- 
ment house less than sixty-five feet in height of second- 
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class construction and covering less than five thousand 
square feet floor area. The Building Commissioner had 
refused a permit because the building showed six stories 
above the sidewalk. The appellant contended that the 
lower story should be construed as a basement, since 
it was a matter of no importance whether the floor of 
this lower story was six inches above the sidewalk or 
one foot or more below, and that the determining factor 
in this class of buildings was the maximum height 
allowed, which is sixty-five feet. The appellant asked 
the Board to find that the lower story in the said build- 
ings is a basement. A majority of the Board found that 
such a lower story in this case is not a basement and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented and sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 127. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellant wished to erect outside the building 
limits an alleged double wooden house for habitation 
three stories in height, the area of the said house exceed- 
ing eighteen hundred square feet. The plans showed 
a six-apartment house so divided in some places by one 
brick wall and in other places by two brick walls that 
three apartments were to be on each side of said wall 
or walls. In the first story a common front doorway 
gave into a common entry inclosed on each side by a 
brick wall and covered with a fireproof ceiling. This 
entry led into a common staircase hall likewise inclosed 
by solid brick walls except that on each floor a doorway 
provided with metal-covered door and frame led to each 
apartment. Above the first story a single brick wall, 
separating the house into two equal parts, abutted 
against the brick walls inclosing the staircase hall. 
The Building Commissioner contended that this build- 
ing would be a one tenement house, and, as it exceeded 
eighteen hundred square feet in area, would be illegal. 
(Section 51, chapter 550, Statutes 1907.) The appellant 
contended that in spirit it would be a double house 
and better than if it were divided by a single brick 
wall from front to rear with a staircase on each side of 
same. The Board, using its discretionary power, sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that this was a specific 
case not contemplated in the law though covered by it. 
(Section 7, chapter 550, Statutes 1907.) 
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Case No. 128. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellants wished to erect a cold storage ware- 
house, and for the purpose of accommodating their 
elevator machinery and to prevent the influx of warm 
air down the elevator shaft asked permission to head 
over the elevator shaft on the line of the roof with con- 
crete flooring, building a pent house above the same for 
the storage of elevator machinery, etc. This form of 
construction was objected to by the Building Commis- 
sioner as being in violation of section 38, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, which requires that the elevator shaft 
should run three feet above the roof and have a skylight 
in the same. A majority of the Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that this was a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it. A 
minority dissented. 


Case No. 129. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellant wished to erect a wooden house outside 
the building limits, in his back yard, and to place it so 
that two sides came within three feet of the party line, 
the third side on a party line with solid brick wall, and 
the fourth facing toward the street. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit because he contended 
that besides the front exposure there should be one other 
exposure at least ten feet wide in accordance with the 
provisions of the fifth paragraph of section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that section 
30 did not apply to wooden buildings outside the build- 
ing limits. The Board agreed with the Building Com- 
missioner that section 35, so far as the exposure was 
concerned, applied to such a building and therefore dis- 
missed the appeal. 


CasE No. 180. 

J February 27, 1909. 

The appellant wished to connect two buildings on 
opposite sides of a public way by means of a covered 
bridge, the flooring of which was to be about thirty-two 
feet above the street. The Building Commissioner felt 
that he had no authority to grant a permit and the 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner that 
it had also no authority. Appeal dismissed. 
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CasE No. 181. 
March 13, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a double wooden house of habitation because 
the brick dividing wall is not shown extending to the 
front line of a two-story open porch which is common 
to both houses. In appealing from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner the appellant contended that 
the porch in question is not a part of the house. The 
Board found that it is not the intention of the law in this 
specific case to require the dividing brick wall to extend 
to the position contended for by the Building Com- 
missioner, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 182. 
March 24, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to extend the base- 
ment and first story of his tenement house over the area 
of the existing back yard, the said basement and first 
story to be used for mercantile purposes. Owing to the 
peculiar physical conditions of his premises and of adjoin- 
ing premises the Board found that none of said premises 
would be deprived of any existing light and air by the 
proposed extension, and, therefore, acting under its dis- 
cretionary power, sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this is a specific case not contemplated by the law 
though covered by it. 


Case No. 1388. 
April 14, 1909. 

The appellant wished to erect outside of the building 
limits an alleged double three-story brick dwelling. The 
Building Commissioner had refused a permit because 
such a structure he contended would be a one-tenement 
house and as such would not conform to the require- 
ments of the law in various particulars. The plans 
showed a six-apartment house so divided in some places 
by one brick wall and in other places by two brick walls 
that three apartments were to be on each side of said 
wall or walls. A common front doorway led into a com- 
mon staircase hall likewise inclosed by solid brick walls 
except that on each floor a doorway provided with metal 
covered door and frame led to each apartment. The 
appellant contended that in spirit this would be a double 
house and better than if it were divided by a single 
brick wall from front to rear with a staircase on each 
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side of same. The Board, using its discretionary power, 
sustained the appeal on the ground that this was a 
specific case not contemplated in the law though covered 
by it. (Section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 


Case No. 1384. 
April 7, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to use concrete block 
construction for a one-story office structure covering less 
than one thousand square feet. The Building Com- 
missioner had refused to grant a permit because the 
external walls were less than twelve inches thick in a 
building other than for habitation. The Board, using 
its discretionary power, sustained the appeal on the 
ground that this was a specific case not contemplated 
in the law though covered by it. (Section 7, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907.) 


CasE No. 135. 
April 28, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a three-story 
wooden dwelling covering practically the entire lot. 
The application for a permit had been refused by the 
Building Commissioner because of this fact. The 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 136. 
April 28, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to restricted area between adjoining buildings 
on the same lot. 
Case No. 187. 
, May 1, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction, 
namely, the use of automatic flush valves supplied 
directly from the water service pipe for several water- 
closets on the fourth floor of an office building. 


Case No. 188. 
May 8, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
second-class building by adding one story to the present 
buildings and four stories in addition at the rear. The 
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appellant proposed to use the story above the first for 
mercantile purposes and the third and fourth stories 
for meeting and assembly halls. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit because there were 
several halls or assembly rooms with an aggregate 
capacity in excess of the number of persons (600) allowed 
to be assembled in a building of second-class construc- 
tion. In their formal application the appellants stated 
that there were to be halls and meeting rooms on each 
floor. The Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 189. 
May 8, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a building for habitation because the external 
walls were to be less than twelve inches in thickness and 
the outside finish to be of other than incombustible 
material. The appellant proposed to use seven-inch 
hollow, vitrified terra cotta tiles reinforced by steel and 
concrete and contended that this method of construction 
was more substantial than that prescribed in section 12, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended 
that a wooden cornice should be allowed as the building 
was outside of the building limits. The Board found 
the contention of the appellant sound in both particulars 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 140. 
May 8, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in allowing an equivalent method of 
construction, as follows: 


Abraham Blander made application for permit to 
build five tenement houses and stores on Dover street, 
numbered 209-211, 218-215, 217-219, 221-223 and 225- 
227, respectively. The building 209-211 is on the 
westerly end of the proposed block, and on the westerly 
side of this building are windows lighting rooms. In 
order to satisfy the provisions of section 63, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, the said Abraham Blander agrees to keep 
open a space, greater than is required by law, described 
in an agreement and survey registered with the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds. The open space described in the 
agreement is an open space required and provided for 
the several buildings facing on Harrison avenue. In the 
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ease of the other four buildings there are, between each 
group of two, inclosed courts, which courts should be 
eight feet wide by sixteen feet long on the land of each 
building, or sixteen feet square for the two. The appel- 
lant proposes to have a court thirteen feet by sixteen feet 
with an opening three feet wide between the two build- 
ings running from the court to the yards at the rear of 
the buildings. The Board found that the alleged agree- 
ment of Abraham Blander was of no legal value and did 
not accept the equivalent method of construction in this 
instance. In regard to the arrangement of the courts, 
the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner in 
permitting the equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 141. 
May 26, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to make alterations 
in a theatre of second-class construction. She proposed 
to construct five or six bedrooms in the loft of a theatre 
building over the stage and auditorium to be used as — 
sleeping rooms for servants in connection with a hotel 
adjoining. These rooms were to have access to the said 
hotel by means of iron balconies. The Building Com- 
missioner contended that the proposed construction 
would be extremely dangerous and should not be per- 
mitted in a theatre of second-class construction. ‘The 
Board agreed with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 142. 
June 12, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving means of ingress and egress 
in a first-class structure. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in approving means of ingress 
and egress. 


Case No. 148. 
June 12, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, namely: The erection of a building exceed- 
ing five thousand square feet, to which buildings of 
second-class construction adapted for habitation are 
restricted by law, the building being so divided by brick 
walls that no area within the building exceeded five 
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thousand square feet. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in the specific case and granted 
this equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 144. 
June 16, 1909. 

The appellants asked permission to erect a two-story 
structure, exceeding twenty-seven feet measured from 
the wharf, adjoining an existing one-story shed. The 
upper portion was to be entered on the upper story from 
the level of the new Charlestown Bridge, while the 
lower story would be entered from the grade of the 
Warren Bridge. The Building Commissioner contended 
that a building of this nature on a wharf should not 
exceed twenty-seven feet in height measured from the 
wharf. The appellant contended that the height should 
be measured from the mean grade of all the streets 
on which the building abuts. The Board found that 
this was a specific case not contemplated by the law 
though covered by it, and acting under the discretionary 
power granted under section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 145. 
June 26, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in a double wooden dwelling 
house because the proposed balcony on the rear of each 
house was nearer than three feet from a constructive 
lot line. The plans showed a balcony of two stories 
at the rear of the double house with one exterior wooden 
staircase from the second story of said balcony to the 
eround, and an exit from the second story of each half 
of the double house onto said balcony, also from the 
first floor of each part to the first floor of the said bal- 
cony. The Building Commissioner contended that the 
alleged double house being two houses, the two balconies 
should not be continuous but should be six feet apart. 
The Board found that whether the alleged building be 
considered as one double house or as two separate 
houses the proposed construction would be no more 
hazardous than if the building were one dwelling, and 
if it were one dwelling the balcony as proposed would 
be permissible. The Board sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 146. 
June 26, 1909. 

The appellants asked permission to alter an existing 
building in such manner as to provide on the first floor 
a banquet hall or dining room for members of a lodge; 
on the second floor a billiard room; on the third floor a 
lodge room which would accommodate somewhat over 
six hundred persons, allowing six square feet to each 
person as required by law. The Building Commissioner 
contended that the two halls or assembly rooms would 
contain collectively more than eight hundred persons. 
The appellants contended that this lodge room was not 
an audience hall, and a lodge room required a large area 
of the hall to be devoted to purposes other than that of 
seating. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this building when altered was to be used as a 
private club and the requirements regarding the equip- 
ment of lodge rooms are such as to preclude a seating 

capacity of 600. Appeal sustained. 


CasE No. 147. 
July 7, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to alter 
premises as the yard or court was of less size than 
required by law. The appellant proposed to extend the 
store on the first story so that it would cover and include 
an existing yard space approximately ten feet by twenty 
feet. The yard was surrounded on two sides by the 
main building in question; on the third side by a blank 
wall of an adjoining house, and on the fourth side by 
the retaining wall of a public school yard, the top of 
which wall is about seven feet above the grade of the 
said yard. The appellant proposed to erect over this 
yard a one-story structure, the roof of which would be 
six feet six inches above the top of the school yard wall 
above referred to. The Board found that the proposed 
alterations would not deprive any adjoining premises or 
any of the apartments above the first story in the house 
under consideration of light or air, and, furthermore, the 
proposed alteration would be an improvement upon 
the property, as the present yard, which is now a pit 
practically surrounded on four sides, would be eliminated 
and the roof of the addition would be a more desirable 
substitute. The Board finding this to be a specific case 
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not contemplated by the law though covered by it, and 
acting under the discretionary power granted in section 
7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 148. 
July 14, 1909. 

The appellant proposed to erect a church of second- 
class construction containing an auditorium that would 
seat over eight hundred persons, the floor of which 
auditorium is about seven feet above the grade of the 
street. At present it is proposed to erect only the base- 
ment, using the future first floor as aroof tosame. The 
Building Commissioner contended that section 105, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, included churches within the 
meaning of the words ‘‘a hall or assembly room to con- 
tain a public audience,” and that therefore the church 
should be of first-class construction. The church is to 
be built on a large lot with very few buildings (and those 
small in size) within the immediate neighborhood. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that in this 
specific case, in view of all the circumstances surround- 
ing same, it would be a hardship and an injustice to 
require a church of first-class construction. 


Case No. 149. 
July 21, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to connect two 
adjoining existing houses at 56 and 58 Spring street so 
as to make one tenement house, four stories in height, 
and to extend premises at 56 Spring street to the rear, 
leaving a twelve-foot yard back of the new rear wall. 
Windows in this ell, as well as windows lighting bath- 
rooms and hallways in No. 58, derive their light from a 
fourteen-foot yard or court, twelve feet of which consti- 
tutes a back yard to premises which face at right angles 
to the house in question on Allen street and is owned by 
the appellant. As by law this twelve feet of back yard 
could not be built over by extending the said premises 
that face on Allen street, sufficient amount of light and 
air is provided in premises at 56 and 58 Spring street. 
The Board, finding this to be a specific case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it, sustained the 
appeal. 
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CasE No. 150. 
November 24, 1909. 
The attorney for the appellant explained to the Board 
that the property in question would in all probability 
be taken by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The Board suspended the case, pending action of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. 


Case. No. 151. 
August 23, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
for the erection of a cotton manufacturing mill and 
weave house because the spaces inside the buildings 
were in excess of the required area, and the floors so 
constructed as to carry safely less than one hundred 
twenty-five pounds per superficial square foot as required 
for ight manufacturing. The appellant contended that 
to reduce the areas by division walls even to maxi- 
mum areas of twenty thousand square feet would seri- 
ously hamper the operation of the proposed cotton mill 
and increase the running expenses and thereby put the 
mill to a disadvantage in competition with similar mills 
elsewhere. In regard to the floor loads the appellant 
contended that a provision of strength sufficient to carry 
a load of seventy-five pounds per square foot was the 
standard adopted in all other mills throughout the 
country as the result of long experience in mill construc- 
tion. ‘The number of persons on each floor area of sixty 
thousand square feet would not exceed four hundred. 
The Board found that to reduce the floor areas by divi- 
sion walls would seriously hamper and interfere with the 
operation of the proposed mill and weave house and 
would increase the running expenses and thereby put 
the mill to a disadvantage in competition with similar 
mills elsewhere. The proposed mill requires unre- 
stricted floor areas or spaces such as are designated by the 
appellant. The Board also found that floors so con- 
structed as to carry a live load of seventy-five pounds 
per square foot were sufficient in this case. The Board 
sustained the appeal in both particulars. 


Case No. 152. 
August 23, 1909. 


The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
erect a wooden dwelling house because there is a break 
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in the party wall. The appellant wished to make a 
break in this party wall three feet in length, and to 
build in from this break a wall or court three feet by 
four feet in area, in which there would be windows 
lighting the toilets and pantries. The commissioner 
contended that in the case of a wooden dwelling upon 
a party line, the wall should be solid brick or concrete. 
The appellant contended that the three sides of the 
light well were practically external walls and that 
being such, and not upon a party line, it was permissible 
to construct them of wood, providing the studding 
was brick nogged and wire lath and plaster applied 
to the outer surface, which the appellant intended to 
do. A majority of the Board found that, provided 
the appellant constructed his walls inclosing the light 
well of brick and his window frames and sashes of metal 
with wired glass in the sashes, he would be complying 
with the spirit of the law. Appeal sustained. 


Case No.*153: 
August 23, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction 
in regard to yards and courts for certain specific tene- 
ment houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


CasE No. 154. 
August 23, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect an electric substation because the struc- 
tural metal supporting or forming part of the frame 
roof or columns was not protected against the effect of 
heat. Built into the external walls, which were of 
brick and conerete, were steel plate columns, built 
partly in and partly beyond the inner surface of the 
exposed walls, so that a portion of each column was 
exposed within the building. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that these exposed portions should 
be fire protected as required by law. The Board found 
that it would be a manifest injustice to require the 
fireproofing of these columns, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 155. 
September 8, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to alter a second-class business building because 
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the proposed building was to have penthouses on the 
roof slightly exceeding in size and height the maximum 
permitted under section 4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905. 
The appellants contended in their appeal that these 
penthouses of the dimensions shown were necessary 
to accommodate the machinery for electric elevators, 
which condition had not been contemplated in passing 
the said Act of 1905. The Board found that as there 
seemed to be no practical objection to the proposed 
construction it would be a manifest injustice in this 
specific case to prohibit such erection. 


CasE No. 156. 
September 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in an existing tenement house 
because an inner court would not be of legal minimum 
dimensions. The appellant proposed-to use the court 
for lighting rooms in two adjoining houses and proposed 
to file deeds to permanently restrict the area of the 
court for the benefit of one of the houses. The Board 
found that the deeds submitted would not secure such 
restriction, and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 157. 
September 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a tenement house of second-class construction 
because it extended from a street to an alleyway less than 
fifteen feet wide and there was to be no back yard — 
a violation of section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The alleyway in question is about eleven feet wide. The 
appellant contended that said alley is a street or public 
highway and if so it would be legal for him to build as 
proposed. The appellant submitted duly attested copies 
from the Board of Street Commissioners and from the 
records of the Mayor and Aldermen that the said alleged 
street is a highway of the City of Boston. The Board 
found as a fact that the alleged street is a legal street 
and that therefore by the provisions of section 56, 
paragraph 3, the appellant could not be required to pro- 
vide a yard at the rear of his premises. The appeal was 
sustained. 

Case No. 158. 
September 8, 1909. 

This appeal is similar to Case No. 155 and the appeal 

was sustained for the same reason. 
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CasE No. 159. 
September 15, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 160. 
September 25, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to install new plumb- 
ing in an old brick building to be altered into a theatre 
and to use the brick drains existing under the basement 
floor of said old building. These drains already serve 
and will continue to serve several abutting buildings 
belonging to different owners. The Building Com- 
missioner refused a permit because the new plumbing 
in the said aitered building could not by law enter the 
said drain in the basement but must consist of iron 
drains running ten feet beyond the wall of the old build- 
ings and there be connected with the said brick drain. 
The existing drain so far as it has been examined is in 
good condition. The Board found that in this specific 
case it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the issu- 
ance of a permit to do this plumbing and to connect into 
the said drain, provided that such brick drain was found 
to be or left in a condition satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 161. 
September 22, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a double brick house separated by a party wall because 
the appellant proposed to construct a common light well 
between the two houses by cutting out four feet of the 
party wall, contending that such a construction would 
be in violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant asked the Board to find that such common 
light well would not be in violation of section 31, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire menace. <A 
majority of the Board concurred with the contention 
of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 162. 
September 22, 1909. 


The appellant applied for a permit to unite two exist- 
ing wooden buildings, the first story to be of brick. The 
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total area of the reconstructed building would be in 
excess of that permitted for wooden tenement houses. 
The appellant contended that the building would be a 
composite building when altered and therefore would 
not come under the requirements for wooden buildings. 
The Board sustained the appeal in this specific case. 


Case No. 168. 
October 20, 1909. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint of 
the Building Commissioner that the floor timbers entered 
eight-inch walls instead of being supported on corbels or 
by iron hangers as required by section 34, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant proposed to support his 
floor timbers upon four inches of the eight-inch external 
walls, contending that such a form of construction was 
legal. The Building Commissioner contended that such 
construction was illegal and undesirable. A majority 
of the Board found that section 34, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, did not permit of the construction proposed and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 164. 
October 20, 1909. 
This application was withdrawn. 


Case No. 165. 
October 20, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
approve of the erection in this specific case of a house of 
habitation of second-class construction to cover more 
than five thousand square feet of superficial area, so 
separated by brick partition walls that no area within 
the building exceeded five thousand square feet. A 
majority of the Board did not concur with the Building 
Commissioner. A minority concurred with the Building 
Commissioner. 
. Case No. 166. . 
November 1, 1909. 

The appellant proposed to enlarge an existing roof 
house. The Building Commissioner refused a permit 
because the proposed enlargement would be in violation 
of section 4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905. The appellant 
proposed to install an electric elevator, the machinery 
of which would be placed on the roof at about the present 
location of a tank used in connection with a sprinkler 
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system. The location of the tank would have to be 
changed by moving it some twelve or thirteen feet from 
its present location, thereby increasing the new structure 
one hundred and sixty-seven square feet over the area 
of the present house. The Board found that there was 
no practical objection to the proposed enlargement of 
the present roof house and that it would be a manifest 
injustice in this specific case to prohibit such enlargement. 
The appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 167. 
November 38, 1909. 

This case is the same case which was submitted to the 
Board in August, numbered 156. The Board found that 
under sections 59-62 and 63 of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
the appellant had not brought himself within the pro- 
visions of the law and the Board saw no reason for using 
their discretionary power and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 168. 
November 3, 1909. 
The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner that there were not a sufficient number 
of water-closets at premises 169 Endicott street. The 
Board agreed with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CaszE No. 169. 
November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house of second-class construction 
because the area of an inner court, to be used by the 
two houses in common, was less than required by law 
for each house. It was found as a fact that if of first- 
class construction the two buildings would be con- 
sidered as one and the light court would be of legal size. 
The Board found therefore that the spirit of the law had 
been complied with and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 170. 
November 10, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house because there was to be no 
back yard behind the same and no outer court in place 
of such yard. The house in question was one of those 
referred to in Case No. 169. The appellants contended 
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that were this building and the one referred to in Case 
No. 169 considered as one building the lighting would 
be legally provided for and it would be unjust to require 
a strict technical observance of the law in this case. 
The Board found this to be a specific case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it and sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 171. 
November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a store and office building because the roof 
house to contain the elevator machinery would be in 
excess of the maximum permitted under section 4, 
chapter 383, Acts of 1905, and in place of the skylight 
required by law the appellant proposed to vent the 
elevator well by a horizontal duct above the roof line, 
which duct terminated in a large opening provided with 
a pivoted metal sash and frame and fusible link. The 
Board found that as there were no practical objections 
to the construction of the roof house it would be a 
manifest injustice to forbid it and sustained the appeal 
in this particular. In regard to the horizontal vent 
duct the Board found this to be a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it and 
sustained the appeal in this particular also. 


Case No. 172. 
November 20, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a three-story brick tenement house of second- 
class construction on the ground that the proposed 
construction was two houses and the light exposure was 
insufficient to comply with the law. The building in 
question is to have two exits, to be less than five thousand 
square feet in area, and is to be separated by a division 
wall into two portions above the basement. The 
Building Commissioner contended that such an arrange- 
ment constituted two houses, and if. said building was 
considered as two houses neither house would have the 
legal amount of light exposure. The appellant con- 
tended that as his total area did not exceed five thousand 
Square feet as permitted by law it was immaterial 
whether there were two entrances or one, and the build- 
ing as a whole should be considered one house having 
ample exposure. The Board sustained the appeal on 
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the ground that the proposed structure was one building 
and that therefore the exposure proposed would be 
legal. 
Case No. 178. 
November 24, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
two wooden dwelling houses in a block separated by an 
eight-inch wall because the said brick wall did not extend 
to the front line of a connecting piazza as required in 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a piazza should not be considered 
as a part of the building proper. The Board agreed 
with the appellant in this specific instance, and sustained 
the appeal. 
Case No. 174. 
November 24, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to concur 
with him in allowing an equivalent method of construc- 
tion, namely: The erection of a building exceeding 
five thousand square feet to which buildings of second- 
class construction adapted for habitation are restricted 
by law, the building being so divided by brick walls 
that no area within the building exceeded five thousand 
square feet. The Board concurred with the Building 
Commissioner in this specific case and granted this 
equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 175, 
November 24, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 176. 
December 11, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving an equivalent method of 
construction in regard to an arrangement of court and 
open passage common to two houses. The Board con- 
curred with the Building Commissioner in approving 
the equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 177. 
December 2, 1909. 


The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a manufacturing building of second-class con- 
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struction because the proposed building was to exceed 
seventy-five feet in height. The appellant contended 
that it should be allowed as it was to be connected with 
an existing similar building over seventy-five feet in 
height and because the proposed building was to be 
isolated from neighboring structures and to be built 
on the extreme outskirts of the city. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


CasE No. 178. 
December 29, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in allowing an equivalent method of 
construction, namely: The erection of a building exceed- 
ing five thousand square feet to which buildings of 
second-class construction adapted for habitation are 
restricted by law, the building being so divided by brick 
walls that no area within the building exceeds three 
thousand square feet. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in this specific case and granted 
this equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 179. 
January 26, 1910. 

The Building Oinataite seas refused to grant a permit 
to alter premises as the outer court was of less size than 
required by law. The Board found that the general 
spirit of the law would be complied with and acting under 
the discretionary power granted in section 7, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 180. 
February 2, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts in a tenement house where 
peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 181. 
February 19, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect two three-family houses because the length of 
the back yard was insufficient. He contended that such 
length should equal the average width of the building. 
The Board dismissed the appeal. 
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Case No. 182. 
March 2, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in granting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to thickness of external walls. 


Case No. 188. 
March 2, 1910. 

The plans for an apartment house showed outer courts 
6 feet in width by 64 feet in length. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit to build on the ground 
that such courts should be not less in width than one- 
eighth the length, 2. e., in this case 8 feet (section 58, 
chapter 550, Statutes 1907). The house in question is 
to be not over fifty feet in height and because of this fact 
the appellant contended that the provision in section 
58 as to width does not apply, as by a semicolon in the 
fifth line of said section houses not exceeding fifty feet 
in height are exempted. The majority of the Board sus- 
tained the appellant. A minority dissented. 


Case No. 184. 
March 5, 1910. 

The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner to test concrete piles according to 
wording of the law in section 20, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. The Board,:finding this to be a specific case pro- 
vided for in section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and that 
it would be a manifest injustice to require a strict com- 
pliance with the law, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 185. 
March 5, 1910. 

The appellants wished to erect on top of a building a 
roof garden constructed as a pergola, a penthouse 24 feet 
by 36 feet of fireproof construction for a serving room in 
connection with an outdoor restaurant on the roof, and 
increase the height of the penthouse for elevator machin- 
ery. The Board sustained the appeal in regard to the 
pergola and increased height of the penthouse for the 
elevator machinery, and dismissed the appeal in regard 
to the proposed penthouse 24 feet by 36 feet, on the 
ground that a structure of such size and character would 
be too wide a departure from the law in this particular. 


BuILDING DEPARTMENT. 133 


Case No. 186. 
March 5, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to erect at the rear of 
two existing houses separated by a brick partition wall, 
and to connect therewith a five-story structure for habi- 
tation. The said structure on one side was to be 10 feet 
from the rear wall of the existing buildings instead of 
12 feet as required by law; the said structure to be con- 
nected with the existing buildings on each story through 
a staircase hall which is now the rear staircase hall used 
in common by the said buildings. There is no connection 
between the existing house except through an opening 
in the brick wall in the basements. The Building Com- 
missioner objected to granting a permit on the ground 
that the new structure would constitute a part of the 
existing houses which would altogether exceed five thou- 
sand square feet of floor area permitted by law. The 
Board found that the new structure would not in effect 
be a part of the existing buildings provided fire doors 
were installed in connecting brick wall openings, and 
therefore sustained the appeal with such proviso and 
with the further proviso that the space between the new 
and existing structures be 12 feet instead of 10 feet. 


Case No. 187. 
March 9, 1910. 

The appellants desired to omit the fire protection on 
the under side of the overhang of the roof on a fire 
engine house constructed of brick. As a wooden build- 
ing for this purpose in this district would be permissible 
under the law, the Board found that the appellants 
have a right to omit the fire protection and sustained 
the appeal. 

Case No. 188. 
May 9, 1910. 

The appellants asked permission to erect movable 
observation stands of wood in a brick building to be 
used as a skating rink and for exhibition purposes. <A 
majority of the Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that provided the passageway under the obser- 
vation stand was protected with fireproof covering the 
requirements necessary for strength and stability of the 
structure and for the safety of the occupants had been 
complied with. A minority dissented. 
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Case No. 189. 
March 9, 1910. 

The appellant desired to make alterations in two 
existing tenement houses by removing rear brick walls 
on the first story and extending the stores over the 
area of the back yard. The Board found that none of 
the adjoining premises or any of the apartments above 
the first story in the building in question would be 
deprived of light and air by the proposed extension and, 
acting under the discretionary power granted the Board, 
sustained the appeal on the ground that this is a specific 
case not contemplated by the law though covered by it. 


Case No. 190. 
March 19, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to erect on top of an existing 
building of second-class construction a roof garden 
twenty-three feet by one hundred and eighteen feet, 
with a height of twelve feet, inclosed by fireproof 
material. . The Board found that the proposed structure 
would not be a roof garden but an additional story and 
a wide variation from the technical provisions of the 
law and therefore dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 191. 
. May 9, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to add to the height of an existing building because 
the foundation was of rubble instead of block stone as 
required by the present building law. The building 
in question was erected over twenty-five years ago when 
rubble foundations were permitted and the walls were 
constructed with a view of increasing the height of the 
building in the future. The Board found that the 
walls were of sufficient strength to carry the additional 
load and sustained the appeal. 


-CasE No. 192. 
March 9, 1910. 
This case was a reconsideration of Case No. 181. 
The Board found this to be a specific case not con- 
templated by the law and that it would be a manifest 
injustice to require in this instance technical com- 
pliance with the law, and therefore sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 193. 
March 16, 1910. 

The appellant desired to carry the rear of his building 
to the extreme rear line of lot so that the rear of the 
premises abut directly upon an existing ten-foot pri- 
vate court. The appellant contended that if he had 
to set the rear of the building seven feet back from the 
rear line of lot, no benefit would accrue to the owner or 
occupants. A majority of the Board found this to be a 
specific case not contemplated by the law though cov- 
ered by it and sustained the appeal. A minority dis- 
sented. 


CasgE No. 194. 
March 9, 1910. 

The se ttenit desired to erect upon the roof of a 
first-class building four steel masts for wireless teleg- 
raphy and a roof house exceeding the dimensions 
permitted by law. The Board found this to be a specific 
case not contemplated by the law though covered by it 
and, acting under the discretionary power granted the 
Board, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 195. 
March 28, 1910. 
The appellant wished to convert an existing brick 
dwelling into a tenement house without conforming to 
all the requirements for new tenement houses. The 
Board found that this was not a specific case in which 
its discretionary power might be used and dismissed 
the appeal. 
Case No. 196. 
March 238, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make certain alterations because the proposed addi- 
tion would decrease the minimum size of a rear yard. 
The Board found that the proposed alteration would 
not deprive adjoining premises or apartments above the 
first story in the house under consideration of light and 
air and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 197. 
March 26, 1910. 


The appellants desired to erect a school building, the 
walls of which would be in excess of height allowed for 
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walls of the thickness shown. The appellants contended 
that the walls were of ample strength and the floors were 
to be constructed of steel beams and concrete. The 
Board, acting under the discretionary power granted in 
section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, found for the 
appellant and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 198. 
April 2, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house of second-class construction 
because there was not to be at the rear of the building a 
12-foot yard as required by law; the inner court was not 
of the dimensions required by law, and the party wall 
should extend above the roof of the store. - The rear of 
the proposed structure abuts against the wall of a school 
yard. While the inner court was not to be of the 
dimensions required, its total area was to be greater 
than that required by law. The Building Commissioner 
contended that the proposed structure was two buildings 
and the party wall should extend above the roof of the 
store for one foot as required by law. A mayjority of 
the Board found that the court was practically an equiv- 
alent to that required by law, provided the width of 
court at the outer end were enlarged to six feet; that the 
12-foot yard was not necessary as this is a specific case 
not contemplated by the law; and that the party wall 
must be carried above the roof of the store, and sustained 
the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 199. 
April 2, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in approving an equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 200. 
April 6, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build new foundations and move an existing wooden 
house to the street line. The Board dismissed the appeal 
as no reasons were given to justify its consenting to a 
variation from the law. 


Case No. 201. 
April 9, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commis- 
sioner in approving an equivalent method of construc- 
tion. 
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CasE No. 202. 
April 6, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to build on the rear of an 
existing brick building clothes dryers on each story, the 
vertical supports to be of steel, the floor and roof con- 
struction to be of wood and the staircase leading from 
the top floor to the ground also to be of wood. On the 
ground that it is undesirable and contrary to the law 
that any form of construction other than that of incom- 
bustible material for external walls and surfaces be used 
within the building limits, the Board dismissed the 
appeal. 

Case No. 203. 
April 9, 1910. 

The appellants proposed to erect two dwellings of 
third-class construction separated by a brick party wall. 
At each floor level the appellant proposed to build 
plazzas across a portion of the front of the two buildings. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the party 
wall should extend to the front line of said piazzas or 
they should be separated by a space not less than six feet. 
The Board found that the fire protection was not 
materially lessened by omitting such party walls and 
that section 40 does not prohibit such omission and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 204. 
April 27, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to use wood for out- 
side finish in a building of otherwise second-class con- 
struction to be erected outside the building limits. The 
Building Commissioner’s objection was merely technical. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that the 
appellant had the right to build his entire structure of 
wood. 
Case No. 205. 
April 27, 1910. 
This is the same case which was heard April 2, 1910, 
with the exception that the width of court has been 
increased one foot throughout. A majority of the 
Board sustained the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 206. 
April 27, 1910. 


The appellant asked permission to omit in a large 
building of second-class construction, to be used for 
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public assembly, interior metal lathing and plastering 
against the wood planking used in the clearstory or 
monitor roof, as ordered by the Building Commissioner. 
As the balance of the main roofing material both above 
and below the said monitor roof consists, and lawfully, 
of unprotected wood planking resting on steel framing, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 207. 
April 27, 1910. 
The appellants asked relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner that steel columns be fireproofed. 
The Board found that such fireproofing was necessary in 
this particular case and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 208. 
May 7, 1910. 

The appellants asked’ relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner that the face brick be bonded 
with headers. On the first story in the building in 
question the appellants employed metal ties for bonding 
the face brick to the brick backing instead of bonding 
by brick headers as required by law. The Board 
decided that the brickwork laid before date of the 
complaint need not be removed, but in all other brick- 
work brick headers must be used. 


CasE No. 209. 
May 7, 1910. 

The appellant applied for a permit to erect a first- 
class building for the storage and sale of merchandise, 
which application was refused as the party walls were 
not of the required thickness. The appellants pro- 
posed to support the floors independently by a method 
of cantilevers supported on piers, thereby decreasing 
the weight upon the party walls. The Board found 
that it would be a hardship and an injustice to put the 
appellant to the unnecessary expense of thickening the 
party walls and sustained the appeal. 


. Case No. 210. 
May 7, 1910. 
The appellants asked permission to erect on the roof 
of an office building of first-class construction a pent 
house in excess of the area required by law. The Board 
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found for the appellant on the ground that this is a 
specific case not contemplated by the law though covered 
by it and, acting under the discretionary power granted 
the Board, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 211. 
May 7, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in approving means of ingress and egress in a building 
of first-class construction. 


Case No. 212. 
= May 11, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
as the party wall is not carried out to the front line of 
piazzas. The Board, finding that by omitting such 
party wall between piazzas, the fire protection would 
not be materially lessened and that section 40 does not 
prohibit such omission, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 218. 
May 11, 1910. 
The appellants asked permission to fireproof parti- 
tions without entirely taking them down, by inserting 
between the wooden studding the usual fireproof blocks, 
filling all spaces solid. The Board sustained the appeal. 


* Case No. 214. 
May 11, 1910. 
Application withdrawn. 
Casge No. 215. 
May 16, 1910. 


The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a house of habitation on the ground that the 
same was a tenement house, and as such would not 
conform to all the legal requirements of the law. The 
Board found that the proposed building would not 
constitute a tenement house within the meaning of 
the law, as the apartments were not arranged so that the 
families could live and do their general cooking on the 
premises. The Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 216. 
May 23, 1910. 


The appellant proposed to erect a tenement house 
omitting the 12-foot back yard required by law, because 
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said tenement house would abut upon a public school 
yard, the school yard to be considered a public park 
within the meaning of the law, and as such no back 
yard would be required. The Board found that the 
public school yard was not a public park within the 
meaning of the law and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 217. 
May 23, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner presented an equivalent 
method of construction in regard to an inner court 
between two tenement houses. The Board concurred 
with the Building Commissioner in approving the 
equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 218. 
June 6, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a church of 
second-class construction containing an auditorium that 
would seat more than eight hundred persons, which 
auditorium is about seven feet above the grade of the 
street. At present it is proposed to erect only the base- 
ment, using the future first floor as a roof to same. The 
Board sustained the appeal, with the proviso that the 
ceiling of the basement shall be of metal lath and plaster 
or other fire-resisting material. 


Case No. 219. 
June 6, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to erect a tenement house 
leaving at the back a yard 6 feet in depth instead of 
12 feet as required by law. Beyond this 6-foot yard is 
a public school yard, the school being about twenty-five 
feet away from the wall of the yard. The Board found 
for the appellant in this specific case and sustained 
the appeal. 
Case No. 220. 
June 11, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to erect an office building ten 
stories in height. Certain stories in the building were 
to be left clear without partitions, while others were to 
be subdivided into small rooms. In these small rooms 
the appellant proposed to install washbowls in the 
most convenient location, such locations being generally 
found to be against an inner angle of each room. From 
such positions it would be difficult to vent from the 
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traps below the bowls and the appellant asked permis- 
sion to use nonsiphoning traps and to omit the vents. 
The Board sustained the appeal in this specific case. 


Case No. 221. 
June 25, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make certain alterations in a dwelling house because 
the yard at the rear would not be of required dimensions. : 
The Board sustained the appeal with proviso that a 
window at least fifteen feet square in area be placed in 
the rear wall of the kitchen. 


Case No. 222. 
June 25, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house upon a corner lot as there 
was to be no 6-foot yard or outer court open from the 
ground to the sky upon such corner lot, as required by 
law. The appellant proposed to leave a 6-foot court 
running the entire width of the building, above the first 
story, and to build his first story, for mercantile purposes, 
over his entire lot. Adjoining houses on both sides 
cover their entire lots which are the same depth as the 
one in question. In view of these conditions the Board, 
using its discretionary power, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 223. 
July 2, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house as the means of egress were 
unsatisfactory. The appellant proposed to erect a three- 
story brick tenement house containing four apartments 
on each story and with two public interior stairways, 
each of these stairways to be accessible to every suite. 
As the plans did not reveal the alleged accessibility, the 
Board dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 224. 
July 2, 1910. 
The appellants proposed to erect a tenement house of 
second-class construction three stories in height, one 
exterior wall to be located 2 feet away from the party 
line, leaving a clear passage from street to back yard of 
2 feet for a distance of 41 feet in length and a width 
of 6 feet for the balance. From the 2-foot area the 
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appellants proposed to light bathroom and _ stairway 
hall. The Board, finding this to be a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it, sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 225. 
July 9, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to alter a tenement house, 
building the first story’for mercantile purposes, clear to 
a public alleyway at rear of lot line. Above the first 
story the plans showed a set-back of the rear line of 
the house from the center of the said alleyway of 12 
feet clear to the sky. Technically the 12-foot space 
_ should be open from the ground to the sky. It appeared 
that adjoining buildings on either side extend to the 
said alleyway and to a height of two stories, and that 
no premises would be deprived of light and air by the 
construction asked for by the appellant. The Board 
found this to be a specific case not contemplated by the 
law, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 226. 
: July 20, 1910. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint 
of the Building Commissioner that (1) traps are not 
water sealed as required by law, and (2) the device used 
in lieu of a bell-shaped ferrule is not in accordance with 
the law. The Board dismissed the appeal in both 
particulars. 


CasE No. 227. 
July 20, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make alterations in an existing corner tenement house 
as there was to be no yard or court in the rear of the 
building as required by law. The building in question is 
one of a block or blocks forming a hollow square around 
an interior open area. The existing house has a two- 
story ell abutting against the adjoining house, and a 
6-foot court running under same from street to said 
interior. open area. The appellant proposed to increase 
height of said ell to five stories. On the ground that 
such increase of height, without a 6-foot court at the 
back of the ell, would deprive the interior open area of 
air and so inflict damage upon all houses abutting upon 
this open area, the Board dismissed the appeal. 
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Case No. 228. | 
July 27, 1910. 
The appellant applied for relief from complaint of the 
Building Commissioner that the water-closet inclosure 
was not provided with adequate ventilation to the outer 
air, either by a window or by suitable air shaft. The 
appellant proposed to ventilate the water-closet com-: 
partment by a 6-inch pipe with revolving cap carried 
through the roof. The Board sustained the appeal with 
the proviso that a vacuum ventilator be installed at the 
top. 
Case No. 229. 
August 6, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to reserve a 6-foot yard across 
the entire width of his lot instead of a 12-foot yard 
across one-half of the width, covering the other half with 
an ell clear to an abutting 15-foot alley, which could 
lawfully be done, The physical situation of surrounding 
premises is such that the 12-foot yard for half the width 
only of the lot would be badly pocketed. The Board 
approved the substitute method, finding that the house 
in question would obtain thereby better light and air 
than by a strict compliance with the law, and also 
finding that no neighboring houses would be damaged. 


Case No. 280. 
August 6, 1910. 

The appellant asked the Board to overrule the decision 
of the Building Commissioner that a brick wall, built 
of diagonal headers in ‘violation of the law, should be 
taken down and rebuilt. The wall had been built to 
the height of the second story when the order of the 
Building Commissioner was issued. The Board decided 
that the wall already built need not be rebuilt, but that 
further work must be done in accordance with the law, 
and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 2381. 
August 6, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to do plumbing in a mercantile building as ‘‘inclosures 
to contain water-closets are not provided with adequate 
ventilation to the outer air either by a window or a 
suitable light shaft.’ The appellant proposed to vent 
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certain interior water-closet inclosures on the first floor 
by means of ducts taken from the floors of said inclosures 
down to the ceiling of the basement just below and 
thence along the said ceiling into the boiler flue chimney. 
The Building Commissioner contended that this method 
of ventilation would be ineffectual when the boilers 
were not in use and the chimneys not heated. The 
‘Board sustained the appeal with the proviso that some 
device satisfactory to the Building Commissioner for 
heating the chimney flues when the boilers are not in use 
be installed. 


CasEm No. 282. 
August 6, 1910. 

The same premises as in Case No. 227, but now the 
appellant proposes to waive his existing right to retain 
the two-story ell abutting against the next house and to 
substitute therefor a five-story ell but stopping 3 feet 
short of the next house from the ground to the sky 
instead of 6 feet (the legal width). The Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that the substitute proposed 
will afford more light and air to the interior open area 
than could be afforded by alterations within the letter of 
the law in conjunction with a continuance of the existing 
conditions which are within the legal right of the 
appellant. — 


Case No. 238. 
August 13, 1910. 

The appellant applied for relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner that work be suspended on a 
tenement house because the terms of the permit were 
not being complied with, to wit, no yard was pro- 
vided behind the proposed building as required by law. 
This was the decision of the Building Commissioner in 
response to objections by an owner of abutting property 
that the appellant does not own a right in a passageway 
which the said appellant was proposing to utilize as the 
equivalent of a yard, and on which basis he had been 
granted his permit. The Board was asked by the 
appellant to determine the ownership of said passageway 
and the objectors were also heard. The documentary 
evidence presented consisting of title deeds and probate 
court records was complicated and extended back for a 
period of over one hundred years. The Board did not 
consider that it was its function to pass upon the legal 
questions involved, but it sustained the appeal on the 
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eround that what the appellant wished to do involved 
no change in a physical situation which has existed for 
over one hundred years, except perhaps to improve such 
situation. 
Case No. 234. 
August 13, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to erect a one-story addition 
in the back yard of an existing tenement house, leaving 
a 3-foot passageway around the outside wall of the 
proposed addition. ‘The Board dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that section 62, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
expressly prohibits such a structure. 


Case No. 235. 
August 24, 1910. 

The appellant wished to add one room on each story 
of his existing tenement house by building said room 
into a portion of his back yard. He proposed to leave 
a depth of over 12 feet between the rear wall of the 
proposed addition and the rear line of his lot. Upon 
the side of said addition there will be an outer court 
5 feet in width instead of 6 feet as technically required 
by law. The Board sustained the appeal with the 
proviso that the fire escape be located on the rear wall 
of the proposed addition. 


Case No. 236. 
September 14, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to amend plans for 
a manufacturing building of first-class construction 
covering approximately 24,000 square feet in area and 
four stories in height. The original plan showed a brick 
partition dividing the building into two equal parts. 
The appellant’s application to remove the brick par- 
tition was refused by the Building Commissioner because, 
by such omission, a clear area of approximately 24,000 
square feet would be left, which is in excess of the area 
allowed by law, unless the building has a frontage of 
not less than 50 feet on at least two streets. The said 
building is surrounded on all sides by large open areas, 
the property of the appellant; is provided with a sprinkler 
system; has adequate means of egress and is located on 
the extreme outskirts of the city. The Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that in view of all the cir- 
cumstances of the case the physical situation is equiva- 
lent to the exact requirements of the law. 
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Case No. 237. 
October 8, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to install Flushometer 
valves under direct pressure. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that this is a specific case not con- 
templated by the law though covered by it. 


Case No. 238. 
October 8, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to omit the galvanized- 
iron cornice on a building of second-class construction. 
The appellants wished to use wooden brackets and jack 
rafters under the overhang of the roof. The Board 
found that the entire building might legally be con- 
structed of wood and that it would be a manifest injus- 
tice to refuse permission to use the small amount of 
wood proposed in the cornice of the building. 


Case No. 239. 
October 8, 1910. 

Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
to metal lath and plaster the walls inclosing the main 
staireases in an existing three-story house in process 
of alteration into a tenement house. A permit to alter 
has been granted, but owing to a misunderstanding as 
to the meaning of the law on the part of the appellant 
this metal lathing and plastering was omitted. As 
the house is all ready for tenants, to require the removal 
of the present plastering upon the partitions inclosing 
the staircases and the replastering on metal lathing 
would entail a great expense in the necessary delay 
thereby entailed. The Board found that it would be a 
manifest injustice to require any alteration in the 
present partition inclosing the staircase, and sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 240. 
October 15, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to build a bakery 
under a portion of the basement of the rear premises 
of an existing tenement house, whose only exit is across 
the yard and through a passage under the tenement 
house in the front of the premises. The appellant pro- 
poses to extend the bakery 17 feet into the existing yard 
and to such a height that the roof of said addition would 
be approximately one foot above the grade of the yard. 
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He also proposes to reduce the grade of the yard to the 
grade of the sidewalk. Such arrangement would oblige 
the occupants of the rear premises to pass over the roof 
of the proposed bakery and descend a short flight of 
steps to the new yard grade and thence across the yard 
and under the passage aforesaid in order to reach the 
street. The proposed bakery is to be of fireproof con- 
struction and to conform to the requirements of the law. 
With the proviso that the appellant construct a ceiling 
of fireproof material to the aforesaid passage to the 
street satisfactory to the Building Commissioner the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 241. 
October 15, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
three-family wooden dwelling house outside of the fire 
limits by erecting an open piazza upon the rear of each 
of the three stories, said piazza to be 7 feet in width by 
18 feet in length. From these piazzas he proposes to 
build a wooden staircase from the third story to the 
ground. The Board found that the proposed piazzas 
would not constitute a portion of the building proper, 
but would be adjuncts thereto, and sustained the appeal 
in this specific case because of various contributory 
physical conditions. 


Case No. 242. 
October 15, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to concur 
with him in allowing an equivalent method of construc- 
tion in regard to the extension of a building beyond the 
ten thousand square feet required in section 17, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The Board concurred with the Build- 
ing Commissioner. 


Case No. 248. 
October 28, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to erect an apartment house 
of second-class construction, five stories in height, and 
divide it into suites of various sizes. Upon the front of 
the house there will be three separate apartments, the 
central one of which is not provided with proper means 
of egress. The appellant proposed to construct bal- 
conies connecting the central apartment with the adjoin- 
ing apartments. The partitions separating these apart- 
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ments are not of fireproof material. The Board found 
that the proposed balconies would not furnish adequate 
means of egress within the spirit of the law and dismissed 
the appeal. Appeal dismissed. 


: Case No. 244. 
October 28, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner complained that the 
appellant had not provided suitable window to open air 
in a toilet room containing water-closet compartments. 
All such compartments are ventilated into a metal vent 
pipe approximately 20 inches square, carried up through 
the roof and topped with a vacuum ventilator, artificial 
light only being provided in the compartments. The 
Board found that the proposed ventilation was adequate 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 246. 
November 2, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to cut window open- 
ings in a party wall. The Board sustained the appeal 
with the proviso that the window frames and sashes 
in question be metal covered and the glass in the sashes 
be wired glass. 
Case No. 246. 
November 9, 1910. 
The appellants remonstrated against the issuance of 
a permit to install a 6 horse power engine in a dwelling 
house in a residential district. The Board found that 
the objections of the remonstrants were properly taken 
and ordered the Building Commissioner to refuse appli- 
cation for said permit. 


Case No. 247. 
November 15, 1910. 
The appellant appealed from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner that a window or suitable light 
shaft for ventilation to inclosure containing water- 
closet is not provided. The Board sustained the 
appeal with the proviso that the appellant adopt methods 
of ventilation suggested. The appeal was sustained 
conditionally. 
Case No. 248. 
November 16, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to restore a two-story wooden 
structure which was damaged by fire. The Building 
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Commissioner refused to grant a permit on the ground 
that to restore the building in question would exceed in 
cost 50 per cent of a like new building. After an 
inspection of the premises, the Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 249. 
November 16, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a repair shop for the Fire Department, as the 
building was not provided with reasonable means of 
egress. The building is completely fireproof and is 
furnished with one means of egress. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal provided an iron ladder or ladders 
from location satisfactory to the Building Commissioner 
were installed. 
CasE No. 250. 
November 30, 1910. 
Case continued owing to legal questions. 


Case No. 251. 
November 30, 1910. 

The appellant applied for permission to restore the 
first story of a two-story wooden building, damaged by 
fire. A majority of the Board sustained the appeal 
provided the exterior walls be protected by metal 
covering. 

This case was reopened on December 31, 1910. A 
majority of the Board sustained the appeal as stated 
above. A minority dissented. 


Case No. 252. 
January 28, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to add a veranda on 
the second and third stories on the rear of an existing 
tenement house, said tenement house having a back 
yard 12 feet in depth. An uncovered veranda on a 
level with the first floor of the building, extending 
6 feet into the back yard clear across the rear wall of 
the house in question, has already been built. On the 
ground that the proposed construction would deprive 
the bedrooms of no material amount of light and air; 
that in other respects such verandas would be a distinct 
benefit to the house in question; and that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the application, the Board, 
using its discretionary power, sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 258. 
January 28, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to take out the existing stairs 
in a second-class building used as a retail store and put 
in new stairs, said new stairs to start from the first floor 
level and extend to the fifth floor, and to be inclosed in 
fireproof partitions with automatic fire doors at top and 
bottom on the second story up to and including the 
door at the head of the stairs on the fifth story. The 
Building Commissioner contended that the law intended, 
under section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, to provide 
for inclosed stairs including a landing on each floor, and 
that the interpretation of the appellant that such inclo- 
sures might start at the head and foot of each staircase 
without inclosing a landing on each floor was not in 
accordance with the intention or spirit of the law. A 
majority of the Board did not agree with the Building 
Commissioner’s contention and sustained the appeal. 
A minority dissented. 


Case No. 254. 
January 28, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving means of ingress and egress 
in a first-class building. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in approving means of egress 
and ingress. 


Case No. 255. 
January 28, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 256. 
January 28, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a dwelling house as ‘“‘there is no exposure at 
least 10 feet wide as required by law.’’ On the ground 
that this is a specific case, not contemplated by the law 
though covered by it, and using its discretionary power, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 257. 
February 15, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to openings in party walls where peculiar condi- 
tions exist. 


Case No. 258. 
February 18, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to alter an existing tenement 
house three and a half stories in height with an ell three 
stories in height by increasing the main building and also 
the ell to five stories in height. The Building Com- 
missioner refused a permit because certain windows 
in the new rooms proposed would not open upon spaces 
required by law. The appellant contended that section 
63, on which the Building Commissioner based his 
objection, applied to new structures and not to the altera- 
tion of an existing tenement house. Finding that the 
contention of the appellant was sound, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 259. 
February 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a double wooden house because the party wall 
did not extend to the front line of a connecting porch as 
required by the commissioner’s interpretation in sec- 
tion 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a porch with a roof should not be 
considered as a part of the building proper. The Board 
agreed with the appellant in this specific instance and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 260. 
February 18, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to erect three adjoining brick 
tenement houses five stories in height. An outer court 
runs in from the back yard of the end house, a distance 
of approximately 18 feet and 6 feet in width. Two 
rooms on each story obtain their ight from this court. 
Two rooms on each story of. the adjoining house (sepa- 
rated from the end house by a 12-inch party wall) also 
derive their light from said court. The middle house is 
also provided with a similar 6-foot court, two rooms of 
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said house being solely lighted by said court and two 
rooms on each story of the third house also deriving 
their light from said court. These single rooms in the 
central and in the third house derive no light from their 
own premises, wherein lay the objection of the Building 
Commissioner. ‘The Board dismissed the appeal on the 
eround that so much space was left for the back yards 
that the plans could be made to conform to the law 
without causing any hardship to the appellants. 


Case No. 261. 
February 27, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a penthouse 
upon the roof of a hotel for the accommodation of a 
ventilating system, the area of the penthouse to exceed 
the maximum permitted by law, namely, 12 feet square 
by 12 feet in height. In view of the uses to which this 
penthouse was to be put, and with the understanding 
that it was to be put only to such uses, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 262. 

February 20, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make proposed alterations in a hotel because “‘inclos- 
ures containing one or more water-closets are not to be 
provided with adequate ventilation to the outer air 
either by window or suitable light shaft.” The Board 
found that the method of ventilation proposed was 
equivalent to that literally called for in the law and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 268. 
March 4, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a small four-story tenement house as the pro- 
posed building was provided with no yard and the 
public halls were not lighted in the manner required by 
law. The lot in question is 14 feet in depth at one end, 
20 feet at the other, and approximately 48 feet in length, 
upon a public street 17 feet in width. There are to be 
suites of three rooms and two rooms on each of the four 
stories, all such rooms being amply lighted from the 
public street aforesaid. Windows are to be cut in the 
rear wall of the premises in question, said wall abutting 
upon the rear lot line of adjoining premises. The stair- 
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case will be lighted by one of these windows in the rear 
wall and the staircase also receives light from above the 
ceiling of the water-closet compartment on each floor. 
The Board, finding that upon a lot of such small dimen- 
sions and shape it would be impossible to provide a 12- 
foot yard, that the staircase would be sufficiently lighted, 
and that this was a specific case not contemplated by the 
law though covered by it, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 264. 
March 8, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a tenement house because the outer court, 
running in from the back yard, was not 6 feet in width 
for its entire length, as required by law. ‘This outer 
court is 6 feet in width for two-thirds of the length of 
the court, but at the outer end of said court, near the 
yard, it is diminished to 4 feet. The entire court abuts 
upon a public school yard at least 100 feet wide. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that there 
was but a slight deviation from the letter of the law and 
that the school yard would afford much more exposure 
than is legally required for tenement houses. 


Case No. 265. 
March 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a factory as the proposed factory would 
exceed the height permitted by law. Two-thirds of the 
frontage abuts upon a street 40 feet in width and the 
balance of the frontage abuts upon a street 80 feet in 
width. The height of a building on a 40-foot street 
cannot, lawfully, exceed 100 feet. The appellants pro- 
posed to erect their building to a height of 125 feet, 
contending that, if the street be of uneven width, the 
width should be the average width of the street opposite 
the building. On this basis the appellants could legally 
erect a building 125 feet in height. J inding the conten- 
tion of the appellant to be sound, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 

Case No. 266. 
March 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a tenement house because the yard did not 
extend the entire width of the lot. The lot in question 
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is of very irregular shape, resembling the letter ‘L.’’ 
The appellant has provided a rear yard of legal dimen- 
sions at the rear of one leg of the ‘‘L,” but at the rear 
of the front portion, which is the other leg of the ‘‘L,”’ 
no yard is provided. The Board dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that the yard, as contemplated, would 
be insufficient. 


Case No. 267. 
March 15, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in an existing tenement house 
as there was no yard provided at the rear. The premises . 
in question abut upon the opening into the new subway, 
near Cambridge street. The appellants contended that 
section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, authorized such 
omission, as the entrance to the subway should be con- 
sidered as a ‘railroad right of way,’ because of the per- 
manency of its character. On the ground that the 
contention of the appellant was sound, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 

Case No. 268. 
March 25, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to alter a three-story brick 
building by adding one story to the existing building, 
thereby converting said building into a tenement house, 
said tenement house having no yard at rear of premises, 
in violation of the law. After an inspection of the prem- 
ises, the Board found no reason for deviating from the 
law in this case and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 269. 
March 25, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect an addition, 
one story in height, to an existing three-story wooden 
dwelling on a sloping lot. The proposed addition would 
be in the basement, which is almost entirely out of 
ground. The Building Commissioner contended that, 
as the proposed addition is to be occupied as a store, the 
fire hazard would be slightly increased and that the 
building is really a four-story frame structure, which 
would be illegal for a new building of this character. 
The appellant contended that as partitions and ceilings 
are to be fireproofed the addition would not constitute 
a fire hazard and he was simply converting a portion 
of an existing basement into a compartment for mer- 
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cantile purposes. The Board, finding the contention of 
the appellant to be sound, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 270. 
April 3, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect a tenement house as no back yard was 
provided. The lot in question was L-shaped with a 
frontage on two streets and the appellant contended 
that, therefore, no back yard was required. The Board 
found that section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, applied 
to a lot running from street to street, but not to exceed 
150 feet. As the lot in question exceeds 150 feet the 
appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 271. 
April 3, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to increase the height 
of an ell of an existing tenement house. The Building 
Commissioner refused the application because the exist- 
ing back yard is not of the lawful depth, and therefore 
no extension could legally be made in this case. The 
Board found that the law does not forbid the enlarging 
of an existing tenement house, provided the size of the 
lot is not thereby diminished, and sustained the appeal. 


CaszE No. 272. 
April 5, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
as no yard was provided in rear of premises. The 
premises in question abut upon a public school yard, 
and the appellant contended that such school yard was 
equivalent to a ‘‘railroad right of way, a cemetery or a 
public park,’ in view of its permanency. The Board, 
acting under the discretionary power granted in section 
7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 278. 
April 5, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house on a corner lot with no yard across the rear of 
the lot. In lieu of the yard there is an existing 5-foot 
passageway or court running in from the street to 
beyond the rear of the premises in question. The 
appellant intended to dedicate 1 foot of his lot to the 
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enlargement of said 5-foot passageway. The Building 
Commissioner contended that the width of said passage- 
way or court should be not less than one-eighth of its 
length (which is 75 feet), in accordance with section 58, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that 
section 56 and not section 58 was applicable to this case, 
and that the minimum width of 6 feet therein described 
may be used regardless of the length of the court, and 
as said court or passageway is to be used in lieu of a yard 
the requirements in section 58 for inner and outer courts 
would not apply. The Board, finding the appellant’s 
interpretation of the law to be sound, sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 274. 
April 3, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house as the means of egress required 
for tenement houses is not provided. The Board, find- 
ing that the egress provided was equivalent to the strict 
requirement of the law, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 275. 
April 5, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant-a permit 
to erect a hotel as several roof houses and other struc- 
tures erected above the roof line exceed the dimensions 
permitted by law, namely, 12 feet square and 12 feet 
high. None of the structures on the roof are to be used 
for any purpose other than for ventilation, elevator 
machinery, or to cover staircases to the roof. In view 
of the uses to which these penthouses are to be put 
and with the understanding that they are to be put 
only to such uses, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 276. 
April 12, 1911. 
This appeal being made under a misapprehension as 
to the facts in the case, the same was dismissed without 
prejudice. 


Case No. 277. 


April 18, 1911. 
Appeal was withdrawn. 


CasE No. 278. 
May 11, 1911. 


The Building Commissioner ordered the appellant to 
provide additional means of egress in four dwelling 
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houses. The houses are three stories in height, with 
flat roofs; access from roof to roof is possible, and not 
more than eleven persons occupy each house above the 
first story. Provided that steps from the roof be 
extended down to the level of third floors and hand rails 
provided, and that the scuttles be counterweighted, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 279. 
April 29, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to light certain new 
rooms in his existing tenement house by means of 
existing windows which open onto a yard belonging 
to adjoining premises. The Building Commissioner 
contended that as a new tenement house could not 
lawfully be erected with only such provision for light 
in any rooms, therefore it should not be allowed in the 
case of an alteration of an existing tenement house. 
The appellant contended that section 35 is applicable 
to this case and in that section, so long as rooms receive 
their light from certain sized areas outside of the walls, 
there is no prohibition of such areas being on premises 
not belonging to the house in question. The Board 
found that section 35 and not section 63 was applicable 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 280. 
May 20, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to make alterations in a brick 
tenement house four stories in height. One window 
on each story receives its light from adjoining premises. 
The Building Commissioner contended that section 63, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, relative to requirements for 
new tenement houses, applied in this case. The Board 
found that section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, relative 
to alterations of existing buildings, applied in this case 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 281. 
May 20, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect three tenement houses as no intakes were pro- 
vided to the inner courts. In the center of each building 
is an area 16 feet by 32 feet (double that required by 
law), starting at the level of the second floor. Every 
suite on each floor opens from a street to this area and 
to provide intakes would seriously injure the plans. 
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The Board, finding this to be a specific case, and that 
it would be an injustice to require the appellant to 
provide intakes, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 282. 
May 31, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner ordered the appellant 
to provide additional means of egress in four tenement 
houses of second-class construction. There is one 
staircase from the basement to the top story and a 
stairway leading to a large scuttle in the roof of each 
house. The roofs are flat and there is access to adjoin- 
ing roofs: The number of occupants above the first 
story in each house does not exceed ten. A fire engine 
house is within a stone’s throw. The Board, after 
inspecting the premises, concluded that the houses 
in question were supplied with reasonable means of 
egress in case of fire and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 288. 
May 24, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house of second-class construction, three stories in 
height, to exceed by about 700 square feet the maxi- 
mum 5,000 superficial square feet permitted by law. 
The building will be surrounded by open spaces of at 
least 25 feet on every side and on two sides by 40 feet 
wide streets. Such a structure not exceeding 5,000 
square feet of ground area could be erected five stories 
in height and be within 10 feet of other buildings on two 
sides. On the ground that the building. more than 
conforms to the spirit and intent of the law and is better 
than the law requires, and that it would be a manifest 
injustice in this specific case to refuse to grant a permit 
to the appellant, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 284. 
. July 1, 1911. 
The plans in this case being incorrect, the appeal 
was dismissed without prejudice. 


Case No. 285. 
July 15, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a two-story 
dwelling, using 8-inch brick exterior walls. The total 
area of the building is’ about 1,975 square feet, an 
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excess of 375 square feet over the maximum permitted 
by law for a dwelling with 8-inch brick exterior walls. 
The Building Commissioners’ refusal was technical. 
In view of various physical conditions pertaining to 
the premises, the Board found that it would be a mani- 
fest injustice in this specific case to refuse to grant a 
permit, and that what the appellant proposed is within 
the intent and spirit of the law. The Board sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 286. 
July 15, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to alter a two-story 
wooden dwelling with an inhabitable mansard roof, 
which is not occupied, by raising the building and 
putting in a new first story. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that the alteration would produce 
a wooden building to be used for habitation, more 
than three stories above the basement, which would 
not be lawful. The appellant did not propose to use 
the mansard roof for purposes of habitation and so 
long as he did not occupy the same for purposes -of 
habitation he contended that it would be an injustice 
to deprive him of the opportunity of improving his 
property as set forth in his plan. On the ground that 
the contention of the appellant was sound, and with 
the understanding that the mansard roof is not to be 
occupied for habitation, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 287. 
July 15, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a theatre, 
omitting on one side of the auditorium the exact shaped 
and located open court or passageway required by law. 
Equivalent passageways were provided and the physical 
conditions surrounding the property precluded an exact 
compliance with the law. The Board, finding this to 
be a specific case not contemplated by the law, although 
covered by it, and that the spirit of the law would not 
be violated by the proposed variation from it, sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 288. 
July 26, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to omit the fire- 
proofing of steel columns and steel floor beams in a 
two-story building of first-class construction, to be 
used as a station for reduction of voltage from an 
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electrical power plant. The Board found that the 
appellant could lawfully erect, for the purpose, a build- 
ing of second-class construction, and that he, therefore, 
could not be required to conform to the provisions 
for a first-class structure and had a legal right to omit 
the fireproofing of columns and floor beams. The 
appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 289. 
Case still pending. 


Case No. 290. 
July 29, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
make alterations in a certain building because the 
exposure required by law would not be provided in 
certain rooms. The appellant contended that this 
was a case evidently not contemplated when the law 
was framed. The Board sustained the appeal, with 
certain provisos, on the ground that it would be an 
injustice to refuse a permit since the variations from 
the technical requirements of the law were very slight. 


CasE No. 291. 
August 10, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
make alterations in an alleged third-class building, to 
be used after alterations as a house for habitation, 
because the exposure required by law would not be 
provided. The appellant contended that the build- 
ing was not a third-class structure, but practically 
second class, and would: be absolutely second class 
when certain alterations proposed in the plans have 
been accomplished. ‘he Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that there was no law prohibiting the 
proposed alterations in this instance. 


Case No. 292. 
August 2, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
erect a synagogue because the height of the building 
exceeded the maximum permitted by law, and because 
the external and party walls were of less thickness 
than was required by law. The appellant disputed 
both contentions of the Building Commissioner. The 
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Board found the contention of the Building Commis- 
sioner to be sound and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 298. 
August 2, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to build 
a tenement house because no intake was provided for 
the inner court. The appellant contended that no 
intake in this instance was necessary, and it would 
be an unnecessary hardship if it was required to be pro- 
vided. The Board agreed with the Building Commis- 
sioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 294. 

July 29, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to build 
four dwellings because the exposure for certain rooms 
was less than that required by law, and because certain 
portions of the back yards of the premises were to be 
occupied by one-story ells. Board found that under 
section 35 such ells might be considered permissible and 
that the exposure for other rooms, while not technically 
that required by law, were provided with the equivalent 
exposure, owing to certain peculiar physical conditions 

surrounding the property. The appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 295. 
August 10, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a tenement house because there would be no 
yard behind the building. The appellant contended 
that no yard was required behind a tenement house 
hereafter erected upon a lot less than 150 feet deep, 
running through from a street to an alley or open pas- 
sageway not less than 15 feet wide, and he claimed that 
his lot met the above conditions. The Board, after an 
investigation of the premises, affirmed the decision of the 
Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 296. 
August 10, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to make 
alterations in an existing three and one-half story wooden 
tenement house, because after alterations such house 
would be four stories in height, which is one story higher 
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than the law permits for wooden dwellings. The Board 
found that the appellant did not propose to increase the 
height of the building, but only to change the pitch roof 
to a flat roof, and that there was nothing in the law to 
prohibit his so doing and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 297. 
August 10, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a tenement house because certain rooms would not be 
lighted as required by law. Owing to the physical condi- 
tions surrounding the property, namely, a schoolhouse 
yard on one side and a yard of a police station on another, 
the appellant contended that his rooms would be better 
lighted than technically required by law, and that he 
should be allowed the benefit of such physical conditions. 
The Board agreed with the appellant and sustained the 
appeal, after an inspection of the premises. 


Case No. 298. 
August 14, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a sun parlor upon the roof of an existing hotel, because 
said hotel already exceeded in height and area what 
would be allowed for a new building for similar purpose. 
The appellant contended that what he proposed to do did 
not increase the height of the building nor its area nor in 
any way interfere with the light and air of adjoining 
property nor increase the fire hazard, and that there was 
nothing in the law prohibiting such proposed structure 
in the case of an existing building. The Board agreed 
with the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CaszE No. 299. 
August 30, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to add 
a one-story ell at the rear of a tenement house, said one- 
story ell to be used for mercantile purposes, on the 
ground that no tenement house could be enlarged or its 
light diminished so as to decrease the minimum depth 
of yards prescribed for tenement houses in the law. 
Owing to the fact that adjoining premises were also 
utilized for mercantile purposes in the same manner as 
desired by the appellant, and after an inspection of the 
premises, the Board sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 300. 
August 30, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a hotel because there was no ventilation to the outer 
alr by window or suitable light shafts for water-closets 
as required by law. The appellant contended that the 
proposed method of ventilating the water-closet com- 
partments by means of air shafts and fans was more 
than the equivalent of the intent of the law and the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 301: 
September 11, 1911. 

The appellant asked to be permitted to use a plank 
roof on steel trusses for a garage of otherwise first-class 
construction, although a statute of April 26, 1911, pro- 
hibits such plank construction in a gargage. Owing to 
misunderstandings and ignorance of this statute the 
appellants had been granted a permit allowing such 
construction and had in consequence incurred consider- 
able expense before his permit was revoked by the 
Building Commissioner. In view of the expense incurred 
and the general circumstances in this case, and upon 
the assurance of the appellant that he would protect 
the underside of the roof plank with incombustible 
material satisfactory to the Building Commissioner, the 
appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 302. 
September 11, 1911. 


Appellant applied for permit to install a gas engine. 


- After a hearing had been given to the protestants, as 


required by law, the Board, in consideration of all the 
circumstances in the case, granted the application. 


Case No. 303. 
September 11, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in granting an equivalent method of construction regard- 
ing thickness of walls in a certain building. 


Case No. 304. 
September 23, 1911. 


The appellant asked permission to leave an existing 
staircase in a mercantile building of second-class con- 
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struction, which was undergoing alterations, without 
inclosing the said staircase with fireproof partitions as 
called for in the law. The appellant also appealed from 
the ruling of the Building Commissioner that sufficient 
egress was not provided. ‘The Board dismissed the 
appeal regarding means of egress and sustained the 
appeal regarding the inclosing of the existing staircase 
on the ground that the law is so faultily worded that, if 
literally followed, a more dangerous fire trap would 
exist than in the condition that the law was intended 
to prohibit. 
Case No. 305. 
September 23, 1911. 

Appellant asked permission to build penthouses on 
the roof of a mercantile building to be constructed of 
greater height and area than permitted by law. As the 
said penthouses were to be used only for elevator and 
other machinery incidental to the most efficient opera- 
tion of a modern mercantile building, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


CasE No. 306. 
September 26, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in finding the means of ingress and egress satisfactory 
in a mercantile building wherein the floor space exceeds 
10,000 square feet in area. 


Case No. 307. 
- October 4, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner found that rainwater 
leaders in a building had been installed by persons other 
than licensed plumbers, contrary to his interpretation 
of the law which required that all plumbing work shall 
be done by licensed plumbers. As the said rainwater 
leaders have no connection with any sewer or cesspool, 
but discharge independently into the harbor, the Board 
ruled that such work is not a part of the plumbing sys- 
tem of the building and that the appellant had, therefore, 
acted within his rights in his employment of the persons 
who did the work in question. Appeal sustained. 


CasE No. 308. 
October 4, 1911. 
Appeal from the Building Commissioner’s order that 
additional egress is required. After inspection of the 
premises by the Board the appeal was dismissed. 
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Case No. 309. 
October 4, 1911. 


Case similar to Case No. 308 and similarly dismissed. 


CasE No. 310. 
October 16, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commis- 
sioner in granting an equivalent method of construction 
regarding exposure in yards and courts of a building. 


Case No. 311. 
October 20, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to alter and heighten an existing tenement house, 
because the existing yards are not of legal size required 
for new tenements. After inspection of the premises 
by members of the Board, the Board sustained the 
appeal provided certain modifications were made in the 
plans in order to prevent additional detriment to 
adjoining property. 


CasE No. 312. 
October 25, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to disregard certain 
definite requirements in the law as to yards behind 
tenement houses in his special case, which was an altera- . 
tion and heightening for tenement purposes of an exist- 
ing one-story brick mercantile building. As the appellant 
would provide more exposure than is technically called 
for in the law, although differing from the exact require- 
ments therein, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 313. 
November 1, 1911. 
The linn appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress. 
The Board found the Building Commissioner’s order to 
be reasonable and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 314. 


This case is similar to the preceding one. Case No. 
314 has not yet been heard and it is therefore assumed 
that the appellant was governed by the ruling of the 
Board in Case No. 313 and has complied with the 
order of the Building Commissioner. 
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Case No. 315. | 
November 6, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house with a yard of less area than the law requires, 
because of peculiar physical conditions surrounding his 
property. After an inspection of the premises by the 
Board the appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 316. 
November 6, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house upon a corner lot with a slight variation from 
the technical requirement in the law regarding yards. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the lot in 
question was not a corner lot. After inspection of the 
premises by the Board the appeal was sustained on 
the ground that the appellant is to provide an equiva- 
lent area for yard purposes, and that the lot in question 
is a corner lot. 
Case No. 317. 
November 1, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to erect a mercantile building because the means of 
egress from certain floors would not, in his opinion, be 
sufficient. The appellant contended that the egress 
_ shown on the plans is reasonably sufficient. The Board 
concurred with the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 318. 
This case was withdrawn before hearing was given. 


Case No. 319. 
November 138, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to make alterations in and increase the height of a 
portion of an existing second-class building for habita- 
tion, and covering more than 5,000 square feet of floor 
area, for the reason that a like new structure could not 
lawfully exceed 5,000 square feet in area, and that the 
spirit of the law would seem to prohibit such a privilege 
as the appellant asked for in the case of an existing 
building to be altered. The Board found that section 
35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, distinctly contemplated 
a difference between the treatment of an existing build- 
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ing to be altered and a like new building, and that the 
Building Commissioner is given discretionary power in 
this matter. The appeal was sustained on the ground 
that this case has none of the conditions which would 
warrant a refusal of his application. 


Case No. 320. 
November 18, 1911. 
This appeal was withdrawn after a_ preliminary 

hearing. 


Case No. 321. 
December 9, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to make alterations in two adjoining tenement houses 
because no yards were to be provided as required by 
law. The appellant stated that he had purchased 
house No. 1 in order to protect his own house (No. 2) 
from being deprived of light and air as was threatened 
by the proposed lawful alterations of house No. 1. 
He contended that by controlling both houses, what 
he proposed to do would provide much better con- 
ditions as to light and air than would be possible with 
the houses under separate ownership. The Board 
sustained the appeal with a proviso regarding certain 
alterations in the plans, on the ground that what could 
lawfully happen would create a worse condition than 
was contemplated by the proposed alterations which 
would be as nearly within the letter and spirit of the 
law as the physical conditions permitted. 


Case No. 322. 
December 11, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to build a modern tenement house because its area, if 
considered as one building, exceeds the maximum 
permitted by law for wooden buildings, and if con- 
sidered as four separate houses no back yards were 
provided in the case of some of the houses. The 
appellant contended that the building should be con- 
sidered as four separate structures and that back yards 
as technically required were not necessary in this case 
because of the open areas on all sides of the houses. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit to erect 
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such a building which would be far superior in every 
way to what could be erected in conformity with all 
the technical requirements of the law. 


Case No. 3238. 

December 5, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to convert a wooden. 

dwelling house located in the suburbs into a five-family 

tenement house without conforming to all the require-_ 

ments of the law regarding the lighting of staircase 

and size of one bedroom. With a proviso that certain 

interior windows shall be provided, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 324. 
December 9, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to erect a tenement house because of lack of yard space. 
The appellant contended that a yard space was not 
required by law and that what he proposes to provide 
for exposure was better than, though not technically 
in conformity with, the law. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground of its being a specific case not 
contemplated by the law, though covered by it. 


CasE No. 325. 
December 16, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to build a tenement house because the means of egress 
was not satisfactory. After an examination of the 
plans the Board concurred with the Building Com- 
missioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 326. 
December 20, 1911. 
Appeal withdrawn temporarily. 


Case No. 327. 
December 28, 1911. 
The appellant asked permission to amend plans of a 
theatre for which a permit had been previously granted 
by order of the Board upon an appeal from the refusal 
of the Building Commissioner to issue the permit. The 
proposed changes concerned relocations of certain bal- 
cony exits and of the courts and fire escapes connected 
therewith. Permission was granted. 
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Case No. 328. 
January 31, 1912. 

Appellant asked the Building Commissioner to permit, 
in the exercise of his discretionary power, the omission 
of back venting of traps for certain fixtures in appellant’s 
buildings now under construction. The Building Com- 
missioner refused the application on the ground that, in 
his opinion, his discretionary power in this matter was 
not sufficient. A majority of the Board found, on 
appeal, that such discretionary power could have been 
used by the Building Commissioner in favor of the 
applicant in this case, and therefore using their own 
discretionary power, they overruled the Building Com- 
missioner’s decision and sustained the appeal with 
certain specific provisos regarding tests for the traps 
without back vents that were proposed to be used by 
the appellant. 


Case No. 329. 
January 6, 1912. 
Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress. 
Appeal dismissed. 


Case No. 330. 
January 4, 1912. 

The Building Commissioner refused to issue a permit 
to erect a tenement house on a corner lot because of lack 
of yard or court as required by law. The appellant 
contended that this is a case not contemplated by the 
law though covered by it. Owing to the physical con- 
ditions surrounding the property, and with a proviso 
as to alteration of certain rooms, the Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that the proposed house 
would more than fulfill the spirit of the law. 


Case No. 331. 
January 19, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner ordered the appellant to 
provide additional means of egress. Board concurred 
with the Building Commissioner and dismissed the 
appeal. 
Case No. 332. 
January 22, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner ordered certain partitions 
of second-class construction in a first-class building to 
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be removed as they were in violation of the law. Upon 
appeal the Board sustained the appellant in the case of 
one partition not extending to the ceiling and dismissed 
the appeal in the case of partitions extending from floor 
to ceiling. 
Case No. 333. 
January 31, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to provide a water-closet 
compartment in a private dwelling without a window, 
directly upon the open air or light shaft. He proposed 
equivalent methods of lighting and ventilating which 
this Board found sufficient. Appeal sustained. 


Case No. 334. 
January 31, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to install a gas engine. 
After a hearing to the appellant in which protestants 
also appeared and testified, and after an examination of 
the premises, engine and machinery, the Board granted 
the permit. 
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ADDENDA. 


SUMMARY OF ACCIDENTS. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


At 236 Shawmut avenue on February 20, 1911, an 
examination was made of the gas fixtures in consequence 
of one John J. Donovan having been asphyxiated by 
gas. He was found unconscious in a small side room on 
the upper floor; the stop cock of the fixture was turned on 
full; the window was closed and the door of the room 
was locked. The fixture was single, old style, swinging, 
one-joint bracket. This fatal accident appeared to be 
the result of the turning on of the stop cock of the 
fixtures, inadvertently or carelessly. The fixtures were 
not found defective. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


February 24 an examination was made to ascertain 
the cause of the death of a young girl at 113 Northampton 
street and the partial asphyxiation of her little brother 
and sister. The gas fixture was a two-light one, made 
from j-inch and 4-inch iron with a two-light pendant 
cock. One burner only was in general use and the stop 
cock to same was in fair condition; the other stop cock 
leaked slightly for want of cock grease and turned easily. 
It was this cock that was found turned on and, from 
indications, by accident. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


April 1, 1911, an examination was made of premises 
4 Worcester square, relative to cause of partial asphyxi- 
ation of awoman. A single swing bracket connected to 
an independent fitting, which by flexible pipe supplied 
gas to a six-tube dry radiator, was the combination 
which occasioned the accident. The bracket was in 
good condition but the independent connection and 
tubing were leaking and defective. The gas was 
evidently turned on by accident and escaped into the 
room. 
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ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


At 24 West Dedham street, on April 11, 1911, an exam- 
ination was made in consequence of a man having been 
fatally poisoned by illuminating gas. At the time of 
inspection the gas cock in a rear room on the second story 
was set up tight and was in its proper place. This 
was done by order of the medical examiner to stop the 
flow of gas. The conditions indicated that the stop 
cock of the fixture had been tinkered with and the plug 
was replaced so that the stop pin came up against the 
skirt of the socket instead of its proper position, thus 
permitting the escape of gas. The fixture was the old 
style Spelter boat-shaped two-burner one. I judge the 
cause of the accident was ignorance of the construction 
of gas fixtures on the part of the deceased. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


At 2 Florence street two deaths were occasioned by 
gas poisoning. At the time of the examination by this 
department, April 15, 1911, the gas fixture in the room 
occupied by the deceased was found in good condition. 
The accident was undoubtedly from carelessness or 
negligence on the part of the occupants of the room. 
Presumably they had the gas turned on low and the 
wind blew it out during the night. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


July 27, 1911, an examination was made of gas fixtures 
in premises 44 Fairmount street, Ward 24, to ascertain 
if the death of one Charles A. Hoyt was occasioned by 
defective fixtures. The keys and fixture in the room 
where the man was found dead were in good condition 
and defects therein did not contribute to the cause of 
the accident. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


September 20, 1911, an examination was made of gas 
fixture in a rear room on third floor of building 185 
Hanover street, known as Hotel Venice. The fixture 
was found in good condition and from statements given 
by the porter, the case was one of suicide. 
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ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


In consequence of a fatal gas poisoning at 84 Waltham 
street, this department made an examination on October 
13, 1911, to ascertain conditions and cause of the acci- 
dent. The death of a woman resulted not from defective 
fixtures but by the stop cock being turned on accidentally. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On October 13, 1911, an investigation made by this 
department indicated conclusively that an attempt at 
suicide had been made by a male occupant of a side 
room on the upper story of building 88 Pembroke street. 
It was ascertained that when found the man was 
unconscious, the stop cock of the fixture was turned on, 
that some attempt to make the room air-tight had been 
made by pasting paper over the cracks around the door; 
that the man had a self-inflicted wound on the side of his 
neck. The accident was not the result of defective 
conditions of gas piping or fixtures. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


The cause of partial asphyxiation of two young girls 
at 32 Albion street was ascertained to be as follows: 
Two young women occupied a small third floor hall room 
chamber, the gas fixtures of which were connected to 
piping that supplied gas from a prepaid meter located 
in the bathroom. The evidence and indications show 
that the gas was lit and partially turned down when 
the young girls retired and that sometime before 11.30 
p. m. the quantity of gas paid for was consumed and 
the meter automatically turned off the supply which 
left the stop cock open. Sometime later, Mr. Forma, 
the father of one of the young girls, finding the gas not 
lit, placed the necessary amount of money (coin) in the 
meter receptacle which automatically turned on the 
flow of gas and not only supplied the burner he lighted 
but also made it escape through the open cock in the 
room occupied by the girls. The fixtures were not 
found defective. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On October 16 an examination of gas fixtures at prem- 
ises 76 Lawrence avenue showed them to be in good 
condition. A young woman was found dead from gas 
poisoning and every indication pointed to suicide. 
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EXPLOSION OF GAS. 


On Saturday, October 28, 1911, an explosion took 
place at the Peerless Knitting Mills on Tokio street, off 
River street, Ward 24. The cement box cover of the 
exhaust pipe was blown off and the pipe entering the 
same broken off. The box was located underground 
with a vent pipe from top of same. Gas collected in 
the exhaust box and in some manner became ignited. 
No person was injured. 


EXPLOSION OF GAS. 


On November 7 an investigation was started by the 
department to ascertain the cause of an accident reported 
to have occurred at 1538 Centre street, Ward 22. On 
arriving at the house it was found locked up and gas 
shut off. It was stated that the explosion was occasioned 
by gas leaking from a meter and the same igniting when 
the occupant lighted a match. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


54 Union Park was examined on November 28, 1911, 
in consequence of a death by gas poisoning having 
occurred there. The best information to be obtained 
pointed clearly to a case of suicide. Found some loose 
cocks on fixtures, which owner was notified to correct. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


At 1388 Eliot street, one Eugene Costa committed 
suicide by gas poisoning. A letter stating his inten- 
tion is now in possession of the Police Department. 
The fixtures although of old style were found in good 
condition. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


An examination was made of premises 161 Massa- 
chusetts avenue on December 8, 1911. The fixtures 
were found in good condition. The deceased was found 
sitting in a chair and evidences of his intent to commit 
suicide were seen in key hole and crevices stuffed tightly 
to prevent air entering or gas escaping. All gas cocks 
were found open. 
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PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


In Room 8, on third floor of building 169 Court street, 
a man was overcome by escaping gas. An examination 
was made by this department on December 8, 1911, and 
disclosed the fact that the gas fixtures and piping were 
in a defective and dangerous condition, although the 
cause of the accident was carelessness on the part of the 
man affected. The owner was notified to remedy the 
defects. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On an examination of premises 374 Shawmut avenue, 
second floor rear, it was found a man had committed 
suicide by inhaling gas. The gas fixture was found in 
poor condition and the owner was notified to remedy 
same. Examination made December 8, 1911. 


EXPLOSION OF GAS. 


On report of an explosion at premises 15-17 Norman 
street, an examination was made December 16 and also 
on December 27, 1911, to ascertain the cause. The 
gas service pipe in both Nos. 15 and 17 in basement was 
connected to an outside service pipe. <A test was made 
of these pipes on December 27, which showed a hole in 
a 14-inch inside service pipe at No. 17. Defect has been 
remedied. The gas escaping from the hole in the pipe 
above referred to (which condition was occasioned by 
rust) was sufficient, when properly mixed with the air, 
to explode when coming in contact with a light of some 
kind in the hall of No. 15. This occurred about 
1 a. m. on December 16, 1911. No one was injured by 
this explosion. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On December 18, 1911, an examination was made of 
premises 661 East Fourth street, South Boston, on 
report of a fatality by gas poisoning. The accident 
occurred in the side room on the third floor. The gas 
fixtures consisted of a stiff bracket projecting from the 
wall; the key was found in good condition but the arm 
of said bracket had been removed by order of Medical 
Examiner McGrath. In answer to a letter from this 
department, the medical examiner wrote, ‘‘I found the 
gas fixture which was the source of the trouble to consist 
of a fixed arm-wall bracket. This fixture was so imper- 
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fectly constructed that a volume of gas, sufficient when 
ignited to produce a large flame, issued when the key 
was turned, from the union between the horizontal 
position leading to the burner and the casting containing 
the key. The horizontal part was loose at its attach- 
ment and came off as I handled it. The portion of the 
fixture in question was attached to the casting by two 
or three threads only, and they are apparently in part 
covered with solder.’’ 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


January 1, 1912, from notice received by police, an 
examination was made of premises 117 Chandler street, 
where a man had been partially overcome by gas. The 
only manner the accident can be accounted for is from 
carelessness. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


January 9, 1912, an examination of premises 10 
Bartlett place, Ward 6, disclosed the probable cause of 
the partial asphyxiation of four persons as gas from the 
street entering the house. 


EXPLOSION OF GAS. 


At 241-243 Washington street, the watchman, smelling 
gas, went in search of the source of the leak and carried 
a lighted lantern. The gas, which was escaping from 
the street through Williams court and through the 
foundation wall into the basement, ignited when it came 
in contact with the light in the watchman’s lantern, 
causing an explosion. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On January 9, 1912, an examination was made of 
premises 42 Rutland square in consequence of a report 
of an accident by gas poisoning. The fixtures were 
found in good condition. It seems one Carl Tucker 
made an attempt to end his life by placing a piece of | 
tubing connected with a gas fixture in his mouth and 
then turning on the gas. He was overcome but 
recovered. 
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ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On January 9, 1912, the department made an examina- 
tion of building 1774 Washington street, with especial 
reference to the condition of gas fixtures, which were 
found good. The cause of death of a woman was 
undoubtedly suicide by inhaling gas. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


On January 10, 1912, an investigation was made to 
ascertain the cause of the death of a person at 223 
Pleasant street, Ward 7. It seems probable that the. 
deceased turned the gaslight down low and it was touched 
by the frost, it being a very cold night, and then thawed 
out as it became warmer toward morning. ‘The result 
of the cold was to stop the flow of gas and put out the 
light and when the warmer air allowed the free flow of 
gas again, the cock being partially open, it escaped into 
the room, causing the accident. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


At 10 Prince street, on January 22 or about that date, 
several persons were overcome by gas leaking into the 
house from the street. 


PARTIAL ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


The same condition was found at 6 Keith’s alley and 
from the same cause at the same time. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


A domestic employed at 12 Normandy street was 
overcome by gas in consequence of her lack of knowledge 
in the use of gas. The fixtures were found in good con- 
dition when examined by this department on January 
22, following the accident. 


ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


January 24, 1912, an inspector of this department 
examined premises 30 Cambridge street, Ward 8, and 
found the gas fixtures in good condition. The evidence 
of the successful attempt to commit sucide was plainly 
observable, cracks around windows and doors being 
stopped with paper and cotton. 
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ASPHYXIATION BY GAS. 


January 30, 1912, an inspection was made by this 
department to ascertain condition of the gas fixtures 
at 32 Milford street and the cause of death of one Grace 
Rogers occasioned thereby. The deceased lodged on 
the first floor in a rear room. Found gas escaping from 
end of a rubber tube attached to pillar burner on a 
two-light slide fixture with arm turned around. This 
fixture was ordered changed and the connection with 
stove properly made. This was undoubtedly a case of 
accident.

Hon. JoHn F. FiTzGERALp, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1r,— In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Trustees of the Ceme- 
tery Department present their annual report for the 
financial year ending January 31, 1912. 

This Board organized on May 1, at which time Mr. 
Charles E. Phipps was elected chairman. 

The following officials were appointed by the Board to 
carry out the work of the department under the direction 
of the trustees: 

Mr. Leonard W. Ross, general superintendent, in 
control of the work carried on in the cemeteries and 
burying grounds of the department, with headquarters 
at Mount Hope Cemetery, and direct supervision of the 
work in and pertaining to that cemetery. 

Mr. John Frank Keating, secretary, as the executive 
officer of the Board of Trustees, in charge of the depart- 
ment office at 919-920 Tremont Building. The minutes 
and deeds and the financial transactions of the depart- 
ment are recorded in this office. The secretary, in 
compliance with the city ordinances, is under bonds. 
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The following custodians were appointed, and are 
under direction of the general superintendent: 

Mr. Charles P. Harding, Evergreen Cemetery and 
Market Street Burying Ground. 

Mr. John J. Burnes, Dorchester North, Dorchester 
South and Hawes Burying Grounds. 

Mr. Frank L. Turner, Bennington Street Cemetery. 

Mr. Augustus M. Lydston, Phipps Street and Bunker 
Hill Burying Grounds. 

Mr. John Norton, Copp’s Hill Burying Ground. 

King’s Chapel, Granary, Central, South End South, 
Eliot, Kearsarge, Westerly, Walter Street Burying 
Grounds and Fairview Cemetery are under direct 
charge of the general superintendent. 

Mr. Frederick EK. Atteaux was reappointed as a 
Cemetery Trustee for the term ending April 30, 1916. 
With the exception of a short period as a member of 
another department board, Mr. Atteaux has devoted 
his energies untiringly to the duty devolving upon him 
as a Cemetery Trustee since the organization of the 
department in 1897.

ANNUAL REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Cemetery Department, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— I submit herewith my third annual 
report as General Superintendent of this department 
for the year beginning February 1, 1911, and ending 
January 31, 1912. 

A detailed statement of the work performed during 
the year is as follows: 
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- Mount Hore Cremerery.— Chapel used for burial service 
thirty-four times; receiving tomb used twenty-eight times. 

Land sold for burial purposes: For lots 2,732 square feet, 
and for graves 14,340 square feet. 

Land improvements, in square feet: 51,958 in lots regraded 
and seeded; 55,000 not in lots regraded and seeded; 10,000 
regraded in fall of 1910 and seeded in spring of 1911; 9,031 
regraded and ready for seed; 15,840 regraded and sodded; 
15,202 prepared for lots; 12,600 of avenues reconstructed; 
49,118 of avenues macadamized; 6,000 square yards of avenues 
resurfaced with stone dust; 5,000 square yards of paths recon- 
structed and surfaced; 3,400 cubic feet of fillmg removed; 
600 tons of stone crushed and placed on avenues; 100 cords of 
stable manure hauled and used in cemetery; 525 grave markers 
and 35 lot markers set; 20 markers received from United 
States Government and set at graves of veterans; 11 brick 
graves built. 

EVERGREEN CEMETERY.— Services held in cemetery lodge 
ten times; receiving tomb used five times. 

Land sold for burial purposes: For lots 845 square feet, and 
for graves 1,224 square feet. 
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Land improvements, in square feet: 2,265 prepared for 
single graves; 2,500 sodded; 700 regraded and seeded; 600 
lineal feet of avenues resurfaced; 20 boundary posts set; 3 trees 
removed; 3 brick graves built. 

MARKET STREET GROUND.— Stone wall repointed. 

DorcHESTER NortH Buryine Grounp.— Three thousand 
and seventy-four square feet of land on perpetual care lots 
graded; 1,150 plants and 500 tulip bulbs set out; 7 trees 
removed and 31 trimmed; entrance gates, sign posts and lot 
fence painted; 2 tombs repaired; receiving tomb used once. 

DoRcHESTER SoutH BuryInac GRounpD.— Two lot fences 
painted; 1 marker set; receiving tomb used five times. 

Puipps STREET Buryrne GRounp.— Part of wooden bound- 
ary fence rebuilt and painted; tool house repaired; 4 graves 
raised; 72 stones reset; 6 trees removed and 16 trimmed; 
3 tombs pointed; 1 monument straightened and tablet reset, 
at expense of owners. 

BunkKER Hitt Cemetrery.— Part of wooden boundary fence 
rebuilt, and iron fence repaired; tool house repaired; 11 graves 
raised; 43 stones reset; 4 trees removed and 30 trimmed. 

BENNINGTON STREET CEMETERY.— Tool house repaired. 

Kina’s CHAPEL BuryInc GrouNnp.— Five tombs repaired; 
entrance to infant tomb sealed. 

_Copp’s Hitt Buryinec GRrounp.— Four tombs repaired; iron 
fence repaired; 12 trees removed. 

CENTRAL BuryInG Grounp.— Three tombs repaired. 

GRANARY BuryYING GROUND.— Two tombs repaired; en- 
trance to infant tomb sealed. 

EusTIS STREET BuRYING GrRouUND.— ‘Two tombs repaired. 


At Mount Hope Cemetery a long needed improve- 
ment is in process of completion at the Mount Hope 
street entrance. The old wooden gates and entrance 
way at this point are being demolished. The set of 
eranite piers and iron gates formerly used at the front 
entrance on Walk Hill street have been erected at the 
Mount Hope street entrance, and with the opening of 
the spring season the grading and planting at this point 
will prove a most satisfying improvement. The chapel 
and administration buildings were gone over com- 
pletely, and all loose mortar joints raked out and 
repointed. This not only improves the appearance 
of these buildings, but restores their durability by 
closing the joints to the inclemency of the weather. 
The interior walls of the chapel were thoroughly 
cleansed and renovated. The brick foundation wall 
under the greenhouse was rebuilt, and two Castle auto- 
matic circulators were attached to the heating system. 
At the greenhouses we have propagated and are growing 
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this winter a much larger quantity and better assortment 
of plants for use this coming summer. The work of 
improving the lots has been vigorously continued as 
well as borders around them, and much remains to be 
done. During the year 270 lots and the borders around 
the same have been completely trenched to the full 
loam depth, fertilized and reseeded or resodded. 

At King’s Chapel ground an unusual amount of work 
was done, consisting of new loam and sodding of surface, 
and planting of borders and other areas to a much 
larger extent than in other years. About 20,000 plants 
of various kinds were used in this work. Expressions 
of appreciation by a multitude of visitors to this historic 
ground are appreciated. The usual amount of work 
was performed on the trees. 

I regret to report that the Granary ground is not in a 
satisfactory condition owing to a lack of sufficient 
appropriation. 

Trees and shrubs have been pruned, and the usual 
amount of work has been done for the care of the 
ground. 

At the Central ground several large trees were removed, 
as they were in a dying condition. <A considerable 
amount of pruning has been done to the other trees. 
It is regrettable that sufficient funds were not available 
to enable us to keep this ground in a condition which 
its historical nature would warrant. 

More than the usual amount of attention has been 
given the Westerly ground. The trees have been 
pruned and sprayed, and a portion of the area has 
been regraded and seeded. 

The tree men have been actively employed in the 
various grounds in the suppression of the insect infesta- 
tion which has caused such havoc to trees and shrubs. 
This work must be pushed with vigor all the time in 
order that proper results may be accomplished. 

The custodians of the various cemeteries of the 
department have generally rendered faithful services 
during the past year. Please accept an expression of 
my warm appreciation for the continued courtesy and 
consideration shown me by the members of the Board 
of Trustees.

The appropriation for 1911 did not warrant the expend- 
iture of sums for many necessary improvements which 
we believe are imperative. As stated in other years, 
there are twelve cemeteries under the control of the 
department which have been in existence over one 
hundred years, and on account of conditions the proper 
maintenance of these grounds must be borne almost 
entirely by appropriation from the city treasury. These 
erounds are situated in various parts of the city, and 
their neat and orderly appearance would reflect credit 
upon city administration. We urge you to appropriate 
$20,000 to be expended entirely upon these grounds, as 
a necessary improvement, and which sum will sub- 
stantially commence the work of improvement. The 
annexation of Hyde Park brought to this department 
Fairview Cemetery, a burying ground of about fifty 
acres, and one used by all classes of citizens of Hyde 
Park. The unexpended earnings received from Hyde 
Park on account of this cemetery amounted to $11,953.28, 
of which a large portion is involved in a purchase of 
additional land which is under legal inspection for 
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adjustment. As we assumed control only one month 
ago little can be said as to probable receipts and expenses, 
but it is certain that much must be done to equal the 
standard adopted for the other department ceme- 
teries. The custodian, Mr. George E. Whiting, was 
retained until February 1, when the general superin- 
tendent was instructed to assume personal supervision. 

Special consideration has been given to the subject of 
department income. In addition to the secretary, four 
employees who are authorized to receive moneys have 
been bonded. The increased cost for labor and supplies 
has been felt in the department, and realizing the neces- 
sity of readjusting prices for work performed, the fol- 
lowing circular was sent to lot and grave owners. The 
circular is self explanatory: 


To Lot and Grave Owners: 


You are hereby advised that the following prices are now 
effective at Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery and 
Dorchester North and Dorchester South Burying Grounds for 
work on lots and graves for the season of 1912. These prices 
will remain in force until further notice:

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All work not included in the above will be individually con- 
sidered, and prices given upon request. 

Bills Unpaid.— No orders will be accepted for work to be 
performed on lots or graves if the books of this department 
show a bill remaining unpaid in any year since 1897. 

Orders for Future Work.— All orders for work to be per- 
formed on lots or graves will be accepted only when such 
work is paid for in advance. 

A blank order for this year is inclosed. Kindly state on 
same what work you wish performed, sign your name and 
address, and return the order with amount of money necessary 
to pay in advance for the work specified. Put number of your 
lot or grave on order. 

If the order is returned at once, the department will be 
enabled to give it early and careful attention, which will pro- 
duce the best results. 

Perpetual Care.— A uniform charge is made of 50 cénts per 
square foot for perpetual care, and this amount is placed at 
interest by the city. The bond issued guarantees that during 
the existence of the city an amount equal to 4 per cent of the 
total deposited is spent each year for care. Thus, whether you 
are living or dead, the bond of the city guarantees that your lot 
will never be neglected, and the lot is plainly marked as a 
perpetual care lot. Please call or write for cost of perpetual 
care of your lot. | 

After February 1, 1912, permission to erect monuments, 
headstones, grave markers or other structures upon any lot or 
grave in the cemeteries under the jurisdiction of this depart- 
ment, will not be granted or erection allowed until after a 
sketch or photograph showing dimensions of same has been 
submitted to the superintendent for approval by the trustees. 


The rule of payment in advance for all work per- 
formed, which was effective in 1911 for the first time, 
was received by lot and grave owners in the true busi- 
ness spirit and occasioned no friction. There was an 
increase of $200 in receipts for work on lots and graves, 
to which this rule applied. The total amount collected 
from all sources, except for perpetual care, since the 
organization of this department in 1897, is $373,255.03. 
There was due the department from all sources on 
January 31, 1912, $1,085.60,— or slightly more than one 
quarter of 1 per cent,— a decrease of about $900 indebt- 
edness from last year. 

The new rule, effective from February 1, 1912, requir- 
ing that all structures on lots or graves shall be approved 
by the trustees before erection is a sensible regulation 
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of this important part of cemetery supervision. En- 
forcement of this rule must be of benefit to lot owners 
and enhance the appearance of the cemetery. 

A peculiar condition arose this year in relation to 
bodies in the receiving tombs. Upon making inquiry 
we learned that there were several instances where 
the relatives of deceased persons were absolutely 
opposed to earth burial or cremation, and expressed 
themselves as willing to pay indefinitely the monthly 
receiving tomb rent. To accept this proposition would 
of course mean the final closing of the receiving tomb to 
any more bodies, the spaces being occupied by those 
permanently there. In viewing the situation (having 
made no agreement covering permanent occupancy) 
we were of opinion that with the exception of unusual 
cases no body shall remain in the receiving tomb for a 
period exceeding one year, and this has been made part 
of the by-laws. 

The pension system for veterans, effective in 1911, 
resulted in the pensioning of an assistant gardener, 
eighty-six years old, who received $2.25 per day. 

The pension system for employees who are laborers, 
to be effective in 1912, will retire five employees in this 
department. 

At Mount Hope Cemetery a new filing system appli- 
cable to burials is about completed, which consolidates 
information relative to lots and interments. This 
replaces a hitherto complex system, and places the infor- 
mation desired easy of access. 

A six-ton double drive tandem Buffalo steam roller 
became the absolute property of the department by the 
payment of the final instalment of $500 in 1911. 

One old horse was, upon the advice of the veterinarian, 
painlessly killed, and one new horse was purchased. 

The development of a portion of Evergreen Ceme- 
tery, which has been carried on under special appro- 
priation made in 1909, is now practically completed. 
Allowing liberally for avenues and ornamental spaces, 
we have now 405 lots ranging from three graves to 
seventeen graves in each lot, and we are pleased to say 
that lot sales have already commenced. The avenues 
and paths have been named Evergreen and Western 
avenues, and Hawthorn, Magnolia, Laurel and Wood- 
bine paths. 
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At Phipps Street ground it became necessary to rebuild 
148 feet of wooden boundary fence. At Bunker Hill 
ground 164 feet. of wooden boundary fence was re- 
constructed. 

Near the close of 1911 your Honor and members of 
the City Council made an inspection of the Dorchester 
North Burying Ground at the request of this Board. 
As a result of that visit it was impressed upon each mem- 
ber of the party that immediate steps were necessary to 
place the boundary fence and the street wall in proper 
condition. The present condition of the fences places 
them beyond repair, and the wall now standing will be 
removed. We will at once take steps to have plans 
prepared and proceed to the erection of a new wall 
around this historic ground which was established by 
the citizens of Dorchester in 1633. As this subject has 
been agitated by this Board for several years we are 
especially pleased that you have concurred in our 
opinion, and we kindly acknowledge the special appro- 
priation of $9,000 which has already been made for this 
improvement. 

We cannot conclude this report without recognizing 
heartily the increased interest shown during your 
administration by you personally and by the City 
Council in the welfare of this department and the 
improvement of the city cemeteries. For this earnest 
cooperation we extend our sincere thanks and appre- 
ciation.

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In September, Miss Mary Boyle O’Reilly tendered her 
resignation after six years of service, during the greater part 
of which she was Secretary of the Board. 

During the past year thirty-five meetings of the Trustees 
have been held.

The members of the Board visit from time to time the 
Parental School and the Suffolk School for Boys. They also 
visit at intervals the children placed out in families and 
institutions. 

The children under the care of the Board are classed as 
follows : — 


(a.) Delinquent children at the Suffolk School for Boys 
(Rainsford Island) and probationers therefrom. 


(6.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury) and 
probationers therefrom. 


(c.) Dependent and Neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), and a number in 
the care of schools for defectives or other hospitals or insti- 
tutions not under the management of the Trustees, where 
they have been placed for training or hospital treatment at 
the expense of this Department. 


The total number of children now in the care of the 
Department is 1,544, or 19 less than at the beginning of

Eighty-four boys from the Suffolk School for Boys and 
95 boys and eight girls from the Parental School were 
released on probation. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total cost of the maintenance of the Children’s 
Institutions Department for the year was $201,880.68, 
which, divided among the whole average number of child- 
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ren (1,558) makes an average per capita expense of $129.58 
for the year, or $2.48 per week. 

An analysis of the expenses of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, the Parental School and the Suffolk School for 
Boys is given in Tables 2B to 2c, inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out Division, with its esti- 
mated share of the office expenses amounted to $101,719.61. 
This includes a credit of $483.61, on account of the increase 
in the inventory of clothing on hand February 1, 1912, over 
the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this, $135,109.14 has been paid for the board of child- 
ren in the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton, the 
Long Island Hospital, and the State Hospital; and $103.08 
was paid on account of children who were at the Massachu- 
setts School for the Feeble-Minded and at the. Massachusetts 
Hospital for Epileptics previous to December 1, 1908, for 
whom we received no bills until during the year 1911. 

The remainder, $88,507.39, has been paid for an average 
of 533 children boarded in families and an average of 221 
children in free homes. Taking together all children placed 
in families (754) we find the average per capita cost for the 
year to be $117.38, or $2.25 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the delinquent children 
was $40,939.82, of which $39,125.62 was used for the Suf- 
folk School for Boys, including an estimated share of the 
office expenses, $500. The average per capita cost for each 
boy actually in the Institution (133), was $294.18 for the 
year, or $5.64 per week. 

The remainder, $1,814.20, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their own homes and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the coun- 
try, and board paid for an average of two boys for the year. 
Taking together all delinquents, both in the Suffolk School 
for Boys and on probation (an average of 336), the average 
cost per capita for the year was $121.85, or $2.35 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the truants committed to 
the Parental School was $58,737.64, of which $54,591.23 
was used for the Parental School, including an estimated 
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share of the office expenses, $500, making an average per 
capita cost for each child in the institution (148) $368.87 
for the year, or $7.07 per week. 

The remainder, $4,146.41, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their homes, and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the 
country, and board paid for an average of 19 truants on 
probation. Taking together all the truants (an average of 
391) the average per capita cost for the year was $150.22, or 
$2.88 per week. 

Certain extraordinary repuirs had to be made during the 
year at the Parental School and the Suffolk School for 
Boys which are of the niture of permanent improvements. 
If deduction were to be made for these repairs the per capita 
cost of the inmates of both institutions would ‘be materially 
reduced. 


During the year four children attending high schools were 
assisted from the Sawyer Fund Income to the amount of 
$155.47, the money being expended for tuition and clothing. 
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SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Suffolk School for juvenile offenders is situated on 
Rainsford Island. The following report points out the need 
of additional buildings and larger opportunities for industrial 
training. 

The Trustees have previously stated their desire for the 
introduction of the cottage system whereby the boys may be 
grouped in families and more individual work be made pos- 
sible. ‘The Superintendent speaks from experience, for he 
has recently come from the Lyman School where the cottage 
system is in force. The majority of the Trustees would be 
glad to see new buildings erected, that Boston may offer its 
delinquent boys opportunities for industrial advancement 
and incentives to right living equal to those enjoyed by 
the boys cared for by the State. 

The Trustees, therefore, endorse the recommendation of 
the Superintendent for the immediate construction of one 
new building for boys returned from probation and those 
who are most difficult to control, and for the installation of 
additional industries. 

This Annual Report, in general appearance and typogra- 
phy, is a demonstration of the skill acquired in the printing 
department of the Suffolk School for Boys. When the age 
of the boys and the average length of their stay in the 
School are taken into consideration, the achievement is a 
source of pride and satisfaction. 

A corps of devoted workers makes possible good results in 
spite of all handicaps. The welfare of the boys is of such 
importance as to warrant continued urgency in their behalf. 

The Trustees appreciate the efforts of all who have con- 
tributed to the religious instruction of the boys and would 
thank them and those who have provided entertainments. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 


To the Trustees for Children : — 

Herewith in accordance with custom, I respectfully submit 
the Superintendent’s annual report of the Suffolk School for 
Boys. As I have been connected with the administration 
here only five months, it will be perhaps impossible for me 
to go into such detailed extent as I might were my term of 
service longer.

The problem of the School is “how shall we treat this 
young offender against the laws of his land, after all influ- 
ences, family, public -schools, probationary and church, have 
failed, in order to bring about sufficient change in his habits 
and in his character to make him a safe and useful member 
of the community?” It is a question of very far-reaching 
importance to the city; for every independent, well-behaved 
citizen adds materially to its value, while a law-breaker not 
only disturbs the productive life of a community, but is 
immediately a considerable expense, and threatens in time 
not only to go from bad to worse but to increase by example 
and by progeny the ranks of law-breakers. Important as is 
the care and training of these boys to the city, it is of even 
greater consequence to the boys themselves. 
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My great criticism in the plan of reformation as I have 
found it here, lies in the fact that old offenders and new are 
housed under the same roof, play on the same play-ground, 
thus making it difficult to treat them distinctively. Under 
a cottage system a better grading is possible. The air of 
family life and the individuality of each member is retained. 
We already have Point Cottage in which we house the 
smaller boys, keeping them away from the baleful influences 
of older delinquents. Another cottage should be erected 
immediately for boys returned from probation and those that 
require the strictest discipline. 

In reading over the recommendations of past committees, 
also the reports of your former Superintendents and Trustees, 
I find that general repairs and improvements have been 
spoken of from year to year. The time is imminent when 
these long-needed changes must be made. But you will 
readily agree with me that the expense which should have 
been distributed over a space of years, should not now gather 
in one or two years. ‘Therefore the value of a gross cost and 
a net cost will readily appeal to you. 

The bay between the wharf and Point Cottage should be 
filled in. Could not some arrangements be made with other 
city departments whereby the scows which now go way out 
to sea might empty here? It seems as if this could be done 
at comparatively small expense. 

Extensive repairs have been made on the Superintendent’s 
house during the past year, also on the boys’ playroom at 
Point Cottage which has been fitted up with urinals and 
closets at some considerable expense. A new heating system 
was installed at the Cottage the first of the year. This 
- necessarily has increased the per capita cost. 

In the past the cooking for the Point Cottage, the home 
of the smaller boys, was done at the Cottage, which neces- 
sitated the employment of a cook. It seemed advisable to 
have all the cooking done in one kitchen and the food carried 
to the Cottage. This change was made with the approval of 
your Board and is working satisfactorily. 

By means of a changed and greatly improved method of 
book-keeping which has gone into effect within the last two 
months, I shall hereafter be able to present, without referring 
to the Placing-Out and Office Division, a gross per capita 
cost which will represent as now the care of each inmate 
combined with the cost of repairs and permanent improve- 
ments; also a net per capita cost, which will show more 
closely the exact expense entailed to the city for the care, 
instruction, food and clothing of each inmate. 
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SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


The courses of study and the sessions of school correspond 
as nearly as possible with those of the Boston Public Schools, 
so that a boy may continue his studies here and resume them 
when released without detriment to his standing. In fact 
his advancement here is more rapid, due to the absence of 
class embarrassment, more individual attention, the regularity 
of attendance, the absence of outside influences, and the 
regular diet and routine. 

The work in sloyd by a new arrangement of the horarium 
gives a more thorough and connected course. With the 
exception of the boys in the industrial department, every boy 
receives the work in sloyd before leaving the institution. 
Evening industrial classes are conducted; also a vacation 
school of six weeks during the summer for smaller boys. 


- INDUSTRIES. 


Industrial training apart from the manifold mental and 
physical benefits has its practical advantages. The opportu- 
nities of acquiring a knowledge of the instruments of pro- 
duction are at hand and many a boy leaves the institution 
able to earn a living. With few exceptions these boys must 
earn their living with their hands, therefore our industries 
should be expanded and others developed. 


Shoe Shop. — Forty boys have had training in our factory 
during the past year. Each boy has learned to do one part 
of the work well and more often two or three. The quality 
of the work is first-class and the work thoroughly up-to-date. 
Our handicap in this department is the disposal of our pro- 
ducts as the laws are such that we cannot place them on the 
market. 


Printing. — It is needless to mention the advantages 
acquired by a course in this department. Thirty boys have 
benefited by this training during the year. All will attest 
that the work done is neat and in every way satisfactory. 
Many of the machines have outlived their usefulness and a 
great saving can be made as well as a more modern course 
given with machines of the latest design. 


Sewing and Repair.—In this department besides the 
necessary mending and darning, the cutting and making of 
overalls, jumpers, bed linen, table cloths, napkins, etc., is 
done. I recommend that new power machines be installed 
to replace the old, worn-out foot-power machines now in use. 
It will then be possible to make all the clothing worn by 
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the boys. Twenty boys have received this practical training 
the past year. 

Agriculture. — The class of ten boys, small because of our 
limited area, gets a practical knowledge of all work necessary 
about a farm. There is no specializing here, but the care of 
horses, cows, pigs, and hens is taught. The planting, care 
and harvesting of the crops, the trimming and spraying of 
trees, gathering fruit, care of lawn and flower-beds all come 
within the scope of our farmers. 


HEALTH. 


The health of the boys is excellent. It is a rarity to find 
a boy ill enough to be in bed. Aside from cuts and bruises 
caused by accidents on the play-ground, sickness is not at all 
prevalent. Boys who arrive here not in a perfect physical 
condition soon develop the strength and sturdiness which is 
characteristic of all our inmates. All boys are examined on 
admission to determine the absence of contagious diseases, 
and a record is made of the chief physical characteristics of 
each boy. The resident physician has treated 620 different 
cases during the year. Five cases have been sent to Long 
Island Hospital for some minor operation such as in-growing 
nail, removal of tonsils, adenoids, etc. 

The dentist, Dr. Evan P. Wentworth, cleansed the teeth 
of all the boys. He also treated and capped 56 teeth, 
extracted 267, and made 199 fillings. 

The oculist, Dr. Edward D. Hurley, has made regular 
visits to the School, tested the eyes of the boys for glasses, 
and prescribed other necessary treatment. 


- ATHLETICS. 


The physical as well as the mental development is an 
important factor in the making of good citizens. Daily exer- 
cises with the dumb bells, military drill, and Butts’ rifle drill 
constitute the regular exercises for every boy. Baseball, 
football, medicine ball, running, jumping, hurdling, skating, 
etc., are participated in freely. Ocean bathing subject to 
tide and weather conditions is frequently practiced. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 

The Catholic boys’ spiritual interests are in charge of Rev. 
Matthew McDonald, S.J. He is assisted in catechism work 
by the Misses Foley, Roche, Haverty, O’Regan, Hayes, Owen, 
and Mr. Thos. Foley. 

Miss Lillie A. Cobb, who for many years conducted ser- 
vices for the Protestant boys, because of other duties found it 
necessary to resign. Rev. George E. Stokes, of Deer Island 
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and Long Island, for the present has volunteered. He is a 
warm friend of the boys and they enjoy his weekly visits 
very much. 

Services for the Jewish boys have been in charge of the 
Boston Council of Jewish Women. Mr. N. I. Goodwin is 
their agent and visits the boys weekly. 

The interest shown and the good work accomplished by 
these untiring workers is gratefully appreciated. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The cottage system should be introduced as soon as is 
practicable. This will necessitate the building of four cot- 
tages, each large enough to accommodate 85 boys. The 
institution building should then be converted into a Trade 
and Industries building, containing shop rooms for all the 
branches now taught as well as anticipated new trades. 

The carpenter shop, which is now very poorly equipped, 
should be moved into the above building and furnished with 
power machinery, that a progressive course in carpentry and 
cabinet-making may be taught. 

The sewing-room should be fitted with the means neces- 
sary to give a thorough course in the cutting, designing, and 
making of garments. 

A plumber would be a valuable acquisition to the force to 
relieve an over-taxed engineering department, and also pro- 
vide another trade for the boys. 

A new power plant is an immediate necessity as shown by 
the reasons given in a special report sent you recently. 

The erecting of a bulk-head and the filling in of the bay 
between the ice-house and Point Cottage have been recom- 
mended in another part of this report. 

Our needs are manifold but the ends which we seek justify 
our requests. Boys leaving an institution of this kind are 
indeed handicapped at best, and especially if the habit of 
industry and the means of earning a livelihood have been 
denied them. ‘The returned boys, who have not made good 
when released, are generally those who did not have the 
opportunity while here to work in the shoe shop or print- 
ing department, ete. They went away from the institution 
with good intentions and high resolves, but without the 
knowledge necessary in this industrial age to enable them to 
take their places in the community. To find employment is 
one thing, but to hold it is more difficult if one is not properly 
equipped to do so. 

Many boys have succeeded; the percentage of successes 
will be larger when our industrial facilities are increased, and 
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when we have cottage homes where the personality of each 
boy can be studied and the good in each developed. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding, I wish to say that members of your Board 
as well as the teachers and officers of the institution have 
been most courteous and kindly encouraging in receiving 
me. I am very grateful and thank each and all for their 
support. In looking forward into the future of the School, 
my ambition aims high. If I have seemed over-grasping in 
stating our needs, it is because I have become imbued with 
a belief in the ultimate success of my ambitions. Admitting 
some slight drawbacks, I still believe that by building little 
by little, adding some improvements from time to time, we 
shall almost before we realize it have a School as fine as any 
in the land. I trust this ambition may seem worthy to you 
and that you will agree with me that the great end towards 
which we strive, the saving of the youth, justifies a mighty 
exercise of means.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


(THE TRUANT SCHOOL OF THE CITY OF BOSTON.) 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Parental School, or the Truant School of the City of 
Boston, is situated in West Roxbury, near the Charles River. 
The separate cottages that make possible a definite grouping 
of the boys, administration building, hospital, Superintend- 
ent’s house, and now the new school building with assembly 
hall and light, well-ventilated classrooms, constitute a plant 
of which the City need not be ashamed. 

The Trustees would call attention to the Superintendent’s 
report with its great showing of work accomplished by the 
boys during the year. The interest and zeal displayed and 
quality of the work performed promise much for the future 
of these boys. In a variety of ways they are learning the 
joy of doing, and they manifest a just pride in the results of 
their own labor. The class in sloyd complains that the hour 
is too short, and wishes the time went equally fast in the 
recitation room! ‘This but serves to emphasize the value of 
training these hands with skill and care. Intensive work is 
done in the class-rooms; small numbers and the devotion of 
the teachers and their recognition of the special needs of the 
individual pupil achieve excellent results. The response 
of the boys is noteworthy. But these are not students bound 
for higher institutions of learning and the professions. 
Their school days will soon be over. If they can here be 
made to realize the satisfactions of good work well done, if 
in particular they are helped to discover that for which they 
are especially fitted, then they may be trusted to go forth and 
find their place and do their part with manliness and vigor. 
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The report of the physician is full of significance for one 
who can see the real meaning of the facts recorded. 

Is the City of Boston deriving full benefit from this institu- 
tion that it is at considerable expense to maintain? Whereas 
it would be a cause for rejoicing if our reduced numbers are 
really an indication that the truants and minor delinquents 
are fewer or are adequately cared for in their homes, the 
feeling exists that here is one means of helping such boys 
of which greater use might well be made. 

Helen Cheever Cottage was closed in May. The girls who 
were there at that time are in their own homes or in families 
where they have been placed by this Department. All are 
visited by our agents. There is no reason to regret the 
change of policy in the care of truant girls authorized by the 
General Court in 1911. 

Many repairs and alterations were made during the year, 
in which work masters and boys had an active part. 

The Trustees express their thanks to all who have addressed 
the boys or furnished entertainment.

The Parental School aims to furnish a home to boys 
committed as truants by the courts, to provide wise guidance 
in the absence of parental control, to substitute right 
thinking for vicious habits, and to stimulate endeavor toward 
suitable occupation. 
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There is a more or less general misapprehension as to 
the true mission of a Parental School. The very fact of its 
being an “Institution” arouses doubt and even resentment. 
Actually the school exists for corrective purposes and not for 
retribution, and whether or not its beneficiaries acquire the 
« Institutional stamp” depends upon the spirit and aim of its 
management rather than upon its mechanical equipment. 
This is quite as true as that “four walls do not make a 
home.” Theoretically it should succeed, for the boy enters 
during the formative period of both mind and body. 

The past year, while devoid of startling innovations, has 
been a year of improvement and progress. ‘The girls’ depart- 
ment passed out of existence, by Legislative Act, last May. 

One of your first acts in 1911 was to move the administra- 
tive offices from the Curtis building to the southern end of 
the hospital building. This move brought the offices to the 
front of the grounds and rendered them easily accessible to 
visitors. ‘There is now ample space, too, for the transaction 
of routine business and for the systematic filing of records. 


HEALTH. 


The following report is submitted by Dr. W. G. Smillie, 
our resident physician : — 


We intend, in the Parental School, not only to treat conditions 
as they may arise, but to prevent the occurrence of these 
conditions. Immediate results may not always be apparent, but 
our general aim is for stronger, better-nourished and developed 
boys. By starting the boy well we build up the general health 
and resistance to disease in the man. 

Each boy is given a complete physical examination on entrance. 
In 90 percent of the cases, through neglect, his teeth are bad, 
he is infested with pediculi, and his nutrition and general health 
are far below normal. 

The regular and sufficient meals, open-air dormitories, moderate 
work, and plenty of play, work wonders in the general health of 
the boys. They invariably gain five or ten pounds the first three 
months. Adenoids and tonsils are removed, if necessary; teeth 
attended to, and eyes examined. 

During the last year we have had no epidemic of contagious 
disease in the School, with the exception of seven cases of 
German measles. 

There have been treated in the clinic 1,441 cases; of these, 
285 were hospital cases. The average duration in bed was four 
to six days. Eight cases were sent to the City Hospital, five for 
operation, one following severe injury, two for X-ray. Two 
cases were sent to the Eye and Ear Infirmary ; one following 
severe injury, and one for consultation. 


i il tie 
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We had an epidemic of furuncles in July, probably due to the 
stagnation of the swimming pool. In general, the health of the 
boys has been excellent. In case a boy has not been doing well 
he is excused from work and put on a special diet. Two boys 
who were poorly nourished and puny were put on a special full 
diet, with milk and cream between meals, for two months. Both 
gained remarkably, eight and eleven pounds respectively, im- 
proved in general health and strength, and were discharged well. 

The success of the year’s work depends in a great measure 
upon the work of the visiting physicians, Dr. A. M. Worthington, 
Dr. W. W. Howell, Dr. F. C. Jillson, and Dr. S. Richmond, and 
upon the painstaking care of the nurse, Mrs. Machon. 


The following report is submitted by our visiting dentist, 
Dr. Evan P. Wentworth : — 


The boys of your institution had their teeth examined in July 
and also in November. With this, was a practical lesson in 
cleansing the teeth. At this time any who required further 
treatment were referred to future sittings, and their mouths were 
set in order. 

Much of the filling we do and almost all the permanent teeth 
we extract are the six year molars. Many times, at the age of 
your boys, there is nothing left of these teeth except the roots, 
and quite often these are, or have been, abscessed. 

In several instances, sound teeth, being entirely outside the 
arch, have been extracted to correct a deformity. Much of my 
work is extracting at the proper time to allow the permanent 
teeth to come into their proper places. Occasional abscess and 
odontalgia are bound to occur, but are given prompt attention at 
the next visit to your infirmary. 

Twenty teeth were treated and capped; 254 extracted; and 
121 fillings made. Many abscesses were treated by extracting. 


We wish to acknowledge our debt of gratitude to the 
visiting physicians, Dr. Arthur M. Worthington, Dr. Franklin 
C. Jillson, Dr. William W. Howell, and Dr. 8. Richmond. 
These men have contributed their valuable time and experi- 
ence unstintingly. We feel that the healthy condition of our 
boys is, in no small measure, due to the visiting physicians’ 
attendance and counsel. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


The Protestant and Catholic boys have been regular in 
their attendance at church services. ‘The former attend the 
South Evangelical Church and the latter attend St. Theresa’s 
Church. The Rev. Mr. Byington and the Rev. Fr. Brod- 
erick have a sympathetic interest in the boys and give unsel- 
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fishly of time and energy in order that there may be nothing 
lacking in their spiritual development. 

The instruction of the Hebrew boys has not been so 
regular, doubtless owing to our remoteness from the Jewish 
places of worship. 

In the matter of religious instruction, we endeavor to see 
to it that every boy is educated in the beliefs of his own 
people. 

SCHOOL. 


There has been no change in the teaching force with the 
exception that Mr. Corthell resigned in the spring to take 
charge of the manual training work in a Maine city. Since 
the departure of Mr. Corthell we have not maintained the 
Trade School as a distinctive feature. We found that the 
regular teachers furnished sufficient class-room instruction 
and that our excellent sloyd department, together with the 
varied occupations incident to the general up-keep of the 
institution, furnish considerable manual training. We must 
always keep in mind, too, that our boys are very young, aver- 
aging only about 12 years in age, and that with them school- 
room work must predominate. ‘The majority have, here, the 
last opportunity to acquire what is known as a common-school 
education. Our class instruction compares favorably with 
that of other schools of the city. We have adopted the Pal- 
mer system of writing and we are making some progress with 
it. A few lessons given by an expert teacher in penmanship 
would aid greatly. 

The new school hall has been occupied several times. The 
pleasure and value of our general exercises would be greatly 
enhanced by good music. Children respond more readily to 
music than to any other influence, but we have no music, 
other than rote singing of a few familiar selections. Here is 
an opportunity that we are neglecting. We should engage 
the services of a musical director for several hours of each 
week. 

Since October, the school has been operating on a one- 
session basis. The school session begins at 8.30 A.M. and 
closes at 1 p.m. The change seems to meet the approval of 
both pupils and teachers. ‘Two advantages result: the boys 
can be out of doors more, and opportunity is given for indi- 
vidual instruction of backward pupils during the afternoon. 


FARMING. 


Mr. George F. Roberts, a graduate of the New Hampshire 
State College, was in charge of the outside work during a part 
of the past year. It was a splendid investment for us. 
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Under Mr. Roberts’ leadership the boys entered into the out- 
side work with a zest that well-nigh convinced us that the 
time-honored belief that boys do not lke work is a fallacy. 

The plans and methods of a trained agriculturalist are a 
revelation to old and young. Monotonous, common-place 
chores become vital interests. Then, too, there isa commend- 
able consistency in having expert guidance in every depart- 
ment of an educational institution. 

Economically considered, the expert more than pays for 
himself. We should develop our resources more fully. 
There is no good reason why we should not raise all the 
vegetables that we need, and we ought not to buy chickens, 
pork, or eggs. 

Last summer we raised enough green vegetables for our 
own use, together with a fair amount of small fruit. About 
65 bushels of potatoes were harvested and the cabbage, 
squash, turnips, and carrots have lasted to the present time. 
Probably our hay will last until spring. The poultry depart- 
ment has not been sufficiently developed. We have bought 
eggs throughout the year. 


GENERAL. 


Probably no one not connected with an institution realizes 
the vast amount of labor involved in the routine of its daily 
existence. The boys perform a great deal of the actual work, 
under supervision and direction, but when we take into con- 
sideration that these 140 boys average only 12 years in age, 
we readily see that many of them are more care than help. 

Nevertheless we endeavor to see to it that every boy, no 
matter how young, performs some stated duties. It often 
happens that a master might more easily perform a_ task 
himself than insist that it be performed by the boy, but of 
course this easier way would deprive the child of probable 
benefits. Through the task the child learns the joy of labor, 
the exhilaration arising from the use of his own muscles. He 
acquires pride and self-respect in turning out a nice result 
attained by certain special methods. Finally, there is always 
the possibility that in our varied occupations there will be 
found something which awakens his interest or ambition. 
Our ordinary routine duties include the cleaning and mend- 
ing of personal apparel, the making of beds, polishing floors 
and furniture, dining-room service, cooking, laundering, care 
of lawns and drive-ways, care of trees and shrubbery, garden- 
ing, and the care of horses, pigs, and poultry. 

In addition to the routine duties outlined above, there are 
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always the special activities, of which the following list is 
illustrative. This work was performed by masters and boys 
together, during the past year : — 

Eleven trees (dying or dead) have been felled and cut up 
for fire-wood; the dead cedar hedge on our eastern boundary 
has been cut out, at the same time trimming and placing to 
one side all trunks large enough for posts or stakes; the apple 
trees and berry bushes were pruned; bushes were cut out of 
about 300 yards of ditch in marsh land; several new flower 
beds were plotted; an additional acre of marsh land was 
broken up for cultivation; a stagnant pool at the rear of 
Collins Cottage was filled in; a culvert in the lower drive was 
opened and rebuilt; the year’s supply of ice was harvested ; 
the grading of the school-house lot was practically completed ; 
concrete walks and steps leading to both entrances of the 
school-buildings were constructed ; concrete cold frame 20 x 6 
was built; minor repairs to outside walls of cement cottages 
(Phillips and O’Brien); six hen-houses moved from various 
locations to form one group; construction of yards leading 
from hen-houses; two small buildings moved to make addi- 
tional quarters for hogs ; new yards for hogs; repairs of roots, 
windows, and doors of hog-houses and hen-houses; platform 
constructed in school hall; paper roofing of harness-room ; 
reshingling of portions of stable and the Superintendent’s 
house; building of piazza on Superintendent’s house; mak- 
ing of storm doors and window screens; many sundry repairs 
and improvements such as repair and sharpening of tools, 
elass-setting, interior painting and varnishing, repair of fur- 
niture, lock-repairing, rebuilding outside steps, minor repairs 
of wooden fencing, etc. 

Of course it is unnecessary to enumerate all the tasks in 
which our boys are engaged in a year’s time. We mention 
only a few in order to demonstrate the varied opportunities 
presented for healthful, stimulating, manual work. 

During the coming spring we plan to assign two or three 
older boys to the engineer as helpers in repairing of heating 
and lighting equipment. We are also about to paint the 
Superintendent’s residence. Another plan for the spring is to 
set aside one portion of farm land to be divided into small 
plots. A plot will be assigned to each boy for his own 
individual garden. 

If we find boys whose tastes seem to run to clerical work 
we shall endeavor to provide something of that character. 
Two typewriters, which were brought from the Helen 
Cheever Cottage, are available for use. 
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TRUANT OFFICERS’ CONVENTION. 


The State Association of Truant Officers honored us by 
holding its annual convention at the Parental School last 
June. About two hundred members were in attendance. 

The forenoon was devoted to addresses and discussions. 
Dinner was served at Quincy Cottage, after which the visitors 
made a tour of inspection. The day’s program concluded 
with a ball-game between a team representing the guests and 
a team composed of home talent. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I am presenting a few recommendations for your future 
consideration : — 


1. A new stable. 

2. A coal pocket. 

3. Draining of cultivable marsh land. 

4. Filling in of the unsightly, unclean marsh at the north 
of the boiler house. If the co-operation of the Public Works 
Department could be enlisted, this work could be accomplished 
without appreciable expense to the City. 

5. Construction of boundary fences. 

6. Complete overhauling of the local telephone system. 

7. The employment of a relief master, who shall have 
some knowledge of physical training. 

8. The employment of a musical director (part time). 

9. A brief course of instruction in penmanship by an 
expert. 

10. A continuance of the plan of having an agricultural 
instructor. 

11. That the bake-shop be re-opened. 

12. Permanent adoption of the one-session plan. 

13. More books of reference for use of teachers and 
pupils. 

14. More books for cottage libraries. 


I thank you for your cordial support of my work during 
the past year.

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PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


This Division undertakes to provide for Boston children 
who lack homes and parental care as the State Board of 
Charity does for the minor wards of the rest of the State. 
The report of the General Agent shows how carefully each 
application is considered before the child is allowed to 
become a ward of the City. When the charge has been 
accepted, the child is put in some home, boarding or free, 
where he is treated as a member of the family, has advant- 
ages of school and church, and is surrounded by the protect- 
ing influences of a good home such as all children ought to 
have. The personal supervision of our visitors is constantly 
exercised for the children’s welfare and the comfort of all 
concerned. 

A child may later be discharged to his parents if they were 
only temporarily incapacitated. Now and again children are 
adopted by the families where they have been living. Many 
an interesting story might be written from the records of 
this Department. 

Our former General Agent, Mr. John E. McCarthy, has 
this year retired from active service. He was the founder of 
this Division, and has been its devoted and efficient head 
from the beginning. It would be impossible for the 
Trustees to give adequate expression to their appreciation of 
the splendid service Mr. McCarthy has rendered during 
these years. One of the best tests of a man’s success is the 
fact that his work was so well planned that others can carry 
forward what he began. The following report shows how 
well Mr. McCarthy builded. 

A vast amount of office work is performed by this Division, 
Full records are kept of every child, of the homes, of admissions

and releases, visitations, etc. The bookkeeping of the whole 
Department is done here, and the clothing is distributed 
from this source of supply. Altogether it is a very busy 
staff of workers, who give full value of generous service to 
the City of Boston. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


To the Trustees for Children: — 


The annual report of the work of the Placing-Out and 
Office Division for the year ending January 31, 1912, is 
herewith respectfully submitted : — 

The year just closed has been an unusually busy and 
eventful one. The volume of work has increased, many 
changes have occurred in the office staff, and the capacity 
and efficiency of the Division have been put to a severe test. 
It is believed that a comparison of the appended tables with 
those of former years will show that in the endeavor to 
secure the best possible provision for the City’s minor wards, 
the standards established by the Trustees have been fully 
maintained in the selection of homes, visitation, and general 
oversight of the religious, physical, and educational interests, 
and all that goes toward the development of a morally and 
mentally healthy child. 

Applications for admission of dependent children were 
more numerous than during the previous year, the total being 
491, an increase of seventeen percent. Of the total, 335 
were found to have Boston settlements. One hundred and ten 
applications were withdrawn, 71 were referred to the Divis- 
ion of the State Minor Wards, and 50 to the Overseers of the 
Poor of this City, 8 to the Division of State Adult Poor, 21 
to the various other agencies; one case was refused, being 
found on investigation to require no aid of any kind. 

Two hundred forty-two dependent children were admitted, 
and 24 children were committed to our care by the courts 
on account of neglect. 

Not infrequently applications are received from parents 
who wish to be relieved of the care of their children for a 
short period so as to tide over some slight difficulty; again, 
persons of means sufficient to support the children will seek 
to have them made public charges without good reason. 
Such applications, of course, are refused or referred elsewhere 
as the circumstances of the particular cases may suggest. 
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One of the most difficult classes of cases with which the 
office has to deal is that of the illegitimate child. A young 
mother who is such perhaps through the neglect of her parents 
to control or protect her, or by force of other circumstances 
which she was unable to resist or overcome, is not necessarily 
to be regarded as entitled to no consideration. On the con- 
trary the community owes to itself as well as to such unfortu- 
nates the duty of exercising parental care and control over 
mother and child, and should use its best efforts for the 
welfare of both. 

If it seems best that the mother be not relieved of her re- 
sponsibility, she should be assisted and encouraged in bearing 
it; if the child’s interest will best be served by a separation, 
the mother must be made to feel that she is not being simply 
freed from the consequences of her transgression, but should 
be required to assist or to co-operate in the care of her child. 
Therefore in dealing with these cases the greatest care and 
best judgment are required. None are admitted unless such 
action is considered to be best under the circumstances, while 
those that are rejected are not simply turned away, but every 
effort is made to insure the well-being of child and mother. 
No case is considered disposed of until the child at least, and, 
if possible, both are properly provided for. 

But for the excellent preventive work, which has been 
done by your investigator, the number of admissions would 
have been much greater than it is. It is to be noted that 
out of the total of 491 applications, 110 were withdrawn, 
and these almost entirely as a result of her efforts. There 
were 2,534 investigations for admission, for release, and for 
other reasons, as follows: For admission, 991; miscellane- 
ous, 1,043; for release of dependent and neglected children, 
121; for release from Parental School, 120; trom the Suffolk 
School, 100; for return from probation to the Suffolk School, 
15; from probation to the Parental School, 25; and 119 of 
country homes for children, boarding and free. 

Free homes, especially for girls old enough to assist at 
housework, are offered in much greater number than we can 
use. Many worthy applicants are city residents; but, in 
accordance with a long established rule, none of ‘these are 
supplied excepting in cases where some unusual inducement 
is held out, such as opportunity for higher education for older 
girls, or prospect of guardianship or adoption of younger 
children. 

There has been no difficulty in securing desirable boarding 
homes for our children; in fact, we have many applications 
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still waiting. The children seem to be all well placed, happy 
and well cared for. 

The visitors have reported promptly and faithfully on the 
condition of the homes of the children, and their reports have 
been extremely satisfactory. 

One of the first considerations in placing a child is its 
religious welfare, and in each case strict observance of the 
rule, that children be placed in families of the same faith as 
the children entrusted to their care, is insisted upon. 

The clergymen of all denominations assist freely and 
cheerfully in carrying out this provision, and later in the 
instruction of the children, and they also report regularly 
as to the progress made by each child. 

A word of appreciation should be spoken for those who 
are caring for the City wards, especially in boarding homes. 
The prices paid for the care of these little ones, although as 
generous as such placing will permit, do not provide any 
appreciable profit. These foster mothers are devoted to 
their charges and accomplish wonderful results, both in 
physical care and training of the children, and they should 
be warmly commended for the sincere, charitable, and 
motherly interest which they have exhibited in the children’s 
behalf. 

The health of our children during the past year has been 
generally good; in all cases of sickness too serious for home 
remedies, and in all emergencies a local physician is imme- 
diately called, and a report sent to the office as to the child’s 
condition. Only one death occurred among children in 
country homes, all the others having taken place in the 
institutions in which the children had been placed for special 
care and treatment. Considering the condition of many of 
these children at the time of admission it would seem that 
this showing is very creditable. Many of the little ones when 
received are found to require immediate admission to a 
hospital; the majority of such cases must be sent to Long 
Island. Eight percent of the children received during the 
year were found to need treatment for specific diseases 
which could be furnished only at the the City almshouse. 
Some provision should be made for hospital care of infants 
apart from that for adults. 

There were 254 dependent and neglected children released 
to parents or friends, or discharged as of age or for other 
reasons; 75 boys released from the Parental School to their 
own homes and 20 to country homes; from the Suffolk 
School 70 were released to their relatives, and 14 placed in 
the country; there were eight girls released on probation 
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from the Parental School during the year, of whom four were 
placed at board, one in a free home, and three with their 
parents. 

At the close of the year there were 180 boys on probation 
from the Parental School in their own homes, and 174 from 
the Suffolk School, subject to visitation. ‘These have been 
visited regularly and found to be doing well as a rule. The 
truant girls on probation are located as follows: three are at 
home, two attending school, and the other employed in a 
department store; one is with her mother in the South, one 
is indentured in a country home, and three are in boarding 
homes. 

During the past year there have been four resignations 
from the office force: Mr. John E. McCarthy, former General 
Agent, after a service of more than forty years; Mrs. Ellen

I wish to commend the employees of the office for their 
loyalty and devotion to the work of the Department during 
the year, which is evidenced in the results accomphshed under 
somewhat unfavorable conditions. 

Our Department is indebted to the Rev. Michael J. Scanlan, 
Director of the Catholic Charitable Bureau, for lists of board- 
ing and free homes supplied from time to time and for other 
valuable aid and co-operation, also to individual members of 
the Overseers of the Poor, as well as agents of that board 
and other public and private charities, who have assisted 
much in connection with many difficult cases. Let us trust 
that the coming year will witness a continuation of this mutual 
effort to increase the efficiency of the child-helping agencies 
of our City. 

In conclusion, I wish to extend my sincere thanks to 
the Trustees for their cordial support and assistance in carry- 
ing on the work of the Division.

Hon. JoHNn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of the 
Revised Ordinances, I submit the following report of 
the business. of the city clerk’s office for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1912. 

During the municipal year the city council held 
sixty meetings, including nineteen special meetings, and 
took action upon a great many matters of importance. 
Among the subjects finally disposed of were the much 
discussed questions of street lighting and of the dis- 
posal of refuse and garbage. The appropriations 
included one of $800,000 for an annex to City Hall, and 
other improvements were provided for by transfer or 
loan to such an extent as to make the year a noteworthy 
one in the line of municipal improvements. 

The annexation of Hyde Park on January 1, 1912, 
occurred so late in the year that the effect on the work 
of the department cannot yet be determined, but the 
fact that the city clerk of Boston became the custodian 
of the records of the town of Hyde Park serves to empha- 
size the necessity, to which attention has been many 
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times called, of providing proper facilities for the con- 
venient storage and handling of the thousands of ancient 
papers, documents and volumes now in charge of this 
office. 

Although the work of the office has kept pace with the 
natural increase in the city’s population and business, 
and notwithstanding the fact that at least a dozen new 
duties have been imposed upon the city clerk by statute 
in the last few years, there has been no increase in the 
number of employees.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1912.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,—The report of. the Consumptives’ Hospital 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1912, is 
respectfully submitted herewith. 

As provided by law, the Board of Trustees met on 
May 15, 1911, and organized for the year by the election 
of Edward F. McSweeney, chairman, and Chandler 
Hovey, secretary. 

The Consumptives’ Hospital Trustees, after securing 
the advice of all the experts available in this country 
and Europe, decided soon after they were appointed 
that the great need in this tuberculosis work was a 
hospital for dying cases, where those sick from tuber- 
culosis, in indigent circumstances, who were transmit- 
ting the disease to those living with them, could be 
transferred from their place of residence to a hospital. 
This work of taking the indigent dying consumptives , 
out of their homes has been carried on in Boston to a 
degree not equaled by any other city in the world. 
It has been done practically altogether by the power 
of the public press and education; seldom by the 
authority of the legal force vested in the Board of 
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Health. It has. been made possible by making the 
hospital so comfortable and attractive that patients 
are willing to go to it. The belief that every consump- 
tive who, because of poverty, is a source of infection 
should be taken out of unsanitary surroundings as an 
economic benefit to the community has led to the 
policy adopted by the Board of not forcing payment 
for hospital treatment when there was any question 
of the ability of the consumptive to pay. 

Caring for consumptives in the early stages whose 
cases will eventually become ‘‘arrested,’”’ or so-called 
‘“‘cured,’’ is treating for the most part the patient; 
treating those who have no chance of recovery is caring 
also for those not yet infected, and the highest form of 
preventive effort. It should, however, be remembered 
that the incipient case is a source of very considerable 
danger and, moreover, if not cared for would become an 
advanced case. This class of patients is provided for 
at the state sanatorium. Hospitals built on the so- 
called shack construction are not suited for the advanced 
case, which requires a hospital, with every possible 
convenience and comfort, and where rules as to visitors, 
friends and relatives are as liberal as will permit of 
reasonable discipline being maintained. A sick person 
will go anywhere, to any sort of a building, under any 
condition of hardship possible to bear, if sure this 
means regained health, but when the community says 
to a consumptive that in the interest of the rest of the 
community it is necessary one must leave his home and 
loved ones to die among strangers, and then such 
patient is sent to an uncomfortable hospital with 
unsympathetic attendants and stringent rules, no one 
could blame patients, no matter what home conditions 
may be, for refusing to go to such a hospital, except 
under compulsion. 

The fact that the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital 
has succeeded in holding a larger percentage of cases 
until death than any other known hospital indicates 
that this kind of institution, with comfortable beds, 
good food and consideration shown the patient and his 
visiting friends, goes a long way in solving this problem, 
hitherto considered impossible. 

On September 11, 1907, an Out-Patient Department 
was opened at Burroughs place, with one head nurse 
and three assistants. The Out-Patient Department 
gives all persons suspicious of their condition an oppor- 
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tunity for scientific examination. It has carried into 
the domes of Boston, in a way not possible otherwise, 
the doctrine of cleanliness, and the lesson of how to 
prepare food and so live as to ward off this and other 
diseases due to lack of hygiene and ignorance. 

This out-patient division of our work has grown until 
there are to-day a superintendent and twenty-five 
assistant nurses. It has been frequently said by experts 
from other parts of the United States and from abroad, 
who have examined into the work of our Out-Patient 
Department, that this is probably the finest sample of 
preventive disease work going on in the world. 

Our out-patient work is conducted in a building on 
Burroughs place which was remodeled and repaired 
to suit our purposes. When this out-patient work was 
begun by the trustees it was not anticipated that it 
would grow to the extent that it has, and the building 
has been inadequate from the very first; but we have 
done the best we could under the circumstances. Owing 
to the demolition of the Winthrop School and the 
extension of Dix place, this property is coming into the 
market for business purposes and real estate values 
in this section are rapidly appreciating. It is probable 
that the building which we now occupy will shortly 
be sold and torn down and the land be occupied for 
other purposes. The trustees have been making investi- 
gations of suitable buildings in the central part of 
Boston, which can be reached by the residents in all 
parts of the city, in anticipation of the change in the 
Out-Patient. Department, but the economical and wise 
thing for the city to do is to build its own Out-Patient 
Department building and this should be done without 
delay. A request for money for this purpose will be 
made. 

In the selection of doctors and nurses the trustees 
have constantly borne in mind that Boston has a hetero- 
geneous population. While the trustees have insisted 
on the highest standard of fitness in all cases, they 
believe that real and permanent success in this work 
can be achieved only by having all the various elements 
in the community represented on the medical and 
nursing staffs. The more important racial elements in 
Boston can find in our service doctors and nurses of 
their racial stock who are able to understand their 
psychology, and when necessary to converse with 
patients in their own tongue. It is the hope of the 
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present trustees to extend this policy to cover every 
racial element in Boston as fast as it is possible to find 
competent persons to fill the places. 

In 1907 the trustees selected the estate at Mattapan 
formerly owned by ex-United States Senator Conness, 
consisting of fifty-five acres, including buildings, barns, 
etc., on River street, sloping to the Neponset river, 
which, after being accepted by outside experts both 
as to the excellence of the location for a tuberculosis 
hospital and the fairness of the selling price, was pur- 
chased by the city for $65,000. 

On this land have already been constructed two 
concrete pavilion hospitals, one brick and’ concrete 
administration building, two wooden cottage wards of 
improved shack construction, and a day camp and 
power house. The former house on the estate has been 
turned into a nurses’ home. The barns have been 
improved, and much of the milk and a large part of the 
vegetables used are raised on the place. 

In 1906, starting with one employee, the department 
has grown until there are to-day 117 paid employees, 
besides the seven unpaid trustees. 

Four hundred and fifty-seven thousand dollars has 
been appropriated by the City of Boston for buildings 
and equipment, which has practically all been expended. 
Since 1906 there has been appropriated for maintenance 
$673,000. 

On July 7, 1908, a day camp, hitherto maintained by 
the Boston Association for the Relief and Control of 
Tuberculosis, was taken over by the trustees and a 
building for this purpose constructed at Mattapan. 
This, in a way, can be said to be a deviation from the 
Board’s policy not to care for any case but the strictly 
advanced; but the day camp was established at a time 
when this method was supposed to be one of the best 
ways to attack the problem. The trustees have felt 
that from an educational standpoint the day camp has 
been worth all it cost to maintain it, although whether 
it will remain a permanent feature in tuberculosis work 
is a matter of doubt. 

From July 7, 1908, to January 31, 1912, 1,640 patients 
were treated at the day camp, with an average daily 
attendance the first year of 61, the second year of 95, 
the third year of 49 and this past year of 35, this decline 
being due to the establishment of new state hospitals 
and to other causes. Most of these day camp patients 
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were in the third stage of the disease, but of 1,583 cases 
discharged from the camp up to January 31, 1912, 648 
were improved or “‘arrested’’; 410 were found stationary 
and 525 were recorded as progressive. 

From September 11, 1907, to January 31, 1912, 10,706 
persons were examined at the Out-Patient Department 
at Burroughs place, of whom over 3,895 were found to 
have positive tuberculosis. During the same period 
3,835 children under fifteen years were examined, of 
whom 586 were found to be tuberculous. During the 
second year 422 patients, too sick to be treated at the 
dispensary, were cared for by the nurses at their homes. 
On February 1 of this year the nurses were carrying 
1,567 patients in their homes. The number of nurses’ 
visits to the homes has increased from 30,609 the third 
year to 40,495 the fourth year and 48,179 to J anuary 31 
of this year. 

From April 1, 1909, to January 31, 1912, 296 patients 
have been treated in the cottage wards at Mattapan, 
and from October 26, 1909, to January 31, 1912, 1,088 
patients were treated in the pavilion hospital, making 
a total of 1,384 patients treated at the hospitals and 
cared for since these buildings were opened. 

The manner in which the work of this Board is extend- 
ing can readily be seen by reference to the report of our 
superintendent, in which is summarized the results 
of the various subdivisions of the hospital. Ward 
buildings, cottages and the Out-Patient Department 
are caring for an ever increasing number, while the day 
camp alone seems to be of service to a smaller number 
than formerly and this is undoubtedly because of the 
increase in permanent hospital accommodations. ‘This 
growth is apparent when we consider that to-day there 
are in Boston 390 beds for consumptives as against 116 
in 1905. We do not include in this number the patients 
housed in the tubercular wards of the Long Island 
Infirmary Hospital. Here, then, is an increase of over 
336 per cent for which this department may justly 
claim most of the credit. Of the approximately 1,500 
cases now in their homes and under the care of this 
hospital, our physicians estimate that 500 should be. in 
a hospital; this takes no count of those cared for by other 
hospitals or by private physicians. 

This year the trustees are to ask for an amount of 
money to secure still greater accommodations. Avail- 
ing themselves of a law passed March 24, 1906, the 
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trustees have cared for approximately 1,300 patients 
in private hospitals since the law was passed, chiefly 
at the Holy Ghost Hospital and at St. Monica’s 
Home. Under the law passed by the last Legislature 
and becoming operative in 1916, further payment to 
private hospitals must be discontinued and the entire 
housing and care must then be provided by our own 
institutions. Financially the city will be aided in this 
regard by the operation of the subsidy bill passed by 
a recent Legislature. We are at present entitled to 
possibly $35,000 a year under this bill. 

As this Board has been so insistent in urging upon 
our Board of Health and school authorities the neces- 
sity for a physical examination of all pupils in our 
schools, we would point out the need of an appropria- 
tion in the near future sufficiently large to afford accom- 
modation for those whose defects we may be able to 
remedy. 

Expert engineers have demonstrated to us that 
considerable sums could be saved annually were we 
permitted to install a plant for the manufacture of our 
own electricity. We would ask your respectful con- 
sideration of this question in the immediate future. 

Since the publishing of our last report the Domestic 
Building has been opened and will do much towards 
relieving the unfavorable conditions under which many 
of our employees have been existing. 

A laboratory should be very shortly equipped. This 
is one of the crying needs of our institution. Its pres- 
ence will do more to stimulate high class scientific 
investigation than any one factor that could possibly 
be mentioned. 

The cow barn is old and unsanitary. Money for a 
new modern tie-up, milk room, etc., is very much 
needed.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1912. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


I have the honor to submit the report of the staff of 
the Boston GConsumptives’ Hospital for the year ending 
January 31, 1912. 

The medical work of the year with respect to its 
organization and purposes has been conducted along 
the same lines as described in previous reports and has, 
I believe, from every point of view been satisfactory. 
It furnishes still further reasons for the various 
recommendations which have been repeatedly made 
in the past. The arrangements of services of the 
visiting staff have remained unchanged and the faith- 
ful work of all my associates is especially to be com- 
mended. 

There has been abundant evidence that the importance 
of our undertaking is becoming more and more generally 
recognized both by the laity and the medical profession. 
Individual physicians as well as other institutions are 
constantly referring cases to the hospital and more than 
previously -the Consumptives’ Hospital is generally 
looked upon as the center* of tuberculosis work in 
Boston. 

Several papers have been published during the year 
by members of our staff based wholly or in part on 
work done in this department. They are as follows: 
Locke and Murphy, ‘‘Boston’s Hospital School for 
the Care of Tuberculous Children”; Locke and Floyd, 
“The Study of Five Hundred Male Consumptives 
with Reference to the Economic Losses to the Com- 
munity’; Floyd and Robinson, ‘Treatment of Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis by Means of Artificial Pneumo- 
thorax.” | 

The general results of the economic study referred 
to above are of considerable interest as bearing on the 
expenditures made by this department. 

The present study was undertaken with the purpose 

of gaining some definite idea of the total economic 
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losses to the community resulting from the disease 
among patients treated in the Boston Consumptives’ 
Hospital during the first five years of its work. The 
cases selected were all male adults. In order to make 
the test as general as possible they were taken at 
random, covering the period from the first clinic day, 
September 11, 1907, to January 31, 1910. No selection 
was made, all cases which could be found and satis- 
factorily investigated being included. Each individual 
case was personally investigated with regard to all 
the points considered in this report by the out-patient 
nurses under the direction of Mrs. King, a trained 
social worker. 

In a study of this kind it is obviously impossible to 
investigate all the elements which make up the total 
economic losses, and in consequence our results, we 
believe, represent the minimum. The cases included 
are for the most part individuals low in the economic » 
scale, and such facts, therefore, as the expenses to the 
individual during illness are relatively insignificant 
since medical care and medicine were, as a rule, provided 
by public charity. Neither these nor the expenses 
incident to death are included. 

The figures given apply only to the actual losses 
occurring during the course of the disease and terminat- 
ing at the time of death of the individual. No account 
is taken of the potential losses covering a period repre- 
sented by the mean expectation of life for each age and 
beginning at the time of death. 

It is evident that in the: case of those who have died 
the total actual loss can be determined, while for those 
still living the figures must be incomplete. We have, 
therefore, in all calculations separated the two, those 
for the living covering the period from the onset of the 
disease to April 30, 1911. The total group of 500 cases 
includes 244 dead and 256 living. 

The actual losses naturally fall upon the community, 
the individual and the consumptive’s family. Such a 
division is, of course, an arbitrary one and unsatisfac- 
tory, since the loss to the individual as well as to the 
family must also be regarded as an indirect loss to the 
community. : 

All cases were selected without reference to the stage 
of the disease at time of observation, but the final 
results are shown on the next page.

These figures are in accordance with the generally 
accepted fact that pulmonary tuberculosis is especially 
prevalent in early adult life, or during the active work- 
ing period. It will be seen that 28.6 per cent were 
between the ages of twenty and twenty-nine, 33.2 per 
cent between the ages of thirty and thirty-nine, or 61.8 
per cent between the ages of twenty and thirty-nine. 
Eighty-nine and two-tenths per cent were under fifty. 
The average age of the 500 cases when the patient first 
came under observation was 34.85 years, and the 
average age at time of death of the 244 fatal cases, 36.21. 
The type of work done by the 500 men was exceedingly 
varied, being given under nearly 100 different heads. 


LOSSES TO THE INDIVIDUAL. 


The average duration of the disease in the 244 patients 
who died, as given in Table I., was approximately two 
years and one month, and of the 256 living May 1, 
1911, two years and ten months. These averages are 
somewhat smaller than those’ ordinarily given, and it 
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cannot be questioned that our figures for the duration 
of the disease as given above are much too small. 
Among the fatal cases the longest duration of the dis- 
ease was fifteen years, while in five cases it exceeded 
eight years. The greatest -duration in the second 
group was thirty years. A second was given as fifteen 
and a third as twelve years. Ten cases gave a history 
of more than eight years. . 

Theoretically the time from onset of the disease 
until death may be divided into three periods as sug- 
gested by Price: First, working period or period: of 
unimpaired earning capacity; second, period of partial 
disability, and third, period of complete disability. 
Among the poor, at least, nearly all sooner or later 
cease to be producers and wage earners, and become 
dependent on the state for support. Our figures show 
that a majority of the 500 cases investigated ultimately 
reached the stage of dependency. 

Only sixty, or 18 per cent of the total number, 
passed through the period of partial working capacity, 
a fact which is readily explained by the pressure of 
necessity, which forces the individual to continue at 
his occupation until completely incapacitated. In con- 
sequence the consumptive of the working class usually 
passes directly from the first to the third period. A 
further explanation is also found in the difficulty which 
is commonly experienced in securing suitable work for 
the individual handicapped .by tuberculosis. Perhaps 
also the fear of contagion may lead to discrimination 
against such unfortunates.

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Reference to Table I. shows that all of the 244 cases 
who died and 251 of the 256 living on May 1, 1911, 
finally reached a condition of complete disability. In 
the former group the average duration from the onset 
of the disease to giving up work was 39.89, in the latter 
56.08 weeks. An examination of the individual cases 
shows variations within very wide limits, the maximum 
in a single case being twenty-seven years. While a 
few continued at their regular occupation for a consider- 
able number of years, the majority worked but one or 
two years after the disease was diagnosed. Only 
twelve of the 500 cases worked for six years or longer 
after onset. 

The average period of complete disability in the 
group of fatal cases was 58.03 weeks, and for the 251 
living who stopped work, 89.30 weeks. It will be noted 
that in both instances the period of complete disability 
was of considerably longer duration than the working 
period. Another interesting fact is that the duration 
of the period of complete disability is less variable than 
in the case of the period of unimpaired working capacity. 
The longest recorded period in this series of fatal cases 
is ten years, and the second longest eight and one-half 
years, while but twenty-seven survived three years or 
longer and nineteen four or more years after entering 
this period. Seventy-seven -of the total 495 who 
stopped work subsequently returned. 

The rate of wages among the 500 patients, while 
ranging from two to thirty dollars per week, was with 
few exceptions surprisingly uniform. Sixty-one received 
six dollars or less per week, 104 more than six but less 
than ten dollars per week, and 355 ten or more dollars 
per week. The average rate of wages for the fatal 
cases was $11.89 and for the living $11.38, and the total 
wages lost, $170,965 and $255,074, respectively. Of 
the total $426,039 lost, $88,560 was contributed by 
the 27 cases who were unable to work for a period of 
three or more years. The maximum loss is shown in 
the case of a stonecutter who, after a short illness, was 
obliged to give up his regular work with wages of $25 
per week. His total loss in the past ten years, therefore, 
represents a total of $13,000. 


Losses to the Community Through Dependency. 


Although every case was investigated personally by 
the visiting nurses and through the records of the

Associated Charities with reference to public or private 
aid, the results given are doubtless far from complete. 
Our records show a great variety of material assistance. 
The total figures are given in Table II.

It will be seen that 214 (88 per cent) of the dead 
and 192 (75 per cent) of the living, or 406 of the total 
500 cases (81 per cent), were given assistance from private 
sources. The exact figures for this form of aid in actual 
money alone aggregated an astonishing sum, and it is 
evident that could the amounts in each case be accurately 
determined the total would be appalling. 

The number receiving public aid other than care in 
hospitals was much smaller, 2. e., 97 (39.3 per cent) of 
the dead and 88 (34 per cent) of the living, or a total of 
185 (87 per cent). These figures, while probably very 
nearly representing the total number, cover such a 
ereat variety of forms that they cannot be combined 
and expressed as actual cost in dollars. 

The most important and interesting figures in Table 
II. are those regarding the cost of maintenancé in 
hospitals. These show, as in the case of private and 
public aid, a considerably higher percentage among 
the fatal cases, 2. e., 175, or 72 per cent, as compared 
with 151, or 59 per cent among the living. Three hun- 
dred and twenty-six, or 65 per cent of the total 500 
cases, were cared for in public hospitals for varying 
periods. 

The average length of stay of the 175 fatal cases was 
20.78 weeks and the average total cost $177.56, making 
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a total cost for the entire group of $31,072. For the 151 
living the figures are: average length of stay, 33 weeks; 
average total cost, $284.18, and total cost, $42,912, 
making a total cost for both groups of $73,984. It 
should be borne in mind that this figure does not include 
allowance for the original cost of the hospital in any case, 
but only the regular average cost of maintenance. 
Were it possible to estimate the proportional cost of 
construction and to apply this in each instance to the 
above figures the final result would be very greatly 
augmented. 

Taking the 17 cases showing the longest residence in 
public institutions, the total cost of maintenance alone 
is as follows: $1,703, $1,560, $1,490, $1,133, $1,124, 
$1,134, $1,100, $1,040, $1,002, $997, $967, $910, $819, 
$807, $790, $863, $486. 


LOSSES TO THE FAMILY. 


Among all diseases tuberculosis undoubtedly occu- 
pies first place in its unfortunate influence on the family 
of the victim. Not only does the family suffer severely 
in many instances from losses of its members through 
death from the disease, but also to a very great degree 
from exhaustion of its material resources. The chain 
of unfortunate consequences to the individual seem to 
us secondary in importance to those of the family unit. 
These results are too well known to require illustration, 
but the figures given in Table III. furnish definite 
data of a very striking nature, showing especially the 
descent in the scale of economic welfare dependent on 
tuberculosis.

It seems somewhat surprising that but 78, or 15.6 
per cent, were without family or dependents, a fact 
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which indicates the far-reaching influence of the disease 
on others than the consumptive. ‘The average number 
in the family of the remaining 422 cases was 4.39, which 
families alone represent 1,853 individuals necessarily 
more or less affected by the ill-health of the consumptive 
member. In 180 of these families the patient was the 
sole wage earner, and with comparatively few exceptions 
the contribution to the family income by other members 
was small. The direct result on the family income of 
the disability of the chief bread winner is well shown 
by the comparison of the total and average weekly 
income of the 422 families before the onset of illness and 
after the beginning of the stage of complete disability. 
In the first instance the total weekly income from all 
sources was $6,807.29, or an average of $17.50, while in 
the latter the total weekly income was only $3,055.60, 
or an average of $7.86, a decline of 65 per cent. 

One hundred and sixty-one families were without 
income of any sort during the period of complete disa- 
bility of the patient, while the total weekly income 
previous to this stage was $1,877.75. In 90 families 
the burden of support was wholly or in part assumed by 
one or more other members, usually the wife, not pre- 
viously working. A few families were found where the 
attempt was made to replenish the family treasury by 
taking lodgers. The reports on the home conditions 
which we have obtained have very generally indicated 
a more or less rapid descent of the family in the economic 
scale other than in the respects mentioned above. 


DISCUSSION. 


The foregoing tables show that the total losses in 
wages, together with the cost of care in public institu- - 
tions, of the 500 consumptives represent an aggregate 
of $500,023. Considering the fact that this figure does 
not include the cost of private or public aid other than 
hospital care, the numerous expenses incident to illness 
and death, or the potential loss occurring after death, 
its full significance is apparent. | 

For reasons stated earlier in this report, the series of 
500 cases may, we believe, be accepted as typical of the 
male adults observed in the Out-Patient Department 
of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital. During the 
first five years of its existence, the period covered in 
this study, a little over 1,600 positive cases among males 
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of the working age were registered. On this basis, then, 
the total loss in wages and cost of hospital care repre- 
sents more than a million and a half dollars. If to this 
could be added similar cost for the tuberculous women 
and children registered at the Out-Patient Department 
during the same period the figure would be greatly 
increased. | 

Even such a grand total represents but a small per- 
centage of the total cost of tuberculosis in our dispensary 
cases since it does not include the loss to the community 
represented by the ‘‘capitalized value of the earnings 
cut off by death.” Accepting Fisher’s figure of $5,600 
as representing the minimum average value of each 
life cut off by tuberculosis, we find that the total poten- 
tial loss in the small group of 244 fatal cases is approx- 
imately $1,366,400. 

The significance of these calculations when applied to 
the total of 3,066 cases treated in the Boston Consump- 
tives’ Hospital is evident. It cannot be doubted that 
the aggregate must represent many millions of dollars. 
It should further be emphasized that conservative 
estimate places the total number. of consumptives in 
Boston at 15,000 as a minimum, or about three times 
the number treated in this institution. 

The close study of the tuberculosis problem during 
recent years leaves no possible doubt that the most 
effective and important method of diminishing the 
ravages of the disease lies in the measures for prevention 
of its spread. Newsholme has especially shown that 
the most marked fall in the death-rate from consump- 
tion has occurred in those communities where the 
provisions for the isolation of the advanced cases have 
been proportionately greatest. .The most prolific source 
of infection is the consumptive and it is only by remov- 
ing him from his home and thus reducing the dangers 
to others associated with him that prevention can be 
brought about. The cost of the erection and main- 
tenance of hospitals for the incurable in sufficient num- 
bers to be effective, however, means enormous expen- 
ditures, and the question has naturally been asked, 
do the results justify such expenditures? 

Such statistics as those given above furnish the best 
answer to this question. In these figures we find the 
most complete justification for the money already 
expended in the campaign in Boston. ‘‘From an 
economic point of view the investment in isolation 
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hospitals for incurables is at present probably the most 
profitable method of spending money for reducing the 
costs of tuberculosis.’’ (Fisher.) 


A. Hosprrau, MaTrTapan. 


With the opening of the new wards and the resulting 
large increase in the numbers of beds, the magnitude 
and importance of the work in the hospital at Mattapan 
has grown very materially. No noteworthy changes 
in the administration of the work of treating the patients 
have been made except in the case of the resident 
physician. Dr. McCarthy, who was appointed to fill 
the position April 16, 1910, resigned on December 31, 
1911, to enter private practice and Dr. J. E. Overlander 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. Dr. McCarthy’s 
long experience in hospital work and especially in the 
eare of tuberculous patients particularly fitted him to 
give to the hospital exceptional service. 

As formerly, the surgical cases have been under the 
care of Dr. Ehrenfried, and I cannot speak too warmly 
of his services to the hospital. A summary of the opera- 
tions done shows that sixteen major operations were 
performed as well as a considerably larger number of 
minor ones. As a rule, however, the serious operative 
cases have been transferred to other hospitals for treat- 
ment. No facilities whatever have been made by the 
hospital for this important part of the work and it is 
an immediate necessity that an adequate equipment be 
provided. _Under present conditions surgical work can 
be done with neither credit to the surgeon nor justice 
to the patient. The need for this special work in the 
future must of necessity increase. Not only will there 
be a natural increase in the number of surgical cases 
due to the growth of the hospital, but it should be a part 
of our program to make provisions for the tuberculous 
poor requiring surgical treatment which cannot be 
admitted to the wards of the general hospitals for acute 
cases. 

It should be a matter of much satisfaction that one 
of the first successful attempts at intrathoracic insuffla- 
tion anesthesia was made in the hospital by Dr. Ehren- 
fried. The operation developed there is now being em- 
ployed with more or less modification at the Boston City 
Hospital, the Massachusetts General Hospital and 
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others. Dr. Ehrenfried’s technique of introducing the 
tube has been quite generally adopted. 

Drs. Sullivan and Shay have as formerly performed 
the duties in the laryngological department with admir- © 
able skill and regularity. 

The pathological work has continued to show a gradual 
erowth and added demonstration has been given of 
its great importance to the clinical work. This is well 
shown by the figures for the entire period since the 
opening of the hospital wards. From October 26, 1909, 
to January 31, 1910, 6 autopsies were performed; 
during the next year, 37, and during the year just 
ended, 49. 

Again I beg to bring to the attention of your Board 
the need for a well equipped laboratory for study and 
research. The peculiar character of our work, which is 
confined to the care of the advanced cases of tubercu- 
losis, affords an unusual opportunity for pathological 
investigations. 

1. Pavilion Hospital.— The number of patients re- 
maining February 1, 1911, was 138, of whom 103 were 
males and 35 females. During the year just ended 
397 men and 174 women, or a total of 571, were admitted, 
making a grand total of 709 of both sexes treated 
from February 1, 1911, to January 31, 1912. The 
average daily registration in the hospital was 131 
patients. Comparison of the above figures with those 
of last year shows an increase of 50 per cent in the total 
number treated. On January 31, 1912, 139 patients, 
103 males and 36 females, remained, 

- The sources from which the 709 cases came were: 
dk et department, 657; cottage ward, 41; day 
camp, 5; other hospitals, 6. These figures are very 
significant, as indicating in a general way how com- 
pletely the hospital is serving as the center of tubercu- 
losis work in Boston. Of the total 709 cases treated, 
22 were found to be non-tuberculous and were dis- 
charged as soon as possible. The stage of the disease 
in the remaining 687 cases was as follows:

These figures are probably to be explained largely 
by the fact that with the increase in the number of 
beds in many instances a somewhat earlier stage of the 
disease has been admitted.

Considering the purpose of the hospital, namely, 
to treat the advanced cases so far as possible until 
death, determination of the statistics of those discharged 
home is of some importance. During the year 1909-10 
the number discharged to their homes comprised 
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30 per cent of the total number discharged; the next 
year the percentage fell to 25, but for the year just 
ended the percentage rose to 35. Among the total 
number treated during the year 1909-10, 14 per cent 
were discharged to their homes; in 1910-11, 18 per 
cent, and in 1911-12, 28 per cent. The fact that 
during the past year between one-fourth and one-third 
of all patients ultimately returned home indicates that 
much more definite efforts should be made to induce 
patients to remain permanently in the hospital. As 
previously, many of those discharged to their homes 
were in a dying condition and were permitted to leave 
the hospital at the urgent request of their families who 
wished them to die at home. In all such instances 
this action was discouraged unless it seemed evident 
that the degree of infection in the homes would be at a 
minimum. All were visited and supervised after leav- 
ing the hospital by the visiting nurses from the Out- 
Patient Department. 

Comparative figures for the past two years showing 
the average length of residence in the hospital of the 
various groups of discharged cases are as follows:

The 118 cases who were transferred to the cottage 
wards were all much improved and the relatively large 
number is consequently very gratifying. 

2. Cottage Wards.— The number of patients remain- 
ing in the two cottage wards February 1, 1911, was 45, 
of whom 22 were men and 23 women, and during the 
year 60 men and 74 women were admitted, making a 
total for the year of 179. One hundred and eighteen 
were transferred from the pavilion hospital, 6: from the 
day camp, and 10 from outside sources. : 

Sixty were discharged during the year from the

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22 in the former and 24 in the latter January 31, 1912.

Our experience in treating the advanced cases in the 
open cottage wards continues to be surprisingly satis- 
factory. Even during the present very severe winter 
no hardships whatever seem to have been experienced 
by the patients. The wards are constantly open except 
for a half hour morning and evening for dressing and 
undressing, which virtually means that the patients 
are out of doors except when at meals for the entire 
twenty-four hours. In the case of both cottages the 
entire work is done by patients, thus reducing the cost 
of maintenance to a minimum. A comparison of the 
results of treatment obtained in the two types of wards 
is impossible, since those in the cottage are of a much 
more favorable type and usually less advanced. When 
due allowance is made for the fact that nearly all are 
in the third stage of the disease the improvement is 
very satisfactory. As last year, a considerable number 
left the cottage wards to resume work. 

3. Day Camp.— On the first day of. the year 33 
males and 21 females were enrolled, while on the last 
day the numbers had fallen to 28 males and 13 females. 
In other words, the enrollment decreased during the 
year from 54 to 41 cases. During the year a total of 
255 patients were admitted, 166 males and 89 females, 
making the total number treated in the day camp 
during the year 309. This is a decrease of 115, or 27 
per cent from the previous year. 

As previously the cases came largely from the Out- 
Patient Department, but a considerable number were 
referred to the camp by outside physicians and hospitals.

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Two years ago 70 per cent of the cases treated were 
classed as third stage, last year 60 per cent, while for 
the year just ended only 24 per cent were of this class. 
This rapid reduction in the percentage of very advanced 
cases cared for in the camp is very satisfactory, it being 
-in strict accordance with our plan to treat only rela- 
tively early ambulatory cases in this institution of the 
hospital. If now we consider only the total number of 
cases of the first and second stage admitted each year, 
we find the following: 1909-10, 198; 1910-11, 147, and 
1911-12, 187. ! 

From the above statistics the reason for the great 
decrease in the number of patients treated in the camp 
is evident and it seems to me to be in accordance with 
the best ideals. The number of first and second stage 
cases admitted during the past year was only six less 
than three years ago, when the figures show the largest 
attendance. In other words, the loss in numbers is 
almost solely due to the fact that the far advanced are 
no longer sent to the camp but to‘the hospital. Those 
in attendance during the past year have been only 
those whose condition made them suitable cases, and 
for this class there is no evidence of any diminution in 
the facilities needed. 

The figures of length of stay in the camp show about 
the same as last year. Sixty-nine of the total 268 
discharged remained less than one month; 72 less than 
two but more than one month, and 39 more than two 
but less than three months. Only 15 continued treat- 
ment at the camp more than six months.

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The above table as well as the general impression of 
the work gives every evidence of marked efficiency, 
and I believe this special branch of our hospital work 
is one of the most important. 


B. Ovut—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The work of this department has been continued 
along precisely the same lines as in previous years, and 
continues to hold the place of greatest importance. The 
only noteworthy change in the organization of the 
department is the appointment of two additional 
assistant physicians who are to visit home cases unable 
to go to the clinic for examination. ‘These physicians 
are on duty throughout the year, each covering one 
half of the city. A request is sent the physician by the 
director of the clinic and a report made on special forms 
which are incorporated with the clinical history. This 
arrangement has added very materially to the efficiency 
of the work n following up home cases. Dr Cronin, 
of the out-patient staff, was on November 4, 1911, 
assigned to this work, and Dr. J. B. Lyons, of Charles- 
town, appointed on the same date. On November 4, 
1911, Dr. H. Morrison, of Dorchester, was appointed 
as assistant physician to fill the vacancy made by the 
transfer of Dr. Cronin. 

The special clinic for tuberculin treatment has been 
continued by Dr. Floyd one morning each week. From 
fifteen to twenty patients are usually present and the 
results have been very satisfactory. The most definite 
improvement is shown in the case of glandular tuber- 
culosis. 

The total attendance for the year was 8,504, of whom 
2,033 were new cases and 6,471 old. Although the total 
is somewhat higher than last year (7,377), the number of 
new cases is slightly smaller (2,462). The total number 
of new cases by years is 1908-09, 2,483; 1909-10, 2,656; 
1910-11, 2,462, and 1911-12, 2,038. Contrary to the 
natural inference from these figures, however, the work 
has grown materially as a constant effort is made to 
supervise the old cases which, in spite of the large 
number sent to various institutions and who die, is 
always increasing. During the past year Dr. Floyd has 
attempted, with the assistance of the nurses, to look 
up all cases recorded as ‘‘suspected”’ since the opening 
of the Out-Patient Department five years ago. This 
list comprises several thousand names. Although added 
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hospital facilities for sick patients are from time to time 
being made, they are still far from adequate, and many 
cases are in consequence being treated in their homes 
which should be in a hospital.

These figures clearly show the large amount of 
examination and treatment necessary. Later in this 
report a plea will be made as in previous years for 
enlarged accommodations for operations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Several new things in the nature of permanent equip- 
ment are greatly needed at the hospital at Mattapan 
and at the Out-Patient Department. 

1. The most obvious need is for a children’s building. 
Abundant demonstration of this is furnished by the 
experience in the Hospital School as given in previous 
reports and by the considerable number of tuberculous 
school children shown to exist by the investigation of 
the School Department. For the care or treatment of 
children suffering from tuberculosis practically ‘no 
accommodations are at present provided in the city 
except for the few early cases received at the Wellesley 
Convalescent Home of the Children’s Hospital and for 
acute surgical tuberculosis. Children, especially the 
very young, should not be treated in the pavilion 
hospital with adults as is at present done in a few 
' instances. 

How great the number is requiring hospital treat- 
ment cannot be stated, but I believe it to be consider- 
able, and the number known at the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment indicates that a hospital of seventy-five beds can 
be readily filled. The greatest demand is felt for beds 
for those with advanced active disease. Tuberculosis of 
the bones and joints in the young is of as much impor- 
tance as the pulmonary type and except in the acute 
stages these will not be accepted by other hospitals in 
the city. These are frequently surgical cases and the 
treatment of such conditions very properly comes 
within the province of the Consumptives’ Hospital. 
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2. The surgical work among the patients at Mattapan 
has developed very rapidly and unquestionably many 
chronic surgical cases which cannot be admitted to 
other hospitals would be referred to us were the hospi- 
tal properly equipped for such work. It is frequently 
necessary to send emergency cases to the Boston City 
Hospital for operative treatment, and such as are done 
in the pavilion are performed under conditions which 
to a considerable degree must jeopardize the patient’s 
chances of relief. An operating room can also be used 
for laryngological operations. 

3. The present laryngological room in the day camp 
building is inadequate and too far removed from the 
wards of the hospital. Those most needing treatment 
are apt to be the bed cases who are unable to leave the 
hospital to go to the camp. Satisfactory examination of 
the throat and larynx cannot be suitably done in the 
wards, and the examining room should be accessible to 
the wards in order that, when necessary, patients may 
be carried to the room. 

4. The growth of the pathological work as indicated 
by the figures given above has been such as to make 
it no longer possible to have the work properly done 
except by a resident pathologist, as is the case in practi- 
eally all large hospitals. Certain.of the laboratory tests 
are also of a nature to be made satisfactorily only by 
a specially trained pathologist. It further seems reason- 
able that some scientific studies should be carried on 
in our hospital and for this a special laboratory and 
equipment are necessary. 

5. The X-ray is now generally recognized as one 
of the most valuable methods of examination of the 
chest, and no tuberculosis hospital can be considered 
properly equipped without the facilities for X-ray 
examination. For the past three years we have con- 
tinually sent a large number of patients from both the 
hospital and out-patient department to the Boston 
City Hospital for X-ray examination. 

6. Earlier in the report I have discussed the unex- 
pected success attending the treatment of advanced 
cases in the cottage wards. There is a constant demand 
from patients in the pavilion to be transferred to the 
cottage and we have found it possible to treat there, 
with few exceptions, all but the actual bed cases. The 
cost of maintenance of the cottage wards is reduced 
to a minimum, as the entire work is performed by the 
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patients and the first cost of construction is but a fraction 
of that of the pavilion type of wards. From every 
side continues to come evidence of the very urgent 
necessity for a large number of additional beds for 
advanced cases. The erection of two more cottage 
wards would add greatly to our hospital facilities. 

7. Each year I have in the annual report called 
attention to the needs of a° permanent out-patient 
building, and at present there is more urgent need than 
ever before. It is impossible longer to do efficient work 
with the existing equipment. Not only is the plant 
inadequate for the present program of work, but increas- 
ing opportunities will soon force us to expand. 


In consideration of the above needs I respectfully 
recommend that wmmediate provisions be made for the 
following: 


1. A children’s building at Mattapan to accommodate 
seventy-five children. 

2. An operating room in the pavilion hospital. 

3. <A laryngological examining room in the pavilion 
hospital. 

4. A well-equipped pathological laboratory. 

5. A salaried resident pathologist. . 

6. An X-ray equipment both at Mattapan and at the 
out-patient department. 

7. <A salaried visiting physician to X-ray. 

8. Two additional cottage wards. 

9. A new out-patient building.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The year’s work in the various departments is pre- 
sented in the following figures: 

At the Out-Patient Department 8,504 patients were 
treated. This number includes 2,032 new patients. 
The nurses made 48,179 visits in patients’ homes. In 
addition to 8,504 patients treated at the clinics, 425 
patients too ill to leave their homes were treated in the 
home. | 

At Mattapan there were 183 ward patients, February 
1, 1911; on February 1, 1912, there were 185. During 
the year 587 patients were admitted, 240 died and 345 
were discharged. During the year 255 patients were 
admitted to Day Camp and 267 were discharged or 
transferred, and one died. The Day Camp shows a 
slight loss over last year, due to the increase in hospital 
accommodations provided by city and state. The 
average daily attendance for the year was 35 as com- 
pared with 49 last year. The patients at Day Camp 
are limited to those whose family relations and responsi- 
bilities render quite impossible their constant attend- 
ance in the hospital. They also represent a class who 
show in the main benefit from this treatment. 

On January 1, 1912, Dr. Francis P. McCarthy 
resigned as Resident Medical Officer to enter private 
practice, after nearly two years of faithful service. 
Dr. John E. Overlander assumed the duties as his 
successor on January 1, 1912. 

The Out-Patient work has continued splendidly under 
the still existing conditions of cramped quarters. All 
have cooperated under the conditions and much good 
work has been accomplished. By the addition of two 
assistant physicians to the staff, the entire attention of 
two men has been devoted to the sick ones in the home. 
This is of the greatest benefit and concentrates the 
effort of physician and nurse immediately in the home. 

By an agreement with the landlord, who assumed part 
of the expense, the entire building has been painted inside. 
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A rearrangement of rooms has been made and it is 
hoped that this will prove useful, even though no addi- 
tional quarters have been provided. 

Diminution of numbers at the clinics will not solve the 
problem of crowding, as intensive work is always being 
extended. On January 1, 1912, the work was extended 
to include Hyde Park and one nurse was added to the 
nursing staff to cover this new district. 

We have looked forward to the time when the new 
Domestic-Administration Building would be in use, and 
many of the hardships incident to the work of adminis- 
tration were made light of in the anticipation of easier 
and more satisfactory work under the new conditions. 
The inevitable delay and disappointment which one 
meets in all buildings has not escaped in this building. 
We have slowly moved into the new quarters and in a 
month’s time expect to be fully installed. The joy 
of the employees who have labored so zealously and 
faithfully under the old conditions is unbounded under 
the new. In consequence of these new conditions of 
work other officers, such as druggist, baker, butcher, 
ete., will be needed, but will be economical additions 
because of saving in these departments. 

The refrigeration machine installed recently will 
prove of much benefit and is an economical addition. 
During the hot wave of last summer, in addition to the 
regular work, all ice used in the department was hauled 
by our team and handled by our men, as the ice com- 
pany was unable to deliver, because of lack of teams 
and men. Coming in a time of intense heat, when 
labor was scarce, it proved a severe hardship. Under 
present conditions we shall be free from such depend- 
encies. 

The time has arrived when the installation of machin- 
ery for the making of electric current would be an 
economical investment. 

The demands during the year for quarters for chil- 
dren has slowly but persistently increased, and I have 
been compelled to devote our small ward in Pavilion B 
to this work. I feel that these children should not be 
quartered on the same floor with adults, but should 
be separated, and I look forward eagerly toward a 
children’s building. 

The work in the home would amount to little were 
relief measures not possible. There has resulted much 
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benefit because of the prompt and generous responses 
of public and private charities. 

We have tried to fulfill our mission and whatever 
success obtained is due to the faithful, conscientious 
cooperation of all the officers connected with the work 
and your hearty support and advice.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES’ REPORT. 


To Srwon F. Cox, M. D., Superintendent: 


During the past year 4,188 patients were carried by 
the nurses on the district. Four hundred and twenty- 
five of these were too sick to report to clinic and were 
in most cases sent to the hospital. Forty-eight thousand 
one hundred and seventy-nine visits were made by the 
nurses. There are at present twenty-one districts. 
Three nurses were appointed during the year, two to fill 
vacancies occasioned by resignation of nurses who were 
taking other positions,— namely, Superintendent of 
Nurses in the Tuberculosis Work in Columbus, Ohio, 
and Nurse and Social Worker in factory work. 

The taking over of Hyde Park necessitated appointing 
a nurse in that district. During our one month in 
Hyde Park all cases reported to the Hyde Park Board 
of Health in the last five years have been looked up. 
Out of these 1138 cases, 62 had died, some had moved 
or were not found, and 7 have been taken into the 
hospital at Mattapan, and the nurse started the new 
year, February 1, 1912, with 14 patients. The co- 
operation with the doctors and churches is very necessary 
for the success of the work in the new district. 

The total number of days lost during the year by the 
nurses through illness were 68. 

As in former years the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis 
Guild, the Needlework Guild of America, and the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union Fruit and Flower 
Mission have remembered us in providing clothing and 
- dainties for the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital patients. 
A number of other donations were received from private 
individuals. Throughout the year close cooperation 
with private and public charities has continued and 
found to be very helpful. 

In conclusion, I would thank the nurses for their 
faithful and loyal work and the visiting staff for their 
valuable advice.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


HLECTION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1912. 


Boston, March 19, 1912. 
Hon. JoHNn F. FITzGEeRALp, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 
Sir,— In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of 


the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held January 10, 1911, the number 
of male voters on the list was 110,223. The number of 
such voters on the first list published by the Board, 
June 1, 1911, was 99,445. From that time to the close 
of registration for the city election there were added 
the names of 12,967 male voters, including 3,053 in 
Ward 26 (Hyde Park). The number of male voters 
on the final list sent to the polls on the day of the city 
election held January 9, 1912, was 111,352, an increase 
of 2,189. 

There were 11,269 female voters registered for the 
city election in 1911. There were 12,255 female voters 
registered for the city election in 1912, including 314 in 
Ward 26 (Hyde Park), an increase of 986. 


il City DocumEnT No. 18. 


The total increase of male and female voters from the 
preceding city election was 3,175. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 1,060 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. This is the largest number of names 
stricken from the list in any year since the establishment 
of the Election Board. 


PouicE LISTING. 


There seems to be no good reason why the listing of 
male residents, which is the foundation of the voting 
list, should close in Boston on September 1. 

Before the police listing act was passed a person 
could be assessed in this city throughout the month of 
September, the law providing that in Boston no person 
should be assessed later than the first of October. Even 
this arbitrary date was an exception to the general. law 
of the Commonwealth, for in every other city or town 
in the state a person could be supplementarily assessed, 
in order to vote, up to the close of registration. 

The police listing act, which became a law in 1908, 
provided that supplementary listing should close Sep- 
tember 1, a month earlier than the close of the supple- 
mentary assessment. It is a well known fact that a 
ereat many persons are away from the city at the time 
such listing closes. We accordingly recommend that 
the time for such listing be extended at least to October 1. 


ELECTION OFFICERS. 


The election officers for the city have performed their 
duties for the current year in a satisfactory manner. 
We desire to call attention, however, to what we con- 
sider a defect in the law relative to election officers, 
and to suggest a remedy. The law now provides that 
in the absence of a warden or clerk, who are, in a sense, 
the executive officers of the precinct, the voters of the 
precinct by hand vote shall fill the vacancy. The 
election of a new man, who as a general rule is entirely 
unacquainted with the duties of warden or clerk, to fill a 
vacancy caused by the absence of either, is a detriment 
to the efficiency of the other election officers of that 
particular precinct. 
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We recommend, therefore, that if a warden or clerk is 
absent the eldest senior inspector fill the vacancy, and 
that the voters of the precinct by hand vote elect an 
inspector. 


Hype PARK. 


Chapter 469 of the Acts of 1911, entitled ‘‘An Act to 
Annex the Town of Hyde Park to the City of Boston,” 
was accepted by a majority of the registered voters of 
Boston and Hyde Park voting thereon at the state 
election held November 7, 1911. 

The town of Hyde Park, as it was formerly known, 
now constitutes a ward of Boston, called Ward 26. 
Said act provided that the Board of Election Com- 
missioners shall, between the first day of July and the 
first day of October in the year 1912, make a new 
general registration of the qualified male voters of 
Ward 26. Every male person of said ward who possesses 
the qualifications of a voter must, in order to have his 
name on the voting list for the current year, present 
himself for registration at the places and hours which 
will later be determined by the Election Commissioners 
and prove his qualifications as a voter. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the Election 
Commissioners the City Council has divided Ward 26 
into seven precincts, and a map of this division is now 
being prepared under the direction of the Board of 
Street Commissioners. 


New PRECINCTS. 


In addition to the division of Ward 26 into seven 
precincts the City Council has, following the recom- 
mendation of the Election Commissioners, made a.new 
division of Ward 23 into fourteen precincts and of 
Ward 25 into ten precincts, and has changed the lines 
of Precinct 2 and Precinct 7 of Ward 10. Maps of these 
divisions are also being prepared under the direction 
of the Board of Street Commissioners. The City of 
Boston now contains 221 voting precincts. 


COMPLAINTS OF ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 


There were complaints of illegal registration made 
against seven voters on the ground that they did 
not reside on April 1 in the wards in which they were 
registered, but resided in other wards of Boston. After 
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hearing, being satisfied that although they were voters 
of Boston they were incorrectly registered, and after 
determining the wards in which they should have been 
registered, the Election Commissioners changed their 
places of residence on the voting list accordingly. 


VotTinc Boortuss. 


A large number of voting booths were no longer 
necessary for the use of this department, owing to the 
fact that the Election Commissioners now use about 
eighty-nine basements in schoolhouses as polling places. 

By authority of his Honor Mayor John F. Fitzgerald the 
following number of iron voting booths were transferred 
to other departments of the city without payment 
therefor:

Having received authority according to the following 
order, the Election Commissioners sold by auction sale 
thirty-two booths to various persons: 


Ordered, That the Board of Election Commissioners be and 

hereby is authorized to sell at public auction, at an upset 
price of not less than twenty-five dollars each, certain iron 
voting booths which.are no longer required for the purposes of 
the Election Department. 


A check for $1,129.89 was received from the auctioneer 
and transmitted to the City Collector on May 17, 1911. 


JURORS. 


One of the duties of the Election Commissioners is 
the preparation of a list of the inhabitants of Boston 
liable to serve as jurors. This duty has been performed 
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in a manner commensurate with its importance. A 
provisional list was first selected from every part of 
the city, including men of varied occupations. This 
provisional list was then investigated both by the 
police and by this department for the purpose of exclud- 
ing persons who were unfit for jury service. The list 
which was finally adopted contains, in our opinion, 
men of reputation, character and fitness for such 
service. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Melancthon W. Burlen, Esq., expired 
March 31, 1911, and he was reappointed for the term 
of four years ending March 31, 1915, and was approved 
by the Civil Service Commission. He immediately 
assumed the duties of his office. 

John M. Minton, Esq., was designated by the Mayor 
as chairman of the Board of Election Commissioners 
and member of the Listing Board. 


ESTIMATE FOR THE ENSUING YEAR. 


In a communication to his Honor the Mayor we 
submitted our expenses as estimated for the ensuing 
year, giving itemized statement of same, which showed 
that the amount of $150,298 would be necessary.

The, total expenditures for the year were, under 
the regular appropriation, $1,612,395.31; under special 
appropriations, $144,742.53. 

Mr. Charles D. Daly was Fire Commissioner up to 
January 26, 1912. He was succeeded on that date by 
John H. Dunn as Temporary Fire Commissioner.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


FROM THE CHIEF OF DEPARTMENT, Boston, February 1, 1912. 
To THE TEMPORARY FIRE COMMISSIONER: 


The following is the report of the Fire Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1912. 

During the year the department has responded to 
4,433 alarms. The fire loss was $2,232,267. 


ADDITIONS AND CHANGES. 


A third fireboat was put in service and a wharf and 
pier built for same, with a fire station for the crew at 
521 Commercial street. 

A gasolene combination chemical and hose wagon 
was purchased and put in service with Engine Company 
11 as a hose tender. This was for the better protection 
of the Orient Heights section. 

Nine hose wagons were equipped with turret nozzles, 
making a total of twenty now in service. 

A new horse-drawn steam fire engine was purchased 
and put in service as Engine 12. 

A new fireproof building for the repair division has . 
been completed and occupied. 

Land has been procured in Oak square, Brighton, 
and plans and specifications prepared for a fire station 
on the site. 

Permission was obtained from the War Department 
and plans and specifications prepared for a new berth 
for Fireboat Engine 44 and station for crew at Northern 
Avenue Bridge to replace present quarters at Central 
Wharf, which are inadequate, and for which this depart- 
ment is paying a yearly rental of $4,000: 

The department headquarters has been equipped with 
a high pressure window sprinkler system which, in view 
of the always existing danger of the surroundings, should 
to some extent lessen the probability of fire from the 
outside destroying this building in which is located the 
fire alarm central station. 

January 1, 1912, the town of Hyde Park was annexed 
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to Boston and the fire department of that town absorbed, 
pursuant to chapter 469 of the Acts of 1911. 

The property and apparatus acquired consisted of a 
fire station in Hyde Park Centre in which was located 
one Seagrave ladder truck, fully equipped; one reserve 
ladder truck, fully equipped; two hose wagons with 
3,400 feet of single jacket hose; one chemical engine 
with two 50-gallon tanks and 300 feet of 3-inch rubber 
hose, one exercising wagon, six horses, with harnesses, 
blankets, etc.; a fire station in Readville in which was 
located a hose wagon with 1,950 feet of single jacket 
hose, two horses, harnesses, blankets, etc. 

One captain, one lieutenant, six permanent men and 
thirty call men were taken on by this department. 

Changes in the boundary lines of fire districts 10, 12 
and 14 were effected and a new district known as dis- 
trict 15 was established. This district consists of the 
former town of Hyde Park and the Mattapan section of 
Dorchester. 


BUILDINGS. 


There are 69 buildings for all purposes in charge 
of this department. | 

The care of this property is conducted in a systematic 
manner, and the cleanliness of the interiors show the 
evidence of this ‘work. 

The everyday wear and tear on the floors requires the 
constant attention of the men in the carpenters’ squad, 
while the men employed to look out for the plumbing 
and painting have plenty of work on hand. 

The fact remains that a great many of the houses are 
not modern, a few are very dilapidated, and at least 
one is in an unsanitary condition and hardly fit for 
occupancy. 

In the near future some of the houses must be 
remodeled, and in any event changes must be made in 
the bathing facilities and inside and outside repairs, 
including painting, done. 


APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 


The apparatus and equipment, including hose, has 
had the usual annual inspection and test and was found 
in condition for good service. 

This department must soon meet the established 
fact that motor-driven apparatus of certain types will 
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be more economical and can perform the work more 
efficiently in certain localities than can horse-drawn. 


FirE ALARM BRANCH. 


' By the rearrangement and addition of equipment in 
the fire alarm operating room higher efficiency is now 
obtained. The operating force has been increased in 
order to give the best service under all conditions. 

A number of new boxes have been established and 
several schoolhouse boxes relocated on the outside of 
the buildings to make them accessible to the public, 
hence more facility for giving alarms. A large amount 
of underground cable has been installed to replace 
overhead wires. 

The same hazard of losing the headquarters building 
by fire from the outside still exists, though probably to a 
lesser extent. For further details of this branch, see 
report of the superintendent, hereto attached. 


REPAIR SHOP BRANCH. 


The new building has been completed and occupied, 
order has been restored and this most important division 
is now running smoothly. 

It is a four-story structure with a one-story addition 
for the engine room and blacksmith shop. Total cost, 
$105,893.84. The construction is fireproof. The foun- 
dations and floors are reinforced concrete, the roof is 
terra cotta and concrete, all steel is protected by a cover- 
ing of concrete and partitions are terra cotta. The 
window sashes are metal, glazed with wired glass. All 
doors are metal. 

For outside protection there has been installed a high 
service sprinkler system. There is also an automatic 
sprinkler system in the paint shop. On the main or 
apparatus floor pits have been built, thus making it 
easier to repair and inspect certain parts of the apparatus, 
which otherwise would be difficult of access. 

Among the many conveniences are an electric ele- 
vator capable of moving the heaviest apparatus to any 
floor in the building, and a high pressure hydrant for 
testing purposes situated on the apparatus floor. 

The enlarged blacksmith shop fills a long felt want, 
much time and labor being saved by paying the work 
nearer the forges. 
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The following table shows repairs completed on appa- 
ratus and parts of apparatus for the year, the number 
of jobs done by the carpenters, painters, plumbers and 
steamfitters in the various houses in the department, 
and cost of same, also cost of stock furnished the differ- 
ent companies, the members of which completed their 
own repairs.

HicuH PRESSURE SERVICE. 


Chapter 312 of the Acts of 1911 provides for the 
installation of a high pressure fire system under the direc- 
tion of the Commissioner of Public Works of the City 
of Boston and further provides that the City Council 
may appropriate the sum of $1,000,000 for the purpose 
of defraying expenses incurred under the provisions of 
this act. 

The sum of $150,000 was made available in July 
of last year, and an independent engineering force 
was at once organized by the Commissioner of Public 
Works. Work has been vigorously prosecuted on 
surveys, plans, specifications and general studies of the 
work. 
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When the location of the pumping station has been’ 
definitely settled it will be possible to proceed in a 
very short time with actual construction. 


BUILDING INSPECTION. 


A systematic method of building inspection with 
due regard to business interests in the examination of 
premises where conditions of a fire menace exist, is 
an important feature of the daily routine. It is believed 
that the results will justify the means to the end that 
a reduction in fire losses will ensue and that danger to 
life and limb will be minimized. 

If property owners and occupants of their buildings 
where the fire risk is ever in attendance gave sufficient 
attention to the correction of defects in their structures, 
to the elimination of dangers caused by the collection 
of rubbish and litter of all kinds and to the prevention, 
so far as possible, of the careless use of matches and 
the handling and storage of combustibles, the fire 
menace would be reduced to a marked degree. 

Danger from fire is ever lurking in quarters where such 
conditions are in evidence. A conflagration generally 
has its beginning in buildings of fire breeding and fire 
feeding construction, where in its incipiency it gathers 
force and spreads to other structures contiguous to it. 

Frequent inspections are made of premises where 
volatile inflammables and products of petroleum are 
stored, by district chiefs and the inspector of inflam- 
mables and explosives. | 


Fire HazARD AND PREVENTION. 


The same fire hazard exists, especially in the suburbs, 
and remedial legislation tending towards improving 
building conditions is necessary to meet the situation. 


Mutua AIp. 


The extension of the tapper service to the adjoining 
cities and towns is slowly but surely bringing about 
the inevitable fire department unit in the metropolitan 
district. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 
It is not to be expected that everything mentioned 


under this head can be done at once, nor perhaps in 
the near future, but the items noted constitute what 
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is necessary in my opinion, as to new stations, apparatus 
and men for the better protection of the city. 


FIRE STATIONS. 


A site should be secured and a house built in the 
Readville section to replace the present quarters of 
Hose 49, which are not adapted for the service. 

A -new house on the site of Chemical Company 3, 
Winthrop street, Charlestown, or the building remodeled 
for an engine company. 

A new station to replace the quarters of Engine Com- 
pany 8 or the house remodeled.. These quarters are 
in a dilapidated condition. 

A new station.on the same site to replace present 
quarters of Engine Company 26-35 or the house 
remodeled. These quarters are not adapted to the 
number of men now housed there, the sleeping quarters 
being insufficient, unsanitary and unhealthy. 

Any new arrangement in these quarters should 
include offices for the Chief of Department. Those 
at present are inadequate for the business of the chief 
of a fire department as large as that of Boston. 

Entire new plumbing in the quarters of Ladder 24. 

Arrangements should be made, if possible, to obtain 
more room in the present building in which are the 
quarters of Engine Company 4, Chemical Company 1 
and Water Tower Company 1. At present no smoking 
or recreation room worthy of the name is in these 
quarters. 

If it is possible to dispose of the present site of Engine 
Company 17 and Ladder Company 7 to advantage 
it should be done and a more modern house built in 
the immediate vicinity for these companies. The 
alternative is to build a new station or remodel the 
present one on the same site. 

In the event of a change in the location of the South 
Boston Municipal Court the building should be secured 
for quarters for Ladder Company 5. 

A heating plant should be installed in the quarters 
of Chemical Company 8, at present heated by a stove, 
with no heat in bathroom. 

As far each year as the appropriation will permit 
the bathtubs in the houses should be replaced with 
shower rooms. I cannot emphasize too strongly the 
necessity of this recommendation. 
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I hardly need call your attention to the necessity 
of providing separate rooms for all officers. There are 
a few stations where the officers are sleeping in the 
dormitory or in the captain’s office. 

The exterior woodwork of the majority of the houses 
needs painting and also the outside brick or stone 
work should be repointed where necessary. 


APPARATUS. 
Engines. 


A .gasolene combination pumping engine and hose 
wagon, to have pump capacity of at least 700 gallons 
per minute, be purchased for the Readville section. 

A horse or tractor drawn steam fire engine, with a 
pump capacity of at least 1,000 gallons per minute, for 
a new Winthrop street, Charlestown, house. 

A gasolene combination pumping engine, chemical and 
hose wagon, to have a pump capacity of at least 700 
gallons per minute, for service in the new station at 
Oak square, Brighton. In my opinion horse-drawn 
apparatus will have difficulty negotiating the hills in 
this vicinity. | 


Chemical and Hose Combination Wagons. 


A gasolene combination chemical and hose wagon 
for service in the quarters of Ladder Company 23, 
Grove Hall section. | 

A gasolene combination chemical and hose wagon to 
be stationed in the quarters of Engine Company 37, 
to replace the present horse-drawn hose wagon. ‘This 
is for the better protection of the Parker Hill section. 

A gasolene combination chemical and hose wagon 
for service in the quarters of Chemical 11, Lauriat 
avenue section, to replace the present horse-drawn 
apparatus. This was the original intention and the 
house was so constructed. 

A gasolene combination chemical and hose wagon 
for service in the Hyde Park section, to replace the 
present horse-drawn Chemical 14. - 

The horse-drawn hose wagons in certain of the subur- 
ban stations should be replaced by motor-driven com- 
bination chemical and hose wagons, to precede the engine 
on all first alarms and to act as tenders on extra alarms 
or covering. 

The horse-drawn chemicals at present located in the 
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houses of Chemical Companies 2, 4, 7,9 and 10, to be 
replaced by gasolene combination chemical and hose 
wagons. 

This is in the interest of economy and in addition 
the latter are capable of carrying 1,000 feet of 24-inch 
hose which would greatly increase their usefulness. 

The district chiefs should be furnished with motor- 
driven runabouts. If not feasible at this time to supply 
all I strongly recommend the purchase of cars as soon 
as possible for those in charge of the outlying districts. 

It would be of great advantage to this department 
and a measure of economy to have a motor-driven wagon 
attached to the fire alarm branch and one to the repair 
division. 

Ladder Trucks. 

A motor-driven combination ladder truck to be 
stationed in the quarters of Chemical 11, Lauriat 
avenue section. 

A motor-driven combination ladder truck to be 
stationed in the quarters of Engine Company 42, 
Egleston square section, and horse-drawn Chemical 5 
dispensed with. The placing of combination Chemical 
13 in service in Forest Hills has lessened the need of 
Chemical 5, and truck service is needed in this vicinity. 

A motor combination ladder truck to be stationed 
in the quarters of Engine Company 41, Allston, dis- 
pensing with horse-drawn Chemical 6. As a truck must 
be secured for this vicinity it would save the cost of 
building a new house to combine both as recommended. 

A 75-foot aerial truck, motor-driven, if possible, 
should be purchased for service in the quarters of 
Ladder Company 12, to replace the present box truck. 
Increasing the height of buildings in this vicinity, and 
the Plant shoe factory, with nearly 5,000 employees, 
calls for this recommendation. 


Men. 


The following men would be required to properly 
operate the recommended apparatus. 

Readville Station.— This company should consist of a 
lieutenant and six men, as two men are at present on 
Hose 49, which, of course, would be abandoned. This 
would require the appointment of but five men. The 
services of the call men attached to this company 
could be dispensed with, so that it would finally amount 
to very little extra cost to the city. 
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Oak Square Station.— The company should consist 
of a lieutenant and seven men. 

Grove Hall Station.— The combination chemical recom- 
mended for these quarters would require a lieutenant and 
five men. 

The motor-driven ladder truck in the quarters of 
Chemical 11 would require a heutenant and seven men. 

The motor-driven ladder truck in the quarters of 
Engine 42, Egleston square section, would require but 
four men, as Chemical Company 5 would be disbanded 
and the men transferred to truck. 

The motor-driven ladder truck in quarters of Engine 
Company 41 would require but five men, as Chemical 
Company 6 would be disbanded and the men transferred 
to truck. 

The new engine company recommended for Winthrop 
street, Charlestown, would require but six men, as 
Chemical Company 3 would be disbanded and the men 
transferred to engine company. 

I would.recommend that a few additional men be 
appointed on Ladder Company 28 in Hyde Park section, 
and the call service in the whole section be discontinued. 
This could be done with very little additional expense 
to the city. 

In addition to the above a few men could be used to 
advantage in the suburban districts which are growing 
rapidly and require eternal vigilance to prevent serious 
fires; however, the substitution of motor-driven for horse- 
drawn apparatus will make a good many men available 
for real fire duty who are now engaged in holding horses. 


While at first glance these recommendations appear 
voluminous and expensive they are really in the nature 
of a great saving both to the city and in fire losses. 

Celerity is the first requisite of a fire department and 
this, to-day, is missing to the degree needed, especially 
in the outlying districts, where during the heavy going 
of the winter season, which is generally the most pro- 
lific in fires, even with the extra horses the much needed 
minutes are not saved and as a matter of fact the appa- 
ratus is sometimes fortunate to arrive at all. 

Motor-driven apparatus overcomes this and more. 
It dispels the feeling that always exists after a few long 
runs with horse-drawn apparatus, namely, that the 
horses must be replaced with fresh ones if the apparatus 
is to again leave the station. 
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It is not to be assumed that this type of apparatus 
should be universally adapted for all sections of the city. 

There always remain those well known fire hazards 
that the powerful streams of the heaviest artillery of 
the Fire Department must cope with to be successful. 


PROMOTION. 


The method of promotion only after competitive 
examination was established during the year under the 
following civil service rules: 


Civil Service Regulations, 66. 


(a.) Promotions in the Fire Department of the City of Boston shall be 
made only after open competitive examination, and by successive grades so 
far as practicable; such examinations to be open to all members of the grade 
from which the promotion is to be made who possess the qualifications as to 
time and nature of service fixed by the commission. 

(b.) Competitive promotion examinations will be held from time to 
time, as often as may be necessary, to meet or to anticipate the needs of 
the higher grades; and due notice will be given by the commission as to 
the dates of such examinations and the qualifications required of candidates. 

(c.) Persons qualified and who desire to take such promotion examina- 
tions shall file notice thereof with the commission at such times as it will fix. 

(d.) Candidates for such promotion examinations will be marked on the 
following subjects: (1) Seniority or length of service; (2) Efficiency and 
record in the department; (3) Physical condition; (4) Knowledge of duties 
and of the law, and such other subjects as the commission may prescribe. 

(e.) As the result of such competitive promotion examinations the com- 
mission will establish promotion lists; and whenever a promotion is to be 
made it will certify, upon requisition of the appointing officer, the names of 
the two persons standing highest on the promotion list; and one of such 
persons so certified shall be entitled to promotion, unless the appointing 
officer shall, upon written charges filed with the commission, satisfy it 
that an additional name should be certified. 

(f.) Norecommendation for the promotion of any member of the depart- 
ment shall be considered by the appointing officer unless it be made by 
the official or officials under whose immediate supervision such member 
has served; and such recommendation by any other person, if made with 
the knowledge and consent of the member serving, shall be sufficient cause 
for debarring him from the promotion proposed. 

(g.) No person shall remain eligible for promotion for more than two 
years upon any promotion list unless the commission shall by vote continue 
the eligibility beyond such period. 

(h.) If the candidates for promotion to any position shall be less than 
three (3) in number, the commission may assent to the promotion of a 
candidate nominated by the appointing officer, after the passing by said 
candidate of a suitable noncompetitive examination. 

(t.) The weights for the various subjects in competitive promotion 
examinations shall be as follows:

(7.) Credit on the subject of seniority shall be given only for the length 
of service in the grade in which the candidate is serving (as shown by the 
records) at the time of the promotion examination, and for which he seeks 
promotion, and shall be as follows: 

The minimum mark shall be 50 per cent. 

Three per cent shall be added for each full year of the an ten years of 
service. 

One per cent shall be added for each full subsequent year. 

Notr.— The above is substantially the Chicago rule (see Civil Service 
Rule 7, Sect. 7). In New York (Civil Service Rule 15, Sect. 6) the maxi- 
mum term of service in a position of grade to be considered in the rating 
for seniority is 15 years. 

(k.) Credit on the subject of efficiency and record in the department 
will be based on two factors: 

(1.) The candidate’s qualifications of judgment, coolness, courage, 
executive ability, capacity for command of men, etc., the candidate’s 
mark on examination to be based on the judgment of the Fire Com- 
missioner filed in writing with the commission. 

(2.) The candidate’s record as shown on the official files of the Fire 
Department, including both merits and demerits.

Srr,— The Board of Health respectfully presents the 
fortieth annual report of the department, covering its 
operations for the financial year ending January 31, 
1912, and the mortality statistics for the calendar year 
ending December 31, 1911. 

The general health of the city has continued remark- 
ably good, with the exception of a brief period in July, 
when there was recorded an especially high mortality 
because of excessive heat. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,767. 
The estimated population in the middle of the year was 
688,912. The death rate for the year as calculated on 
this population per 1,000 inhabitants was 17.08. This 
rate was lower by .10 than that of the previous year, 
and lower by 1.21 than the average previous ten years.

DIVISION OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 


Although the number of inspectors was increased 
from seventeen to twenty-two during 1910, this force | 
is still inadequate to meet the demands made upon it. 
A semi-annual inspection is made of each tenement 
house in the city. Sanitary inspection is also required 
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of all bakeries; milk stores, restaurants and_ public 
kitchens, yards, areas and passageways, barber shops, 
stables, horseshoeing establishments and public dump- 
ing grounds at more or less aie intervals throughout 
the year. 

It is the Board’s desire to re-district a large portion 
of the city so that no inspector shall have more territory 
than he can reasonably cover. But to accomplish this 
desirable change a considerable increase in the present 
force of sanitary inspectors will be required. 

The Board is led to hope that the present method of 
disposal of ashes, house dirt and refuse of various kinds 
on public dumps will be replaced by less offensive and 
up-to-date methods under the prospective new contract 
by the Department of Public Works. The Board will 
welcome the abolition of these causes of complaint and 
sources of nuisance. 


DIVISION. OF CHILD HYGIENE. 


The work of this division has been greatly broadened 
in its scope during the past year, and now covers the 
three periods of child life: 

1.. Pre-Natal and Post-Natal Work. 

2. Medical Inspection of Schools. 

3. Physical Examination of Licensed Minors. 

A beginning only has been made in the pre-natal and 
post-natal work. ‘Two nurses have been employed since 
early in July for the purpose of visiting and advising 
with prospective mothers among the poorer classes. 
The nurses’ visits are continued after the birth of the 
child, and the endeavor of the department is to keep a 
eareful watch over these children during the period 
formerly much neglected,— before they enter the schools, 
which is the period of greatest mortality. 
~ The school physicians are now required to visit their 
respective schools daily, and to submit daily reports to 
the department. In accordance with the statutes a 
careful physical examination is also being made annually 
of each pupil. 

The statute law requires that every minor under the 
age of sixteen must receive a certificate from the School 
Committee before being allowed to go to work. This ° 
certificate is granted by the School Committee after a 
physical examination by this department and after an 
intelligence test on the part of the School Committee.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


QUARANTINE DIVISION. 


At quarantine during 1911 it became necessary, on 
very short notice, to accommodate hundreds of cholera 
suspects en route from Italy until satisfactory bacte- 
riological examinations could be made to show whether 
or not they were carriers of that disease. The neces- 
sary equipment was speedily obtained and installed 
and a new dining room erected. For awhile the num- 
bers of immigrants were so large as to necessitate the 
lodging of a large number in tents, but those taken from 
later. vessels were all housed. An electric lighting 
apparatus has been installed at the quarantine plant on 
Gallops Island, the wharf has been resurfaced, and many 
needed facilities provided. 


DIVISION OF VITAL STATISTICS. 


The three statistical machines which were installed in 
July, 1910, have made it possible since that time to 
handle the mortality statistics in a more complete and 
more accurate manner. These machines have given 
complete satisfaction, and it seems desirable to make 
still further use of them in tabulating the morbidity 
statistics of the department. 

The weekly and monthly statistics issued the past two 
years have been more extensive and complete than ever 
before. Many new and valuable tables were published 
for the first time in the 1910 annual report. It is the 
desire of the Board to add the tabulation and analysis 
of morbidity statistics to the work of this division, and 
also to give an intelligent interpretation of this with 
its other scientific and practical activities, adding mate- 
rially to its present monthly bulletin. For this proposed 


increase additional clerical service will be needed. 
r 


BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The Bacteriological Laboratory is doing a large and 
constantly increasing amount of work in ‘the rapid 
and accurate diagnosis of those infections whose causes 
have been demonstrated. During the past year there 
have been 31,736 diagnostic examinations, or an average 
of eighty-seven per day for every day of the year as 
compared with eighty-one examinations daily for the 
highest previous year (1909). 
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A very conservative estimate of the gain in diag- 
nostic work in the past two years is 25 per cent, for 
while diphtheria examinations have decreased by about 
3,000, the examinations as a whole have increased, and 
all these other tests are more time consuming than 
diphtheria. With the exception of extra help when the 
cholera examinations were in progress and very urgent 
the force has not been increased. 


BUREAU OF INSPECTION OF MILK AND VINEGAR. 


Three of the most important matters considered by 
this Bureau during the last two years were as follows: 

(a.) Consideration of the method formerly employed 
in giving directions for diluting condensed milk, whereby 
purchasers who followed these directions for dilution 
were being defrauded. This work resulted in the pas- 
sage of a law by which labels on condensed milk now 
bear a formula for dilution so that the final product 
must conform to the Massachusetts standard for milk 
solids and fat. 

(b.) Consideration of the sale of shop milk in dip 
tanks. This resulted in the adoption of a regulation 
by the Board prohibiting the sale of milk in this manner. 
In the court actions which resulted from non-conformity 
with this regulation, the Supreme Court decided that 
the regulation was not wholly warranted by the statute 
law. The efforts thus put forth resulted, however, in 
educating many consumers to the disadvantages from 
the sale of loose milk, and at the present time over 50 per 
cent of the shop milk is being sold in bottles, even though 
there is no law compelling its sale in this manner. Legis- 
lation is being sought which will require that all shop - 
milk be sold in bottles. 

(c.) Prosecution of milk dealers for the sale of dirty 
milk upon the allegation that dirt was a foreign sub- 
stance. The Supreme Court upheld the attitude of the 
Bureau with the result that cleaner milk is being sold 
in this city. 

° Datry INSPECTION. 

All dairies supplying milk to Boston, about 7,000 in 
number, have been inspected three times in the last 
year. Whereas on the first inspection 45 per cent were 
found unsatisfactory, at the present time there are 
only 5 per cent. The United States score card is used 
in the inspection work, and milk from low-class dairies 
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refusing to respond to reasonable demands for improve- 
ment is cut off from Boston. Arrangements have 
recently been perfected with neighboring cities for 
mutual information on these matters, so that milk 
excluded from one may be excluded from all. 


PuBLIC CONVENIENCE ‘STATIONS. 


These were returned to the custody of the Board of 
Health from the Bath Department, February 1, 1909. 
During 1910 and 1911 six of the stations have been 
replaced with new or largely repaired and remodelled. 
Plans for five large underground and above ground 
stations for both men and women are now being con- 
sidered by the Board of Health, and it is hoped that 
these may be erected within the next few months, in the 
following locations agreed upon after careful consider- 
ation as to availability and public need: 


Corner of Dover and Washington streets, city. 
Upham’s Corner, Dorchester. 

Dorchester street and Broadway, South Boston. 
Roxbury Crossing. 

In or near Dock square. 


Two more large stations, one in City square, Charles- 
town; and one on Boston Common, are to be constructed 
under the supervision of the Superintendent of Public 
Grounds and the Board of Health.

LICENSES. 


yest under authority of chapter 443 of the Acts of 
1911, which makes it compulsory on persons practicing 
or advertising to practice massage, Manicuring, or the 
giving of vapor baths, to obtain license from the Board 
of Health, this Board has since this law went into effect 
issued 707 such licenses. 

The Board has required that each licensee furnish 
two written references from responsible persons as to 
character and ability to do the particular work for which 
icense is sought. Latterly it has, in addition, required 
that applicants take oath that the names under which 
licensees are sought are their own. 

A charge of $1 has been made for each license issued, 
and all licenses expire annually on the first of June. 

In order to give the Police Department the right to 
enter and inspect, as appears to be the intent of the 
law, the Board of Health has licensed all who were 
recommended, and a list of the licensees has been trans- 
mitted to the Police Department. 


HEARINGS. 


During the year twenty-six hearings were held on 
applications for occupancy of stables; twenty-two stable 
permits were given and four refused. Four temporary 
permits were granted and one revoked. . 

Ten persons applied for permits to keep and kill live 
poultry and seven hearings were granted, but all the 
petitions were refused. 

Hearings were had on complaints relating to Tenean 
ereek, Dorchester; McNary’s Park, South Boston; 
Spectacle Island, and the Regulations of the Board 
concerning food stuffs. — 

Conferences were had concerning the protection of 
food stuffs from dust, etc., with representatives of the 
Fruit and Produce Exchange; concerning the scarcity 
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of ice and milk with representatives of the Boston Ice 
Company, the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road, and the milk contractors; and concerning glanders 
with representatives of the Team Owners’ Association. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


Dr. Samuel H. Durgin was reappointed Health Com- 
missioner for three years ending May 1, 1914. 

The Board organized on the first Monday in May by 
the choice of Dr. Samuel H. Durgin as chairman, and 
Charles E. Davis, Jr., as secretary. 

Dr. Patrick H. Mullowney was appointed Health 
Commissioner, to complete the term of Frederic O. 
North, deceased, on May 24. 

On the 20th of May Dr. Francis H. Slack was 
appointed secretary in place of Charles E. Davis, Jr., 
who was retired as a veteran of the Civil War after a 
service of thirty-nine years. 

On the 17th of June Dr. Paul Carson was transferred 
from his position as port physician and made chief of 
the Division of Child Hygiene, from which he resigned 
August 12. 

Dr. William M. Gay was promoted from assistant 
port physician to port physician March 29, and resigned 
from the latter position September 1. 

Dr. W. J. Gallivan was appointed chief of the Division 
of Child Hygiene September 8. 

Dr. F. X. Crawford was promoted to the position of 
port physician September 1.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


I have the honor to submit the following report for 
the year ending December 31, 1911: 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Variola.— There were no cases and no deaths during 
the year. 

Diphtheria.— There were two thousand one hundred 
and eight (2,108) cases reported; of these, one thousand 
one hundred and seventy-two (1,172) were cared for at 
the South Department of the Boston City Hospital and 
the Haynes Memorial Hospital, 55.6 per cent.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE DIVISION 
OF CHILD HYGIENE. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit the report of this — 
division for the five months ending January 31, 1912. 
_ This division was created in March, 1910. It is con- 
cerned with the physical welfare of every child in Boston 
from the time of conception up to the age of sixteen 
years. The work of this division is classified into three 
subdivisions as follows: 

1. Pre-Natal and Post-Natal Work. 

2. Medical Inspection of Schools. 

3. Physical Examination of Licensed Minors. 


PRE-NATAL AND PostT—NataLt WoRK. 


Under this heading, prospective mothers who are 
unable to obtain a physician’s advice are regularly 
visited by the nurses connected with the Division of 
Child Hygiene. They are counselled and advised by the 
nurses in matters of personal hygiene so that they may be 
in the best physical condition to undergo a successful 
labor. Particular attention is given to the care of the 
breasts, so that mothers will be able to nurse their 
babies. And finally they are assisted in obtaining proper 
medical attendance from the reputable hospitals in this 
city which care for obstetric cases. The nurses’ visits 
are gontinued after the birth of the baby. Every mother 
is strongly advised to nurse her baby. When breast 
feeding is impossible, the mother is instructed in the 
home modification of milk. © Particularly is the nurse 
vigilant about the condition of the eyes of the new-born 
infant. Upon the slightest appearance of illness, the 
mother and baby are referred to reputable hospitals and 
dispensaries and in many cases are accompanied by the 
nurse. A record of every baby born in Boston, under 
one year of age, is being prepared by the Division of 
Child Hygiene. Of this number, the breast-fed babies 
cause little or no anxiety. The bottle-fed babies are 
visited at regular intervals by the nurse. Those babies 
who are under a physician’s care are visited only to 
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make sure that such medical care is continuous, particu- 
larly in the summer months. The bottle-fed babies of 
the poor are cared for by reputable medical charity.

Zt _ MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


Medical inspection of schools begins at the kinder- 
garten class and ends with the high schools. Of equal - 
importance are the three objects which medical inspec- 
tion has in view, as follows: 

1. The detection of communicable diseases and the 
exclusion from school of every pupil so afflicted. 

2. The protection of every pupil in the schools from 
contagion unrecognized by parent or teacher. 

3. The detection of such defects which if untreated 
would result in permanent injury to the pupil. 

Here, again, the Board of Health is emphatic in its 
stand against prescribing for any disease or defect dis- 
covered in the progress of the work. Every case requir- 
ing medical or dental aid is referred to the family 
physician or to the family dentist. Those who are 
unable to employ professional services are referred to 
reputable hospitals or dental clinics and in many cases 
are accompanied to these clinics by the nurse. 

Under the present system, the school physicians are 
under the authority of the Board of Health; the school 
nurses are under the authority of the School Committee. 
The number of nurses employed is altogether inade- 
‘ quate for the work required. The Board of Health is 
ready to employ a corps of nurses to assist in school 
inspection, but up to the present time they have not 
been willing to duplicate a system maintained by the 
School Committee. A transfer, then, of the nurses from 
the School Committee to the Board of Health would 
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render medical inspection of schools as nearly perfect 
as human endeavor can accomplish. 

The school population at this date is 123,091. This 
includes attendance in public and parochial schools. 
For this work there are employed eighty-two physicians 
who are required to visit every school building on every 
school morning of the year. .

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REPORT OF PORT -PHYSICIAN. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Quarantine Division for the year ending January 
81, 1912. 

During the past year, as had been predicted, Cholera 
Asiatica threatened an entrance here owing to the preva- 
lence of the disease in Italy. The Federal authorities 
issued additional regulations requiring the detention of 
all third-class passengers from infected ports until 
proven free from the organism which causes the disease. 

In order to meet this situation the two large deten- 
tion houses on Gallop’s Island were equipped with mod- 
ern three-tier beds, each house thus accommodating 
300 persons, and the old toilet systems were replaced 
with modern latrines. 

At the end of the easterly detention house a com- 
modious dining room was built and the kitchen equip- 
ment was added to greatly. 

There was also installed on the island a gasolene 
driven dynamo for lighting purposes, to replace the 
dangerous kerosene lamps formerly in use. Both 
detention houses, the dining room, the bath houses 
and wharf were wired for lights. New screens were 
placed on all the buildings of the island during the 
year, a much needed improvement. Many other minor 
improvements were made. 

The steamer ‘Vigilant’? is in poor condition and 
repairs are frequently needed. 

On March 1, 1911, Dr. Paul Carson resigned as port 
physician and Dr. William M. Gay was appointed in 
his place. 

On March 29, 1911, Dr. Francis X. Crawford was 
appointed assistant port physician. 

On September 1, 1911, Dr. William M. Gay resigned 
and Dr. Francis X. Crawford was appointed port 
physician. 

On January 1, 1912, Dr. Edward M. Looney was 
appointed assistant port physician.

Out of 908 swabs examined, 817, or 90 per cent, were 
reported as the culture proved; of the remaining 91, 
14 were reported suspicious and came positive, bringing 
the total of reliable results up to 91.5 per cent. 

Unless a swab examination is positive a final report 
is not given until after incubation of the culture; 51 
of these cases showed nothing suspicious on the swabs 
but gave positive cultures. 

Of the 684 five-hour examinations, 636, or 93 per cent, 
were reported as the twenty-hour ‘incubation proved, 
the incubation in these cases being necessarily five hours 
longer than the ordinary; 15 were reported suspicious 
and came positive, bringing the total of reliable reports 
up to 95.6 per cent. Of the remaining 33, 15 negative 
on the five-hour were positive on the longer incuba- 
tion. Eight reported suspicious were negative, although 
in four of these succeeding cultures were positive. 
Ten positive on the five-hour incubation were over- 
grown with twenty hours’ incubation. With all these 
preliminary examinations it is the custom to proceed 
with the regular incubation and, with the exception 
of positive findings, final reports are not given until 
the following morning. 

During the year direct examinations of the swabs 
have been made in all cases in which the culture showed 
suspicious organisms and in 85 such instances they 
enabled us to give a positive report without waiting 
for another culture. 

Also in cases where the physician has made a diag- 
nosis of diphtheria and the culture has proved negative, 
a direct examination of the swabs has been made and 
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of 224 such instances the swab examination has been 
positive ten times, suspicious three times, successive 
cultures being positive and twice the organisms of 
Vincent’s Angina have been found. | 

During the year we have found the organisms of 
Vincent’s Angina twenty-two times, twice being asso- 
ciated with diphtheria bacilli.

On July 18 a stool was received from an Italian 
woman in the North End, followed on the 20th by swabs 
from the intestinal tract. From these cultures Dr. A. 

_ J. McLaughlin of the P. H. and M. H. S. isolated July 
_ 22 vibrios which agglutinated with the specific cholera 
serum received from Washington on the same date in 
response to a telegraphic request made July 20. Follow- 
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ing this the stools of all known or possible contacts 
were submitted, but no more positives were found. 

During the months July to November, in accordance 
with the regulations of the United States Treasury 
Department promulgated July 19, 1911, stools were 
examined from all steerage passengers on steamers 
from cholera-infected ports and a total of 3,172 such 
examinations were made but no carriers were found. | 

At no time were any of the immigrants delayed over 
forty-eight hours and in but one instance over twenty- 
four hours. 

We were extremely fortunate in Hasing Doctor 
McLaughlin with us during the early examinations as 
he had seen cholera in all its phases, both in the labora- 
tory and in the field, consequently could show us the 
short cuts which greatly facilitated the work without 
sacrificing accuracy. 

During these examinations we, of course, had extra 
help, as otherwise it would have been impossible to make 
the examinations in the desired time and even under 
these conditions much night work was necessary. 

At the onset of the examinations Drs. H. L. Amoss, 
R. P. Bonelli, E. R. Gookin, F. F. Joyner, D. P. Murphy, 
Mr. H. N. Parker and Doctor Williams were secured 
and under the tutorship of Doctor McLaughlin, we 
prepared for the immigrants we knew were to come 
early in August. 

After the first steamer from Italian ports the extra 
men were on call whenever a steamer arrived and thus 
there was the minimum amount of delay in releasing the 


immigrants.

Never in the history of the laboratory has there been 
so great a number of tests for glanders as during 1911. 

In June, at the instance of the Board, Doctor Dyer and 
the director of the laboratory spent two days at the 
laboratory of the Bureau of Animal Industry at Wash- 
ington, D. C., investigating the diagnosis of glanders 
by complement fixation and agglutination. 
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Since this time, as the record shows, Miss Wade has 
made 707 tests by complement fixation and 180 by 
agglutination. | 

This means that more actual work has been done on 
glanders alone since July 1 than on diphtheria. 

Soon after the visit to Washington we procured a 
centrifuge of the latest pattern and this has been adapted 
to all phases of the work and for the agglutination tests 
we can run ninety-six tubes at a time. 

The details of the tests are given in the paper ‘‘ The 
Laboratory Diagnosis of Glanders’’ which appears at 
the close of the report.

In the latter part of 1910 the Bureau of Animal 
Industry at Washington sent Dr. Adolph Eichhorn of 
the Pathological Division to Berlin to study the diagnosis 
of glanders by means of the blood tests, complement 
fixation and agglutination. | 

On his return these were thoroughly tried out by the 
Bureau and found to be practical methods for the 
detection of glanders. 

When it was decided to adopt these tests in this 
laboratory Dr.. John R. Mohler, Chief of the Division, 
offered us every possible aid and has also furnished us 
with some of the materials needed.

In looking at’ Table V. it must be remembered that 
these are cases and that in some instances at least six 
blood and three guinea-pig tests were, made. 

Had the individual tests been tabulated the results 
would of course have shown greater variation. The 
high percentage of positives in the table of agglutinations 
is accounted for by the fact that, as the table shows, 
these tests were not begun until November and many of 
the bloods were those which had given a positive com- 
plement or from horses which were suspicious clinically.

Not only does the above table show a greater number 
of examinations in 1911, but an analysis of these will 
show even more strongly than the figures the great 
increase in the work during the past year. 

The diphtheria work which, of course, comprises the 
greatest number of examinations is also the one which 
requires the least time, and while the total number of 
tests has increased 1,941 over the highest previous total 
we had a smaller number of cultures by 2,863 than dur- 
ing that year, making the figures for the examinations 
not diphtheria 14,275 in 1911 as compared to 9,471 for 
When ‘it is considered that many of 
these require from 5 to 20 times the time and labor that 
the diphtheria examinations do, the increased amount of 
work is apparent.

SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS. 


During the past year about 100 pigs have been inocu- 
lated with milk or cow feces to determine the presence 
of tubercle bacilli in continuation of the work in 1910 
for Professor Jordan. 

We have examined for Dr. J. H. Cunningham, Jr., 
forty-one urines for tubercle bacilli sent in from advanced 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, but these were not 
included in the Genito-Urinary table as they were 
investigative rather than routine. 

Early in the year we made a number of tests of the 
temperature and humidity in places of amusement. 

During the latter half of the year we made a fairly 
extensive investigation of eggs, chiefly with animals for 
the biological department of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

By the invitation of the New York Milk Committee 
the director has served on a commission composed of 
eighteen sanitarians and scientists, who have held three 
meetings and have endeavored to encourage uniformity 
not only in methods, but they have also submitted a type 
of ordinance which they ask the different authorities to 
adopt as far as possible. All the meetings have been 
financed by the New York Milk Committee. 


FUMIGATION.

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THE PUBLIC. HEALTH LABORATORY. * 


By B. L. Arms, M. D., Director oF THE BacTERIO- 
LOGICAL LABORATORY OF THE BosToN BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


The first Public Health Laboratory was established 
in 1888 by Dr. Gardner T. Swarts of Providence, 
R. I., but since that time laboratories have become such 
a necessity that they are found in nearly all large cities, 
and the states with but few exceptions also have labo- 
ratories in order that they may do the needed work for 
the smaller towns and cities, which would otherwise 
be unable to have that service, and also to do the larger 
or state problems, —as water and sewage work, food 
‘and drug analysis and medico-legal examinations. 
Besides the large cities and states a constantly increas- 
ing number of smaller cities and towns have municipal 
_laboratories and keep constant supervision over con- 
tagious diseases and the milk supply. 

At the outset the aid of the laboratory was most 
frequently asked in the diagnosis of diphtheria, but at 
the present time there are many other ways in which 
they may aid the physician. 

In order to render the best service there should be 
cooperation between the physician and the laboratory, 
each doing what they can to aid the other and both 
working together for a common purpose, — the better- 
ment of the public health. ; | 

A few ways in which the laboratory can aid the 
physician are: 

First.— Correct diagnoses. 

Second.— Earliest possible report. 

Third.— Reports to the physician of just what. is 
found. 

To take these up a little more in detail, — of course 
it goes without saying that unless the diagnoses are cor- 
_ rect the physician very quickly loses confidence in 
laboratory reports. 


* Read at a meeting of the New England Pediatric Society February 25, 1911. 
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Let us consider for a moment a few possible sources 
of failure to get a positive culture from a case of diph- 
theria: , 

First.— The bacilli may be localized and the swabs 
fail to become infected. 

Second.— There may be organisms present which 
overgrow the K. L. even when incubated for 15 hours, 
the optimum time for diphtheria. 

Third.—In laryngeal diphtheria, especially in an 
infant, it is extremely difficult to obtain a swab from 
the seat of trouble. 

As to the swab report, —in order to do the greatest 
amount of good the diagnosis must be made known 
to. the physician as soon as possible, and in municipal 
laboratories this can be done by telephone, many labo- 
ratories reporting in this way all positive diagnosis cul- 
tures and positive smears from the eyes. Of course it is 
impossible to report all examinations by telephone, this 
being followed by a mail report in all cases, and these 
in turn being sent as early as possible. 

There are many times when a simple positive or nega- 
tive report should not be given, and in these cases a 
few words may help the physician considerably. 

The physician can aid the laboratory in many ways: 
Each outfit contains a card with blanks for data, and if 
these are filled out in full it makes them of much greater 
value for statistical purposes; by reporting to the 
laboratory any failure in the service, such as inability 
to obtain outfits at any station, or failure of any 
station to send outfits in promptly, and also by letting 
the laboratory know if it can be of service to him in 
any way. 

There is probably no way in which the Public Health 
Laboratories can aid the pediatrician more than in their 
work toward improving the milk supply and they are 
ready to do much more. Boston is particularly fortu- 
nate in having the services of Prof. James O. Jordan at 
the head of this department. I wish to quote from an 
address delivered by him at the quarterly meeting of 
the Massachusetts Association of Boards of Health, 
October, 1907: 


Those who desire clean milk must be willing to pay for it. 
But clean milk, regardless of price, is the cheapest variety to 
purchase. 

Outside the price question the public unfortunately is not 
earnestly interested in. the milk problem. The quality even 
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is not considered, with enough seriousness to cause many con- 
sumers to go to a slight personal inconvenience to ascertain 
the facts concerning their supplies. 

The experience of the Bureau of Milk Inspection of the 
City of Boston supports this contention, for although the 
consumers of that city have been for years invited to avail 
themselves of the opportunity of having their supplies examined 
free of charge, not in recent years have enough purchasers 
taken advantage of this offer to average one sample a day. 


During 1910, 399 samples were brought in by con- 
sumers. 

There is still a great deal of work to be done from the 
educational standpoint, not only of the public, but the 
profession as well, when a statement like the following 
can .be taken from the annual report of the Health 
Department of a city with a population of over 300,000, 
and the bacteriologist making this report was a physician. 


During the last two years the department has been making 
bacteriological counts of market milk. 

In 1908 there were 213 counts which showed an average 
count of 12,048,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter; 14 per 
cent between 500,000 and 1,000,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter; 21 per cent between 1,000,000 and 5,000,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter, and 23 per cent contained over 5,000,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter. This is not a very bad condi- 
tion, as 56 per cent contained less than 1,000,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter, and 77 per cent contained less than 
5,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

In 1909 there were 194 counts which showed an average 
of 4,466,000 bacteria per. cubic centimeter; 42 per cent con- 
tained less than 500,000 per cubic centimeter; 6 per cent 
between 500,000 and 1,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter; 
26 per cent between 1,000,000 and 5,000,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter, and 28 per cent more than 5,000,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. While the average count of the year 
is much less than last year, the per cent of low counts is not 
quite as high; 46 per cent contained less than 1,000,000 bac- 
teria per cubic centimeter, and 72 per cent less than 5,000,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

This work was instituted to find out about what the average 
bacterial count of our market milk would be, and to give us 
some definite statistics should we wish at any future time to 
establish a bacteriological standard. 

The result shows that at least 75 per cent of the milk sold 
in this city throughout the entire twelve months of the year 
has a fair bacteriological content. Only about 25 per cent 
of the milk examined contained an excessive bacteriological 
count. With the continued improvement shown, it is only 
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a question of a short time when a bacteriological standard 
of 500,000 or 1,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter will 
not work a hardship upon the dairymen and will be possible 
as a routine measure. 


It will be remembered that the statement was made 
that only about 25 per cent of the milk sold during the 
entire twelve months contained an excessive number of 
bacteria, but on examination of the table showing 
total number of laboratory examinations by months 
during 1909 we find that 6 counts were made in May, 
15 in June, none in July, and 12 in August; only 33 
out of a total of 194 during these four warm months. 

I'am sure that every one present here to-night would 
consider from the figures given that considerably more 
than 25 per cent of that milk contained an excessive 
number of bacteria and would also raise the question, 
How can he report with so much satisfaction on the gain 
in the entire twelve months when he made no tests in. 
July? But 42 per cent of the milk tested could have 
sought a market here. 

I am glad to say that such a report as this is most 
unusual, and I know of no other place where those 
having charge of the situation would be satisfied with a 
milk supply which averages 4,466,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, or willing to have the great majority of the | 
samples taken during those months where the counts 
would naturally be the lowest. 

The majority of the health departments report a 
much better condition regarding their milk supply 
and this is bound to improve. 

Every dairy producing certified milk is an educa- 
tional center, and their number and influence are con- 
tinually growing. 

Many farms are to-day producing clean milk and 
setting a good example to their neighbors. 

In conclusion let me add that the laboratory is ready 
to aid the physician in every possible way, but it can 
be readily seen that its field of usefulness is deter- 
mined by the physicians themselves, or in other words, 
the laboratory cannot aid the physician who does not 
use it. 
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THE QUALIFICATIONS OF A MILK 
COMMISSIONER. *

You can readily imagine my surprise last Friday morn- 
ing on ‘receiving a letter from our secretary saying that 
he would depend on me for a paper on this subject, and 
to furnish a fitting climax to his request he thanked 
me for my, to use his own words; acceptance of this 
late obligation. 

To a certain extent the value of certified milk depends 
on the*commission certifying it and of necessity the 
commission depends on its individual members. 

This is a special milk, particularly valuable for infant 
feeding, but its use should not be confined to this; in 
fact, it is not only its use which is beneficial to the 
public but there is another and greater way in which its 
production is a factor in the fight for clean milk. 

This is, in my opinion, one of the most if not the 
most valuable contribution toward this end and which 
does not return a single penny to the producer. I refer 
to the example they set and which must impress all 
who visit the dairies; such a visit will leave its impression 
and possibly, unconsciously, that visitor will improve 
his own output. 

He has seen the latest and best methods of produc- 
tion and has seen that cleanliness is the first requisite 
toward this end. 

Can anyone see the fedean methods of milking, and 
going back to his own herd put on a pair of dirty 
overalls, then with unwashed hands proceed to milk? 
Will he not take better care of the milk and realize 
that the rapid cooling means a great deal toward 
keeping down the bacterial content? In fact, can you 
conceive of all the many ways in which the certified 
milk producers may influence the general milk supply 
from the example they set to all who pay them a visit,

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and, even further than this, those who visit will tell 
others and thus the gospel of clean milk is spread. 
How great this influence is can only be conjectured but 
it is surely great. 

I realize that the subject was to be the milk commis- 
sion as a factor in the production of a clean milk supply 
but I could not resist the temptation to say a few 
' words in regard to the producers as a factor, as it seems 
to me that their example influences the whole supply 
to a very marked degree and I have often wondered if 
they received full credit for their educational work; 
no, not if they received full credit, for I feel sure they 
have not, but have they received any credit for this 
phase of their work? 

Now for a few words on my assigned subject. A 
man to serve on a medical milk commission should be 
a busy man, for he is the one who can find the time for 
the needed work, while the one who is not busy never 
has the time to devote to any additional duty. 

He should be practical, and a very novel illustration 
of practical work came to my notice the past winter. 
The man, a clergyman, had a portable house which he 
set up at a farm where he had obtained permission to 
give a demonstration of what could be done and stayed 
long enough to show conclusively the value of cleanli- 
ness; then he moved to another farm where he repeated 
the process. 

Now I appreciate the fact that a medical man could 
not. devote his time in such a manner, but this was the 
method employed by a man last summer in one of our 
Massachusetts cities. 

The milk commissioner should be of an analytical 
temperament; for many times there will be situations 
to be met that in justice to all must be decided at once 
and correctly as well. 

He should be willing to work in cooperation with 
the producers at all times as they have many things to 
contend with, and this may be illustrated very well 
by a remark of one of them who recently said he had to 
depend somewhat on human help. I think we can all 
appreciate the force of this statement. 

The commissioner is a man responsible to three 
different parties, the medical society which appoints 
him (I name this first as this is the body under whose 
authority he is working), the producer whose milk is 
certified and the consumer. 
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As a rule there is a perfect understanding between 
the medical society and the commission, and the regular 
reports show what is being done. 

Of course, there are more frequent causes for com- 
munication with each of the other parties, and the 
commissioner often stands as a peacemaker between 
the producer and the consumer, and on such occasions 
he must frequently use tact, as it is his duty to be just 
to both parties; it is also his privilege at the same time 
to do a great deal for the cause of clean milk. 

The public must be trained to understand the diffi- 
culties under which the producer is laboring, together 
with the extreme care necessary at all stages to produce 
a milk which will meet the requirements of the commis- 
sion and how each step in its production is safeguarded. 

For some unaccountable reason the public apparently 
considers that milk is milk and that it must not vary 
in price, while the price of milk products may vary 
greatly, and this is considered a perfectly normal 
occurrence. How they can reconcile their ideas in this 
respect is beyond my comprehension. 

Finally, the man who can satisfy the medical society, 
the producer and the consumer and who ean induce the 
public to demand clean milk possesses all the qualifica- 
tions of a milk commissioner. 
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THE LABORATORY DIAGNOSIS OF 
GLANDERS. *

Glanders is one of the oldest known diseases in horses 
and exists in nearly all parts of the civilized world, being 
most common in the temperate zone where an active 
traffic in horses exists, It occurs chiefly in horses, asses 
and mules, although many human cases are reported, 
and by inoculation many species of animals have been 
infected; guinea pigs, as you all know, are used for diag- 
nostic purposes: it has been reported in goats, rabbits, 
sheep, field mice and several of the animals of the cat 
tribe. 

Swine and pigeons are very slightly susceptible, while 
eattle, white mice, rats and domestic fowl seem to be 
immune. 

Glanders was known to Aristotle and Hippocrates. 

The Roman authors, Apsyrtus and Vegetius, described 
glanders, the latter recognizing several varieties, 
especially that of the nose and skin. 
_ Its infectiousness was recognized as early as the 
seventeenth century. Solleysel in 1664 supposed it 
could be transmitted by the air and Van Helmont in 
1682 considered it to be identical with human syphilis. 
As early as 1734 Saunier gave precise directions for dis- 
infecting stables. Garsault in 1741 and Bourgelat in 
1764 recommended the immediate slaughter of horses 
suffering from glanders and the segregation of suspected 
animals. 

The causative agent of the disease Bacillus Mallei 
was first accurately described by Loeffler and Schutz in 
1882 when they isolated from glandered horses the 
organisms which fulfilled all of Koch’s postulates. 

The organism is a bacillus which grows in the presence

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of oxygen and produces a characteristic growth on 
potato — a so-called honey-like growth — in thirty-six to 
forty-eight hours at body temperature. . 


MALEEIN. 


Although the article of Strauss slightly antedated 
the use of mallein, this was the first extensive aid to the 
diagnosis of glanders from the laboratory and was 
produced and investigated in 1891 by Kalning and 
Hellmann. Mallein is a liquid prepared by growing B. 
Mallei in glycerin broth for six to eight weeks; the 
organisms are killed by boiling and carbolic acid is 
added as a preservative. The product is now ready for 
filtering and bottling, after which it is sterilized and is 
then ready for use. 


Tue GuINEA Pic TsEst. 


Strauss *in 1886 discovered the fact that when material 
containing virulent B. Mallei was injected into the 
peritoneal cavity of a male guinea pig scrotal lesions 
developed, and since the publication of his article in 1889 
the test which bears his name has been quite generally 
used. 

A Pace reaction followed by typical organisms and 
a typical culture is unfailing evidence of the presence of 
B. Mallei in the material inoculated, while the failure 
to obtain the reaction is not proof that the horse from 
which the specimen was taken has not glanders. Hill 
and Burr f and also Frothingham f in 1901 called atten- 
tion to the fact that frequently material from a horse 
which had glanders, as proved by autopsy, failed to give 
the reaction. 

At the bacteriological laboratory of the Boston Board 
of Health the number of tests for glanders during the 
past five years have been respectively, 159, 208, 265, 232 
and 340 (eleven months), and of this number 417, or 34.6 
per cent, were positive. 

Before the A. M. A. in June, 1910, the author read 
a paper on ‘‘The Strauss Reaction for the Diagnosis of 
Glanders,” a part of which I will incorporate. 

On receipt of the material at the laboratory about 3 to 
5 c. c. of sterile water is added and the swabs are 
thoroughly soaked, then by rotation, together with

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pressure against the side. of the tube, most of the 
material is left in suspension; the swabs are now used to 
inoculate a potato, after which a smear is made to show 
the kind and number of organisms present. They are 
then put in a pail containing 5 per cent carbolic acid. 

With the suspension, two male guinea pigs (those 
weighing at least 500 grams being preferable) are inocu- 
lated intraperitoneally; one with 1c. c. and the other 
with .5 ec. ¢., unless there are myriads of organisms, 
or if streptococci are present, when half as much is 
used. 

The reason for using two pigs is twofold, for frequently, 
as will be shown later, one pig will be positive and the 
other negative; and on the other hand, one pig may die 
of peritonitis, while the other will live and give the 
reaction. 

All pigs under test for glanders are kept for a month, 
if negative, before a final report is made to that effect, 
although a tentative report is made at the end of a week. 

All pigs under observation are examined at least twice 
daily for the first week, and when any change is seen the 
fact is noted on the card. 

As soon as possible after the pigs show the Strauss 
reaction, autopsy is made, and all notes entered on the 
animal cards, which are then filed away with the original 
one filled out by the veterinarian. At autopsy a culture 
is made from each testicle which shows a lesion, and 
when but one shows the reaction, two are made from 
that one, and smears are also made for microscopic 
examination. 


SUMMARY. 


In summing up the work on glanders, I have first 
taken all the positives for the past four years, ending 
January 31, 1910, and second, all cases during the past 
year. 

A summary of the 301 positive cases shows the fol- 
lowing dosage: 


Cases showing organisms and receiving 1 and .5¢.c., 258 
Cases showing no organisms and receiving 1 and .6¢.c¢., 18 
Cases showing myriads of organisms or streptococci, receiv- 

ing .dand .25¢. c. 5

It is noticeable that swab. cultures from nasal cases 
are very apt to be overgrown by a mold. 

The value of the swab culture is apparent from the 
fact that of the 32 cases in which the swabs gave a 
positive culture, 11 showed no lesion in the pigs by 
the third or fourth day, so were inoculated with a 
suspension from the surface of the potato, and in each 
instance there was a marked Strauss reaction on the 
second day following, and autopsy showed the charac- 
teristic lesions with typical organisms microscopically, 
and typical cultures were obtained from the lesions. 

The location of the lesions in the 301 horses from 
which the specimens were taken is here shown:

During the year ending January 31, 1910, 232 speci- 
mens were examined for glanders. Of this number, 
in 193 instances the inoculation consisted of 1 c. ¢. 
and .5 ¢. ¢., while in the remaining 39 but half as much 
was used. | 

The life of the individual pigs, together with the 
dosage, is rather interesting. In the 193 cases in which 
the pigs received 1 ¢c. c. and .5 ¢. ¢. 


both lived in 141 instances; the 1 c. c. pig died in 14 instances; 
the .5 c. ce. pig died in 8 instances; both died in 30 instances. 


In the remaining 39 cases the inoculation was .5 
and .25 c. ce. and of these 


both pigs lived in 15 instances; .5 c. c. pig died in 8 instances; 
.25 ¢. c. pig died in 4 instances; both died in 12 instances. 


From the above will be seen the value of inoculating 
more than one pig, as in a total of 232 cases there were 
34 instances in which one pig died while the other 
lived. This is even more striking when we come to 
consider the individual pigs among the positive cases, 
as in only 33 instances did both pigs give a positive 
reaction. 

For convenience I call the pig getting the larger 
amount the 1 ¢c. ec. pig and the other the .5 ¢. ¢., even 
in the cases where they received .5 and .25 ¢. ec. 


Both pigs positive in 33 instances; 1 ¢. ¢. pig positive, .5 ¢. ¢. 
pig negative, in 20 instances; 1 ¢. ¢. pig negative, .5 c. ¢c. pig 
dead, in 7 instances; 1 ¢. c. pig negative, .5 c. c. pig positive, 
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in 8 instances; 1 c. c. pig dead, .5 ¢. c. pig positive, in 6 
_ Instances; swab positive, pigs negative, in 6 instances; only 
one pig used in 2 instances. 


From this it appears that had the 1 c. c. pig only 
been used, but 62 positives would have been obtained, 
an error of 24 per cent, while had the .5 c¢. c. pig 
alone been depended on, there would have resulted 
but 49 positives with an error of 40 per cent. 

Had a swab culture not been made, six cases would 
have been missed, an error of 7.5 per cent. 

While the final positive result would undoubtedly 
have been obtained by submitting other specimens, 
it will be readily seen that this would have only been 
accomplished after a delay which in many instances 
might have exposed a number of horses to infection. 
In any large series of tests for glanders, lesions other 
than the typical Strauss reaction will occur, and) a 
number of these were spoken of in a paper by the 
author * before the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation in Winnipeg, in 1908, and a number have since 
occurred. 

The period from inoculation. to development of 
lesions varies considerably. 


Of the 1 c. e. pigs: 


Six showed well developed lesions on second day; 28 showed 
well developed lesions on third day; 13 showed well developed 
lesions on fourth day; 3 showed well developed lesions on fifth 
day; 3 on the sixth; 2 on the seventh; one on each of the 
following eighth, tenth, seventeenth, twenty- -second, twenty- 
eighth, thirty-first, thirty-fourth, and 2 on the twenty-fifth. 


Of the .5 ¢c. ¢. pigs: 


Six showed lesions on second day; 11 showed lesions on 
third day; 11 showed lesions on fourth day; 10 showed lesions 
on fifth day; 1 showed lesions on sixth day; 3 showed lesions 
on seventh day; 2 showed lesions on eighth day; one each on 
the ninth, eighteenth, twenty-third and twenty-fifth days, 
respectively. 


Of the delayed cases, 7. e., over seven days, but two 
had a typical Strauss reaction, and in but two other 
cases was there any testicular involvement, and in

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each of these one testicle was converted into an abscess, 
there being but a thin wall, the interior being creamy 
pus, and B. Mallei being recovered in pure culture. 

There was a tumor at the inoculation site in six 
cases; twice an inguinal gland was involved; once a 
tumor was found in the omentum and once in the 
mesentery. In these freak cases none is considered 
positive without a culture and animal test with a 
typical Strauss reaction. 

Three things are required for the diagnosis of glanders 
by this method: Typical Strauss reaction, typical 
organisms from the lesion, and typical cultures. 

While there is a marked variation in the B. Mallei 
on artificial media, the organisms direct from the 
lesions are characteristic, taking the stain (Loeffler’s 
M. B.) irregularly. 

Agglutination tests were next introduced and there 
have been many methods of performing these. The 
microscopic test is made in practically the same way 
as the Widal but it is very little used nor has it ever 
been extensively employed. 

Macroscopic agglutination tests have been more 
reliable and there has been a constant gain in the 
reliability of these. 

An early method was to grow B. Mallei in broth 
containing the serum to be tested and if this was from 
an animal with glanders, flakes would settle to the 
bottom, these being composed of bacilli which had 
agglutinated, while if the serum was from a normal 
animal these flakes would not be found. 

Next B. Mallei were added to tubes of serum diluted 
in varying strengths from 1-50 to 1-5,000; these were 
then incubated from 10 to 15 hours at 387 degrees C. 
and examined. A typical reaction was present when 
the higher dilutions were clear with a _ precipitate 
of bacteria in the bottom of the tube, while in a negative 
reaction the fluid was uniformly cloudy. 

Following this came the precipitation test of Konew 
and in this test the test fluid was made by dissolving 
a 48-hour agar growth of B. Mallei with an 8 per cent 
solution of antiformin and using a solution saturated 
with B. Mallei. As this solution is strongly alkaline it 
is neutralized with 5 per cent H» S O,; and then filtered 
first through filter paper, then through a Berkefeld, in 
order that the resulting fluid may be homogeneous 
without any undissolved bacilli being present. 
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This fluid was named malleasa by Dr. D. Konew, 
Director of the Bacteriological Laboratory in the 
Veterinary Institute of Charkow, Russia, who intro- 
duced it. . In performing the test 1 c. c. of the malleasa 
is put into a test tube of small diameter and 1 ec. ec. of 
the serum to be tested is allowed to run slowly into 
the bottom of the tube through a capillary pipette, 
and being heavier than the malleasa it remains at the 
bottom of the tube while the test fluid is forced up. 

A positive reaction occurs when, at the junction of 
the two fluids, a whitish ring is formed similar to the 
ring in Heller’s test for albumen. Needless to say no 
ring occurs in a negative reaction. — 

The latest and most satisfactory agglutination test 
is made by the use of the centrifuge, and in this the test 
fluid consists of an emulsion of B. Mallei grown on 
glycerin agar for thirty-six to forty-eight hours, then 
heated for two hours at 60 degrees C. to kill the 
organisms. 

The bacilli are then washed from the surface of the 
agar with sterile salt solution to which .5 per cent 
earbolic acid has been added. 

This suspension of killed bacilli is made to a standard 
density and after being kept for about two weeks in 
the ice chest is ready for use. The fluid should be 
made from a mixture of 8 to 10 strains of B. Mallei in 
order to produce the best results. 

The serum to be tested is then diluted in test tubes 
with the carbolized salt solution, the dilutions ranging 
from 1-800 to 1-8,000, and 2c. c. of the test fluid is 
added to each tube; these tubes are incubated for thirty 
minutes at 37 degrees C. and then centrifugalized 
at 1,600 revolutions per minute for ten minutes and 
allowed to stand for an hour and a half when the 
findings are read. 

The appearance of a veil-like clumping at the bottom 
of the tube with the upper part of the fluid clear indi- 
cates an agglutination, while the collecting of a dense 
white precipitate at the bottom of the tube with a 
cloudiness in the supernatent fluid indicates a negative 
reaction. 

We have made but few of these opts, 52, and 32 of 
these were positive. 

The high per cent of positives is settle by the fact 
that many of the bloods tested were from clinical 
cases. 
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This test is of value during the early stages, but not 
in the chronic cases. 

The latest method for the diagnosis of glanders is 
known as the complement fixation test and in this the 
principles of the Wasserman reaction were first employed 
by Schutz and Schubert, who published the results of 
their work in 1909.* 

It is a well-known fact that if the red corpuscles of 
one animal are inoculated into an animal of a different 
species the serum of the inoculated animal acquires the 
property of dissolving the red corpuscles of the former 
whenever they are mixed. 

The process is rather complicated but extremely 
interesting. The necessary ingredients for the test 
are an immune serum or amboceptor, an extract of B. 
Mallei or antigen, some guinea pig serum or comple- 
ment, some sheep’s corpuscles and the serum of the 
animal to be tested. 

The preparation of the immune serum is the first 
step and it is done by inoculating a rabbit with washed 
sheep’s corpuscles, giving three inoculations at intervals 
of a week, and then five or six days after the third 
injection a small amount of blood is drawn and the 
strength of the serum is determined. It is safer to 
carry two or three along at the same time as there is 
a great variation in the strength of the serum from 
different rabbits. 

If the serum will cause hemolysis when diluted 
2,000 to 4,000 times it is ready for use, and 10 to 15 
c. c. of blood may be drawn from the rabbit under sterile 
conditions, this being put into the ice chest to allow 
the serum to separate from the clot, and it may then be 
carbolized and bottled in small amounts and these 
should be securely sealed in order that it may be 
kept for some time, as such minute quantities are used 
for a test. To ascertain the hemolyzing strength, the 
serum is d luted with salt solution in a series of tubes, 
ranging from 1—100 to 1—-4,000, and the highest dilution 
in which there is complete hemolysis represents the titre 
of the serum tested. 

In the test the serum is used at double the ascertained 
strength. The titre remains stationary for three or 
four weeks.

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The antigen or glanders bacilli extract is prepared by 
growing the organisms on glycerin agar for twenty- 
four to forty-eight hours at 37 degrees C.; these are then 
washed off the surface of the agar with sterile salt 
solution, and the resulting fluid is heated at 60 degrees 
C. for four hours to kill the bacilli. It is now put ina 
shaking machine and shaken continuously for four days. 

The fluid is now placed in centrifuge tubes and cen- 
trifugalized for two hours at a speed of 2,500-—3,000 
revolutions per minute; at the end of this centrifugaliza- 
tion 10 per cent of a 5 per cent carbolic acid solution is 
added and the material bottled for use. The strength 
is established by titration and for the test one half the 
established strength is used. 

The complement is obtained from a guinea pig and 
must be not over two days old. The blood may be drawn 
from the heart of a guinea pig with a syringe or a pig may 
be anesthetized and bled. If the former method is 
used 6 to 8 c. c. may be obtained from a good-sized 
pig, while if the pig is killed he will furnish the 12 to 15 
ec. ec. The serum is allowed to separate from the clot 
and may be poured or pipetted off, and as there is a 
great variation in the strength of the serum from 
different pigs it must be titrated each time. 

In all steps great care must be taken to use exact 
quantities of the materials to be tested, as otherwise 
the entire day’s work may be lost. 

We now have the materials ready for the test, with the 
exception of the corpuscles of a sheep, and these may be 
obtained either by keeping a’sheep on hand to supply 
them as needed or from an abattoir whenever the test 
is to be made. 

Blood is drawn from the animal to be tested by open- 
ing a superficial vessel under aseptic precautions and 
drawing 2 to 3 ounces of blood, which is allowed to sep- 
arate, the serum being the portion used for the test. 
This serum must be inactivated by heating to 58 degrees 
C. for thirty minutes and it is better to follow this by 
fifteen minutes at 59 degrees C. In case the blood is 
from a mule it should be heated to a slightly higher 
temperature. 

Dilutions are now made of the various ingredients 
according to the titrations and except when in use they 
are kept in the ice chest; these are the immune serum, 
the glanders bacilli extract, the guinea pig serum, a 
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5 per cent suspension of sheep’s corpuscles and without 
dilution the sera to be tested. In the test when immune 
serum, glanders bacilli extract, guinea pig serum or 
sheep’s corpuscles is referred to the reference is to these 
dilutions, all of which are made with physiological salt 
solution. 

For each serum four tubes are used, the first and third 
for the test and the second and fourth as controls. 

Salt solution is the first step and 1 c. ec. is put into 
each of the first and third tubes and 2 ¢. c. into each 
of the second and fourth; .1 ¢c. c. of the serum to 
be tested is next put into each of the first two tubes 
and .2 into each of the last two. 

One ec. c. of the glanders bacilli extract is now put 
into the first and third tubes and 1 ec. ce. of the guinea ° 
pig serum is added to each of the tubes. After shaking 
the tubes are placed in the incubator at 37 degrees C. 
for an hour in order to anchor the antigen and the 
glanders immune body in which the complement will 
become firmly fixed if the serum to be tested is from 
an animal infected with glanders. After this short 
incubation the tubes are ready for the final step, which 
consists of the addition to each tube of 1 c. ec. of the 
immune serum and 1 ec. c. of the sheep’s corpuscles. 
Each tube is thoroughly shaken and placed in the 
incubator at 37 degrees C. for ten hours, when the 
final results are observed. 

In case the serum tested is from an infected animal 
the corpuscles will be found at the bottom of the tubes 
one and three, while tubes two and four will show dis- 
solution of the corpuscles and the fluid will be colored 
by the hemoglobin set free. In negative cases all four 
tubes will show complete hemolysis. 

In making these tests each step must be controlled, 
and accordingly each time tests are made a known pos- 
itive blood is run and a known negative. Besides these, 
each different stage is controlled thus: a tube correspond- 
ing to No. 1 is run without the horse serum, all other 
ingredients being the same; next, a tube with 2 ec. ec. 
of the glanders bacilli extract and 1 c. ec. each of. the 
guinea pig serum, immune serum and sheep’s corpuscles; 
another tube containing salt solution, guinea pig 
serum, immune serum and sheep’s corpuscles; one with 
salt solution, guinea pig serum and corpuscles; one with 
salt solution, immune serum and corpuscles, and finally 
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one with salt solution and corpuscles only. It will be 
readily seen that failure to faithfully carry out any step 
will be shown by the controls and the cause of the trouble 
thus determined. 

The fact that this test is made from the blood makes 
it an extremely valuable one, especially in those cases 
in which the lesions are deep seated and also in cases of 
a mixed infection. 

The value of the blood tests for diagnosis lies in the 
fact that by their use the animals are in no way incapac- 
itated, as the blood may be taken at any time with no 
deleterious effect, and the hidden cases which are the 
greatest cause of the spread of glanders may be found. 
Appreciating this fact the Boston Board of Health 
last June sent Dr. R. E. Dyer and the writer to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry at Washington to make a 
study of the complement fixation test and there we spent 
two strenuous days under the supervision of Doctors 
Eichhorn and Traum. 

Soon after our return Doctors Burr and Dyer, the 
veterinarians of the Board, submitted the bloods from a 
stable in which there were sixty-three horses; but one - 
gave a positive reaction. This horse was killed and an 
autopsy showed typical lesions of glanders in both 
lungs. 

A retest was made eight weeks later and no reactions 
were found. 

Since last: June we have tested 681 bloods by this 
method, of which 129 were positive. 

Among this series we have had, as there always are 
in any large number of tests, some interesting cases, a 
few of which follow: 

July 9 we received a blood and material from abscesses. 
A typical Strauss developed, while the blood was nega- 
tive, although a specimen taken six days later was_ 
positive. 

September 2 a horse gave a positive mallein. (Guinea 
pig tests made on the 5th, 11th and October 3 were 
negative, but on the 23d of September swabs were sub- 
mitted from an abscess on the shoulder and the pigs 
gave a typical reaction. 

Complement fixation was negative on the 5th, posi- 
tive on the 8th and 11th, negative on the 19th, positive 
on the 23d and October 2. 

Killed Octoberj2, typical lesions in both lungs. 
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On September 12 a blood was submitted which was 
negative by the complement fixation and agglutination 
tests and likewise on the 16th, although swabs from a 
nasal discharge were submitted at this time and a pig 
inoculated the same day developed a typical reaction. 

Blood on the 18th gave a negative complement fixa- 
tion and a positive agglutination, on the 19th the same 
result was obtained, while blood drawn on the 21st and 
23d was positive to the complement fixation test. This 
horse gave a positive reaction to mallein on the 15th. 

Killed October 2, typical lesions both lungs. , 

September 25 guinea pig positive from an inoculation 
of material from an abscess on the jaw. 

Mallein negative on the 27th. Complement fixation 
positive September 30, October 3, 5 and 9. Killed 
October 22, typical lesions both lungs. 

October 14 guinea pigs inoculated with material from 
left nostril positive. 

Complement fixation negative October 14 and 19. 
Agglutination negative October 19. Killed October 
20, both lungs full of milliary lesions. 

While the blood tests have at times not given the 
reaction in positive cases at no time have we obtained a 
positive reaction from a negative case. 

It is a well-known fact that in the serum diagnosis 
and treatment of disease the strain of the organism 
which causes the infection gives the best results and 
this is, of course, the reason for using autogenous 
vaccines. 

It may be that we have been working under the dis- 
advantages of meeting strains of B. Mallei not repre- 
sented in our antigen, and at the present time are 
having one prepared from eight strains of organ- 
isms isolated at the laboratory from cases occurring in 
Boston. 

Up to the present time the blood offers the best means 
by which the spread of glanders can be controlled and the 
tests represent the most advanced knowledge of biolo- 
gists. Glanders is a disease which levies an extremely 
heavy tax on horse owners, but by cooperation between 
the public, owners, veterinarians and health authori- 
ties this disease with its consequent loss can be reduced 
toaminimum. . 

This is an end well worth striving for and its accom- 
plishment will constitute an epoch in the control of 
contagious diseases. 
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In concluding I wish to express our appreciation to 
the Bureau of Animal Industry for their aid not.only in 
furnishing us with some of the materials for the tests 
but also for their hearty cooperation and advice. 
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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR.

To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report for the year ending January 31, 1912. 

The total number of samples collected and examined 
was 21,331, as follows: .

Fewer samples. were examined by 2,323 than were 
tested in 1910, when 23,654 specimens received attention; 
the total for 1911 was 21,331. This latter figure may be 
further increased by 1,152 recorded inspections of 
premises, methods and conditions, making the total for 
the year, 22,483. The income was larger than last year, 
the total being $8,724.50, divided as follows: Fines, 
$6,075.40, and license fees, $2,502.50. The increase over 
the previous year was $241.60. 

The fact that a smaller number of samples were 
examined than in 1910 does not indicate that less work 
was involved, as more time was required in attendance 
at court than has been necessary in any previous year. 
In one sense this is to be deplored, as the energy devoted 
to these causes could be well expended in other directions. 
While the idea is revolutionary and foreign to prevailing 
practice, it would be of advantage in many ways if some 
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other means could be adopted for legally adjusting the 
differences which arise from the finding of infractions 
of the various laws which this Bureau is engaged in 
enforcing rather than to resort to court prosecutions, 
with the attendant delays and outgo of energy necessary 
in such proceedings. In view of present beliefs and 
methods it is questionable if a satisfactory solution of the 
problem could be evolved for supplanting the existing 
system. But if some plan could be devised which would 
take its place, as good if not better results could be 
obtained for the consumer and at the same time cause 
less friction on the part of dealers. 

The quality of milk sold during the year, based upon 
its-chemical constituents, was excellent and compared 
favorably with the output of recent years. During the 
extreme hot weather in July, when there was a great and 
long continued shortage of milk, the character of this 
commodity continued good. This fact should be a 
source of congratulation to the milk consumers of this 
city, as well as complimentary to those responsible for 
the supply. Despite the unparalleled demand for milk, 
the great shortage, and the tremendous temptation for 
adding water, with few exceptions the product sold, 
although small in amount, complied with the require- 
ments of the law. This is a condition which could not 
have been duplicated in the early history of milk inspec- 
tion in this state. 

There were other periods during the year beside that 
mentioned above when there was a _ scarcity of 
milk arriving here, but the difficulties at such times 
were not as pronounced as in July. The problem of 
providing an adequate amount of good milk during 
extreme and continued hot weather is a serious one and 
not appreciated by milk users, and the magnitude of 
this issue is yearly increasing. This is one cause for the 
constant extending of the distance from which milk is 
brought to this city. To provide for emergencies it is 
necessary, when possible, for dealers to carry a surplus 
at all times of the year, and this, with butter at low prices, 
often proves a burden to the trade which is not given 
adequate consideration by the community. This feature 
of the subject, however, is not beset with the troubles 
which arise from the attempt to obtain an ample supply ~ 
during prolonged shortage periods. 

In the report for 1909 mention was made of the milk 
used in the production of cream as to its bearing in 
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decreasing the available milk supply of this city. At 
that time it was pointed out that as the sale of cream 
is constantly increasing, the obtaining of enough milk 
for the future called for serious consideration. It was 
then estimated that it required for the production of 
Boston’s daily cream supply an amount of milk which 
equalled 39 per cent of the quantity of the latter fluid 
consumed daily. Since then the consumption of cream 
has increased, and more milk is now utilized for this 
purpose than formerly. This employment of cream not 
only has an important relation to the milk situation, but 
is also a factor of magnitude in the manufacture of butter. 
The recent high prices for this latter commodity can to 
an extent be attributed to the large use of cream and ice- 
cream during the last summer. Butter prices were no 
doubt also stimulated by the unprecedented hot weather 
and the conversion of much milk, which was formerly 
turned into butter, into condensed milk. By reason of 
such utilization the obtaining of enough milk and at 
reasonable prices for the different forms in which it is sold 
affords a problem of constantly increasing magnitude. - 

The effort to stamp out the sale of milk, with which 
skimmed milk has been mixed, or from which a part of 
the cream has been abstracted, mentioned in the last 
report, has been continued with successful results. In 
all, twenty-seven prosecutions, on account of milk indi- 
cating a deficiency in fat, were brought to the attention 
of the courts. A majority of these actions have been 
settled, and were all decided in favor of the government. 
In only a few instances has it been found necessary to 
bring more than one case against the same dealer, which 
lends weight to the belief thatin most of these prosecutions 
the quality of the milk was known to the seller. In any 
event a way was discovered to avoid numerous repeti- 
tions of the offense. It is clear that the prevailing fat 
standard is too low, and with milk rich in fat an oppor- 
tunity is offered for manipulations of the kind described 
above. This, while profitable to the dealer, if unde- 
tected, is unfair to the consumer and robs him of a part 
of his food supply to which he is entitled. The standard 
for fat in milk should be increased to such an extent as 
to effectually check admixtures with skimmed milk or 
removal of cream. 

There was a marked freedom from watered milk dur- 
ing the year and this form of adulteration, formerly 
extensively employed, has practically ceased. This 
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substantial immunity from dilution is not in accordance 
with the views of many, but is a condition worthy of 
appreciation. 

Incidental to the collecting of samples for examina- 
tion, attention is given, so far as comes under ordinary 
observation, to insanitary or improper methods and sur- 
roundings in connection with the sale of the food stuffs 
under the control of the Bureau. This work is based 
on the reports of its employees. Immediate endeavor 
is made to correct faulty practices either through the 
agency of letters or by requiring the dealer to come to 
this office. Such effort is usually successful, as shown 
by subsequent inspection. This branch of the service 
is of importance and necessitates much attention to 
details, but has been of aid in bringing about improved 
conditions. | 

The nature of these efforts is varied, as can be seen 
from the partial list which follows: Unmarked vehicles; 
holes in milk can covers which allowed access of dirt and 
ice water (these holes had been punched in the covers 
by producers in order to lessen the difficulty of placing 
the covers on the cans) ; insanitary handling of milk caps; 
dirty bottles and cans; bottling milk in a restaurant; 
filling of containers on a sidewalk; selling milk from a 
pail; milk which arrived from the country sour; use of 
emaciated cow with a lame leg at a dairy; misuse of con- 
tainers; shipments of milk in baggage cars; filthy stop- 
pers; improper washing of buttermilk glasses; undis- 
played license; uniced milk, and milk high in bacteria. 

These illustrations indicate that most of the subjects 
considered were such as to need checking, and that their 
proper regulation could only result in benefit to the food 


supply. 
LICENSE Law. 


Good results are being obtained from the law which 
deals with the licensing of milk dealers, as under its 
provisions it is possible to better control those who are 
handling this commodity than was formerly possible 
under the old law. By the existing arrangement it is 
feasible at least once a year, by a minimum expendi- 
ture of labor and cost, to secure a fairly accurate list of 
shopkeepers who sell milk. It would be incorrect to 
assume, however, that the present plan does not involve 
much work, for with the large number of dealers 
engaged in the sale of milk in this city a system of card 
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cataloguing is necessary for simplifying the labors of the 
Bureau in various directions throughout the year. The 
bringing of this catalogue system up to date each year 
requires much time, but once completed it adds greatly 
to the efficiency of future endeavors. May and June 
are the two months when most of the applications are 
received for licenses and during that period in 1911, 
3,716 licenses were granted and applications for many 
more were handled. The above figure shows that 673 
more licenses were granted in the above two months 
than in the corresponding period in 1910. That this 
amount of extra work is transacted in a busy office in 
so short a period with only a slight increase in the 
working force is complimentary to the regular employees. 

During the year $2,502.50 was collected for license 
fees, and this sum is $5 less than was received in 1910. 
The above amount represents 5,005 licenses, and at 
this time there are 4,226 licensees engaged in the sale 
of milk or oleomargarine in this city. This means that 
_ 779 of those who originally applied for permits are no 

longer in the business. A goodly portion of these latter 
were granted for shops which are now under the control 
of new owners and licensees. 

It has been found difficult to impress upon shop- 
keepers the importance of renewing their milk licenses, 
even though upon each permit the time of its expira- 
tion is prominently displayed. In April of each year, 
although not required by law to do so, notices are sent 
every dealer informing him that his license must be 
renewed before the first day of June. Experience has 
shown that even this is not effective in causing all of 
the dealers to take out permits, but a majority apply 
during the intervening month of May. About the first 
of June another notice is mailed to the delinquents, 
which conveys the information that milk is being sold 
contrary to law. Even this action does not bring the 
desired result, as a considerable number of the dealers 
neglect to apply for permits despite this warning. It 
has been found necessary each year to deal with these 
by means of court proceedings. It would be a saving of 
both time and money to shopkeepers if they would 
avoid the necessity of having this course pursued. Last 
year there were eighty-four cases before the courts for 
the sale of milk by unlicensed dealers, and in all but 
two instances the defendants were shopkeepers. 
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The necessity for a change in the system of license 
fees for wagon dealers still exists. A continuation of 
the present plan, in view of the method under which 
the business is conducted at the present time in this city, 
is an absurdity. The existing license fee of 50 cents, 
as previously pointed out, was adopted when it was the 
exception for a milkman to use more than one wagon in 
his business. Since then has come the consolidation era 
and now a few firms, eight in number, run 326 wagons, 
or 49 per cent of the vehicles operated. ‘These firms 
pay license fees amounting to $4; under the old atrange- 
ment, 2. e., before the amalgamation of interests, the 
above number of wagons would yield an income of 
approximately $163. Last year 666 wagons were 
employed in the delivery of milk in this city and in 
former times would have yielded license receipts of 
about $333. The last mentioned number of wagons 
are now owned by 215 concerns, and these pay to the 
city for the privilege of selling milk $107.50. Viewing 
the subject in another light, as will be seen from the 
following table, 134 dealers pay 50 cents for the privi- 
lege of operating one wagon each, while one firm con- 
tributes 50 cents to the city for 100 wagons, or 4 cent 
per wagon. Another concern uses fifty wagons in the 
delivery of milk, and the 50 cents license fee would 
make its rate 1 cent for each wagon. Further instances 
of such differences might be enumerated, but the 
detailed table renders this unnecessary. It is apparent, 
however, that there is great divergence in the number 
of wagons operated for one fee, and in the amount of 
business transacted under the existing license system. 

A license fee should be charged for each wagon, or a 
total fee permitted based upon a wagon rate, so that 
every wagon operated should be on the same basis from 
the fee standpoint. Even if the 50 cents license fee 
is to be continued, the above change should be made. 
It is believed, however, that the license fee ought to be 
increased, and it was shown in the report of 1910 that 
in some cities wagon license fees of from $1 to $10 were 
required. In several cities the amount of income from 
milk licenses is considerable. In a large western city, 
where the license fee for wagons is $10, dealers are further 
required to pay a vehicle tax of $5 for single wagons 
and $10 for double wagons. The annual receipts in 
that city for milk licenses approximate as follows: 
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From wagons, $29,000; from stores, $27,000. The 
largest concern in the above city pays an annual license 
fee of about $4,500. 

Furthermore, the present law which exempts the small 
producer selling less than twenty quarts of milk per day 
from being licensed is unfair and savors of class legisla- 
tion. This feature of the license law should be immedi- 
ately changed, not only from the standpoint of justice 
to the consumer, but of equity to shopkeepers selling 
less than twenty quarts of milk per day, and who are 
now required to be licensed even though they sell not 
more than one glass of milk per day. Consumers need 
all the protection which would follow the licensing of 
such small producers, so that sanitary inspection of 
premises and methods might be made.

There has been a further decrease in the number of 
dealers who sell milk from wagons, and in this respect the 
usual trend has been followed, as every year but one for 
a considerable period has shown a lessening in the number 
of this class of dealers. ‘Those who abandon this traffic 
rarely dispose of their interests to new concerns, and 
thus through the absorption by established firms of 
the routes of dealers who leave the business the number 
of milkmen grows smaller. 

Last year there were 259 wagon dealers; 1911 showed a 
reduction to 254, which is the lowest number yet recorded. 
By the annexation of Hyde Park 12 wagon dealers not 
included in the above number came under the control 
of this Bureau; this addition makes the total of milkmen 
266. 

The number of shops selling milk is larger than last 
year; there are now 3,907 such places as against 3,633 


-— 
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notedin1910. The former figure can be further increased 
to 3,982 through the addition of 75 shops in Hyde Park. 

The quantity of milk handled daily in this city was 
smaller than in 1910 by 17,615 quarts. The amount 
dealt in each day approximated 368,466 quarts, and of 
this quantity 336,472 quarts arrived by railroad. 
Undoubtedly a portion of the decrease was due to the 
fact that some of the dealers carried less ‘‘surplus milk”’ 
than formerly. Some of the railroad milk represents 
that which is consumed in near-by cities and towns as 
well as the unused milk which must be carried to supply 
the varying demand. 

The amount of milk consumed daily in this city 
increased by about 11,168 quarts by comparison with 
the approximate daily consumption of 1910. This 
increase may be attributed to a larger per capita use as 
well as to a growth in population. There can be little 
doubt that the employment of milk as a substitute 
for other foods is constantly growing; also that it is 
destined to be more largely used in the course of time 
by reason of its nourishing qualities. Approximately, 
264,877 quarts of milk were daily consumed in Boston 
in 1911. Of this, 232,951 quarts, or 87.95 per cent, 
arrived by railroads; 27,438 quarts, or 10.36 per cent, 
were transported by wagons, and 4,488 quarts, or 1.69 
per cent, were the product of the 455 cows kept within 
the city limits. The number of cows reported in 1910 
was 426. The consumption of milk produced within 
the city has increased over 1910 by 0.11 per cent, while 
there is an apparent decrease in the use of team milk by 
0.27 per cent. In one sense this latter is not real, for 
some of the milk formerly freighted by teams is now 
transported by railroad. 


CERTIFIED AND INSPECTED MILK. 


There appears to be no material change in the demand 
for certified milk despite the persistent agitation over ~ 
clean milk, which from the standpoint of both volume 
and force should have so impressed a sufficient number 
of consumers in this city as to have provided a market 
for all of the milk of this grade which comes here daily. 
Notwithstanding that this is not the fact, it is true 
that throughout the United States the production of 
certified milk is constantly increasing, but its use is 
not of such volume that the amount of business in this 
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commodity can be seriously considered. It appears, 
furthermore, from the past and present attitude of a 
majority of milk users towards the certified brand, that 
it will be many years in the future before there will be 
an adequate number of citizens purchasing this grade 
of milk to give its production the standing it deserves. 
This condition is neither complimentary from the 
standpoint of citizenship nor of justice and fair play. 
It appears to be tolerably easy to criticise producers, 
dealers and officials with relation to the milk issue, 
but some of the most condemnatory are apparently 
unwilling to buy clean milk, even though it. is available. 
They court the opportunity to give voice to the impossible 
issue, namely, that officials should force the production 
of cleanest milk without adequate compensation to 
farmer and dealer. The proposition to convert iron 
to gold would be equally tenable. If some of these 
individuals would talk less and add slightly to their 
milk expenditures by purchasing some of the clean 
brands which have been already provided, the result 
would be beneficial to the consumer and encouraging 
to those who have seen to it that a clean milk is available 
for those who will buy it. 

There have been adverse comments by reason of 
the alleged high price of certified milk. This is without 
reason and unwarranted. ‘The care and expense entailed 
in conducting a certified milk farm justify the price 
demanded, and even at prevailing figures many of those 
producing small amounts do so at a loss. Undoubtedly 
there are very few who could not afford to buy clean 
milk, despite the fact that they now consider it 
impossible, and that it costs more than ordinary milk. 
Laying aside the dirt issue, clean milk from the health 
view yields ample returns, and if the truth was known 
there are not many individuals who could justly make 
the above claim. In fact they can ill afford to purchase 
any other type of milk. Investigation would show that 
much of the money which should be used for good 
milk is now spent for beer, champagne, fancy millinery 
and other supposed necessities. A portion of the 
community aver that the prices demanded for certified 
milk are excessive. If such critics would only engage 
in its production the error of this attitude would be 
quickly and practically demonstrated. It must be borne 
in mind that certified milk represents the best in the 
way of milk production, not only in the health of 
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animals and individuals but in cleanliness and watch- 
fulness at every step. There is such perfection that the 
question of scarcity of supply rather than a surplus 
should be paramount. 

In all, six firms are engaged in the sale of this kind 
of milk in Boston, and fortunately the delivery facilities 
are such that it is available in every part of the city. 
The amount consumed daily equals 1,797 quarts, which 
is an increase of 571 quarts over the amount reported 
as being used daily in 1910. This represents only 0.68 
per cent of the daily supply. 

So-called inspected milk is also available, and this 
is employed to the extent of 14,117 quarts daily, which 
is 5.83 per cent of the amount used each day. This is 
a clean type of milk, costing less than certified, and 
produced under less exacting circumstances. Here 
the conditions for the most part under which this milk 
is produced and sold are under the control of individual 
firms. Bacteriologically this milk is ordinarily well 
within the limit of 100,000 to the cubic centimeter. 
The lack of demand for this milk has resulted in dis- 
couragement and financial loss to dealers. At this 
writing and for a long period there has been a daily 
surplus of this type of milk, even though the selling 
price is only a trifle over that of the ordinary grade. 
This presents a shameful condition, namely, that which 
involves the outlay of energy and expense of its pro- 
duction and handling with no available market for the 
commodity. This surplus now goes into the ordinary 
supply, but its disposal by this method involves loss to 
the dealer. There is the further fact that one firm 
has demonstrated that despite persistent advertising 
it has not been possible to create an adequate demand 
for inspected milk. Under these circumstances it is 
not surprising that there is a growing sentiment among 
some dealers to do away with this brand of milk. Such 
concerns believe, and with justification, that it would 
be preferable to have only two types of milk, the ordinary 
and the certified. This attitude, however, is not 
unanimous, one firm contending that certified milk is 
not a success and that it could to advantage be sup- 
planted by pasteurized inspected milk. Some of the 
inspected milk is sold in the pasteurized form and a 
part of the milk so treated is heated in the bottle in 
which the consumer receives it. Probably the bulk 
of the inspected milk is sold raw. A _ considerable 
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portion of this milk is used in hospitals and institutions, 
and cans are used for containers when it is subject to 
such disposal. One firm asserts that the only increase 
in use of such milk is in the above wholesale form. 

Fourteen firms, the same number as indicated in the 
report of last year; are equipped for the distribution 
of inspected milk. That there has been no increase in 
the number of such concerns is ample proof of the lack 
of demand for this commodity. Regardless of whether 
or not the production of certified or inspected milk is 
to cease, it is time that the absurd condition of a surplus 
of clean milk in this market was supplanted by one of 
adequate demand. That such a change would prove 
satisfactory to consumers from both health and financial 
standpoints there can be no question. Clean milk 
drawn from healthy cows and handled with care should 
always be purchased to the exclusion of that obtained 
under less exacting conditions. 


HEATED MILK. 


One additional concern undertook the sale of heated 
milk during the year, so that there are now seven firms 
supplying this treated commodity. The firm in question 
is heating the milk in the bottles in which it is sold, 
and another company has commenced the sale of milk 
and cream, which also has similar treatment. The 
heating is done by either surrounding the bottles 
containing the milk with water, which is subsequently 
brought to the desired temperature, or the bottled milk 
is placed in an iron box and there heated by hot 
water, which is allowed to spray over the bottles. By 
this last method it requires about twenty minutes to 
bring the water and milk to a temperature of 145 
degrees Fahrenheit, and then this temperature is main- 
tained for twenty minutes longer. Afterwards an inter- 
val of twenty minutes more is necessary to thoroughly 
cool the milk without endangering the bottles by a 
sudden change in temperature. This latter firm is also 
selling milk which has been heated by the above proc- 
ess in the 84 quart cans in which it is delivered. These 
are closed with a wooden plug and a paper cover next 
to the milk. This method of heating this commodity 
is more expensive than any which has been employed 
heretofore; it has been estimated that the cost is one- 
half cent a quart more than where. other devices are 
used. It is claimed that when milk is processed as 
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above, the chances of subsequent infection are materi- 
ally lessened. During 1911 one company replaced its 
‘‘continuous pasteurizer”’ with a holding device whereby 
the milk is heated to 146 degrees Fahrenheit and then 
maintained at this temperature for thirty minutes; it 
is then cooled and bottled. By this plan it is claimed 
there is an average bacterial reduction of over’ 99 per 
cent. Another firm has recently supplanted old 
machinery with modern equipment at one of its establish- 
ments, and is now at this plant heating milk to a tem- 
perature of 145 degrees Fahrenheit; it is then held for 
thirty minutes, during which interval the temperature 
does not fall below 142 degrees Fahrenheit. Sub- 
sequently it is cooled to below 44 degrees Fahrenheit 
in ten seconds and afterwards placed in containers. 
Glass-lined tanks are employed for holding the milk, 
and at this as well as at plants belonging to other firms, 
machines for mechanically capping bottles have been 
installed and are now in operation. All of the companies 
who are heating milk in this city are now using modern 
equipment, and the only concern which is employing 
the continuous process solely has its creameries in another 
state. One firm heats the milk at a factory outside 
the city and then reheats it by the continuous method 
after its arrival here. This policy of double heating 
is undesirable; at the same time it prevents the ascer- 
taining of the condition of the milk prior to its first 
treatment. 

The quantity of heated milk sold here daily has 
materially increased over the output for 1910. The 
approximate amount of such milk sold each day is 
193,400 quarts, which is 73.02 per cent of the supply. 
Last year about 126,565 quarts were used daily. About 
124,040 quarts, or 64.13 per cent of this quantity, is 
delivered in bottles, which form of container is to be 
preferred to cans for this commodity, if it be con- 
sidered upon the basis of least bacterial content. Fig- 
ures in support of this view may be found under the 
heading of ‘‘ Bacteriological Examination of Milk.” 

This heated milk should bear a label stating the date 
when treated and the temperature and length of time 
the heat was maintained. . 


MILK CANS. 


All of the small concerns which began the shipping 
of milk from the country during the last two years are 
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employing 83-quart cans as containers of this product. 
With the large companies there has been no wholesale 
replacement of this size of can, characteristic of New. 
England milk trade, with larger units, but one firm 
has been slowly substituting for 83-quart cans rendered 
unfit for use by age containers holding 214 quarts. 
Much of the milk brought here by the large concerns 
now arrives in cans holding more than 83} quarts, and 
one dealer contends that 40-quart cans should be 
employed exclusively for the shipment of milk from 
the country, but admits that there is objection to 
this policy from New England producers. However, 
this course would obviate one objection to the use of 
the 84-quart can, namely, its employment by farmers 
as a container of water. This practice, if long con- 
tinued, causes the rusting of the cans, which not only 
brings financial loss to the dealer, but is a detriment 
to the quality of the milk, as it is difficult to keep such 
cans clean. One dealer contends that the 8%3-quart 
can is easier to handle, and that milk so contained is 
more quickly cooled, and may be kept cold with less 
difficulty than if in cans of a larger capacity. 

At present all cans are washed here by dealers before 
being sent to the country to be subsequently filled 
with milk for shipment to this city. There is prac- 
tically unanimous agreement that this custom has 
been of great service in improving the supply. How- 
ever, the sole responsibility for the condition of the 
cans should not rest with the dealer, as the intention 
here is to send the cans into the country in the best 
condition that it is possible to obtain under the methods 
which have to be pursued in their speedy handling. 
Under these or other circumstances, cans may occa- 
sionally reach the country unfit to be employed to hold 
milk. In such cases the producer, if he uses them, 
should see that they are properly cleaned before they 
are utilized for this purpose. One company has devised 
and patented a machine for washing cans, whereby 
the inverted cans are successively treated with jets 
of boiling water, live steam and hot air. The wooden 
stoppers are also boiled in water. This method is 
yielding satisfactory results. 

The handling of cans while in the country should 
receive more attention, whether under supervision 
by means of the leased car system or controlled by the 
railroads. Although the cans have to be put off, of 
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the ears quickly, they should not be dumped, as often 
happens, upon the ground or railroad platforms in 
heaps, in such a manner that stoppers are lost from 
the cans. In such cases the stoppers are likely to 
become filthy, and dirt may find its way into the 
unclosed cans. Such care should be inaugurated in 
the handling of cans as would entirely obviate this 
difficulty. 

In the delivery of milk at wholesale throughout the 
city the 83-quart can unit is still employed to a large 
extent, but the 214-quart unit is being used to a minor 
degree. The 83-quart cans closed with a paper cap, 
instead of the wooden stopper, of which mention has 
been made in other reports, have been shown to be 
practicable for the city distribution of milk, and of 
utility in reducing its bacterial content. These are 
used, however, by only two companies. 


Misusté oF MILK CONTAINERS. 


There has been a further reduction in the number of 
complaints from dealers for violation of the law relating 
to the placing of illegal substances in milk containers, 
although the number of court actions was the same as 
last year. It is not always easy to procure evidence of 
the unlawful use of such vessels, which complicates 
somewhat the further lessening of violations of this 
law. It is certain, however, that shop and restaurant: 
keepers are exercising more care in this respect and that 
the prosecutions of the last few years have been pro- 
ductive of good results. Formerly much trouble was 
experienced with restaurants from the use of milk bottles 
in the sale of coffee. This practice has been generally 
abandoned, and many restaurants which cater to trade 
of this character have procured a supply of containers 
which are used only in the sale of substances other than 
milk products. There is carelessness with some shop- 
keepers concerning the misuse of bottles, and not — 
infrequently they are employed as measuring vessels. 
Of the eight cases which were brought to the attention 
of the courts, all related to the misuse of bottles, and 
cider, vinegar, sweet oil and oysters comprised the list 
of materials found in these bottles. In two instances 
the misused vessels were found in restaurants. 

There is one part of this problem with which it is 
difficult to deal from the standpoint of securing evi- 
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dence, namely, the wrong use of bottles in households. 
Upon the basis of education it is believed that much has 
been accomplished in lessening this evil, but there is_ 
opportunity for further improvement. This is a sub- 
ject in which every consumer who desires clean milk 
should be interested, as a large proportion of the com- 
plaints in relation to dirty milk containers are caused 
by substances which at some time have been wrong- 
fully placed in them and which are not subsequently 
readily removed by ordinary methods of washing. No 
consumer who persists in retaining and misusing bot- — 
tles belonging to milkmen could reasonably complain 
of dirty bottles when used for milk containers. What 

is needed is further cooperation from all milk users, 
whether householders, shop or restaurant keepers, in the 
care and prompt return to the owners of all milk vessels. 
By adopting this course one of the large items of expense 
to the dealer could be avoided and troublesome com- 
plaints from unclean milk containers would be reduced 
to a minimum. Under the present plan, or, more cor- 
rectly, lack of method in handling milk bottles, the 
result is an unnecessary expense to the milk user, as 
the loss from milk containers is paid by consumers. 
If the system which has been proposed by this Bureau, 
of charging for all milk containers, was adopted, the 
cost of milk could probably be slightly reduced, one 
dealer having asserted that it could be lowered by one- 
‘half cent per quart. Thus it can be seen that the con- 
sumer, by paying for milk bottles and checking this 
great annual waste, would engage in an undertaking 
from which remuneration in the way of lessened milk 
bills might be anticipated. Something of this great 
outgo may be realized when it is known that one dealer 
recently lost 31,000 bottles in one month, and as these 
cost about four cents each, it can be seen that the item 
of expense from this source is considerable. 

There are certain districts in the city where the loss 
to dealers from nonreturned bottles far exceeds the 
average. Some of these vessels are retained by con- 
sumers and wrongfully put to uses for which they were 
not intended. ‘The others are thrown out of doors, and ° 
the history of such abandoned bottles is not pleasant 
to contemplate for those who prefer to use milk handled 
under proper conditions. The majority of such milk 
bottles find their way into ash barrels, where they 
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mingle and become coated inside and outside with 
filth and ashes. From these barrels they are dumped 
into the refuse collecting carts, to come in contact with 
other kinds of dirt and thus become filthier. Mention 
was made in the last report of a dump where milk bot- 
tles were found. This particular dump was no excep- 
tion, as milk bottles like those mentioned above may be 
found at the different city dumps, and under this plan 
there is further opportunity for contact with new kinds 
of dirt. At one dump where milk bottles were being 
collected, rotten poultry, bones in various stages of 
decomposition, old mattresses and other waste and 
undesirable material were discovered. These are dairy 
accompaniments which can be classified as disgusting. 
This is a condition for which we as citizens are respon- 
sible and are alone culpable. How many are there who 
would care to use milk, one of the most perishable food 
stuffs, which had been in bottles which had traveled 
the dump route? Probably not many, and yet there 
are thousands in this city who daily use milk from such 
bottles, and undoubtedly some who are not of the class 
who misuse containers or fail to return to milkmen the 
vessels which belong to them. 

Photographs illustrating some of the methods of 
handling the neglected milk bottle are reproduced. 


Figure I.— This shows the way by which some milk bottles, 
together with waste and dirt, are carried to dumps. As one 
use of a milk wagon is the transportation of empty bottles, a 
vehicle like that in the picture might be also considered as a 
milk wagon, a product of the present age. 

Figure II.— This depicts the dumping of the bottles and dirty 
débris from the collection basket upon an old, abandoned 
and unclean quilt. 

Figure III.— An illustration of a pile of this accumulated 
dirty waste with milk bottles upon a comforter or quilt, in 
which this material is later folded for transportation to a shack 
for sorting. 

Figure IV.— In this building, and under conditions. which 
would not be tolerated in any dairy, bottles for subsequent 
use in the milk supply of this city are sorted from other dump 
material and packed in barrels ready for shipment to the Milk 
Package Exchange. 

Figure V.— This machine is at the headquarters of the Milk 
Package Exchange and is used solely for the washing of milk 
bottles collected at dumps. 
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From the dumps the bottles find their way to the 
original owners. Formerly they were delivered directly, 
but now they are collected by the Milk Package 
Exchange. This concern pays the operators of the 
dumps for the bottles, and last year it expended for this 
purpose $2,548.96 for 381,639 bottles. This is at the 
rate of over 1,000 bottles per day. Such bottles were 
formerly washed by the milkmen, but recently the owners 
of the Milk Package Exchange installed a bottle wash- 
ing machine, which is now operated exclusively to remove 
filth and ashes from dump bottles. The milkmen com- 
pensate the Milk Package Exchange for this collection 
service, as well as for returned bottles from other sources. 
Besides the above 381,639 bottles, the Milk Package 
Exchange collected in its wagons from small dealers 
300,723 bottles, and the large contracting firms by 
means of their own wagons returned to the Exchange 
1,702,096 bottles, making in all 2,384,458 bottles handled 
inone year. This represented an enormous and uncalled- 
for waste of energy. 

While it is believed that there should be a charge for 
all milk bottles, it is probably true that much of this loss 
comes from the sale of milk in bottles by shopkeepers. 
To check this outgo, a method of charging for bottles 
used in the sale of shop milk should be immediately 
inaugurated, and if milkmen do not care to put a plan 
in operation for exacting payment for the containers 
which consumers are now using, then the use of 
a universal shop bottle, which has been extensively 
advocated, should be commenced. If the idea of em- 
ploying one style of bottle by all milkmen for the sale of 
shop milk was adopted, there would be immediate 
responsibility for all packages used, as milkmen would 
charge store dealers for every bottle, and the latter 
would in turn exact payment from the consumer. The 
result would be that each would obtain his money when 
the bottles were returned, and a tremendous loss, for 
which the consumer is now charged, would be imme- 
diately checked. The trade was almost on the point of 
adopting this form of package on one occasion, but 
petty fear of losing a commercial advantage gave the 
scheme a temporary setback. The idea is still under 
consideration, but the time for placing it in operation 
should not be long delayed. This plan would mean 
better milk with no more and perhaps less expense to 
the consumer.

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CLEANING OF MILK VESSELS. 


Milkmen are agreed that marked advancement has 
been made in the matter of having milk vessels cleaned 
by consumers and shopkeepers before they are returned 
to the dealer. The agitation to bring about this condi- 
tion has only been in progress a comparatively short 
time, but the results have been excellent. The gain 
appears to be progressive, and each year denotes further 
improvement. This has followed the attempts which 
have been made to direct the attention of the public to 
this evil, in which the regulation of the Board of Health 
requiring the cleaning of all milk vessels as soon as 
emptied has had no small part. In the enforcement of 
this regulation it was only found necessary during the 
year to bring a small number of cases to the attention of 
the courts. All of the prosecutions for the violation of 
this regulation during the several years of its existence 
have been brought against shop and restaurant keepers. 

Unfortunately the householder is practically immune 
from such court proceedings, as there is difficulty in pro- 
curing the evidence necessary for conviction. The 
responsibility of attention to this detail of cleanliness 
rests as much with consumers as with storekeepers, and 
in fact there is more reason to expect its observance from 
the former than from the latter. It is a subject of 
importance to every person, regardless of their walk in 
life, who desires clean milk supplies; and justice to other 
milk users and the dealer, irrespective of regulations or 
attempts to educate the public, should compel the strict 
application of this principle to all milk containers. If 
there could be thorough cleaning of all milk vessels 
together with their prompt return to milkmen, two of 
the great city evils and elements of unrest would be 
eliminated from the milk business. These are some of 
the unnecessary factors for which people are taxed by 
milk dealers, and enter to no small degree into the fixing 
of the present prices charged for this commodity. 

To direct further attention of milk users to the impor- 
tance of proper care of milk vessels, and their prompt 
return to milkmen, a circular, which was published in 
the last report, was distributed through the agency of 
dealers to the extent of nearly 130,000 copies. It is 
believed that this undertaking had a salutary influence 
in lessening the troubles which follow the lack of clean- 
ing, the misuse and nonreturn of cans and bottles. 
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REGULATION CONCERNING THE SALE OF SHOP MILK 
IN TIGHTLY CLOSED RECEPTACLES. 


In the action mentioned in the last report which 
involved the question of the legality of the regulation 
of the Board of Health prohibiting the sale of ‘‘loose 
milk”’ in shops, it was finally decided by the Supreme 
Court that! the Board had exceeded its authority in 
adopting this measure. This decision not only settled 
the fate of one case, but also the prosecutions against 
other defendants. 

Although defeated on the legal issue, from the moral 
and educational basis sufficient advance was made, 
through the effort expended in behalf of this regulation, 
to more than repay the outgo of energy. By reason of 
the contest to secure the adoption of this measure, and 
the stand taken by the authorities. regarding the sale of 
shop milk in accordance with its provisions, a majority 
of both consumers and storekeepers became convinced 
of the advantages resulting from the sale of milk in 
shops by this method. At this time, although there is 
no regulation requiring it, the bulk of shop milk (prob- 
ably on a conservative estimate from 60 to 70 per cent) 
is sold in bottles, and to the great satisfaction of both 
the public and store owners. ‘That this will continue 
to be a permanent condition appears to be assured. 
Thus the legal victory for the defence was from a practi- 
cal basis fruitless, for the principle for which those 
favorable to the regulation were contending had so 
impressed itself upon a majority of citizens as to give 
it the force of a law through the agency of custom, long 
before the court’s decision was rendered. Even those 
milkmen who were most strenuous in their opposition 
to the regulation are less firm in their belief in the 
advantages accruing from the sale of ‘‘loose milk”’ in 
stores, and it is known that the insanitary features 
governing the sale of ‘‘loose milk’’ in shops have never 
so impressed themselves on this class of dealers as since 
this finding of the Supreme Court. It is believed that a 
- satisfactory solution of the problem involving the loss 
from bottles which results from the sale of shop milk 
in this manner, or the use of a satisfactory single service 
container, would, even with this minority of milkmen, 
cause a complete cessation of the sale. of ‘‘loose milk” 
in shops. 

The chief obstacle to the sale of milk in stores is the 
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tremendous and unwarranted financial outgo which 
must be borne by milkmen through the loss from non- 
return of bottles. This subject has been discussed in 
another portion of the report, but the condition, which 
is one founded solely upon petty trade jealousies, 
should be checked immediately. For its continuance 
milkmen alone are blamable. 

Partially through the sale of more milk from tanks 
and coolers since this decision, there has been an increase 
in the number of store milk specimens with high bac- 
terial content over last year’s findings. The sale of 
milk in this manner is also responsible for a larger 
number of samples of milk from shops being materially 
deficient in milk solids and fat than were found in 1910. 

Briefly the advantages to the consumer from the sale 
of bottled milk are, a supply less likely to infection, 
cleaner, and with a lower bacterial content, and more 
uniform in respect to its chemical constituents; for the 
shopkeeper the plan provides a method for the handling 
of milk in a cleanly manner and one which is less likely 
to involve him in conflict with the authorities, either 
from the sanitary condition of the milk or through lack 
of the legal amounts of milk solids and fat, which latter 
is likely to result through the imperfect mixing, which 
often accompanies the sale of ‘‘loose milk”’ in stores. 
For the milkman the only disadvantage is one for which 
he alone is responsible. 

The decision of the Supreme Court has been followed 
by some criticism of the Board for adopting this regula- 
tion, 2. e., for exceeding its power, and these comments 
have savored of the theoretic rather than the practical 
type. Those who took the Board to task should under- 
stand that the only feasible plan of determining the 
legality of a regulation of this kind is to adopt and enforce 
it. Then if some aggrieved party desires to contest the 
question, it may be considered by the courts. In con- 
sidering this regulation, however, the legal aspect was 
not neglected and the Board had reason to believe from 
the opinions secured that it would receive legal sanction. 
Because of this, and the further opinion that the sale 
of “loose milk” was detrimental to public welfare, the 
regulation was adopted. 

The great improvement shown in the condition of 
store milk by the report of last year on both the bacterio- 
logical and chemical basis, which followed the compul- 
sory sale of this commodity in bottles, was so marked as 
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to amply prove the wisdom of your Board in endeavoring 
to bring about the sale of shop milk in this manner. This 
gain, although anticipated and predicted by the sponsors 
of the regulation, was so pronounced as to successfully 
controvert criticism of the course of your Board. 

The full text of the decision of the Supreme Court in 
relation to this matter will be found in the Appendix. 


INVESTIGATING COMPLAINTS. 


This feature of the service is becoming of greater 
importance each year, and the number of calls requiring 
the expenditure of energy in this direction is increas- 
ing annually. Formerly complaints such as are now 
received almost daily were unknown, and those which 
were brought to the attention of the Bureau related 
almost wholly to the alleged poor quality of milk. 
From this, which could not fairly be considered a 
beginning, the scope has widened materially and the 
character of these grievances is at this time constantly 
broadening. 

This condition undoubtedly reflects a growing keen- 
ness in the public mind relative to the quality and 
methods of handling of food supplies. In its direct 
bearing upon the milk problem, it indicates that the 
efforts which have been put forth in the past in the 
endeavor to educate consumers upon the basis of clean- 
liness in this product are beginning to accomplish 
good results. Upon this substantial foundation marked 
future betterment in the quality of milk supplies may 
be anticipated. 

This interest on the part of milk users will serve as 
a powerful lever with both dealers and producers. It | 
has already been fruitful in checking many undesirable 
customs, some of which, considering the many individ- 
uals connected with the sale of this commodity, might 
not otherwise have been given early official notice 
through not having been brought to the attention of 
the authorities. Thus, although these complaints 
increase the duties of the office, this auxiliary public 
oversight is welcomed, as it is an aid toward the clean 
milk movement which is constantly becoming more 
firmly established. 

Many citizens call at this Bureau to register their 
complaints, while others resort to the agencies of the 
mail and telephone. Not infrequently those received 
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from the two latter sources are anonymous. Regard- 
less of this latter condition all are given as prompt 
attention as possible. Usually these protests are well 
founded and frequently the investigations are followed 
by a pronounced betterment of conditions. 

That the list of complaints is being constantly 
extended can be seen from the following examples, 
which represent only a portion of those received: 
Quality of milk, buttermilk, condensed milk and butter; 
manufacture of butter in a store in which people lived; 
storage of milk in a tenement and the sale of milk from 
an unlicensed basement kitchen; leaving bottled milk 
unprotected outside a store; filling milk bottles on teams 
and in stores; keeping cows in this city under insani- 
tary conditions; dirty milk and cream and dirty bottles; 
flies in milk bottle; sale of ‘‘a mixture of acids” as 
vinegar; misuse of milk bottles and cans; dirty ice 
cream store and dirty milk wagon; milkman on wagon 
drinking milk from a bottle of milk; improper methods 
of washing milk glasses; ‘“‘poison’’ in milk; and serving | 
oleomargarine in a boarding house. 

In many instances the facts indicate that dealers 
are not the real offenders, the actual culprits having 
been consumers. This is most pronounced in the 
matter of complaints relating to dirty milk bottles and 
to the misuse of milk containers. 

The continued aid of the public is desired in all prob- 
lems which can properly come within the province of 
the Bureau, and where a prospect of improvement is 
possible. 


DatRy INSPECTION. 


The endeavors in this direction have been devoted 
to a consideration of the dairies referred to the Bureau 
by the Dairy Division, which was established by your 
Board during the year. For the most part this work 
has been confined to the handling of places where the 
production conditions were such that it was deemed 
necessary to exclude the milk from this market. This 
created a different state of affairs from that which 
formerly existed, where the bulk of the dairy work 
which came under observation was the result of inspec- 
tions and reports by the State Board of Health. Now 
all such reports from this source go directly to the 
Dairy Division. ; 

Practically all of the dairies from which the milk 
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was ordered excluded were the result of second inspec- 
tions and some were of third or fourth inspections. 
This means that the owners of these farms had neglected 
to correct faulty conditions after having been given 
an opportunity to do so. Under such circumstances 
the plan of exclusion seems the only one to pursue, 
and this policy has in general been productive of good 
results, and the milk at farms given such consideration 
is now produced under better surroundings than those 
which formerly existed. In a few instances milk was 
excluded because the owners of farms would not permit 
the representatives of the Dairy Division to inspect 
their premises. Some of the other principal reasons 
for the exclusion of milk from dairies from this city 
were: Unclean cows, unclean tieup, barn insufficiently 
lighted, pigs or hens kept in barn, milk cooled in trough 
from which cattle or horses drink, manure allowed 
to accumulate in barn or barnyard, milk strained in 
barn, no milk room, milk uncollected for more than 
twenty-four hours, faulty drainage, utensils not properly 
cleaned and inverted in pure air when not in use, 
and horse manure or sand used for bedding. 

The fact that milk was ordered to be excluded from 
this city does not mean, as would generally be sup- 
posed, that in all instances the farmer was deprived 
of a market for the sale of his milk. While no one 
would from choice wish such a misfortune as a loss 
of market to be visited upon any individual, there 
appears to be no other feasible method for accom- 
plishing the quick cleaning up of dairies (where the 
farmer desires to continue in the production of milk), 
than to adopt this plan. Where licensees have been 
ordered to stop the sale of milk in Boston from objec- 
tionable dairies a variety of results has followed. 
In some instances there has been the fullest cooperation 
with the Bureau and the milkmen concerned stopped 
purchasing the condemned milk immediately. This 
was followed by many of the farmers correcting the 
reported faults, and permission was then granted to 
resume the sale of the milk from such places in this 
city through the original source. At other times 
farmers have apparently felt aggrieved by reason of 
the milkman refusing to purchase their milk on orders 
from this Bureau, and have, after making their places 
acceptable upon the sanitary basis, commenced the 
sale of their milk to other milkmen. With another 
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class of farmers, excluding their product from this 
market has resulted in the milk being sent to some 
other city, either in or outside this state, or to some 
creamery to be manufactured into cream or butter, 
and at most of the dairies in this latter class the recom- 
mendations as to sanitary improvements have been 
absolutely ignored. With other milkmen, excluding 
the milk of a dairy from this city has meant either 
that the product would continue to be purchased by 
these dealers and transferred for sale to some nearby 
city, or that the dealer would use the milk from the 
condemned farms in the manufacture of cream or 
butter. Unfortunately the majority of the excluded 
dairies have been handled in the latter manner, and 
under such coddling treatment dairymen do not show 
that earnestness in putting the suggestions of the 
Board into operation which follows where a market 
is unavailable. Another objection to this latter plan 
is that other cities receive the milk which is being 
produced under conditions which would not be accept- 
able here. It is not usual for this Bureau to know 
the actual market in which this milk is being sold, 
but where trustworthy information is at hand from 
any reliable source concerning such outlets, the health 
authorities of the city in which the milk was being 
consumed were made acquainted with the details 
by this Bureau. At times there has been reason to 
believe that this mode of procedure has not been fol- 
lowed by the institution of the necessary improvements 
at the dairies in question, or that there was any exclu- 
sion of milk by authorities subsequent to the issuance 
of facts from this office. In a few instances there 
was evidence that the receipt of such information 
was appreciated, and this Bureau was later fully 
informed of the action which subsequently followed. 
Where excluded milk finds its way to creameries there 
appears to be little which can be done under existing 
conditions to stop its sale. Wherever milkmen lose 
the milk from an excluded dairy by reason of its being 
sold to another dealer in this city or to some other 
market, a feeling of dissatisfaction is likely to ensue, 
which is one incapable of adjustment from the stand- 
point of the original purchaser. There have been 
instances where milkmen have not stopped the pur- 
chase of excluded milk, but have used it for creamery 
purposes or to sell to consumers in other cities, in 
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order to prevent the milk being sold to other dealers, 
and to give the farmer further opportunity to correct 
reported dairy faults. Meanwhile the milkman would 
endeavor to have the insanitary features removed. 
This policy has not always been followed by the desired 
results, as some of the farmers have refused to make 
the necessary improvements and have later disposed 
of their product elsewhere, much to the disgust, as 
above outlined, of the interested milkmen. 

It seems unfortunate from any aspect of the case that 
the authorities have so little control of the market for 
milk produced under insanitary conditions, and until 
a method is adopted which places an effectual check 
upon the present available outlets, the institution of 
necessary changes at every condemned dairy will be 
impossible. 

Another feature of milk production which yearly calls 
for more serious consideration is that the list of farmers 
who have decided to discontinue this branch of the 
farming business is constantly increasing. This phase 
of the situation upon the side of the consumer and 
dealer is serious at the present time, and it is destined 
to be of greater importance in the future. It can be 
said, however, in this connection, that when farmers 
feel that they are amply compensated for the produc- 
tion of milk there will be an immediate elimination of 
a dearth of supply. In this problem the price and labor 
issues have by many been thought to be the only factors 
from the farmers’ standpoint. This is not the only 
influence, as the manufacturers of fertilizers have been 
active in imparting information, not only as to sources 
of plant-growing materials but as to some of the modern 
methods of crop handling, which operates to make the 
keeping of animals for the production of manure less of 
a necessity than it was formerly thought to be. 

In another sense there has been lack of cooperation 
on the part of dealers in connection with the handling 
of this problem of dairies from which the milk had been 
excluded, and that is the difficulty of obtaining informa- 
tion from dealers. This work, based upon the minimum 
of labor necessary, is considerable, but the follow-up 
system which had to be pursued in order to obtain the 
desired facts multiplied the outlay of energy many times. 
The prompt supplying of requested data by every dealer 
would be a saving of time for both dealers and the 
Bureau. 
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That the work of inspection has been followed by 
improved dairy conditions is apparent, and it is antici- 
pated that the future gain in this direction will greatly 
exceed that of the past. A summary of the dairies 
considered follows:

BACTERIOLOGIC EXAMINATION OF MILK. 


The results from the continuance of bacteriological 
investigations of the milk supply of this city are encour- 
aging, and while the findings fluctuate from year to 
year, it is believed that constant progress is being 
made despite the fact that a yearly betterment on the 
percentage basis is not always demonstrable. Improve- 
ment must necessarily come from this work, as each 
finding of a high count is followed by an investigation, 
and these activities oftentimes reach back to the original 
source from which the milk was obtained. This usually 
discloses the cause for the poor condition of the milk, 
and, regardless of whether or not this is shown, these 
inquiries generally result in more precautions being 
taken in the production methods and subsequent care 
of the milk. Thus the necessity for the better handling 
of milk supplies is being impressed upon shopkeeper, 
milkman and producer. Consequently the systematic 
and persistent bacteriologic examination of the supply 
serves as an effective means of improvement. The 
commencement of this effort for breaking away from 
old conditions dates from the active employment of the 
dual standards of your Board relative to the bacteriolog- 
ical content and temperature of this product. Viewed 
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in this light, although the amount of energy expended 
was large, the results have been such as to warrant the 
conclusion that from this beginning much may be 
expected in the future. 

In 1911, 7,311 samples were examined, and this is the 
largest number tested in any year since these investi- 
gations were begun, and exceeds the work of last year 
by 654 tests. More specimens were procured from 
contractors by 1,470 than were collected from this 
source in 1910, the total from these car samplings 
numbering 4,794. The usual custom of issuing warn- 
ings where high counts were discovered has been followed, 
and the total number of notices so issued was 544, 
which is 160 less than were sent out last year; 262 of 
these warnings were issued to those who were bringing 
milk here by means of railroads, and were by these 
latter later distributed to the producers from whom 
the milk was obtained. The balance were sent to 
milkmen and shopkeepers. 

The quality of the milk obtained from contractors 
is indicated in Table I.

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The milk from this source is decidedly better than that 
procured in 1910. This showing is remarkable consider- 
ing the extreme hot weather of last summer and the 
distant and unusual sources from which some of the milk 
was obtained during that period. Consumers will be 
fortunate if under similar conditions the findings of this 
year are duplicated. While the total percentage of 
samples is greater than last year, there is a gain in the 
percentage of specimens under 50,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, and also in respect to the percentage of 
samples below 200,000 per cubic centimeter. Of these 
latter there were 87.16 per cent, as compared to 83.66 
per cent in 1910. This indicates the good quality of 
the bulk of the milk as it arrives here, and points to the 
possibilities which would follow from the consumers’ 
standpoint if there could be a quick delivery of this 
milk to householders. Table I. shows that’ 89.70 per 
cent of the samples complied with the standard, while 
10.30 per cent were found with over 500,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. 

This showing is especially gratifying in view of the 
fact that much of the milk by the present system of 
transportation was brought here under the supervision 
of men who were employed by the railroads, and not 
controlled by the contractors, a fact which these 
employees have frequently demonstrated during the year 
to the disadvantage of the supply. With the lack of 
interest and consequent inattention which arose from 
this state of affairs, the character of the milk, notwith- 
standing these adverse circumstances, is an indication 
which points to the possibilities of a better percentage 
for the year if the milk while in transit had received 
the proper care. 

There is another feature of this Ore which should be 
given more thought, namely, that there is a small portion 
of the milk which arrives here in such condition as to 
indicate that undesirable methods of production or 
handling, or both, are being pursued. Such milk should 
receive more of the attention of wholesalers, in the 
endeavor to bring about improvement, than is given 
that portion which is of better quality. Where such 
betterment is found to be impossible, there must be an 
elimination of these supplies ‘from this market. Unless 
this step is taken, a further marked improvement in the 
percentage of milks complying with the standard will 
be delayed. 
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Table II. indicates the character of the milk procured 
from the contracting firms previously considered in the 
reports of this Bureau, and also there is added to the 
table the results from the examinations of milk taken 
from the small contracting firms who commenced direct 
shipment of their supplies from the country to this city 
during the year. This addition only comprises the 
dealers from whom forty or more specimens were col- 
lected during the year, and these takings have as far as 
possible duplicated the ordinary samplings from the 
larger dealers as to time and conditions. With a major- 
ity of the old concerns, 7. e., designated in previous 
reports from A to G (both inclusive), the findings are 
more favorable than in 1910; these firms were ‘‘A,” 
“C,” “D” and “F,” and the improvement on the per- 
centage basis over last year varies from 0.68 per cent in 
the case of ‘‘C”’ to 6.28 per cent with firm ‘“D.’’ With 
‘“A” the gain of 4.21 per cent over 1910 is worthy of 
mention, as it brings the percentage of samples of this 
concern to 98.68, which not only complied with the 
standard but contained less than 200,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. Dealers ‘‘A,” ‘C,” “D,” “E” and 
‘‘F”’ also indicate a betterment with the samples con- 
taining less than 50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
This is shown to the extent of 9.02 per cent, the maxi- 
mum, in the milk from contractor ‘‘F,’’ while the mini- 
mum is 0.57 per cent with ‘“‘C.”’ Contractor ‘‘D” was 
one of the last concerns to establish a bacteriological 
laboratory, and the results this year were the highest 
which this firm has yet attained, but are capable of 
further advancement. | 

Undoubtedly with some of the firms from whose 
product a gain is not indicated the difficulty could be 
attributed to the fact that they were forced to procure 
a portion of their supply from new and more remote 
sources, by reason of some of the nearby milk, which 
they formerly brought here, having been purchased by 
some of the small dealers; who are designated in the 
extended table under H to S (both inclusive). The 
results are of interest as showing what was accomplished 
in the purchase of milk in small units and under a 
somewhat nonsystematic oversight. With the excep- 
tion of the milk from dealer ‘‘I,”’ over 90 per cent of the 
product of all the other firms contained less than 500,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, and all of the milk from 
concern ‘‘M”’ conformed to this regulation. It should

to the c. c., and of infected milk 
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be further noted that the percentage of samples with 
less than 50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter varied 
from 62.22 per cent, the minimum, to the maximum of 
74.51 per cent. This emphasizes the fact that much of 
this milk was of good grade, and could be brought to 
a much higher standard with a trifle more of intelligent 
supervision and betterment of conditions. 

The milk from ten other small wholesalers, from 
whom less than forty samples each were procured, are 
considered collectively. Of 234 specimens, 213, or 91.02 
per cent, had under 500,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter, and twenty-one, or 8.98 per cent, were above this 
limit; 150, or 64.10 per cent, of the samples contained 
less than 50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

The comparative bacteriologic standing of concerns 
A to G (both inclusive) is shown by Chart I. for the 
years 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910 and 1911, 
together with the percentage of infected milk procured 
from these firms for the same years. Some of the differ- 
ences upon the bacteriological basis have been indicated 
above, but the betterment in the percentage of infected 
samples is continuous, and demonstrates the gain which 
has followed a determined effort for improvement. 
This change from the showing of 1905, if no other index 
was available, points to the exercise of increased care 
on the part of producers and dealers in the supervision 
of Boston’s milk supply. 

There is a slight decrease in the quality of samples 
from wagons, but the variation from 1910 is not pro- 
nounced. This inferiority is undoubtedly partially due 
to the fact that a considerable proportion of these speci- 
mens were collected during the months when the tem- 
perature was highest. The results this year, however, 
clearly show the improvement which has taken place 
in the milk from this source since the commencement 
of these examinations in 1905. A material gain in this 
class of milk could be shown by figures if wagon milk 
was delivered on the day it arrives here from the 
country, as has been mentioned in previous reports. It 
is believed that it would be feasible for milkmen to 
make such deliveries (excepting that many customers 
would complain from lack of cream line, by reason of 
the milk not having been in the bottle long enough for 
the cream to rise) on the day that the product reaches 
the city, notwithstanding opinions to the contrary. An 
agitation for day delivery of milk was recently made in 
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this city, which resulted in no change in custom. 
Undoubtedly a majority of milk users prefer the present 
form of delivery, and it is felt that the present plan 
ensures better milk for next day’s use than would be 
possible were the storage done by the consumer rather 
than by the dealer, whose scheme of refrigeration is 
superior to that of the average householder. Outside 
of the question of quality of the product there are many 
disagreeable features attendant upon the early morning 
delivery of milk, from which many citizens would like . 
to be relieved. Table III. shows the condition of milk 

as obtained from wagons.

Of these samples 81.43 per cent complied with the 
standard of the Board of Health, and 18.57 per cent 
were found with over 500,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter. Compared with last year there was a loss of 1.99 
per cent in specimens conforming to the standard. 
There was a diminution also in the samples with less 
than 50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and this 
amounted to 2.42 per cent. With the milk which con- 
tained 200,000 organisms to the cubic centimeter, the 
loss from the 1910 results amounted to 3.08 per cent.

The milk under Table III. was collected from both 
bottles and cans, and as the condition of containers as 
to sterility has a marked influence upon the deteriora- 
tion of this product, whether raw or heated, after its 
arrival in this city, the study of this subject in respect 
to the containers employed for pasteurized milk has 
been continued. The balance swings strongly in favor 
of bottles as the preferable form of holder. With cans 
the chief detrimental factor is probably the wooden 
stopper, but there may be other influences which tend 
to make the milk from cans inferior to that delivered in 
glass vessels. The methods of cleansing do not differ 
materially, but greater thoroughness should be exercised 
in this respect with both cans and bottles. If all con- 
tainers used for milk could be sterile, much gain would 
follow, but the magnitude of the undertaking under 
present conditions renders it difficult of application. 

The data compiled in 1908, 1909, 1910 and 1911 showed 
the pasteurized milk from bottles to have the lowest bac- 
terial content. The 1911 results may be seen in Table IV.

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This indicates that 91.72 per cent of the samples from 
bottles, as against 92.35 per cent in 1910, had less than 
500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. By comparison 
with last year there was also a decrease in the milk from 
cans which conformed to the regulation, the figures for 
that year being 81.78 per cent, while for 1911 it was only 
73.49 per cent. There has been-a further loss in the 
percentage of samples from both forms of containers 
having under 200,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter, 
the comparative decrease being as follows: Bottled milk, 
4.02 per cent; milk from cans, 9.64 per cent. 

Table V. is devoted to a consideration of milk collected 
from shops and points to an inferiority of quality as 
compared with the previous year. To an extent the 
return of some shop owners to the sale of ‘‘loose milk”’ 
has been a factor in this change. It is to be deplored 
that legal complications were such as to render this 
possible. Despite this element, the quality of shop milk 
is vastly superior to that indicated by the examinations 
of 1905 to 1909 (both inclusive), when in only the latter 
year were more than 50 per cent of these samples found 
with less than’ 500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
The gain in the quality of shop milk in the years in 
which this work has been carried on is more pronounced 
than in that from any other source.

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In practically every instance where high count milk 
has been procured from shops subsequent samplings 
denoted improvement. This points. to interest on the 
part of both shopkeepers and milkmen to enhance the 
quality of milk sold in this manner. By the tests for 
1911, 76.83 per cent of these samples were found to 
comply with the Board of Health standard, the compari- 
son figure for 1910 being 77.80 per cent, and for 1909, 
54.74 per cent. With the specimens containing less than 
200,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter 67.27 per cent 
were found this year, and 67.26 per cent in 1910. In 
this marked gain in quality since 1909, bottled milk 
for retailing in shops, notwithstanding all claims to the 
contrary, has demonstrated its superiority over the 
former universal plan of dealing in ‘‘loose milk.’”? While 
some restaurants serve bottled milk to customers, the 
majority continue the old custom of dipping from tanks 
or pouring from cans. From this source much of the 
milk which exceeded the limit of 500,000 bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter was obtained, showing that the prod- 
uct served to the patrons of many of these places is 
not of the quality to which they are entitled. In some 
restaurants it was found that the crocks were not cleaned 
daily, and in others, where this cleaning was a part 
of the duty of each day, it often happened that any 
old milk from a previous day, which was in the crock 
at the time of cleaning, was saved to mix with fresher 
milk. By this means the new milk was made rapidly 
inferior; this custom accounts for some of the poor 
specimens found during the year. Where this plan was 
being pursued, it was immediately stopped upon advice 
from this office. The present methods of handling milk 
in restaurants are not as good as those which govern 
the sale of milk in shops. 

Further emphasis must be given to the fact that shop 
milk is not suitable for all uses to which this commodity 
is put. It is certain that it should not be employed for 
feeding infants, and for this and similar purposes milk 
from other sources should be obtained. It would be 
advantageous if consumers resorted to the use of shop 
milk only in emergencies. Milk users will receive a 
better grade of milk if they procure it directly from the 
milkman. His business is the furnishing of this product, 
and his livelihood depends upon the satisfaction which 
his supply gives to customers. Under these circum- 
stances he exerts greater efforts to please consumers than 
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can be expected from shopkeepers, who only deal in 
milk either as a side line or as an accommodation to their 
patrons. Pertinent to this issue is the knowledge that 
some milk dealers reserve their best milk for the family 
trade (this fact even being admitted by those who were 
contesting for the right to sell milk to shopkeepers to be 
sold in the ‘‘loose’”’ form), while the balance is sold to 
shops and restaurants. 

It also appears that the present quality of shop milk 
would show further improvement if greater restrictions 
surrounded its sale in stores and the number of dealers 
was curtailed who were permitted to deal in the commod- 
ity. Probably the list of persons selling milk in this 
manner could be reduced one-fourth to one-half without 
inconvenience to purchasers and with improvement to 
the supply. The purveying of milk should be restricted 
to those who have some conception of the necessity for 
its proper care. 

Table V. includes both raw and heated milk samples. 
As there is much pasteurized milk sold in shops the 
quality of this treated product when procured from shops 
is of interest. Of the 343 specimens obtained in 1911, 
82.22 per cent contained less than 500,000 bacteria to 
the cubic centimeter. This denotes a gain over last 
year, when 78.13 per cent were of like quality. Probably 
the principal reason for this improvement is that bottled 
pasteurized milk was sold in stores throughout the 
year, while last year there were less than eight 
months when heated milk was retailed in this manner. 
By comparison with 1909, when all pasteurized milk 
was sold ‘‘loose,” and the percentage of the product 
with less than 500,000 bacteria was only 438.91 per cent, 
the gain is apparent. The heated shop milk with less 
than 200,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter for this 
year is 74.64 per cent, which is a betterment over 1910, 
when the result was 70.44 per cent. Heated milk sold 
in shops should be supplied to the latter only in bottles 
filled by milkmen. 

Many samples are annually brought to the office 
which are termed unclassified, for the reason that there 
is no other feasible method of arrangement. Some of 
these are from dealers, but are mostly sent by citizens 
who believe there is something wrong with their sup- 
ples. That this contention is usually not well founded 
is denoted by the results of these examinations. There 
were 537 such specimens tested, and of these 512, or.

95.33 per cent, were found to have less than 500,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter. In considering this 
result it must be borne in mind that some of this milk 
arrives here in unsterile containers and uniced. 

The following diagram indicates the comparative 
percentage of specimens from contractors, wagons and 
shops for 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910, and 1911, 
which complied with the bacterial standard of the Board. 
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The contractors’ column shows the condition of the 
milk as it arrives from the country; the wagon and store 
samples for the most part represent milk as it was being 
delivered or sold to consumers on the day following its 
receipt in this city. 

The examinations of milk, cream and ice-cream for 
bacterial content and for pus organisms were made in 
the bacteriological laboratory under the direction of 
Dr. Burdett L. Arms. 
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MiLK CONTAMINATED WITH PUS AND STREPTOCOCCI. 


The results from the examination of milk during 1911 
for the presence of pus organisms indicate the smallest 
percentage of such contamination yet recorded since 
the commencement of this work in 1905. It was thought 
that the findings for last year, which at that time showed 
the lowest amount of such infected milk, marked the 
minimum level for milk of this type. With a continua- 
tion, however, of the effort which has brought about the 
noticeable reduction of these undesirable specimens, it 
has been possible to note a further reduction. It is not 
within the range of possibilities to expect total elimina- 
tion of milk of this character, but there are no unsur- 
mountable difficulties in the way of a supply essentially 
free from these abnormal samples. Only once since 
~ 1905, namely, in 1908, did the examinations fail to 
reveal a continuous decrease in these yearly percentages. 

In 1911, 7,311 samples were tested for these organisms, 
and 17, or 0.23 per cent, were found to be infected. 
These results by months are shown in Table VI. 
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The comparative percentages of milk so infected for 
the years 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910 and 1911 
are shown in the following diagram. During 1905, 5,559 
samples were examined, and 583, or 10.48 per cent, were 
reported for their pus, pus and streptococci, or strepto- 
cocci content. In 1906, of 5,007 samples, 246, or 4.9 
per cent, were infected; in 1907, 4,609 specimens were 
examined, and 52, or 1.1 per cent, showed infection; in 
1908, when 5,843 were tested, 107, or 1.83 per cent, were 
thus contaminated; in 1909, of 6,344 examinations, 58, 
or 0.91 per cent, were infected; and in 1910, 6,657 
specimens were examined, and 34, or 0.53 per cent, were 
found to be infected. The figures for 1911 appear above. 
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The percentages of this contaminated milk for 1905, 
1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910 and 1911 are shown com- 
paratively by months in Chart 2. 
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During the months of May, December and January 
(1912) none of this objectionable milk was found. 
Excepting March and July every month denoted an 
improvement over the corresponding months of the 
preceding year. 

This constant gain in the quality of Boston’s milk 
supply may be attributed to the policy of excluding the 
contaminated milk from all dairies where it was being 
produced, 2. e., not permitting its sale here, and to the 
agitation which has been devoted to this subject. This 
effort has enlisted the aid of dealers, and they have ably 
~ seconded the work of the Bureau in the suppression of 
these undesirable products. The lesson has been carried 
home to producers in the loss of a market, some of whom 
from pure greed and lack of consideration for consumers 
were shipping milk here which they knew to be from 
diseased animals. Inability to continue to be able to sell 
such milk has undoubtedly caused more care to be exer- 
cised by farmers, when on later occasions cows in their 
herds were found to have udder complications. A reason- 
able amount of oversight as to the health of all milk 
producing animals, and the exclusion from the market- 
able milk of the product of cows suspected of abnormali- 
ties, is a part of the duty which producers owe to milk 
users. If this policy is rigidly pursued at every milk 
farm the number of samples containing pus organisms 
will be very small. Consumers are entitled to protection 
of this nature, and such a plan would in the end be 
equally satisfactory to the producer, as public confidence 
in milk supplies is one of the best assets of the dairy 
farmer. 

The milk dealers ahh have assisted in this reduction 
in the number of infected samples are entitled to much 
credit. Without their cooperation the results achieved 
would have been more difficult of accomplishment. 

Each year, whenever infected milk was found, an 
attempt has been made to ascertain the cause for the 
abnormality. This has involved an investigation, when 
possible, at the farm where the milk was produced. 
Much of this information is procured through the dealer 
from whom the original sample was obtained, but it has 
not been possible in all instances to secure the desired 
data. These inquiries have, however, supported the 
contention that some producers are willing to sell milk 
from cows where the evidence of disease is apparent. 
Fortunately this condition does not hold good with the 
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majority of farmers. This claim of nonattention to 
health of animals is further upheld by the results of the 
inquiries during 1911, by which the following informa- 
tion was gleaned: 


1. Cow with inflamed udder. 

2. Cow with injured udder caused by Poe kicked by 
another cow. 

3. Cow with a sore on udder. is 

4. Cow with a so-called spider, or a hard bunch on one teat. 

5. Cow affected with garget. 

6. Two cows with bad teats; ‘‘hard milkers.”’ 


EFFORTS OF DEALERS TO IMPROVE SUPPLIES. 


No milk dealer is properly equipped for handling milk 
without adequate laboratory facilities for both chemical 
and bacteriological examinations of this product. With 
all of the large firms of this city such tests are a part of 
the regular routine. Last year seven concerns made 
90,207 bacteriological examinations, which exceeds the 
number for 1910 by 16,831. With the above samples, 
174, or 0.19 per cent, showed the presence of pus, or pus 
and streptococci. In 1910, 497, or 0.67 per cent, of the 
milk examined by these companies had similar charac- 
teristics. This constantly increasing number of bacte- 
riological tests has had an important influence in bettering 
the quality of the milk supply of this city. Itis apparent, 
however, that some of the companies are not having 
as much of this work done as is necessary to keep their 
supplies at a high standard. 

The efforts which have been put forth by dealers to 
lessen the amount of milk from cows with udder compli- 
cations is shown in the large decrease in the amount of 
such milk. The work of this Bureau to bring about this 
reduction was the means of instigating this effort. 
These companies exclude the milk from dairies reported 
to contain pus organisms, either on their own examina- 
tions or on the findings of this office, and subsequently 
make examinations of the individual cows in the herd. 
By this means the animals at fault are located and their 
milk is kept from the dairy output, while the product 
of the normal animals is allowed to come to this market. 
One firm, in addition to this routine, sends its veterina- 
rian to make a physical examination of the cows; the 
infected animals are quarantined and are only released 
when the milk and their physical condition is found to 
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be satisfactory. By means of correspondence and 
inspection one company’has been able to locate the cause 
for this infected milk in every instance. One concern 
stopped the purchase of milk from ten dairies by reason 
of the milk showing this fault, and the milk from one 
dairy was excluded permanently because the owner 
refused to correct the trouble. 

To bring about further improvement in the milk 
supply of this city the purchase of milk has been stopped 
by dealers in many instances, and for reasons other than 
those given above. One firm has excluded milk for 
being below the standard and by reason of being pro- 
duced under insanitary’ conditions. Two concerns, 
because of reports of inadequate dairy facilities from 
the firm’s inspectors, have stopped the purchase of milk. 
One dealer ceased buying milk from ten dairies for high 
- bacterial content and bad stable conditions; after making 
the necessary changes, the product of two of these was 
repurchased; eight dairymen were notified that conditions 
must be improved or they would be dropped; four were 
warned on report from their inspector and twelve others 
were told that the old and unsatisfactory conditions 
must be changed. Another company stopped the milk 
from five dairies because of low score, and from twelve 
others for being deficient in chemical. constituents. 
One concern excluded the product from ten dairymen 
for tampering with the supply, or who owned farms 
which it was felt would receive low scores, or where it 
was thought that the owners would be unwilling to comply 
with the requirements of the Board of Health. Unclean 
milk, poor sanitary conditions, and watering and skim- 
ming were reasons assigned by another firm for excluding 
dairies. 

Every dealer bringing milk to this city has striven 
to improve the supply despite the fact that the effort 
has varied largely in degree. One concern, when the 
bacterial content of the milk is over 250,000, or the 
temperature of the milk high, sends warnings to the 
farmer and re-tests the product frequently; many 
letters were written because milk was of low standard 
or was receiving improper care or cooling, or was being 
produced under insanitary conditions. Dairy inspec- 
tion has been continued by all of the firms in the 
attempt to have improvements installed and to enlist 
the cooperation of the producer; many communica- 
tions were sent to farmers to accomplish these ends. 
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One firm has made lectures to producers on sanitary 
and economic topics a feature of its campaign of educa- 
tion; pasteurization of milk and cream in bottles has 
also been instituted. Another firm has erected a 
building of concrete and placed in another building 
concrete floors and ice chests. One dealer applies the 
tuberculin test to all animals entering his herd, and 
the same procedure is recommended to those from 
whom milk is purchased; all female calves are being 
raised under ideal conditions as to wholesomeness of 
food and clean and well lighted stables; milk is paid 
for on quality, and premiums are offered for milk with 
4 per cent of butter fat or above, for low bacterial 
content, and also for favorable stable conditions. 
Another company has increased its laboratory force, 
and is making 200 chemical and bacteriological exam- 
inations daily, the intention being: to test each pro- 
ducer’s milk once each month; all milk jars are 
sterilized, and each day tests are made to determine 
_ the efficiency of this work; there is also medical inspec- 
tion of employees who come in contact with the 
milk. Laboratory examinations, inspection of dairies 
and letters to bring about more oversight in the icing 
and handling of milk have been features with two 
companies. 

The small contracting firms, which became a factor 
in the business of last year, cannot be said, as a whole, 
to give the attention to dairy inspections or laboratory 
examinations which the larger concerns devote to 
these and other details in the way of improving sup- 
plies. Of six dealers from whom information was 
requested, it was ascertained that not over 150 bacte- 
riological examinations of their supplies had been 
made; two had made none of these tests. Two dealers 
had each stopped the milk from one dairy; another 
had excluded two for low standard, and a fourth firm 
had stopped the purchase of the milk from several 
dairies, There has been in most instances, however, 
marked cooperation with the authorities in the exclu- 
sion of milk where this course has been ordered, and 
these dealers. have endeavored to check and correct 
insanitary dairy features. One company has employed 
an inspector for dairy work; another has had the 
members of the firm visit farmers in the endeavor 
to educate them in the production of clean and cold 
milk. One dealer insists on compliance by farmers 
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with the instructions of the Board of Health if he is 
to accept the milk. Another concern has worked for 
better stable and cooling conditions. 

All dealers are agreed that the bacteriological exam- 
ination of milk has been followed by improvement, 
but one company states that this effort should be 
accompanied by dairy inspection. Another firm con- 
tends that better stable conditions have resulted from 
the institution of this work. No doubt, as one concern 
asserts, these examinations have sometimes caused 
producers to abandon the business or find other markets 
for their products. 

The efforts of these companies have been of much 
value and assistance in improving the quality of Boston’s 
milk supply, and it is a feature of the business which 
must be continued despite the great expense involved. 
From this work, however, has resulted the knowledge 
of marked betterment in the quality of the product, 
and greater satisfaction from the standpoint of the 
consumer. 


Dirt IN MILK. 


The Supreme Court upheld the Government in the 
case mentioned in the last report, where dirt which had 
been found in milk was alleged to be a foreign sub- 
stance, and the pending cases attendant thereon have 
been settled. This finding removes the legal complica-— 
tions in the way of instituting proceedings against 
dealers who persist in the sale of milk containing wsible 
filth. It bespeaks cleaner milk for the citizens of this 
Commonwealth, for full compliance with the law means 
that dirt must be kept out of milk, and this is a much 
desired condition. The filthy practice of permitting 
dirt to contaminate milk either from unclean cows or from 
other sources, and then attempting to remove by strain- 
ing the visible dirt, where milk is to be subsequently sold, 
is not complying fully with the law. The only way to 
produce legal milk, in ‘view of this decision, is to keep 
dirt away from it at all stages of its production and 
handling. 

To meet this condition more attention must be given 
to the element of cleanliness. The dirt from cows, 
barns, hay, utensils, milkers, or from any other source, 
if it comes in contact with this fluid, will make the sub- 
sequent sale of the milk illegal. It should also be remem- 
bered that this feature of cleanliness applies not only 
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to the producer, but to the methods of the milkman 
and shopkeeper. These latter must exercise the utmost 
cleanliness in dealing with this product and must bear 
in mind that filthy cans or bottles may become sources 
of filth for milk, which would render its sale a violation 
of the law. | 

Full justice to the consumer, laying aside legal rights, 
also requires that milk be kept clean, and not made 
“clean”’ by the removal of visible dirt, as by straining 
devices, for by this latter method the soluble portion of 
the filth, or the invisible dirt, can never be eliminated. 
Any dissolved filth works greater mischief with milk 
than the harm which could come from the usual insoluble 
particles capable of removal by straining. Consequently 
to have milk wholesome and healthful there must be 
complete freedom from filth of all kinds. Producers 
and dealers should exert every effort to attain this end, 
and consumers should not only insist on its being done 
but refrain from purchasing from those who are unable 
to supply clean products. 

When dirty milk is being delivered this Bureau 
desires to be acquainted with the facts, so that proper 
investigations may be made. 


Low TEMPERATURE ESSENTIAL TO Goop MILK 
SUPPLIES. 


Two features which must have a prominent part in 
the production and sale of good milk are cold and 
cleanliness. Both are factors which cannot be neglected 
without detriment to the supply. The rapid cooling of 
milk and the subsequent maintenance of a low tempera- 
ture, regardless of other conditions, are essential at all 
times. It is necessary, then, that all milk should be 
cooled quickly at the dairy, otherwise there will be a 
depreciation in quality which subsequent icing will not 
repair. The proper refrigeration of milk requires the 
use of ice; the old methods, which depended upon 
cooling with water of varying degrees of temperature, 
and employed under differing plans, not yielding the 
best results. Consequently no dairy can be considered 
properly equipped for the production of market milk 
unless there is an adequate ice supply intelligently 
used. Neither can there be a satisfactory excuse, based 
on climatic conditions, for any farmer sending milk to 
this market not to be provided with ice and enough of 
it to meet all emergencies. 
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While much progress has been made in enlisting the 
efforts of dairymen in this direction, it is apparent that 
too many farmers make no attempt to provide a supply 
of this commodity. There is an inertia with some 
producers with respect to this question which can only 
be overcome by a prospect of loss of a market. Con- 
sequently it devolves upon those who are buying milk 
for this city to be more insistent and energetic than in 
the past in the matter of requiring dairymen to store ~ 
and use ice. In the near future farmers not so equipped 
are likely to have difficulty in disposing of their product. 
It is time that determined recognition be given the 
fact that no dairy outfit is complete where provision 
is not made for the proper cooling of milk, and no 
milkman is according his customers just treatment 
who supplies them with milk from such farms. With 
the above text in mind the fear of losing a supply to 
some other milkman on the ground that a dairy is not 
using ice need have no further terrors for milk dealers. 

Milkmen in the handling of this fluid after its receipt 
from the farm have in the majority of instances used 
commendable care in complying with the refrigeration 
feature, and this despite the fact that many have to 
purchase the ice they use. While upon the cars during 
transportation milk has usually been properly iced 
when the cars were under the supervision of the dealers 
and in charge of skilled men; under the present system, 
however, with the cars in control of the railroads, there . 
has been less attention to this detail. Not enough ice 
has been used by those responsible during shipments, 
and consequently much milk arrived here with a high 
temperature; it is also asserted that more sour milk 
came to this city last summer than in any recent year. 
By reason of these conditions the complaints which 
reached this office from dealers far outnumbered those 
of any previous year. Attempts to enlist the cooper- 
ation of railroads in the matter of proper care of milk 
were not always attended with the desired results, if 
protests from milkmen were an index of non-success. 
In one sense this outcome was to be expected, as the 
railroads were not especially interested in maintaining 
a high standard for Boston’s milk supply, while those 
in direct charge of the cars, not being under the control 
of and responsible to the milk dealers, were frequently 
strongly imbued with the spirit of lack of care and 
possessed of a supply of independence as to results 
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which far outstripped that of their superior officers. 
Furthermore, these employees were not always skilled 
in the proper oversight of milk and were likely to be 
shifted about frequently, so that a carload of milk might 
at times be intrusted to a man wholly inexperienced in 
its handling. 

But not all of the troubles from having milk shipped 
in cars not under the control of dealers was confined to 
the use of insufficient ice in summer, for during the 
winter months of this year there were complaints of too 
much refrigeration, and some milk arrived here frozen. 
This was oftentimes due to the fact that the railroads 
did not properly heat the cars, which were equipped 
with steam pipes. By reason of the above conditions, 
all of which were detrimental to good milk supplies, 
the shipping of milk in cars not under the control of 
dealers is believed to be productive of harmful results, 
and a return to the former leased car system appears 
to be not only desirable but a necessity. 

In many households the matter of maintaining a low 
temperature for milk is not given sufficient attention, 
and as a usual consequence complaint is registered 
against the milkman for the sale of sour milk. This is 
a detail which should be given strict attention by each 
consumer, not only from the standpoint of preventing 
change in the milk but on the score of fairness to the 
dealer, and milk should not be allowed to be uniced when 
in the house, or permitted to remain outside on doorsteps 
or elsewhere, so that it becomes heated from weather 
influences. | 

Under the circumstances above outlined as.to the 
lack of care of milk while on cars, it was to be expected 
that a larger number of high temperature specimens 
would be found. This result was realized, and the 
samples tested on the cars just as the milk arrived here, 
and having a temperature of over 50 degrees Fahrenheit, 
exceeded those of 1910 by 163, the total for 1911 being 
259. In each instance a warning was mailed to the 
milkman who was selling the milk, and the latter then 
endeavored to provide for the future refrigeration of 
this product through the agency of railroads or farmers, 
or both. 

There was also an increase in the number of high 
temperature specimens procured from wagons and 
stores. All told there were sixty-one of these, as com- 
pared to forty-one in 1910. Warnings were also issued 
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in these cases, and an improvement was noted in nearly 
every instance. During the warm weather many tem- 
perature tests were made, and this included all of the 
milk collected during that period. In addition to this 
the temperature was noted of all samples procured for 
bacteriological examination throughout the year, and 
in summer special Sunday examinations were made of 
milk as it arrived by cars. The temperature tests for 
the year totalled 12,529. 


CONDENSED MILK. 


Before the Legislature of last year the contest was 
renewed in behalf of a law which would compel the 
labeling of this product with a formula for diluting with 
water, so that the resulting mixture would comply with 
the Massachusetts standard of milk solids and fat for 
whole milk. In 1910 a similar measure was defeated 
through the energies of those interested in the sale of 
condensed milk, but despite elaborate plans to again 
encompass the same end, a law to compel such marking 
was adopted, as stated above. It went into effect on 
the Istof January of this year, and its provisions are 
as follows: 


SEcTION 1. Every container of evaporated, concentrated 
or condensed milk sold or offered for sale, or had in possession 
or custody with intent to sell by any person, firm or corporation, 
within this Commonwealth, shall have plainly printed thereon 
in the English language, or attached thereto on some firmly 
fixed tag or label, a formula for extending the said evaporated, 
concentrated or condensed milk with water. The said formula 
shall be such that the resulting milk product shall not be below 
the Massachusetts standard of milk solids or fat for whole milk. 

Sect. 2. -Whoever, himself or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any person, firm or corporation, sells, 
exchanges or delivers, or has in his custody or possession with 
intent to sell, exchange or deliver any container of evaporated, 
concentrated or condensed milk, within this Commonwealth, 
not marked or labelled in compliance with the provisions of 
this act shall, for the first offence, be punished by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars, for a second offence by a fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than two hundred dollars, 
and for a subsequent offence by a fine of five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than three nor more than six 
months. 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
January in the year nineteen hundred and twelve. 
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In December last a copy of-this law was mailed to all 
of the wholesale and retail grocers of the city, but prior 
to that time, through the medium of alluring discounts, 
the retail trade had been well stocked with goods 
bearing the old labels. To meet this contingency it 
became necessary to employ stickers bearing a printed 
formula for making the dilutions. This course was 
adopted by most of the retail trade, and where sales 
of these products were made without these directions 
warning notices have been sent by this Bureau to those 
responsible for these violations of the law. Such action 
has thus far been met with a willingness to conform to 
the legal requirements. ‘These stickers were supplied 
to the retail trade by the manufacturers, and generally 
stated that ‘‘the product” or “the milk obtained by 
diluting the contents of this can with an equal volume 
of water will exceed the legal standard,’’ one concern 
adding on its label after the word ‘‘standard”’ the 
words ‘‘for whole milk.”” As demonstrating the unfair- 
ness of one company, the sticker which was supplied 
the retail trade had the formula printed thereon in 
black ink, and directly over this and printed in large 
red letters, in such a manner as to render the reading 
of the formula difficult, was the principal name of this 
firm. This appeared to be a deliberate attempt to 
subvert the will of the Legislature, and savored of 
despicable trickery. The condensed milk now being 
sent from the manufactories bears the dilution formula 
printed on the regular label. 

To show the cost of a quart of diluted product made 
by adding to cans of condensed and evaporated milk 
an equal part of water, samples of different brands were 
purchased at retail prices throughout the city. The 
following table gives the details of this work:

Much condensed milk is very old when it is sold to the 
consumer, and this condition is caused partly by the 
custom of dealers in not disposing entirely of an order 
of these goods before beginning to sell from a fresh 
supply. To obviate this difficulty and give the pur- 
chaser at retail an opportunity to inform himself as to 
the age of the product, all evaporated milks should be 
plainly labeled with the date of manufacture. Many 
makers of these evaporated milks now mark their 
packages in code form, intelligible only to themselves, 
so that they may know, when necessary, the date of 
preparation. If it is important for the manufacturer 
to ascertain this fact, it would appear to be of greater 
consequence for the person who purchases and con- 
sumes the product to have the same data. There is no 
tenable reason why these preparations should not be so 
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marked for the information of consumers, and if manu- 
facturers are not willing to adopt this labeling volun- 
tarily they should be compelled to do so by law. 


BUTTERMILK. 


Buttermilk has become an important milk product 
and its use is undoubtedly increasing. The amount 
consumed here yearly is large, in view of the fact that 
until within a comparatively short time its employment 
upon the present scale was unknown. Its sale is being 
encouraged by dealers, as thus an outlet is obtained for 
a product which otherwise would have little value. 
Emphatic claims have been made setting forth the 
advantages which would accrue to the human economy 
from the employment of this beverage, but regardless 
of this argument buttermilk is a compound possessing 
food value, and is probably beneficial to many of those 
who use it. In more than one respect the scientific 
backing given this compound has proven advantageous 
to mankind. Much buttermilk is now used in bar 
rooms, and the demand from this source and for serving 
at soda fountains is increasing constantly. A large 
proportion of the buttermilk used here is delivered in 
bottles; cans are the containers employed for a small 
portion. 

More than half of this substance used here is the 
natural product obtained from the churning of cream in 
the preparation of butter. In times of shortage, how- 
ever, the dealers who depend upon this as a source often- 
times add skimmed milk to the cream before churning. 
The latter is thus converted into buttermilk, and the 
food value of. the product thereby enhanced. Dealers 
who depend upon an artificial buttermilk assert, and 
with good reason, that it is more satisfactory to the 
trade. This is prepared from skimmed milk, to which 
is added a so-called ‘“‘starter’’; after the: souring has 
proceeded for a sufficient length of time, the mixture 
is churned or agitated to give a finely divided curd; it 
is then cooled and placed in containers for delivery. In 
this manner greater uniformity is obtained. There is 
one troublesome feature of the traffic in buttermilk for 
dealers by reason of the fact that it is impossible to 
carry a surplus. The product prepared one day must 
be delivered the next, otherwise, owing to a tendency 
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to change or ‘“‘ whey off,” it becomes unsalable. In view 
of this situation enough must be provided to meet the 
demands of the trade, and the oversupply is left on the 
hands of the dealer. Some of the surplus is converted 
into what is known as “‘buttermilk cheese.” 

The amount of buttermilk sold in this city during the 
year was about 3,227,400 quarts, the average daily 
quantity approximating 8,842 quarts. 


CREAM. 


The quality of this commodity from the viewpoint of 
bacteriological content is of importance to consumers, 
not only where cream is used as such but also when it 
is employed in the manufacture of ice-cream. For this 
latter purpose much cream is annually required, and the 
future demand from this source is destined to be greater 
than the present. Cream is likely to contain larger 
numbers of bacteria than milk, even when produced 
and marketed under the best conditions, but under the 
methods which have prevailed in the past and to some 
extent at this time it is not surprising that a large pro- 
portion of this substance is heavily charged with organ- 
isms. It is no doubt true that more care is now being 
exercised in the oversight of the production of milk for 
cream purposes, in its handling at the creamery and sub- 
sequent care in the reduction of time between production 
and delivery to the consumer, than has ever existed 
before. The efforts of this Bureau in directing atten- 
tion to some of the former undesirable methods employed 
in dealing with this commodity has had an influence, it 
is thought, in correcting a part of the old faults. But 
there is need of betterment, and there should be further 
and more systematic supervision of farms from which 
the milk for cream is procured; the interval which elapses 
before the milk or cream is delivered to the creamery 
should be shortened; there should be greater oversight 
of creameries where cream is handled; the condition of 
containers, as to sterility, in which cream is shipped 
or delivered to consumers should receive the necessary 
attention, and the time which elapses between the 
creamery and the delivery of the cream to the con- 
sumer should be further reduced. By the requisite over- 
sight of all of the essential details in the production and 
marketing of cream, dealers can bring about a further 
improvement in the quality of this substance which is 
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being sold here. That it is necessary that this should 
be done is evidenced by the samples examined during 
the year and tabulated below.

Heretofore the cream samples have been combined, 
from the bacteriological standpoint, with the milk 
specimens, but this year it was thought best to consider 
the cream separately. The average for the year would 
undoubtedly be better than that indicated by the above 
results, as most of these samples were collected during 
the warm weather of the year and when the conditions 
were best for high counts. This cream was procured 
from all sources, 7. e., from cars on arrival in the city, 
from milkmen and from shops. Where excessive counts 
were found, the warnings which were issued brought 
about in most instances an earnest effort on the part of 
dealers to improve conditions, and better results were 
noted in a number of instances from subsequent sam- 
plings. In the matter of quality of cream, the balance 
on the basis of superiority may be in favor of the product 
of the small dealer. In any event the proposition that 
quantity of cream handled by a concern necessarily 
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means that the product is better than the average 
remains to be established. By the above figures it is 
seen that 51.06 per cent of the samples had less than 
500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and 48.94 per 
cent were in excess of this amount; 42.66 per cent of 
these specimens contained not over 200,000 bacteria 
to the cubic centimeter, which shows that it is not 
impossible, even in summer, to supply cream containing 
a relatively small number of organisms. Practically all 
of the cream sold here is pasteurized, and the bulk of it 
is heated at small creameries in the country. The small 
amount of raw cream is supplied by dealers in certified 
milk or by a few producers who are conducting high 
grade farms. Not all of this latter product would comply, 
however, with the standard of 500,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. 

With the fat content of cream there has been little 
trouble from the basis of the legal standard of 15 per cent. 
Some of the cream from restaurants varied from this 
requirement, and a few specimens were obtained from 
teams which were deficient, but the major portion of the 
samples more than complied with the law. With 
‘‘medium”’ cream and ‘‘heavy’’ cream there is to some 
extent constant dissatisfaction, for the reason that there 
are no standards, and the quality of ‘‘medium”’ and 
‘‘heavy’’ cream varies to a marked extent. Rather than 
have more exact standards for these grades of cream, 
it would seem preferable to require that all cream con- 
taining more than 15 per cent of fat should be sold 
upon a guaranteed fat basis. This method would be not 
only fair to the consumer but also to the dealer, for the 
latter who are honest are oftentimes at the mercy of 
unscrupulous competitors in the matter of- quality of 
product. Another subject which should receive legis- 
lative attention is that of admixture of condensed milk 
with cream for the purpose of deception; namely, to 
improve the appearance of the product and to give the 
impression that the fat content is greater than it really is. 
The manipulation of cream on this basis is constantly 
increasing, and the number of vendors of this kind of 
cream is destined to grow larger, unless checked legally. 


An instance which well illustrates the methods of dealers - 


who are so unscrupulous as to supply these condensed 
milk mixtures to their customers came under the 
observation of the Bureau during the year. Alleged 
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cream, which was being supplied to a large consumer, was 
sent here to ascertain its quality. This specimen will 
be designated as ‘‘A,’’ and was being sold at $3.19 per. 
can; after the results of the examination were duly 
reported to the purchaser of the cream, the latter made 
emphatic protest to the firm supplying the mixture, and 
subsequently another sample supplied by the same 
concern, and designated as ‘‘B,” was forwarded for 
testing. The results of these examinations follow:

‘‘A”’ contained condensed milk, and at the time 
when these analyses were made, a fair price for cream 
containing 40 per cent of fat was $3.40 per can, while 
cream with 20 per cent of fat could be procured for $1.45 
per can. Thus at the price charged for cream ‘‘A”’ of 
$3.19. per can, there was an overcharge of $1.74 per can, 
which really amounted to robbery. There is at present 
no way by which such thievery can be checked by legal 
measures, but the above illustration sufficiently demon- 
strates the necessity for legislation for the protection 
of the public. 

Based solely on information from cream dealers it is 
apparent that in comparison with the supervision given 
to milk production conditions, the oversight devoted 
to the surroundings at farms from which cream is° 
obtained, despite all claims to the contrary, receives 
minor consideration. While this lack of attention to 
detail is pronounced, there has nevertheless been much 
improvement in this respect in recent years. With 
some concerns it is apparent that an earnest effort has 
been made to bring their dairies up to a higher standard, 
while with other firms any attempts in the way of better 
conditions are spasmodic, and not undertaken in the 
spirit which begets permanent gain. One company which 
it appears could be placed in this latter class ingeniously 
asserts that during the year it ‘‘ordered all of our dairies 
inspected”’; another even makes no claim to having 
investigated either dairy or creamery conditions. With 
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some of the large firms this oversight consists solely of 
icing or of bacterial and chemical examinations of sup- 
plies. A small dealer inspected only creameries. Others 
have undertaken this work with more energy, and have 
installed improvements at creameries, compelled farmers 
to whitewash their barns, and have a system of oversight 
by physicians in the territory from which they buy milk, 
to report cases of contagious diseases, with a view to 
stopping the use of milk from farms where such cases of 
sickness are found. One company has employed an 
inspector of dairies, and has additional farm oversight 
from its creamery managers; an extra price is paid for 
milk from tuberculin tested herds; cleanliness and use of 
ice have been urged and encouraged; there has been 
cooperation with the Boston Board of Health, and 
discontinuance of the purchase of milk from farms where 
objectionable methods were being pursued. 

By washing the cans sent into the country for cream, 
all dealers have noted an improvement in this product. 
A majority of the firms find that there has been a marked 
decrease in the matter of unwashed containers returned 
to them by customers. One concern, by persistent use 
of copies of the regulation of the Boston Board of Health 
relating to this subject, has actually succeeded in having 
the most of the cans from out-of-town trade washed 
before being returned to this city. This firm advocates 
the adoption of a state law requiring the washing of all 
milk containers as soon as they are emptied. Another 
company has its route drivers collect its empty con- 
tainers promptly, and experiences, as could be expected, 
good results from this plan. One concern has noted 
‘“‘some”’ and two dealers ‘‘no improvement” with 
respect to the washing of containers by consumers. 
Undoubtedly this results from their lack of effort in 
relation to this subject. One of these firms also states 
that there is no evidence of decrease in the misuse of 
containers, while all of the other dealers claim that there 
has been a pronounced gain in this direction. 

Apparently the use of cream is increasing constantly 
as the dealers, with two exceptions, assert that they sold 
more cream in 1911 than in 1910; this increase being 
from 5 per cent in one case to 100 per cent for heavy 
cream with another company. One concern reports 
that the cream sales were ‘‘less”’ than last year, and 
another firm claims this decrease was 10 per cent. 
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While a considerable proportion is consumed in house- 
holds, the largest percentage is utilized for manufactur- 
ing purposes. Much of the cream handled here is sold 
for consumption outside of this city, and consequently 
Boston has become an important center for the dis- 
tribution of this commodity. 


ICE-CREAM. 


Last summer, in connection with the bacteriological 
‘tests which were made of commercial cream, a limited 
investigation of the ice-cream which was being sold in 
Boston was also undertaken. Where cream is employed 
in the manufacture of ice-cream, one essential for the 
latter to contain only small numbers of bacteria is that 
the cream from which it was made shall not have a large 
content of organisms, 2. e., poor cream will not beget 
good ice-cream. Consequently a good cream supply is 
a necessity for the manufacture of ice-cream of low 
bacterial count. This is an element for which all ice- 
cream makers must provide, and it is of equal impor- 
tance that other ingredients used in manufacturing this 
delicacy should not be heavily impregnated with bacteria. 
Regardless of the desire of the manufacturer, cream and 
milk products employed in ice-cream must not be too 
old, and the same rule should apply to the mixtures from ~ 
which ice-cream is made. Furthermore, these mixtures 
should be kept cold during the interval which elapses 
before freezing and should not be permitted to remain 
in open vessels. Another element which would form a 
source of contamination in the manufacture of ice-cream 
is the condition of the containers in which the mixture 
is kept or conveyed before freezing and during and 
subsequent to being frozen. All utensils, pipes and con- 
tainers used in these manipulations and in the sale of 
this product should be scrupulously clean and as sterile 
as it is possible to make them. After this the age of 
the ice-cream is to be considered, and there is no doubt 
that in many instances, as the business is now conducted, 
the interval of time which elapses between the making 
of this product and its consumption is altogether too 
great. Manufacturers of ice-cream would do well to 
use every endeavor, whether it be in the matter of 
storage of surplus or handling in shops, to materially 
reduce this time. More attention to these details, 
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which are by no means minor factors from the stand- 
point of the manufacturer, would insure a product of 
higher grade than would be possible where there is non- 
observance of these details. Cream is not used in the 
preparation of all ice-cream, and some of that made from 
condensed skimmed milk, skimmed milk powder, or 
other substitutes for cream contained fewer bacteria 
than that in which cream was used. Much of the ice- 
cream made without cream is prepared by small dealers, 
who do not cater, if they supply shops or otherwise, to 
high class trade. Some of this ice-cream is almost fat 
free, but much of it retails for the same price that is 
charged for the ice-cream in which cream is an ingre- 
dient. Such ice-cream does not represent the same 
value as the latter, and is retailed almost exclusively, 
and to a considerable extent, in the poorer sections of 
the city. In none of the specimens of ice-cream which 
were examined chemically were any traces of preserv- 
atives found. 

From the standpoint of the rebel dealer it is believed 
that lack of cleanliness in the care of containers, and the 
practice of refilling partially emptied containers with- 
out cleansing them, was responsible in a large degree for 
‘the high counts found. The present method in shops 
of placing a fresh lot of ice-cream in containers in which 
there is old ice-cream should be abandoned. Through 
this custom some of the old ice-cream remains in the 
crock for along time and serves as a source of contami- 
nation for the fresher cream. This objectionable pro- 
cedure should be stopped at once, and is a change which 
would be welcomed by progressive manufacturers. The 
methods used in shops for cleansing ice-cream containers 
are often primitive and imperfect. In one store. only 
cold water was employed for washing ice-cream crocks. 
The product from this store had large numbers of 
bacteria. No shop which is without a supply of hot 
water should be permitted to deal in this commodity. 

Practically all of the samples which were examined 
were obtained from retail shops, and the detailed results 
may be seen from the following table:

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There were eight specimens which ranged from 
20,000,000 to the maximum of 55,000,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. Warnings were sent to those 
dealers whose products gave high counts and in a 
majority of instances later samplings denoted a better- 
ment; this was true of the dealer from whom the ice- 
cream containing 55,000,000 bacteria was procured. 
In another case where the count was 8,000,000 the 
ice-cream had been in the shop admittedly three days. 
This condition as to age of product was acknowledged 
by another proprietor, who subsequently agreed to 
prepare his supply daily. One retailer changed his 
source of supply upon the receipt of a warning letter. 
Many of the small shops, particularly those in poor 
localities, abandon the sale of ice-cream during the 
winter months. In some stores there was a lack of 
cleanliness, despite the fact that there has been much 
improvement in this direction in the last few years. 

It is apparent that some changes are necessary to 
bring about an improvement in the quality of ice- 
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cream as it reaches the consumer, a condition recog- 
nized by progressive manufacturers. One of the first 
essentials would appear to be a knowledge of those 
who deal in this commodity and data relative to the 
methods employed. To accomplish this and other 
- objects which it appears would tend towards better- 
ment, it is proposed: | 

First. That all dealers suitable to manufacture 
and handle ice-cream be licensed annually. 

Second. That there be authority to revoke such 
licenses where the licensees are found conducting their 
business under insanitary conditions. 

Third. That the practice of ‘‘dumping,”’ namely, 
the placing fresh ice-cream in crocks with old ice-cream, 
be stopped, and that when a container is empty, it 
be returned to the manufacturer and its place be sup- 
plied by a freshly filled crock. 


ButTTER. 


There has been little change in the situation con- 
cerning renovated butter, and not much of this sub- 
stance is sold here when prices for creamery butter 
are low. During the winter months, when extremely 
high prices for creamery butter prevailed, the sales 
of renovated butter were large, but the business in 
this grade of butter did not exceed that of former 
years. Some concerns sell renovated butter in pref- 
erence to the cheap grades of creamery butter, and a 
few retail concerns who deal in this butter throughout 
the year assert that it sells well and gives satisfaction 
to consumers, and that it is a better product to handle 
than creamery butter of inferior grade. Undoubtedly, 
where comparatively fresh renovated butter is sold 
and consumed quickly, the results are gratifying to 
both dealer and the public, but when the butter is 
kept in open packages for a long time, as in small 
stores where sales are infrequent, this product dete- 
riorates rapidly and subsequently affords just grounds 
for complaint from those who purchase it. Through- 
out the year this substance is extensively employed 
in cheap boarding houses and in restaurants. Prob- 
ably these places offer a greater outlet for this grade 
of butter than that of any other source. In some 
states, but not in Massachusetts, the patrons of such 
places are required to be legally notified where renovated 
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butter is being used. Probably from the standpoint 
of the boarder such a regulation would be satisfactory 
in this state. There have been very few cases for 
violation of the renovated butter law during the year, 
most of the dealers apparently using care to mark 
this product in accordance with the legal requirements. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


The low prices which prevailed for butter during a 
part of 1911 caused an enormous reduction in the vol- 
ume of sales of oleomargarine. This condition was 
surprising to dealers, as it was unanticipated, especially 
after the large business in this commodity of the pre- 
ceding years. There can be little doubt that the 
product gave satisfaction to the public from the fact 
that when, during the winter months, the price of butter 
advanced the sales of oleomargarine increased tre- 
mendously. Despite the large business transacted dur- 
ing that period the total amount sold was far below 
that of a year ago. In fact, up to the middle of Decem- 
ber, 1911, it is estimated by some retailers that the 
diminution in the volume of traffic in this commodity, 
by comparison with 1910, was one-third, and in some 
sections amounted to one-half. Undoubtedly, when 
the price of butter is reasonable, many people who 
would use oleomargarine under other circumstances 
prefer butter to this substitute. Owing to the present 
legiamate methods of dealing in this commodity it 
will always be in demand, and the extent of its use 
in place of butter will depend to some extent on the 
prices charged for this latter substance. Only eighty- 
eight dealers were licensed to sell oleomargarine during 
the year as against 111 in 1910. Last year was also 
the first since 1905 when a decrease in licensees over a 
preceding year was noted. The number of licensees 
last year is in excess of that of any recent year excepting 
1910. 

Not many instances of violation of the oleomargarine 
law came under the observation of the Bureau, and it is 
believed that in most instances there was compliance 
with the legal requirements. The majority of the cases 
brought to the attention of the courts were for the serving 
of oleomargarine in restaurants and boarding houses 
without the notification required by law. In all, fifteen 
such actions were undertaken. 
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There is one feature of the oleomargarine law which 
ought to be revised, and that is the matter of fines. 
These are excessive, and should be reduced so as to be 
commensurate with the offence. When it costs less, as it 
does at present in most instances, to assault an individual 
than it does to commit minor offences like the sale of oleo- 
margarine for butter, or the sale of this compound in an 
unmarked wrapper or tub, then it is time that the penal- 
ties for these latter crimes should be brought within 
reasonable limits. Such reduction is strongly recom- 
mended. 


VINEGAR. 


The former vinegar law underwent change and 
received some additions at the hands of the Legislature 
of 1911. Cider vinegar was defined as the ‘‘exclusive 
product of the alcoholic and subsequent acetous fer- 
mentation of the pure juice of fresh apples’’; the amount 
of cider vinegar solids was reduced to 1.8 per cent when 
the cider vinegar was given ‘‘full evaporation at the 
temperature of boiling water.’’ A new section was 
added which dealt with the branding of vinegar when 
sold in containers by manufacturers, producers or whole- 
salers. An important feature of this section is the 
omissions, as it neither affords the consumer protection 
nor applies to retailers. In fact the latter may, if he 
chooses, remove these brands and labels with impunity. 
In the matter of the purchase of bulk vinegar, con- 
sumers rarely see the barrels used as containers, so that 
the brands seldom serve any useful purpose in retail 
sales. Another new phase of this law is that requiring 
that in cases of prosecution a portion of the vinegar 
examined be sealed by the analyst and set aside for the 
use of the defendant. In one sense this is a fair proposi- 
tion, but in another it is unjust for, as the law stands, it 
leaves the community at the mercy of the defence, there 
being no provision for punishment of those who tamper 
with these specimens after they leave the hands of the 
officials. ‘There is some reason for the belief that there 
may have been manipulation of samples in some of the 
recent cases which came before the courts. To prevent 
such change of samples and safeguard the public it is 
suggested that defendants be required to seal a portion 
of the sample received from the government, such speci- 
men, in cases where the results of examinations differ, 
to be at the disposal of the court or government for 
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comparison ‘with the original product. A penalty for 
tampering with a sealed sample or counterfeiting a seal 
should also be provided. 

This law went into operation on July 1, and shortly 
afterward it became apparent that advantage was being 
taken of that provision of the law which reduced the 
solids in cider vinegar to 1.8 per cent (the former stand- 
ard being 2 per cent), by the finding of large quantities 
of alleged cider vinegar in which the solids were below 
the present standard. This product was undoubtedly a 
part of two lots mixed by one dealer, whose evident 
desire was to use the new standard to his financial 
advantage. A determined effort was made to stop this 
trafic by the bringing of prosecutions. These were 
vigorously defended, but in most instances the courts 
have upheld the contention of the government. An 
effort was also made to stop the sale of vinegar which 
was considered not to be the exclusive product ‘‘of the 
pure juice of fresh apples.’’ Cases were also brought 
for the sale of molasses vinegar which had the appearance 
of being fictitious; for the sale of this vinegar in 
improperly branded casks, and for its sale at retail in 
imitation of other kinds of vinegar. All of these latter 
actions have resulted favorably to the government in the 
lower courts, and are now pending on appeal in the 
Superior Court. There have been other prosecutions 
for the sale of vinegar of low acidity, and for the sale of . 
vinegars made from various substances as cider vinegar. 
In nearly all of these cases the fines imposed have been 
paid in the lower courts. 

Based on the experience which has come from the 
enforcement of laws relating to vinegar, it is apparent 
that it is practically impossible to frame a measure 
based upon the lines previously followed which will 
check the almost universal manipulation of this product. 
Up to the present time it has been found impossible to 
devise a law which will define cider, molasses or any 
other kind of vinegar so as to effectually stop the opera- 
tions of those who desire to defraud the public to their 
own profit. It appears that these laws really give the 
vinegar maker an opportunity to cheat consumers, with- 
out giving the latter adequate protection. To the for- 
mer these ‘measures practically act as a license, and 
legalize business which, from the viewpoint of justice, 
is clearly wrong. Thus any law which recognizes cider 
vinegar safeguards the name of this article for the 
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financial benefit of the unscrupulous manufacturer, but 
no law yet devised will prevent the fabrication of this 
product by such concerns, to the financial detriment of 
the consumer. An effective means of removing this 
protection for vinegar manufacturers, and the oppor- 
tunities for illegitimate profits which come from present 
laws, would be to so legislate that there should be only 
two standards for vinegar, and to prohibit absolutely 
the use in any manner of descriptive terms, such as 
cider, apple, molasses or syrup, to this commodity. 
If this was done, the temptation to defraud would be 
eliminated, and the public would obtain as good and 
probably a superior product at a great saving of money. 
No doubt if a law based on this plan was adopted, con- 
sumers could save at least ten cents on each gallon of 
vinegar purchased. The manufacturer could still use 
any wholesome material as a source of vinegar, but the 
unwarranted prices which are now paid for vinegar 
substitutes, such as sold for cider vinegar, for illus- 
tration, would be unobtainable. In fact the blending 
of vinegar would soon become unknown. 

The value of vinegar lies in its acetic acid content, 
which, if eliminated, would make the remainder unsal- 
able, regardless of whether it was fictitious or made 
from cider or some other substance; and the public 
is not seriously interested in whether it is cider, molasses 
or some other kind of vinegar, if the acidity is present. 
Consequently the only standards which should be the 
subject of legislation in dealing with this vinegar are 
those fixing the percentage of acetic acid and prohibit- 
ing its containing anything injurious to the public 
health. The product ought to be sold only as vinegar, 
and the employment of descriptive terms, as above 
outlined, should not be allowed. Below is given an 
outline of a proposed law based on the above principles: 


Section 1. Vinegar shall contain not less than four and 
one-half per cent by weight of absolute acetic acid and shall 
be free from all substances injurious to health. Whoever, 
himself or by his servant or agent or as the servant or agent 
of another person, sells, exchanges or delivers or has in his 
custody or possession with intent to sell, exchange or deliver, 
or exposes or offers for sale or exchange any vinegar containing 
less than four and one-half per cent by weight of absolute 
‘acetic acid or which contains substances injurious to public 
health, shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars. | os) 
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Sect. 2. No person who sells vinegar either by himself 
or by his agent shall apply in any manner any descriptive term 
to vinegar which indicates the substance or materials from which 
vinegar is made, or employ any prefix descriptive of such sub- 
stance or materials in connection with the word vinegar. Who- 
ever in the sale of vinegar by himself or by his servant or 
agent or by the servant or agent of another person applies, 
brands, bills or in any manner uses any descriptive term or 
employs any prefix in connection with the word vinegar which 
indicates the substance or materials from which vinegar is 
made, or whoever by himself or by his servant or agent or as 
the servant or agent of another person sells, exchanges or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell, 
exchange or deliver, or exposes or offers for sale any vinegar to 
which any descriptive term has been applied or prefix used 
in any manner which indicates the substance or materials from 
which vinegar is made, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 3. Section two shall not apply to vinegar which is to 
be used outside of Massachusetts, but the burden of proof. that 
any vinegar branded, marked or represented in any manner 
contrary to the provisions of section two is to be used outside of 
Massachusetts shall be upon the defendant. 


While the present law must be enforced where pos- 
sible to do so, it is clear that such efforts in most in- 
stances involve the unwise expenditure of energy and 
of the public funds. Much of the effort now devoted 
to the enforcement of vinegar laws could with simpler 
and less legislation be more wisely directed to other 
channels. This vinegar issue involves commercial fraud 
and is not a question affecting the public health. Never- 
theless the consumer is entitled to and should be 
accorded ample protection from the purveyors of fraudu- 
lent products. The attitude of vinegar makers toward 
laws regulating this commodity is that these measures 
apply only to competitors. -As individuals, it is the 
competitor and his products which should receive 
official attention in every instance. 

Much vinegar is now sold in bottles, and this is the 
most expensive form in which it may be purchased. The 
capacity of these bottles varies, and only a few of the 
“pint”? bottles hold that amount. A number of “‘pint”’ 
bottles of cider vinegar which retailed at five cents each 
were recently procured, and it was found that many of 
them held only about ten ounces. A gallon of such 
cider vinegar purchased in this manner and at the 
above price would cost sixty-four cents. By compari- 
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son with the price of twenty-five cents for a gallon of 
bulk cider vinegar, the above sum is excessive. Con- 
sumers can save money in buying vinegar if it is procured 
in bulk form.

RECENT DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME 
JUDICIAL COURT. 


CoMMONWEALTH vs. Boston Wuitre Cross MitK Company. 
Suffolk. Mf&rch 13, 1911.— May 18, 1911. 


Present: Knowtton, C. J.. Morton, Hammonp, Lorine, BRALEY, SHELDON, AND 
Ruae, JJ: 


Milk — Concentrated Milk — Statute — Construction — Words — ‘‘ Milk.”’ 


At the trial of an indictment charging the defendant with a violation of R. L., c. 56, § 55, 
in having in his custody and possession with intent to sell milk to which water had 
been added, evidence introduced by the Commonwealth tended to show that the 
defendant was adding water and cream and “concentrated skim milk,’’ to what was 
called ‘‘concentrated milk,’’ and that he had a resultant mixture in his possession 
with intent to sell it, and that the ‘‘concentrated milk”’ was not milk within the meaning 
of R. L., c. 56, § 55, and put in evidence which tended to show that it was ‘a manu- 
factured product made from milk as raw material,’ and was ‘‘a mixture of concen- 
trated skim and pasteurized cream,” that in its manufacture the cream was separated 
from the best fresh cow’s milk and was subjected to a process of slow pasteurization 
which evaporated most of the water in it, destroyed the bacteria and made certain 
chemical changes which were beneficial; the skimmed milk was treated simultaneously 
to a process of evaporation, agitation and cooling which removed three-fourths of this 
water, all odors of barns or cows, killed most of the bacteria and made some chemical 
changes which were beneficial, and the two products thus obtained then were united, 
making ‘‘concentrated milk.’”’ There was no evidence as to what generally was known 
or dealt with in the trade as milk, or that ‘‘concentrated milk’’ had come to be known 
in the trade as milk. Subject to exceptions by the defendant, the trial judge instructed 
the jury in substance that the only question for them to decide was whether the sub- 
stance to which the defendant added water was milk within the meaning of the statute, 
that they were to decide whether that product ‘‘ which has been shown here, the method 
of producing which has been described,’ was ‘‘known and treated generally in the 
trade as milk as it comes from the cow,” that if ‘‘that product” had ‘‘acquired a 
standing in the trade as milk, then the statute applies to it, and the defendant is guilty 
for adding water to it.’’ Held, that the instructions were erroneous, because, as a 
matter of law, if the product called ‘‘concentrated milk’”’ was produced by the methods 
described in the evidence, it was not milk within the meaning of the statute. 

Since R. L., c. 56, § 55, which among other provisions makes it unlawful to have in one’s 
possession with an intent to sell ‘‘milk to which water or any foreign substance has 
been added,”’ is a penal statute, its scope is not to be extended beyond the natural 
meaning of its words, and therefore the word ‘‘milk”’ in the statute does not include 
a product called “‘concentrated milk,’’ which is described as a ‘‘manufactured product 
made from milk as a raw material,’’ and as ‘‘a mixture of concentrated skim and pas- 
teurized cream,’”’ and in whose manufacture the cream was separated from the best 
fresh cow’s milk and was subjected to a process of slow pasteurization which evapo- 
rated most of the water in it, destroyed the bacteria and made certain chemical changes 
which were beneficial; the skimmed milk was treated simultaneously to a process of 
evaporation, agitation and cooling which removed three-fourths of its water, all odors 
of barns or cows, killed most of the bacteria and made some chemical changes which 
were beneficial and the two products thus obtained were united. 

The word ‘‘milk,’’ as used in R. L., c. 56, § 55, making it unlawful to have in one’s pos 
session with an intent to sell ‘‘milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added,’”’ means whole or natural milk from the cow. 

The word ‘‘milk,”’ as used in R. L., c. 56, § 55, making it unlawful to have in one’s posses- 

_ gion with an intent to sell ‘‘milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added,’’ means the normal unchanged secretion of the mammary glands of one or 
more healthy cows, containing not. less than twelve and fifteen one-hundredths per 
cent ¥ Sega solids, including not less than three and thirty-five one-hundredths per 
cent of fat. 


INDICTMENT, found and returned on July 10, 1909, charged that the 
defendant on June 21, 1909, ‘‘had in its custody and possession with intent 
to sell milk to which water had been added.” 
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R. L., ce. 56, § 55, hereinafter referred to reads as follows: ‘‘ Whoever, 
himself or by his servant or agent, or as the servant or agent of another 
person, sells, exchanges or delivers, or has in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell, exchange or deliver or exposes or offers for sale or 
exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign sub- 
stance has been added, or milk produced from cows which have been 
fed on the refuse of distilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or, as pure 
milk, milk from which the cream or a part thereof has been removed, 
and whoever sells, exchanges or delivers or has in his custody or posses- 
sion with intent to sell, exchange or deliver, skimmed milk containing 
less than nine and three-tenths per cent of milk solids exclusive of fat, 
shall for a first offence be punished by a fine of not less than fifty nor more 
than two hundred dollars, for a second offence by a fine of not less than 
one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, and for a subsequent 
offence by a fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment for not less than sixty 
nor more than ninety days.” 

In the Superior Court the case was tried before Wait, J. The evidence 
is summarized in the opinion. At the close of the evidence, the defend-~ 
ant asked the presiding judge to order a verdict of “‘not guilty,’ and for 
the following rulings: 

“2. The word ‘milk’ in R. L., ¢. 56, § 55, as used in the phrase ‘milk 
to which water or Any foreign substance has been added,’ means whole 
or natural milk of the cow. 

‘““3. The word ‘milk’ in R. L., c. 56, § 55, as used in the same phrase, 
‘milk to which water or any foreign substance has been added,’ means 
the normal unchanged secretion of the mammary glands of one or more 
healthy cows, and containing not less than twelve and fifteen hundredths 
per cent of milk solids, including not less than three and thirty-five hun- 
dredths per cent of fat. 

“4. If the jury finds that the substance to which the water was added 
by the defendant was not whole or natural milk of the cow, they must 
find the defendant not guilty. 

“5. The substance to which the water was added by the defendant 
was not ‘milk to which water or any foreign substance has been added,’ 
as used in R. L., c. 56, § 55. 

“6. If after the addition of water the resultant mixture was the natural 
milk of the cow, it could not have been such milk prior to the addition 
of the water, and the defendant is not guilty. 

“7. This indictment was found under R. L., c. 56, § 55. There is a 
separate section (sec. 59), regulating the sale of condensed milk. There 
is no statute forbidding the adding of water to condensed milk and offer- 
ing for sale or selling the liquid resulting therefrom.” 

The presiding judge refused to rule as requested, and submitted the 
case to the jury with instructions to which the defendant excepted, as 
stated in the opinion; the jury found the defendant guilty, and the 
defendant alleged exceptions. 

The case was argued at the bar in March, 1911, before Knowlton, C. J., 
Morton, Hammond, Sheldon, and Rugg, JJ., and afterwards was submitted 
on briefs to all the ‘justices. 

J. K. Berry (E. C. Upton with him) for the defendant. 

A. C. Webber, Assistant District Attorney, for the Commonwealth, 
submitted a brief. 

SHELDON, J. The indictment charges the defendant with having in 
its possession with intent to sell ‘milk to which water had been added.” 
The evidence was to the effect that the defendant, having in its possession 
one hundred and twenty quarts of what was called “concentrated milk,” 
had added thereto three hundred and sixty quarts of ice water, one gallon 
of heavy cream said to contain forty per cent of milk fat, and four gallons 
of ‘‘concentrated skim milk’’; and that the defendant intended to sell the 
mixture thus prepared. The gov ernment put in no testimony to show 
what was the composition of the ‘“‘concentrated milk’? which was the 
basis of the mixture intended to be sold, or how, where, or by whom this 
basis had been prepared or manufactured, except as follows: There was 
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testimony that this “‘concentrated extract”? looked like condensed milk, 
that it was white, thick, and of the consistency of molasses, and a half 
pint bottle containing a thick, white liquid was put in as an exhibit of the 
‘“extract’’; and it was testified that the “extract”? to which the defend- 
ant had added water had the appearance of this exhibit. It also appeared 
that samples of the defendant’s product had been taken by an assistant 
of the inspector of milk and had been analyzed by another assistant. 
Neither of these assistants testified, and no analysis of the defendant’s 
‘““eoncentrated extract or product,” or of the mixture when diluted as 
aforesaid, was put in evidence by the government. The defendant con- 
tended that the ‘“‘concentrated milk”’ or extract to which it had added 
water was not milk within the meaning of the statute. It put in evi- 
dence of the following alleged facts, which so far as appears were not 
controverted: The defendant obtained a license under letters patent of 
the United States for the production and sale of ‘concentrated milk,’ 
and built and equipped a factory for that purpose in Vermont. It 
bought from farmers in that vicinity the best fresh milk obtainable, such 
as was by test up to or above the standard fixed by the statutes of this 
Commonwealth. St. 1908, ¢. 463. From this milk it separated the 
cream, and treated separately the cream and the skimmed milk. The 
cream was treated for some hours to a temperature of not more than one 
hundred and forty degrees by means of hot water pipes or jackets applied 
to the containing tanks, with the result that the cream became pasteurized 
at a temperature lower than that of ordinary pasteurization, the greater 
part of its water was evaporated, the bacteria in it were destroyed, and 
beneficial changes in it took place, so as to increase the time during which 
it would remain fresh and sweet, whereby it was purified and yet retained 
the taste and all the digestive and other qualities of the best fresh cream. 
The skimmed milk was simultaneously treated in other tanks by similar 
application ‘of heat and at the same time agitated and cooled by cold 
air blasts for about five hours. This brought about the evaporation of 
at least three-fourths of the contained water, together with all odor from 
barns or cows, and killed the most of the bacteria in the milk. The 
original skimmed milk was thus concentrated and reduced to about one- 
fourth of its original volume and was at the same time purified or pas- 
teurized, but at a low temperature, so that the milk solids were not so far 
cooked or changed as to make them less digestible or nutritious than in 
the original milk. The cream and the skimmed milk, thus separately 
treated, were then in certain proportions carried through pipes into a 
mixing tank, where they were blended according to a formula, so that 
the milk solids and the fat should be not less than four times the amount 
required by our statutes for standard milk and the water should not 
exceed one-fourth part of that allowed for such standard milk. This 
final product was the “concentrated milk” manufactured by the defend- 
ant, to which as aforesaid it added three parts of water, with the inten- 
tion of selling the mixture thus produced. 

Qualified experts also testified for the defendant that the chemical 
changes produced by the process stated were a mild form or incipient stage 
of curdling or coagulation of the protein of the milk, like that of the white of 
a soft boiled egg; that there was some precipitation of the sugar and 
the phosphatic substances, the water and the gases were driven off, and 
the bacteria were reduced in number from several hundred thousand 
down to a few hundreds; that the concentrated product was not milk, 
but a manufactured product made from milk as a raw material; that 
the pasteurization process used by the defendant for cream differed from: 
the ordinary pasteurization, and the concentration process used for the 
skimmed milk was different from any method previously known or used 
for evaporating or condensing milk; and that the defendant’s “‘ concentrated 
milk ”’ was not a condensed milk such as was previously known in com- 
merce. One of these witnesses testified that whole or natural milk is 
milk as it is taken from the cow’s udder; that the defendant’s ‘product 
was not milk and was not evaporated milk, which is whole or natural 
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milk with the cream in and evaporated; that it was not the ordinary 
condensed milk of commerce, but that he would call it ‘‘a mixture of 
concentrated skim and pasteurized cream.’ 

There was no evidence as to what was generally known or dealt with 
in the trade as milk. 

It appears to have been undisputed that the mixture which the defend- 
ant intended to sell, being substantially a mixture of its “concentrated 
milk’’ with three parts of water, was fully up to the standard fixed by 
St. 1908, c. 648, was not adulterated, and had had no water or foreign sub- 
stance added to it, except, as has been stated, by the addition of three 
parts of water to one part of the “eoncentrated milk.” It was assumed 
at the trial that in order to convict the defendant it must have been 
shown that the ‘‘concentrated milk’’ to which the defendant had added 
water was “milk’’ within the meaning of R. L., c. 56, § 55. 

The judge told the jury that the question was simply this: ‘Was the 
substance to which water was added by the defendant . . . milk within 
the meaning of the particular statute?’”’ He said that milk was the 
“normal secretion from the mammary glands of the cow substantially 
in the form in which it is taken from the cow . . . or any substance 
generally known or dealt with in the trade as milk as already defined. 

If cream is generally known in the trade in that way it is milk, 
if chalk and water are generally known in the trade and generally dealt 
with in the trade as milk, so that when a man says he wants to buy milk, 
in the trade it is understood chalk and water can be given to him, then that 
is milk within the language of that statute. But unless chalk and water 
is so understood, or unless any other product is actually and generally 
understood in the trade to be the same thing as milk as it comes from the 
cow, then it isnot milk within the statute. . . . Thatis the question you 
have got to decide: Was that product which has been shown here, the 
method of producing which has been described, known and treated gen- 
erally in the trade as milk as it comes from the cow? Could you sell 
that product just as it stood on a contract which called on you to deliver 
milk? If you could deliver that product just as it stood, then the defend- 
ant is guilty; if you could not, then the defendant is not guilty.” And 
this instruction was repeated more than once, in strong and unmistakable 
language. In his closing words to the jury the judge said: “Is this 
product milk? If it is known in the trade, if it has acquired a standing 
in the trade as milk, then the statute applies to it, and the defendants 
are guilty for adding water to it.” 

It is not contended that the manufactured product of the defendant, 
to which it added water for reduction and sale, was natural milk as it 
comes from the cow. And we have searched the evidence in vain for 
anything upon which it could be found that this manufactured product 
had come to be known in the trade as milk. Certainly there is no such 
intimation in the testmony of the government, and that put in by the 
defendant is wholly to the effect that the defendant’s ‘concentrated 
milk ’’ was a new and unique product, manufactured only since 1908, 
under letters patent, at a factory equipped for that purpose, shipped to 
the defendant’s place of business in Boston, and there extended by the 
defendant and put upon the market only in its diluted form. There is 
nothing in the evidence tending to show that the concentrated product 
had been dealt with in the market, or had been the subject of trade, or 
even had been in the hands of any dealers other than the defendant itself. 
A contract for the delivery of milk would not be satisfied by the delivery 
of this concentrated product, which must be diluted by the addition of 
water before it could be drunk like milk or made available for use as 
milk in the ordinary manner. It is no more milk within the meaning 
of such a contract than natural milk which does not come up to the pre- 
scribed standard. Copeland v. Boston Dairy Co., 184 Mass. 207, and 189 
Mass. 342. The fact that the word ‘‘milk”’ in this statute has been 
construed to include cream as one of its natural components (Common- 
wealth v. Gordon, 159 Mass. 8), does not indicate that it should include 
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also a substance produced from it by a process of manufacture with artifi- 
cial appliances involving some chemical changes. The substance itself 
is not milk, just as butter and cheese and condensed milk are not themselves 
milk. 

For these reasons the defendant’s exceptions to the instructions given 
to the jury must be sustained. But as the result thus reached is merely 
to send the case to a new trial, when the other questions raised by these 
exceptions would necessarily have to be determined, we deem it proper 
to consider the fundamental question whether upon the facts here pre- 
sented a conviction could be supported. So far as it bears upon this 
indictment, our statute provides for the punishment of any one who has 
in his custody or possession with intent to sell “milk to which water 
.... has been added.” R. L., c. 56, § 55. That is the only offence 
here charged. It has been suggested that as there is no dispute that 
the mixture which the defendant produced by adding water to its ‘‘con- 
centrated milk” did contain water which had not come from the cow 
but had been added to the mixture, the mixture itself was within the 
meaning of the statute milk to which water had been added. But we 
are unable to accept this argument. If it were sound, then for the same 
reason one who sold or had in his possession with intent to sell ordinary 
condensed milk which had been so extended so as to resemble natural 
milk in appearance would be liable to conviction upon a charge like this. 
But we are dealing with the penal statute, and its scope is not to be extended 
beyond the natural meaning of its words. When the Legislature dealt 
with the sale of condensed milk, it used those words. R. L., c. 56, §§ 59, 
63. It is claimed, to be sure, that the defendant’s product is not con- 
densed milk, but it certainly resembles that other manufactured article _ 
more closely than it does -natura] milk. 

Moreover, the object of our statutes regulating the sale of milk, to 
ensure the supply to customers of a pure, unadulterated article of a cer- 
tain nutritive value, is not interfered with by what the defendant has 
done. As we have seen, it was not denied that the diluted or extended 
mixture which it intended to sell was fully up to the required standard; 
it was not contended that it contained any more water, was of any less 
nutritive value or was less fitted in any respect for a food, than the best 
natural milk. If, as the evidence tended to show, the process of modified 
pasteurization to which the manufactured product had been subjected 
had resulted in greatly diminishing the number of bacteria and in pro- 
longing the time during which the extended mixture could safely be kept, 
this is neither a reason against its use nor an argument for extending 
the statutory prohibition so as to include a product which is neither 
within the common meaning of its words nor, so far as now appears, 
within the mischief whith the statute was designed to prevent. 

If it should appear in any other case that such a product as this, after 
having been extended into the form in which it was intended to be sold 
and used, had been further altered by the addition of water or any other 
foreign substance, whether by the defendant or by any other person, a 
different question would be presented. But that is not this case. So, too, 
if the use of the defendant’s product shall be found to involve any danger 
to the public health, or any risk of fraud being practised by the sale of this 
manufactured article as milk, the Legislature undoubtedly will make 
proper provision against such evils. But it is not for us to extend the 
operation of the present statute beyond its legitimate scope. 

The majority of the court are of opinion that if, as upon this bill of 
exceptions seems to have been the case, it was conceded by the govern- 
ment that the defendant’s ‘‘concentrated milk’’ was such a substance, 
manufactured in such a manner, as appeared by the defendant’s evidence, 
the jury should have been instructed to return a verdict of not guilty. 
If this was not the case, then the defendant’s second and third requests 
should have been given substantially as asked for. 

Exceptions sustained. 
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COMMONWEALTH Us. Wiiiam W. Drew. 
Suffolk. February 28, 1911.— April 4, 1911. 


Present: KNow.Ton, C. J.. HamMonp, BRALEY, SHELDON, AND Rvuaa, JJ. 
Board of Health — Municipal — Milk. 


The board of health of a city, undertaking to act under the authority given to them by 
R. L. c. 75, $§ 65, 140, made the following regulation: ‘No person or corporation - 
shall sell or offer, expose or keep for sale in any shop, store or other place where goods 
and merchandise are sold. milk or cream, unless the same is sold or offered, exposed 
or kept for sale in tightly closed or capped bottles or receptacles, which have been 
approved by the board of health.’’ Held, that the statute, which confines the juris- 
diction of the board to examining into all nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sick- 
ness in the city that in their opinion may be injurious to the public health, to destroying, 
removing or preventing ‘“‘the same as the case may require,”’ and to making ‘‘regula- 
tions for the public health and safety relative thereto and to articles . . . capable 
of containing or conveying infection or contagion or of creating sickness which are 
brought into or conveyed through”’ the city, does not give the board power to make 
a regulation as to the sale of milk kept and sold in any such way as does not threaten 
the public health. 

A dealer in milk in a city kept in his store for sale wholesome milk of standard quality 
in a new tin cylinder or vessel with a new, clean removable top, the vessel being con- 
tained in a covered cooler, which was kept in a location and under such conditions 
as were approved by the board of health, contained wholesome, clean ice, and was 
properly drained and cared for and tightly closed except when milk or ice was being 
removed from or introduced into it. The milk always remained at a temperature 
less than fifty degrees Fahrenheit, and none of it was allowed to stand outside of the 
cooler except when a sale’ was being made. The measure which was used in retail- 
ing the milk was new and clean and hung inside the cylinder which contained the 
milk. The cylinder was simple in nae Bee re cleaned and was susceptible of 
perfect sterilization. Held, that R. L. c. 75, §§ 65, 140, gave to the board of health 
of the city no jurisdiction or power to fae any ue or to make any regulation with 
regard to milk so kept and sold. 


CoMPLAINT received and sworn to in the Municipal Court of the City 
of Boston on November 29, 1910, charging the defendant with a violation 
of a regulation of the board of health relative to the sale of milk, as stated 
in the opinion. 

On appeal to the Superior Court, the case was tried before Stevens, J., 
upon an agreed statement of facts. The defendant asked for rulings 
that upon the facts in proof there was no evidence upon which the defend- 
ant could be found guilty, and that a verdict of not guilty should be 
ordered; that the regulation upon which the complaint was founded 
was invalid and void, in that it was unreasonable and not within the 
lawful exercise of any police power of the Board of Health of the City 
of Boston, and in that it was in violation of the limitations and restric- 
tions of the Constitution of the Commonwealth and of the United States, 
and that no conviction could be had for the violation of the regulation 
with which the defendant was charged. 

The rulings were refused. The defendant was found guilty, and the 
presiding judge reported the case for determination by this court, with 
the following stipulation: ‘If any one of the rulings requested by the 
defendant should have been given, the verdict is to be set aside and a 
verdict of not guilty is to be directed by the court. If there is no error 
in my rulings, the verdict is to stand as rendered.” 

The case was submitted on briefs. 

M. J. Sughrue, for the defendant. 

M. J. Dwyer, Assistant District Attorney, for the Commonwealth. 

Knowtrton, C. J. This is a complaint against the defendant for the 
violation of a regulation of the Board of Health of the City of Boston, 
relative to the sale of milk. The material part of the regulation is as 
follows: ‘‘No person or corporation shall sell or offer, expose or keep 
for sale in any shop, store or other place where goods and merchandise 
are sold, milk or cream, unless the same is sold or offered, exposed or kept 
for sale in tightly closed or capped bottles or receptacles, which have 
been approved by the board of health.” It was agreed that milk was 
kept for sale by the defendant in a vessel contained in a covered cooler, 
in his store; that it was always kept at a temperature less than fifty 
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degrees Fahrenheit, and that none of it was allowed to stand outside of 
the cooler except while a sale of milk was being made; that the cooler 
was always kept properly drained and cared for and tightly closed, except 
during such interval as was necessary for the introduction or removal 
of milk or ice, and was kept in such location and under such conditions 
as were approved by the board of health. The milk was wholesome milk 
of standard quality, was taken from a clean, new tin cylinder or vessel, 
set in a clean, new ice chest, surrounded by clean wholesome ice. The 
vessel had a removable cover which was new and clean, and the measure 
which was used by the defendant in retailing the milk was new and clean, 
and hung inside the tin cylinder so that it was not exposed to the air. 
The cylinder was simple in shape, is easily cleaned, and was susceptible 
of perfect sterilization. The sales were made in any quantities desired 
by customers, from one cent’s worth upward. The defendant’s store was in 
a district in which many poor people live, and facts were agreed tending 
to show that such people often want to purchase a quantity less than the 
quantity contained in the smallest bottles used, and would be put to 
inconvenience by the enforcement of the regulation. 

We do not consider the question whether this regulation is beyond 
the constitutional power of the Legislature to enact as a statute, or to 
authorize the board of health to establish locally. For we are of opinion 
that the statute under which the board assumed to act (R. L. ec. 75, § 65) 
is not broad enough to give them this authority. ' It is as follows: ‘‘The 
Board of Health shall examine into all nuisances, sources of filth and causes 
of sickness within its town, or on board of vessels within the harbor of 
such town, which may in its opinion be injurious to the public health, 
shall destroy, remove or prevent the same as the case may require and 
shall make regulations for the public health and safety relative thereto, 
and relative to articles which are capable of containing or conveying 
infection or contagion or of creating sickness which are brought into or 
conveyed from its town, or into or from any vessel.’”’ By § 140 of this 
chapter the section is made applicable to cities. 

This statute does not give the board power to make regulations as to. 
all matters affecting the public health. If the board should be certain 
that the smoking of cigarettes by boys affects their health injuriously, 
it would have no power to make a regulation forbidding the smoking of 
them by boys under a certain age, or the sale of them to such boys. It 
has no power to make general regulations as to conduct or practices 
injurious to health, which if indulged in by many persons, affect the health 
of the public. The statute above quoted gives the board jurisdiction 
to deal with “‘nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sickness within 
its town.” Plainly the milk in question was not a nuisance or a source 
of filth. In determining the meaning of the words ‘‘causes of sickness,” 
the doctrine noscitur a sociis is to be applied. It is a little broader term 
than the two terms that precede it, but it is of the same general character. 
Primarily it refers to something local, and the board is directed ‘‘to 
destroy, remove or prevent the same.’ In § 67 we have another indica- 
tion of the meaning of these words in the requirement that the board shall 
order the owner or occupant of private premises to remove any ‘‘nuisance, 
source of filth or cause of sickness found thereon.”’ So under § 74 he may 
obtain a warrant directed to an officer or to a member of the board 
commanding him to destroy, remove, or prevent any “‘nuisance, source 
of filth or cause of sickness,”’ in reference to which they have made com- 
plaint to a magistrate. We are of opinion that, within the meaning of 
the language in these sections, milk kept in a vessel, as this was kept by 
the defendant, was not a “‘nuisance, source of filth or cause of sickness,” 
which gave the board of health jurisdiction to take any action or make 
any regulation under the R. L., ¢c. 75, § 65. 

The latter portion of this section gives the board jurisdiction to make 
regulations ‘‘relative to articles which are capable of containing or con- 
veying infection or contagion or of creating sickness which are brought 
into or conveyed from its town, or into or from any vessel.”’ This has 
reference to the bringing into the town or conveying away of articles

capable of containing or conveying infection, in such a way as to affect 
injuriously the public health or safety. The legislation is found in the 
Rey. Sts., c. 21, § 6, in which the language is ‘‘when such articles shall 
be brought into or conveyed from their town, or into or from any vessel.”’ 
In the Gen. Sts., c. 26, § 5, the words ‘‘when such articles shall be” are 
omitted, and the section reads in this part, “brought into or conveyed 
from its town, or into or from any vessel.” In Pub. Sts., c. 80, § 18, 
the language is the same. We are of opinion that this part of the section 
relates to articles of such a kind as to be dangerous in reference to their 
capability of containing or conveying infection or contagion, or of creat- 
ing sickness, in connection with their removal from one town to another. 
The case of Train v. Boston Disinfecting Co., 144 Mass. 523, relative to 
the disinfecting of rags, furnishes an illustration of what is meant by the 
statute. 

The regulation in the present case has no reference to property in 
connection with its removal from one city or town to another, nor is pure 
milk such an article as is referred to in the statute. We are of opinion that 
this part of the section does not authorize a regulation as to the sale of 
milk kept and sold in the manner that is disclosed in this case. 

We have no occasion to consider the objection to the regulation in that 
part which subjects the business to an absolute determination of the 
board as to whether they will approve of the bottles or receptacles used 
in making sales. See Commonwealth v. Maletsky, 203 Mass. 241. 


Verdict set aside. 


COMMONWEALTH vs. GRAUSTEIN AND COMPANY. 


Suffolk. March 14, 1911.— May 18, 1911. 


Present: KNowtton, C. J., Morton, Hammonp, Lorine, BRALEY, SHELDON, AND 
Rua, JJ: 


Practice, Criminal, Variance — Evidence — Presumptions and Burden of Proof — Milk 
Corporation — Liability for Misdemeanor — Words — ‘‘ Added,”’ ‘‘ Whoever.”’ 


At the trial of a criminal complaint charging that the defendant in that part of Boston 
called South Boston had in his possession with intent to sell milk ‘‘to which a certain 
foreign substance ... . a further description whereof is unknown to the complain- 
ant,’’ had been added, the chemist of the bureau of milk inspection of Boston, who 
was not the complainant, properly may testify that the foreign substance was ‘‘cow 
dung,”’ such testimony not constituting a variance, because it is a presumption of 
fact that the statement in the complaint that ‘‘a further description’’ of the foreign 
substance was unknown ‘‘to the complainant”’ is true, and the fact that the witness 
knew its real nature does not as matter of law conclusively rebut that statement. 

Even although, at the trial of a criminal complaint charging the defendant therein with 
having in his possession with intent to sell milk to which ‘“‘a certain foreign substance 

. . a further description whereof’? was unknown to the complainant, had been 
added, it should appear that the complainant when he swore to the complaint knew 
that the foreign substance was cow dung, an exception by the defendant to the admis- 
sion of evidence of the specific character of the foreign substance would not be sustained, 
because, the essential elements of the crime being stated correctly in the complaint, 
the variance would not be prejudicial to the defendant. 

At the trial of a criminal complaint charging the defendant with a violation of R. L., 

56, § 55, in that he had in his possession with intent to sell milk to which a wreath 
foreign substance had been added, the jury in answer to a question submitted to them 
found that the foreign substance was in whole or in part soluble in milk, and thus a 
contention, strongly urged by the defendant, that the foreign substance was not 
‘“‘added ’’’ within the meaning of the statute, unless it was dissolved, was rendered 
immaterial; but it was stated that the court did not intimate that in the absence of 

_ such finding the contention would have been poueered tenable. 

It is not an essential element of the violation of R. L., c. 56, § 55, which among other 
things makes it unlawful to have in one’s ace with intent to sell milk to which 
a foreign substance has been added, that the foreign substance should have been added 
by the previous voluntary act of some person or persons. 

Corporations engaged in the business of selling milk are included in the word ‘‘ whoever” 

_ as it is used in R. L., c. 56, § 55, which provides that ‘‘ Whoever, himself or by his 
servant or agent, or as the servant or agent of another person, sells, exehanges or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to gell, exchange or deliver 
or exposes or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated milk or milk to which water or 
any foreign substanee has been added, or milk of ‘various other descriptions,’ shall 
for a first offence be punished by a fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hun- 
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dred dollars, for a second offence by a fine of not less than one hundred nor more than 
two hundred dollars and for a subsequent offence by a fine of fifty dollars and by 
imprisonment for not less than sixty nor more than ninety days.” 


CoMPLAINT, received and sworn to in the Municipal Court of the South 
Boston district in the City of Boston on December 17, 1909, charging 
that on December 8, 1909, the defendant within the district of the court 
‘‘did have in its possession, with intent to sell the same in said Common- 
wealth, milk to which a certain foreign substance had been and was then 
and there added, a further description whereof is unknown to the 
complainant.’’ 

On appeal to the Superior Court, the case was tried before DeCourcy, J. 

It appeared that a sample of milk was taken from an eight-quart milk can 
on a wagon of the defendant and that an analysis was made of it by one 
Frank E. Mott, the chemist to the bureau of milk inspection of Boston. 
As to a sediment which he found in the milk, he testified: ‘‘ From examina- 
tion of the sediment, both microscopical and chemical, I identified in 
that sediment animal hairs; there are a few animal hairs. By far the 
greater part of the sediment, considerably over ninety Be cent, is material 
that passed through the alimentary tract of acow.... . In other words, 
cow dung.” 

The defendant excepted to the witness being allowed to call the sedi- 
ment ‘‘cow dung,”’ because the complaint alleged that ‘‘a further descrip- 
tion” of it than that it was ‘‘a certain foreign substance”’ was ‘‘unknown 
to the complainant.”’ 

The witness further testified that over ninety per cent of the sediment 
was material that had passed through the alimentary tract of the cow, 
cow dung, composed of two chemical substances, cellulose and vasculose, 
substances that are foreign to milk. 

At the close of the evidence, the defendant asked the presiding judge 
to rule as follows: 

‘1, That on the evidence produced by the government it has not 
proved a case against the defendant within the meaning of R. L., c. 56, 
§ 55. 

“9, There is not a substance ‘added,’ within the meaning of the 
statute, unless there were such an intimate union of the foreign substance 
with the milk and its elements that the individual parts of the foreign 
substance lose their individuality in the milk.” 

“10. That R. L., c. 56, § 55, does not include the prosecution of cor- 
porations within its ‘terms ‘directly or constructively.” 

‘12. That the words ‘milk to which a foreign substance had been 
added’ as used in the statute means milk to which a foreign substance 
had been added or caused to be added by the previous voluntary act 
of some person or persons.’ 

The rulings were refused. 

The presiding judge in his instructions to the jury submitted to them 
the following question, which they answered affirmatively: 

“‘Tf the milk in question was milk to which a foreign substance had been 
added, was that substance in whole or in part soluble in milk?” 

The jury found the defendant guilty; and the defendant alleged 
exceptions. 

The case was submitted on briefs at the sitting of the court in March, 
1911, and afterwards was submitted on briefs to all the justices. 

TeR, Barry for the defendant. 

A. C. Webber, Assistant District Attorney, for the Commonwealth. 

Hammonp, J. The evidence of Mott that the substance found in milk 
consisted in part of ‘‘cow dung”’ was properly admitted. The objection 
of the defendant that it should have been excluded on the ground of 
variance is untenable. While it is true that the complaint charges that 
to the milk there had been added ‘‘a certain foreign substance, .. . 
a further description whereof is unknown to the complainant,” still, 
although some witness called even by the government testified as to the real 
nature of the substance, it by no means follows as matter of law that at 
the time the complaint was made the complainant did know its nature.

In the absence of any evidence to the contrary the presumption is that a 
further description was unknown to the complainant at the time the com- 
plaint was made. 


Commonwealth v. Thornton, 14 Gray, 41. 
Commonwealth v. Coy, 157 Mass. 200. 


And the fact that from knowledge obtained after the complaint was 
made the government or even the complainant himself could give a fur- 
ther description of the substance is immaterial. And that is so even 
if the complainant before making the complaint could by reasonable 
inquiry have been enabled to give a further description. Upon this 
branch of the case the simple question was whether the allegation that 
a further description was unknown to the complainant was true. In the 
absence of evidence to the contrary the presumption is that it was true, 
but when there is evidence in rebuttal of such presumption then the 
question is for the jury. Commonwealth v. Thornton, ubi supra. But, 
even if it be assumed in favor of the defendant that there was a variance, 
it appears that the essential elements of the crime are correctly stated, 
and it does not appear that by the variance the defendant was prejudiced . 
in its defense; and hence the defendant is not entitled to have his excep- 
tions sustained. R. L., c. 218, § 35. 

Under the instructions the jury must have found that the milk which 
the defendant had in its possession with intent to sell contained a sub- 
stance which got into the milk after it had left the cow; that this sub- 
stance ‘could have been kept from getting in there by ordinary, reason- 
able care on the part of the persons handling the milk from the time it 
left the cow until the time it was delivered to the customer.’ In answer 
to a specific question they found that this foreign substance was in whole 
or in part soluble in milk. It is argued by the defendant that these 
findings are not warranted by the evidence; but upon considering the - 
evidence in detail we are of opinion that they are. 

It is strongly contended by the defendant that the foreign substance 
must be soluble in the milk. In view of the special finding this question 
becomes immaterial in this case. We do not mean to intimate, however, 
that in the absence of such a finding there would have been anything in 
the contention. : 

The defendant further contends that the statute applies only to cases 
where the “foreign substance has been added or caused to be added 
by the previous voluntary act of some person or persons.”’ So far as mate- 
rial the statute upon which this complaint is founded reads as follows: 
“Whoever, himself or by his servant or agent ....has in his.... 
possession with intent to sell... . adulterated milk or milk to which 
water or any foreign substance has been added, or milk produced from 
cows which have been fed on the refuse of distilleries, or from sick or 
diseased cows, or, as pure milk, milk from which the cream or a part 
thereof has been removed .... shall . . . . be punished.” 

No extended citation of authorities is needed in support of the prop- 
osition that in this class of cases the criminal intent is immaterial. See 
Commonwealth v. Mixer, 207 Mass. 141. The history of the milk legis- 
lation in this Commonwealth shows conclusively the determination of 
the law making power to protect the community from adulterated or impure 
milk. The ultimate purpose is to have pure milk, and to impose upon 
milk dealers the duty of seeing that the milk is such. In many cases it 
would be practically impossible to prove that the foreign substance had 
been purposely added. Nor does it make any difference to the consumer 
in what way it has been added. ‘The intent is to see that impure milk 
be not sold, irrespective of the question by whom or in what way it 
became impure. 

In view of the history of the legislation on this subject, the emphasis 
placed by the Legislature upon the need of protecting the community from 
impure milk, and the fact that whether the foreign substance gets into 
the milk through a positive act intentional or unintentional, or by accident 
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attributable or not to negligence, is entirely immaterial so far as respects 
the health of the consumer, which is the ultimate thing to be protected, 
we are of opinion that the statute is not limited to cases where the foreign 
substance was added by a previous voluntary act of some person. The 
instructions to the jury upon this point were sufficiently favorable to the 
defendant. There is nothing inconsistent with this position in People 
v. Bowen, 182 N. Y. 1, cited by the defendant. 

R. L., c. 8, § 5, provides that the word ‘‘‘person’ may extend and be 
applied to bodies politic and corporate,’ “unless a contrary intention 
clearly appears.’’ Considering the evil intended to be reached by this 
statute we are of opinion that the word ‘‘ whoever” includes a corporation 
like the defendant. See Commonwealth v. Boston & Worcester Railroad, 
11 Cush. 512; Commonwealth v. Boston Advertising Co., 188 Mass. 348; 
Commonwealth v. New York Central & Hudson River Railroad, 206 
Mass. 417. The case is clearly distinguishable from Benson 206 v. Monson 
& Brimfield Manuf. Co., 9. Met. 562.

ao standard of 45 per cent of the total score on the 

score card must be obtained before the dairy is con- 

sidered to be in a satisfactory sanitary condition. 

{f this percentage is not reached on the first inspection 

two weeks are allowed to bring the dairy up to a satis- 

factory standard. If on the second inspection no 

improvement is shown and the score is still unsatis- 

factory the sale of the milk is prohibited in Boston. 
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On all subsequent inspections if the score is unsatisfactory 
the dairy is stopped from selling the product in Boston. 
During the year closing February 1, 1912, 9,356 dairies 
were scored, all sending milk to Boston. Of this 
number, 7,834 had a satisfactory score and 1,522 were- 
unsatisfactory, and 500 of the latter were permanently 
excluded from Boston because the owners would not 
cooperate with this division in the matter of sanitation 
and clean handling of the milk. 

The milk from twenty-five dairies was excluded 
from Boston owing to ,the presence of communicable 
disease on the farm or among the handlers of the milk. 
Before these dairies resumed sending milk satisfactory 
assurance was given by the State Board of Health that 
the milk carried no infection. 

In a number of instances milk excluded from this 
city on account. of unsatisfactory conditions at the 
dairies where produced was diverted to other cities 
and towns in the vicinity of Boston and sometimes 
found its way to this city through these localities, 
thereby defeating the whole object of inspection. 
To overcome the situation this division originated a 
form of notification to fourteen cities and towns of all 
dairies the product of which was excluded from this 
city. The producer’s name, address, contractor shipped 
to and reason for exclusion were given. This city 
also agreed to respect all similar notices from the other 
cities and towns. It is felt that this form of notification 
will prevent the sale in any locality of dirty, unsafe milk. 

In past years dairies were scored by inspectors in 
the employ of the contractors but, excepting the reports 
of one inspector, they were found unreliable and did 
not report true conditions of the dairies. These reports 
are not now being received by this office. 

All cows producing milk are given a careful physical 
examination, particular attention being paid to the 
udders and teats. Insistence has been placed on the 
fact that the cows, and especially the udders, must be 
kept clean, all utensils used must be scrupulously clean, 
all handlers of milk must be personally clean and free 
from any communicable disease, the milk be imme- 
diately removed after milking each cow, to be strained 
and cooled in a separate, clean, well ventilated and 
drained room used exclusively for the purpose, and 
then stored at a low temperature preparatory to 
shipment.

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One of our hardest problems was to compel the 
producers to provide these milk rooms, but this has 
been overcome: and it will readily be seen what a great 
advance has been made in producing a clean, safe 
milk when it is shown that 3,691 of these milk rooms 
have been provided during the past year. Some of 
these rooms have been installed at much expense and 
are separate from the rest of the building. Other 
rooms have been installed in the buildings and are 
very satisfactory from a sanitary standpoint. 

In 2,411 places manure was found in or about the 
tie-up, thereby contaminating the stable air and pro- 
viding breeding places for flies. These conditions 
have been remedied in every place. Particular atten- 
tion has been paid to the kind of bedding provided 
for cows, and in all places where sand and horse manure 
were used the practice has been discontinued. 

All milking stools have been carefully inspected, and 
as these utensils are the last to be touched by the hands 
of the milker before beginning the manipulation of 
the teats, insistence has been made that these utensils 
be kept scrupulously clean. In a number of instances 
pigs, horses and hens have been found in the tie-ups. 
- In all cases these animals have been removed. It is 
now extremely rare to find privies in the tie-ups, but 
in all cases where found they have been immediately 
removed. 

Particular attention has been paid to the light and 
the ventilation of these barns, and in the past year 
2,178 barns have been provided with additional light 
and better ventilation. 

It was found that 315 producers in different states 
were cooling and storing milk in the troughs from which 
the horses and the cattle drank, thereby exposing the 
milk to almost certain contamination. ‘This practice 
has been discontinued in all these places. 

One of the most obje¢tionable and in sanitary features 
of the production of milk has been the practice of strain- 
ing the milk back of the cows or in the immediate vicinity 
of the tie-up. This practice was found to prevail at 
3,634 places and was immediately corrected or the sale 
of milk in Boston prohibited. 

In 1,060 places eonstruction of the barn was faulty, 
and these conditions are being rapidly corrected. 

In 2,013 places the cows were found unclean. These 
conditions were found to prevail more in the winter 
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months than during the summer. Constant inspections 
and repeated warnings to the producers are necessary 
in order that the cows be clean and kept clean. 

There were 4,636 barns whitewashed under orders 
from this department during the past year. At 177 
places the milking utensils were found unclean, and at 
238 barns the utensils were not properly inverted in 
pure air. Repeated inspections have been made of all 
milk containers at the plants of the contractors in Boston 
and also at the farms of the producers. In this manner 
certain abuses that had crept into the handling and care 
of these utensils have been eliminated. 

At 735 places it was found that the milk was held 
over from twenty-four to thirty-six hours before being 
delivered by the producer to the collector, thereby add- 
ing to the age of the milk. It was also found that this 
practice was more general at the places remote from 
Boston. This state of affairs was immediately corrected 
or the sale of the milk prohibited in Boston. 

The inspectors of this division have closely followed 
the progress of the milk from the producer to the col- 
lector who brings the product to the railroad receiving’ 
station. These stations have all been repeatedly 
inspected and many objectionable and insanitary condi- - 
tions have been remedied. When first inspected it 
was found that none of these stations were properly 
constructed for handling milk. The attendants were 
careless and in many cases unclean in their personal 
habits. All milk was pasteurized at the receiving sta- 
tion by using the so-called ‘‘flash’’ method, despite the 
fact that on its arrival in Boston the milk would be 
again subjected to a heating process, thereby making 
the milk doubly pasteurized. All these receiving sta- 
tions have been reconstructed and the insanitary con- 
ditions corrected. However, at the receiving station 
of one contractor the milk is still being pasteurized. The 
inspectors have also boarded trains carrying milk to this 
city and have seen the trainmen remove the covers 
from the cans, drink the milk, and replace the covers 
on the cans. Cooperation on the part of the railroad 
authorities has completely eradicated this abominable 
practice. | 

All inspectors ‘are equipped with thermometers and 
the temperature of all milk has been taken at different 
stages in its progress from the producer to the consumer 
in Boston. Where a temperature is recorded above

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50 degrees Fahrenheit the producer is warned. In this 
connection I would state that all producers are urged to 
_ provide ice for cooling purposes and not to rely upon the 
temperature of the water in springs and brooks for this 
purpose. As an object lesson to show how dirty some 
samples of milk are when produced in an unclean man- 
ner and handled back of the cows, the inspectors have 
been equipped with hand centrifuges which quickly 
throw down all dirt in the milk, and the operation of 
which can be easily seen and appreciated by the pro- 
ducer. In this manner milk which to ordinary appear- 
ance is clean is shown to conceal much dirt and 
extraneous matter. 


SPECIAL INVESTIGATION OF DAIRIES SHIPPING CREAM. 


There were 281 places shipping cream to Boston 
inspected by this division during the past year, 233 of 
these places being found satisfactory and 48 unsatis- 
factory. The principal insanitary features connected 
with these places were dirty barns and poorly drained 
and dirty barnyards. Nearly every one of these places 
was in need of whitewashing, and invariably the milk 
was strained back of the cows. These insanitary features 
have all been corrected.: 


CONCLUSIONS. 


The greatest progress in this division made last year 
has been in the providing of milk rooms, thereby doing 
away with the handling and straining of milk in the tie- 
ups, the providing of better equipped barns in regard 
to light and ventilation, cleanliness of the cows and the 
milkers, and the care in the proper handling and storing 
of the milk. The time elapsing between the production 
of the milk and its arrival on the consumers’ table in 
Boston has been materially reduced. Formerly seventy- 
eight hours elapsed during this interval, but it is safe 
to say that at the present time there is no milk being 
sold in Boston that is over thirty-six hours old. 

Year by year the contractors are going farther and 
farther away from Boston for their milk supply, and 
invariably these distant dairies are very insanitary. 
While lists of producers have been furnished by the 
contractors these lists are invariably incomplete, and 
a great many more producers have been discovered by 
our inspectors. The contractors have been instructed 
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to make a personal investigation of all new dairies before 
being taken on by them that they may be satisfied that 
these new places are in a satisfactory condition, but 
invariably on inspection by inspectors of this department 
these places are found to be insanitary. 

The so-called “emergency supply” for this city is all 
obtained from long distances from Boston, and this 
condition operates to a great disadvantage in times 
of shortage of milk like the period passed through last 
summer. If ‘this ‘“‘emergency supply’? was nearer 
Boston the situation could have been relieved quickly, 
but the long haul necessitated a delay of over twenty- 
four hours in receiving the milk. 

With one exception this division has had the hearty 
cooperation of all the contractors in securing a clean 
milk supply for this city. 

During the past summer an expert of the Dairy 
Division of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture was detailed to instruct our dairy inspectors 
in the proper use of the score card. I wish to gratefully 
acknowledge the great assistance given us by the 
Federal authorities, as the result has been increased 
efficiency on the part of our inspectors and a more 
uniform method of scoring according to the standard 
set by the Federal authorities. 

That the dairy inspection of the milk supply of 
Boston has been efficient is shown by the remarkably 
low number of cases of communicable diseases reported 
in Boston the past year, and also by the small number 
of cases of diarrheal: complaints in bottle-fed infants. 
An inspection of the milk supply of Boston made last 
summer by inspectors of the Dairy Division of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry showed. that these 
dairies scored an average of 45 per cent. This is ten 
points higher than that scored by dairies supplying 
three of the largest cities in the United States. 

A secret investigation under the direction of the Bureau 
of Chemistry of the United States Department of 
Agriculture disclosed the facts that in low bacterial 
count, in low temperatures of milk, and in compliance 
with regulations of chemical standards, Boston’s milk 
supply was superior to that of any city in this country.

There have been reported to the Board of Health by 
veterinarians during the past year 472 horses suspected 
of having glanders. Of these, ninety-nine horses on 
examination were found to be infected with some non- 
contagious disease and the remainder were found to 
be infected with glanders.

All stables in which glanders occurred during the past 
year have been disinfected. 

During the past year the complement fixation test 
as applied by Schutz and Shubert in the diagnosis of 
glanders and the agglutination test for glanders have 
been used. These tests, while of comparative recent 
application in glanders, have proved to be the best 
diagnostic agents yet known. They have a distinct 
advantage over Mallein in that the blood for such 
tests may be collected at the primary examination of 
the suspected animal, and that the presence of any 
other disease in the suspected animal, causing a fever 
and rise of temperature, such as pneumonia, influenza, 
the common shipping or acclimating disease, does not 
interfere with the tests; and, furthermore, the tests in 
no way affect the animal. This is especially valuable 
in the examination of whole stables, as it is unnecessary 
to keep the horse stabled for twenty-four hours as is 
necessary when Mallein is used; also the examination 
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of the green country horse that has been shipped for 
many miles, often ill when arriving at its destination 
and in no shape for any other test. Whereas the Mallein 
test cannot be made when the suspected animal has a 
high temperature from any cause, and occasionally 
constitutional disturbances follow its use. 

Much agitation has been aroused all over the United 
States during the past year in regard to the control ~ 
or eradication of glanders. Inasmuch as glanders is 
recognized as incurable and with no known means of 
immunization, the task of eradication is extremely 
difficult and has not been attempted strenuously to any 
extent in the United States. The ordinary procedure 
has been the removal of the suspected animal only, 
the examination of the remaining animals in the same 
stable and disinfection. By this method many mild 
cases of glanders showing no external symptoms must 
be overlooked and continue to serve as a source of 
spread of glanders through direct contact with other 
animals, watering troughs, etc. 

There is no law in this state permitting the various 
tests upon any horse showing no symptoms of glanders. 
Thus until such laws are passed the task is hopeless. 
All owners of horses in Boston have been offered the 
blood tests upon their animals with the view of segre- 
gating the suspected animals, thus limiting the spread 
from such animals as much as possible; but such offer 
has been accepted to only a moderate extent. 

About 486 horses in stables where glanders previously 
existed received the complement fixation test and of 
this number thirty-four gave positive reaction, indicating 
the presence of glanders. Thus about 8 per cent of the 
animals so examined were infected with this disease. 
This may or may not be a fair estimate of the amount of 
glanders in Boston. 

In this connection it is frequently stated by other 
authorities that glanders exists to an alarming extent in 
Boston, giving the impression that the amount of this 
disease in Boston is unnecessarily large as compared to 
what exists in the state outside of Boston. It is well 
to know that glanders exists to an equally alarming 
extent in the state, for between the years 1908 and 1909, 
inclusive, about 2,169 horses were tested by the State 
Cattle Bureau outside of Boston, of which 857 gave 
positive reactions to the Mallein test, indicating glanders. 
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Thus about 40 per cent of the number tested were 
infected with glanders. Similar figures for 1910 and 
1911 are not at this time available. 

These tests certainly indicate that to cope with the 
existing conditions in regard to glanders, both in Boston 
and outside of Boston, requires radical measures to be 
taken along the line of examination of all horses and the © 
immediate destruction of those found to be infected. 
There can be no question, and there is no objection by 
the owners, that horses showing clinical symptoms of 
glanders should be at once destroyed, but the killing of 
the horse which is apparently well and able to perform 
its work for some time, although still a source of danger, 
is strenuously objected to by its owner, because the 
owner is not reimbursed for at least a part of his loss 
when such destruction is for the general welfare of the 
state. And, furthermore, the testing of horses showing 
no clinical symptoms of the disease cannot be made 
if the owner objects. 

During the past year much consultation on this ques- 
tion has been entered into by the Team Owners’ Asso- 
ciation and this department, with the result that a bill 
was introduced into the present Legislature by the 
Team Owners’ Association, indorsed by the Board of 
Health, which has for its purpose the eradication of 
glanders. ‘The course suggested by this bill is to examine 
all horses on entering the state, all horses within the 
state, and the payment of two-thirds their valuation, 
not exceeding $200, if destroyed. If this bill is passed 
and the course indicated carried out it would seem as 
though glanders within two or three years would be 
practically eradicated from the state. 


RABIES. 


During the year ending December 31, 1911, twenty- 
seven animals suspected of having rabies, or which had 
been exposed to another rabid animal, came under the 
observation of this department. Upon investigation 
four were found to be cases of rabies, the diagnosis of 
which was confirmed by either well marked clinical 
symptoms or by examination at the bacteriological 
laboratory. Six animals which had been exposed to 
rabid dogs were ordered quarantined. One of these 
developed rabies during quarantine. The remainder 
were held in quarantine until all danger had passed. 
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The following table shows the result of all cases under

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF SANITARY 
INSPECTOR. 


TENEMENT HOUSES. 


The new card index system on tenement houses which 
was begun last year is almost completed and there is now 
on file in the Board of Health office the most complete 
record of sanitary conditions and census of number and 
classes of occupants that has ever been made in Boston. 
The conditions in these houses are being constantly 
improved, and more especially so in the older houses 
which were originally dwellings and have been, from 
time to time, changed into tenement houses. 

A bill was introduced last year in the Massachusetts 
Legislature to amend the present law by making three- 
family houses tenement houses, as is the case in most of 
the large cities, but this was defeated on account of the 
construction called for in the building law. This year 
the bill has-been introduced, but altered, so that it will 
apply only to the sanitary conditions, and its chances of 
being enacted a law appear to be good. 

On account of the unusually cold winter much hard- 
ship has been experienced and expense entailed in conse- 
quence of water freezing in pipes and fixtures, and the 
bursting of supply pipes in streets and houses. Many 
complaints were registered but the remedy was slow on. 
account of the inability to get plumbers to do the work 
promptly. These conditions were more frequent since 
many houses had been metered where occupants had 
previously been in the habit of allowing the water to run 
during the night to prevent its freezing in the pipes. 

It is reeommended that the present building law be 
amended so that the same shafts that ventilate water- 
closets shall not be used in the ventilation of living and 
‘sleeping rooms. 


OVERCROWDING. 


During the early spring of 1911 much overcrowding in 
tenement houses was discovered in the North End sec- 
tion of the city. The rooms were measured and the 
number of occupants allowed by the Board of Health 
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was stenciled on the walls of each. Owners were notified 
and when the regulations were not complied with the 
premises were vacated. During the night visits, which 
are necessary in this work, it was discovered in a number 
of these places people paid 10 cents per night for sleeping 
room, and where the number of such lodgers was in 
excess of ten it placed the houses in the public lodging 
house class. Thirty-four cases of this kind were found 
without license, and proceedings instituted in court; 
thirty-two of these offenders were fined sums ranging 
from $25 to $50. Of the other two, one proprietor was 
fined $20 and the other, being a woman, had her case 
placed on file with the promise that she would go out of 
the business. 

In all of these cases a cash bail of $300 was required 
which was quickly paid, as well as the amount of the fine © 
after court trial, which fairly proves that it was not a 
question of poverty that compelled this method of liveli- 
hood but rather a matter of profit. The imposition of 
these fines had a wholesome effect as none of these 
offenders were found repeating the offence. There is no 
doubt that the whole question of overcrowding might 
readily be solved if fines were imposed in all such cases 
instead of vacating the premises, the only remedy now 
available to the Board. Proprietors of these houses, 
when forced to vacate, do not hesitate to move from one 
street to another and still carry on the business. In a 
number of instances the same people have been doing 
this year after year for the past fifteen years. There has 
been less overcrowding found this year than ever before. 


YARDS AND AREAS. 


Much time of the inspectors is taken up in the abate- 
ment of nuisances in yards, areas and passageways. For 
the most part these conditions are the result of careless- 
ness and laziness on the part of the occupants. Quanti- 
ties of filth and rubbish are thrown from the windows that 
front on these areas, and this custom prevails not only in 
the poorer sections of the city, but even to greater 
extent in the South End and Back Bay. 

The police officers of this department and the various 
Civic associations in the city do splendid work toward 
improving such conditions, but although the owner of a 
certain yard or passageway may clean the same, it often 
returns quickly to its former state on account of the lax 
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habits of the occupants, and it is almost impossible for 
the officer to catch an offender in the act so that he or 
_ she can be prosecuted. This work could be done with 
greater efficiency if the services of the five additional 
police officers recently allowed by the Legislature could 
be obtained, as the area now covered by each officer is 
entirely too large. 


MILK STORES. 


The number of places licensed to sell milk continues to 
increase, and in order to receive or keep a license a pro- 
prietor must keep and maintain his store, utensils, 
attendants and surroundings in a clean and sanitary 
condition, as determined by inspectors from this divi- 
sion. Most of the milk sold to-day in Boston is in 
sealed bottles, a great improvement over the old methods 
of handling and selling milk. 


ICE-CREAM STORES. 


All places where ice-cream is manufactured have been 
carefully inspected, monthly in summer and at less 
frequent intervals during cold weather, and in a num- 
ber of the larger establishments radical changes: have 
been made by order of the Board. In all stores where 
ice-cream is made a supply of running hot water must be 
provided. In places where ice-cream and soda are sold 
over the counter, running water must be provided at a 
sink or glass cleanser adjoining the counter, and the 
use of water in pails, buckets and other utensils for the 
cleansing of glasses ‘is prohibited by the Board. 


PuBLic Lopcinac Hovusss. 


There have been no new lodging houses licensed 
during the past year, and the regular weekly night and 
day visits have been maintained. Premises are almost 
invariably found in fair condition. The Board adopted 
a regulation this year which raised the amount of cubic 
air space allowed occupants from 300 cubic feet to 400 
cubic feet each, thus lessening the number of occupants 
allowed. 


BAKERIES. . 
The bakeries in this city are subjected to monthly 


inspection, and as a rule are found in good condition. 
A few must be continually watched, but rather on 
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account of the uncleanliness and carelessness of the 
attendants and bakers than through any fault in con- 
struction of the plant. 


GAS FIXTURES. 


The cold winter brought an unusual number of com- 
plaints of gas leaks in houses and in streets, and of 
frozen pipes, which were a cause of much inconvenience. 
During the year more than 700 houses have been exam- 
ined for defective or leaky fixtures, and in most instances, 
after being notified to remedy same, the owners com- 
plied readily. 


BARBER SHOPS. 


The monthly inspection of barber shops has been 
kept up, and these visits show that conditions are very 
much improved from year to year. The proprietors 
not only aim to live up to the regulations of the Board, 
but often exceed them to satisfy the demand of their © 
patrons. A clean shop with carefully cared for utensils 
and neat attendants has become a recognized asset to 
the business. 


DuMpPs. 


The nuisance created by the disposal of the city 
wastes in filling in lowlands, private ways and : lots, 
otherwise called ‘‘dumps,” is still apparent, and com- 
plaints, well grounded, continue to be made. During 
the past year there was an unusual amount of remon- 
strance because of these conditions, and especially was 
this true in South Boston, where the dump on the Strand- 
way at McNary square, South Boston, owned by the 
city and therefore not subject to the orders of the Health 
Department, caused much annoyance to the people of 
the district.

GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending January 31, 1912: 

Nine hundred and ninety-seven persons were per- 
mitted to hawk or peddle the articles enumerated in 
chapter 345 of the Acts of 1906, being assigned a number 
by the Board of Health, in accordance with chapter 47, 
section 86, Revised Ordinances. 

Vehicles and receptacles were inspected as follows, 
and numbers approved, in compliance with section 88 
of the same chapter, Revised Ordinances: 

In February, 428; March, 431; April, 456; May, 
471; June, 466; July, 485; August, 507; September, 
521; October, 487; November, 452; December, 411, 
and January, 402. 

During the year 102 licenses were granted to remove 
from the city bones, grease, etc., and the monthly 
renewals averaged eighty-six. Hight licenses were 
issued to remove manure. The vehicles and receptacles 
used by persons licensed by the Board of Health are 
for the most part-found in good condition.

’ These 1911 tables relating to infant mortality indicate 
that the children of Italian and Russian mothers have 
greater vitality at birth than the children of mothers 
born in the United States, Ireland or Canada. 

For whites: Children of mothers born in the United 
States had thirty-seven deaths under one week per 
1,000 births; children of mothers born in Ireland had 
thirty-eight deaths under one week per 1,000 births; 
children of mothers born in Canada had thirty-five 
deaths under one week per 1,000 births; children of 
mothers born in Russia and Poland had twenty-five 
deaths under one week per 1,000 births; children of 
mothers born in Italy had thirteen deaths under one 
week per 1,000 births. 

Similar differences appeared in the corresponding 
tables of the 1910 report. 

For that year, children of mothers born in the United 
States had thirty-nine deaths under one week per 1,000 
births; children of mothers born in Ireland had thirty- 
four deaths under one week per 1,000 births; children 
of mothers born in Canada had fifty deaths under one 
week per 1,000 births; children of mothers born in 
Russia and Poland had eighteen deaths under one week 
per 1,000 births; children of mothers born in Italy 
had twenty-two deaths under one week per 1,000 births.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 
Hon. Joun F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending January 31, 1912. 
This is the forty-eighth annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the main hospital, the 
South Department for infectious diseases, the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station, the East Boston Relief 
Station and the Convalescent Home in Dorchester. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 1, 1911, 
by the election of Mr. A. Shuman as president and 
Mr. Conrad J. Rueter as secretary. 

In April, 1911, Mr. Joseph P. Manning was appointed 
a trustee for the term ending April 30, 1916, in place of 
Mr. Edmund D. Codman, whose term of service had 
expired. ; 
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EXPENDITURES. 


_ The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital for maintenance during the fiscal year were 
$551,538.98. Of the amount spent for maintenance, 
$359,365.04 was expended upon the hospital proper; 
$22,289.05 on account of the nine Out-Patient Depart- 
ments; $107,095.75 on account of the South Depart- 
ment; $33,682.93 on account of the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station; $17,888.81 on account of the East Bos- 
ton Relief Station; $11,217.35 for the Convalescent 
Home. Of the total amount spent on the Pathological 
Laboratory, $12,048,84, $7,587.62 is included in the 
hospital proper expenditures, $120.44 in the Out- 
Patient Department, $4,215.34 in the South Depart- 
ment and $120.44 in the Haymarket Square Relief 
Station expenditures. Of the total amount spent on the 

X-Ray Laboratory and Photographic Department, 
~ $9,945.66, $5,967.40 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $3,978.26 to the Out-Patient Department. The 
total amount spent in determining the settlement of 
nonpaying patients, $522.96, is divided evenly between 
the hospital proper and the South Department. 

From the amount expended for the main hospital, 
including the South Department, $466,460.79, there 
should be added the difference in the amount of stock 
on hand February 1, 1912, which was $131 less than 
on January 31, 1911, making the total amount properly 
chargeable as the expenditures for maintenance of the 
main hospital for the year $466,591.79. (See Table 
No. 2 in the superintendent’s report.) This sum was 
expended for 37,564 weeks’ board of patients, at a cost 
per capita of $12.42, but if we deduct the money col- 
lected for paying patients, interest on trust funds and 
other income, the net cost to the city per capita per 
week was $9.35. The cost of subsistence supplies was 
$118,580.58; the total weeks’ board for an average of 
1,277 persons was 66,592. ‘This gives a cost per person 
for uncooked food supplies of $1.78 per week, or $0.252 
per day. 

The work of fireproofing the older buildings of the 
hospital and the engine-room building, new wiring and 
new electrical machines, appropriations for which were 
granted in August, 1910, was practically completed 
before the close of the fiscal year. It is a source of 
gratification to the trustees that now there is a tunnel 
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connecting the various parts of the hospital with the 
power plant, so that repairs can be made on the steam 
pipes any time without tearing up the floor, and thereby 
interfering materially with the transaction of business 
in the hospital. 


SPECIAL TRAINING FOR ORDERLIES. 


During the past year a Training School for Male 
Nurses has been established, and the instruction has 
been practically that given in the Training School for 
Female Nurses. The trustees feel that this is a very 
great advance, and it is hoped that in the course of a 
few years the Boston City Hospital will be able to 
graduate a certain number of well trained, intelligent 
young men who intend to make nursing a profession. 
There is no doubt that the establishment of this school 
will be a very important factor in raising the standard 
of male nurses. 


ENLARGEMENT OF THE MORTUARY. 


On August 22, 1911, an appropriation of $15,000 
(increased November 14 to $28,000) was granted for 
improving and enlarging the Mortuary, which has 
become necessary owing to the increase in the number 
of patients. The extremely warm weather of last July, 
when there were so many cases of sudden death due to 
heat prostration, and the fact that many of these bodies 
were unidentified, rendered it necessary that the Medical 
Examiner of the Southern District should have more 
facilities for keeping bodies a longer time, so that they 
might be recognized by friends. The trustees have 
advertised for bids, but as the lowest one exceeded the 
appropriation all bids were rejected. 


INSTALLATION OF MECHANICAL STOKERS. 


Owing to the rigid enforcement of the smoke law it 
is necessary to install, as soon as the weather will per- 
mit, mechanical stokers in the four Babcock and Wilcox 
boilers, for which $11,000 has been set aside by the 
City Council, on the recommendation of his Honor the 
Mayor. Kilgore settings have been installed in two 
of the old return tubular boilers, and as soon as the 
weather permits they will be installed in the other 
two boilers of this type. 
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IMPROVEMENT IN THE AMBULANCE SYSTEM. 


It is the intention of the Board of Trustees to use 
auto ambulances in place of horse ambulances as far 
as possible. On November 28 an appropriation of 
$6,000 was granted, and on December 19, $3,000 was 
added, making a total of $9,000 to purchase three auto 
ambulances; and these, with the one that is in service 
now, will give four auto ambulances, and will very 
much improve the service. It will be necessary, 
however, to have two or three horse ambulances in 
commission at the main hospital for use in cases of 
emergency. 

New X-Ray APPARATUS. 


A new X-ray apparatus has been purchased at an 
expense of about $900. This instrument became neces- 
sary from the fact that various improvements have 
been made in the construction of X-ray apparatus in 
the past two or three years, and the one that was in 
use had become to a certain extent obsolete. The 
work of the X-Ray Department has increased very 
materially in the past two or three years, and the 
methods have improved from time to time. The 
early diagnosis of tuberculosis has been thoroughly 
investigated, and has been found to be of very great 
value. The radium treatment of cancer has proved 
eminently successful. 


RoBERT TREAT PAINE ESTATE. 


In December, 1910, the estate on Massachusetts avenue 
and Northampton street was purchased from the heirs 
of Robert Treat Paine. This land was bought in order 
to enlarge the South Department, which in previous 
years has been very much overcrowded. The necessity 
of these new buildings is very great, for the aeecommoda- 
tions, in case of an outbreak of scarlet fever and diphthe- 
ria, are not adequate. ‘The safety of the public health 
demands the immediate erection of these additional 
buildings at a cost of $297,800, for which the request 
of the trustees is now before the honorable City Council. 
It is again earnestly hoped by the trustees that this 
appropriation will be made immediately so that the 
plans and specifications may be completed, contracts 
made and the work begun at the earliest possible 
moment. At the present time one of the buildings of 
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the Robert Treat Paine estate is being used for the 
accommodation of nurses, as the quarters in the hospital 
have become overcrowded, owing to the fact that the 
trustees have decided to increase the number of nurses. 


HospitaAL RENOVATIONS. 


During the past two years buildings at the South 
Department, the East Boston Relief Station, the Con- 
valescent Home, the Administration Building, Medical 
and Surgical Pavilions, and Vose House, have been 
painted on the outside, and certain of the wards have 
been renovated inside. Nearly the whole of the Adminis- 
tration building has been painted on the.inside. At the 
Entrance Building changes have been made to accommo- 
date visitors to patients. When it is taken into account 
that there are something like 500 visitors to the patients 
in the hospital, the accommodations were manifestly 
inadequate. A long row of people would extend into 
the street, which, during inclement weather, was a 
source of great annoyance and danger. Now, by the 
reconstruction of the entrance office, they can remain 
inside until the wards are opened for the admission of 
visitors. 


SoutTH DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditure upon this department has been 
$107,095.75. If from this is deducted the difference in 
the amount of stock on hand at the beginning and close 
of the year, which was $810 more at the end of the 
year, it would give $106,285.75 as the amount properly 
chargeable to maintenance. This sum was expended 
upon 2,506 patients, and, divided by 11,250 weeks’ 
board, gives $9.45 as the per capita cost per week; but 
if we deduct the money collected for paying patients and 
other income, the net cost to the city per capita per 
week was $5.75. The cost of subsistence supplies was 
$26,189.06. The total weeks’ board for an average of 
343 persons was 17,863. This gives a cost per person 
for uncooked food supplies of $1.47 per week, or 21 cents 
per day. This very small average cost is explained by 
the fact that 85 per cent of the patients are children. 
There will be found on pages 46 to 48 a detailed account 
of the expenditures of this department in the various 
subdivisions, which are kept on the same general plan 
as the hospital proper. 
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During the seventeen years that the department has 
been in operation, 41,315 patients have been received, 
nearly all ill with an infectious disease. 

The Advisory Board of the South Department, after 
a careful examination of the conditions, find that the 
care of the patients at the South Department has been 
exceptionally good. ‘The total number of admissions 
to the department for the year was 2,252. The death 
rate was 7.06 per cent, as contrasted with 6.04 in the 
previous year. Speaking generally, the mortality at 
the South Department was somewhat higher than it 
was in 1910, due in part, probably, to a difference in 
the type of the diseases at different seasons. As the 
number of admissions was 457 less than the previous 
year, the crowding of patients has given less anxiety 
than usual. The former condition is likely to recur 
at any time, however, and should be provided for at 
an early date. 

Thirty-three men have served upon the house staff 
during the year, seven of whom had contagion, as fol- 
lows: Diphtheria, five; scarlet fever and measles, one 
each. There were no deaths from these diseases. 

It is worth recording that since the introduction of 
antitoxin in the treatment of diphtheria in 1895, there 
have been 431 cases of diphtheria among the house 
staff, nurses and employees at the South Department of 
the hospital without a death. These cases all received 
efficient doses of the serum within the first twenty-four 
hours, the two indispensable factors of this mode of 
treatment. 

One hundred and twenty-four nurses were on duty 
in the wards during the year. ‘Thirty-six per cent of 
all the nurses were absent at some time on account 
of illness. 

The ambulance physicians saw 689 cases of supposed 
contagious disease, but 151 of them proved to be non- 
contagious and hence were refused admission. 

The telephone card index giving the daily condition 
of the patients is working very satisfactorily, saving 
much time. As visiting of friends of patients is neces- 
sarily limited, the natural means of communication is 
by telephone. With the patient’s condition upon a card 
before him, the operator can reply at once without being 
obliged to telephone to the wards for the desired infor- 
mation. 
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The return to the system of house officers serving 
at the South Department as a part of their regular 
appointment has greatly improved the service. Several 
appointments from other sources have also been made 
to carry on the work. 

The record system by loose sheets kept in envelopes 
has proved very satisfactory to all concerned. It is 
hoped that it may prove to be a permanent custom. 

It is to be hoped that new buildings can be speedily 
erected at the South Department, in order to have 
proper quarters for the nurses, and also to be prepared 
for any outbreak of scarlet fever or diphtheria that 
may occur at any time. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there was collected for the care and © 
treatment of patients of all classes the sum of $110,916.58, 
itemized as follows: There was received from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for the board of patients, 
$26,334.39; from various cities and towns, for hospital 
proper, $25,165.38; collected at the superintendent’s 
office, on account of private room and ward-paying 
patients, $20,995.84; for board of paying patients at 
the South Department, $2,821.29; for the board of 
patients at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, 
$626.41; for the board of patients at the East Boston 
Relief Station, $189.45. There has also been collected 
for the hospital, by the Board of Health, for the care 
of infectious cases at the South Department, and paid 
to the City Collector, the additional sum of $34,783.82, 
making the total amount credited to the Hospital 
Department on account of paying patients, interest 
on trust funds, rent from the Robert Treat Paine 
estate, sale of old material, and other revenue, 
$116,159.98. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This Relief Station has been in commission ten years. 
In these ten years 334,097 patients have been treated. 
The number of patients treated during the first year 
was 20,150, and during the present year 40,358, a very 
great increase. These patients received 42,902 days’ 
treatment, at an average weekly cost of $5.46, or 78 
cents per day, the same as for the year 1910-11. 
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East Boston RELIEF STATION. 


In the three years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation 47,457 patients have been treated. 
For the year ending January 31, 1912, 22,877 patients 
were treated. These patients received 23,507 days’ 
treatment, at an average weekly cost of $5.32, or 76 
cents per day, as against $1.09 for the year 1910-11. 


CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 
341, who received 7,460 days’ treatment, at an average 
weekly cost of $10.61. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


During the year the work in the Pathological Labora- 
tory has been practically the same as in previous years. 
The field of pathological histology has increased very 
materially and has solved many problems. 

Serology is coming more and more prominently 
before the medical profession. Certain work in this 
line has been done under the direction of the Patholog- 
ical Laboratory. In November, however, the trustees 
deemed it advisable to establish a separate department, 
under the title of the Department for Vaccine and 
Serum Therapy. 

Post-mortem Examinations.— The number of post- 
mortem examinations this last year has diminished to 
a certain extent, although the number of deaths has 
increased. It is very important that more autopsies 
should be made, but the prevailing sentiment in the 
community against autopsies rendered it well nigh 
impossible to obtain permission for one in many 
instances. 

The Wasserman Reaction.— 'The routine work in 
making the Wasserman reaction has increased very 
considerably the past year. ‘Two years ago the total 
number of reactions made was 117. During the last 
fiscal year the number increased to 1,170. It must 
be borne in mind that this work requires a great deal 
of time, and it may be necessary in the near future to 
increase the staff in the Pathological Department. 

A great deal of work has been done in bacteriology 
in determining the exact indentity of the organisms

obtained from blood cultures and other sources, espe- 
cially of diphtheria-like organisms sometimes found. 

Although the work in research has been very active 
during the last year, nothing has been published. 
Marked attention has been devoted to the lesions of 
the kidney, the heart and the blood vessels. 

Surgical Pathology— The number of surgical speci- 
mens examined during the year was 1,354, a slight 
increase over the preceding year. Much fundamental 
work has been done and is still going on in regard to the 
simplification of the classification of tumors. Much 
time is required for this investigation, owing to the 
relatively small number of tumors operated on at this 
hospital. 

Blood Cultures.— The total number of blood cultures 
for the year was eighty-nine. Blood cultures are partic- 
ularly useful in helping to clear up obscure cases, and 
in determining the infectious agent and hence the prob- 
able diagnosis in infectious endocarditis and in cases of 
septicemia. It also furnishes the earliest possible 
positive diagnosis of typhoid fever, as positive blood 
cultures may be obtained during the first week, while 
a Widal reaction cannot be obtained until the middle 
of the second week. 

It is very important, as a part of the work of the 
Pathological Laboratory, to attack the subject of the 
etiology of scarlet fever and measles. ‘They are two of 
the few infectious diseases of which we do not know the 
cause. It is extremely important to find it out. Until 
the cause is definitely ascertained, little or nothing can 
be done to stamp out these diseases. The line of work 
proposed is to inoculate monkeys with organisms taken 
from the blood of scarlet fever and measles patients. 
It is hoped that much may be accomplished in this way. 

The Advisory Committee for the South Department 
has heartily and unanimously indorsed this procedure, 
and would be perfectly willing to assume all responsi- 
bility for seeing that it is carried out exactly as stated, 
without anything being done that could bring the 
slighest censure on the hospital. 

Laboratory of Clinical Pathology.— During the past 
year the amount of work done in the clinical laboratory 
has increased, and the work by the medical house pupils 
in particular has been of commendable quality. The 
number of examinations requiring special technique, as 
for example the analysis of urinary calculi, biliary calculi, 
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the examination of the urine and stools for lead and 
arsenic, and the routine examination of stools for evidences 
of intestinal disorders and the presence of intestinal 
parasites, has resulted in valuable aids, not only in 
diagnosis but in the treatment of the condition thus 
found. 


X-RAY DEPARTMENT. 


The expectation, noted in the report of last year, 
that the department would soon have at its disposal a 
more powerful apparatus for taking radiographs than 
hitherto, has been recently realized and it is now in use. 
Some of its advantages have been already demonstrated 
and with its continued employment others will be more 
fully developed. This apparatus will assist in the 
diagnosis of diseases whose site is in the deeper parts 
of the body, not only in those of the chest but also 
the abdomen, particularly of the stomach and _ intes- 
tines. It will enable radiographs of the heart and blood 
vessels, as well as of other organs, to be made, that will 
give more accurate detail than heretofore. 

As shown by the following table, the work of the 
X-Ray Department has grown during the year, notably 
in the number of radiographs taken. 

The number of treatments has been about the same 
as in the previous year, but there has been a slight 
increase in the fluoroscopic examinations, and from 20 
to 30 per cent increase in all other directions.

A large portion of the work has always been con- 
cerned with surgical cases, but the value of X-ray exami- 
nations in the diagnosis of medical cases has been slower 
of recognition in this community, still the appreciation 
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of their usefulness in this direction is steadily gaining 
ground and in the near future will doubtless increase 
more rapidly than at any time since the discovery of the 
X-rays. This is gratifying to the staff of the X-Ray 
Department, as they have for years maintained that a 
large and important function of X-ray examinations 
was the aid they could render in medical diagnosis and 
that these examinations would assist practitioners in 
making an early diagnosis, in elucidating some obscure 
cases and in giving such information in others that a 
more accurate diagnosis could be made. 

Dr. 8S. W. Ellsworth, this year as last, has given 
instruction in medical diagnosis by the use of the X-rays 
to students, with increasing satisfaction to them and to 
himself. The new apparatus will put facilities at his 
disposal that will make him able to present the work in 
a still more satisfactory manner. 

The growth of the department made it necessary 
to ask the trustees for the appointment of a paid assistant 
and this position was first filled by Dr. James A. Honeij. 
When, for family reasons, he was obliged to return to 
South Africa, Dr. Ralph D. Leonard, who was formerly 
an interne in the hospital, was appointed to take his 
place. This work includes the treatment of patients 
with the X-rays or radium and requires an unusually 
painstaking and careful man, as any carelessness might 
have serious results for the patients. 


DEPARTMENT FOR VACCINE AND SERUM THERAPY. 


On November 13 Dr. George P. Sanborn was appointed 
to the position of Physician for Vaccine and Serum 
Therapy. This work is a very important addition to 
the medical service of the hospital. It consists in the 
application of bacterial vaccine and toxin in the treat- 
ment of and protection against certain types of infec- 
tious disease. The cases treated have been referred 
from the different hospital services. 

Out-patients have been received for treatment on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, at 11 a. m., in the 
rooms of the Ear Out-Patient Department, through the 
courtesy of the visiting surgeon. The average attend- 
ance has been fifteen. 

The types of cases treated are as follows: Furuncu- 
losis, carbuncle, eczema, acne, impetigo contagiosa, 
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tuberculosis, etc. Tuberculin and other toxins as 
diagnostic tests are made use of as the routine of this 
department and at the request of other departments. 

Anti-typhoid inoculations have been tried on 137 of 
the nurses. Three inoculations have been given at 
seven-day intervals. Test of the blood for agglutinating 
power after inoculations has shown evidence of a definite 
degree of immunity. 

The laboratory work in connection with serum 
therapy has been carefully conducted. Therapeutic 
inoculation depends for its efficiency upon accurate 
bacteriological diagnosis. The work largely consists 
in the determination of the actual infecting micro- 
organism in a given case, its isolation, growth on culture 
media, and finally preparation of bacterial vaccine. 
Sero-agglutination tests and animal inoculation are 
made use of as a means of diagnosis. 

At the South Department inoculation with strepto- 
coccus serum has been tried in a certain number of 
instances. It is well known that streptococcus infection 
is a very frequent cause of death in scarlet fever. 
Research, at present begun, consists of a preparation of 
streptococcus vaccine to be used in protective inocula- 
tion of scarlet fever patients on admission to the South 
Department. It is hoped that by inducing a higher 
degree of immunity, the streptococcus complications 
occurring later in the disease may be very much 
diminished. 


OutT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The Out-Patient Department statistics may be found 
on pages 18, 20 and 23 in the superintendent’s report. 

The number of patients treated in the Out—Patient 
Department during the past year has been 38,129. The 
number of visits was 122,461. 

In the Throat and Aural Departments over 1,500 
adenoid operations have been done. This is in addi- 
tion to the routine work. 

The Throat Department has been very much over- 
worked, on account of the increased number of patients 
applying to have adenoids removed, and the necessity 
of an increased number of surgeons becomes more and 
more manifest each year. 

The Eye Department has also been overworked, 
on account of the large number of school children 
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applying for examination of the eyes, and to have 
errors of refraction corrected. 


House OFFICERS. 


On February 17, 1911, the trustees voted to extend 
the terms of service for the medical and surgical house 
officers from sixteen to twenty months, the same to be 
in five periods of four months each, and to include, for 
the surgeons, four months at the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station, and for the physicians, four months at 
the South Department. 


CHANGES IN THE RULES. 
The Hospital Rules have been changed as follows: 


Increasing the number of required nominations for a vacancy 
in the Medical and Surgical Staff from two to three. 

Changing the rules of the trustees, so that any alteration 
of the rules may be made by a vote of ‘‘a majority of the 
trustees,” instead of by a vote of ‘‘ two-thirds of the trustees,” 
as formerly. 

Increasing the number of Assistants to the Ophthalmic 
Surgeons from three to six. 

Changing the name of the “‘ Medical Committee”’ to ‘‘Com- 
mittee on Medical Department and Training School”; also 
changing the name of the ‘‘Committee on Service and Training 
School” to ‘‘Committee on Service.’ 


A complete copy of the rules, as amended to date, is 
being prepared for printing. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The following are the changes in the Medical and 
Surgical Staff during the year just closed: 

The resignation of Thomas Amory DeBlois, M. D., 
as Surgeon for Diseases of the Throat, was accepted, and 
he was appointed Consulting Surgeon.

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On account of the large number of adenoid cases, on 
February 24 it was voted, that four volunteer assist- 
ants: be appointed for the Throat Department, the 
same to serve for periods of four months each. The 
following are the appointees for this work: John F.

On November 29 Dr. Oliver Fairfield Wadsworth 
died. Doctor Wadsworth, who at the time of his death 
was in his seventy-fourth year, was one of the older 
members of the Medical and Surgical Staff of the Bos- 
ton City Hospital. He was elected physician to Out- 
Patients March 20, 1866, Associate Ophthalmic Surgeon 
November 22, 1870, Visiting Ophthalmic Surgeon, in 
association with Dr. Henry W. Williams, beginning the 
first Monday of May, 1885. The last report of the 
hospital still bears his name as Visiting Ophthalmic 
Surgeon and head of this department. His appoint- 
ments, therefore, extended over a period of forty-six 
years, and during all this time his skill, his knowledge, | 
his experience were all at the call of the Institution and 
of his colleagues. 

This is a rare record, but when we remember that 
during much of this time he occupied a similar position 
and discharged the same service at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital and the Massachusetts Charitable 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, as well as serving as the Pro- 
fessor of Ophthalmology at the Harvard Medical School, 
we get a still more emphatic retrospect of his energy, 
activity and devotion. Nor was this all. Up to 
the last few months of his life Doctor Wadsworth 
carried on his private practice, which had been large 
and responsible and in which the same consideration 
of the individual’s position which might be supposed 
to especially characterize the clinic found much place. 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees the following 
resolutions were adopted: 


Resolved, That the death of Dr. Oliver Fairfield Wadsworth, connected 
with the hospital since 1866, is a source of great grief to the trustees and 
an irreparable loss to the patients of the Boston City Hospital. 
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Resolved, That no testimonials, that no resolutions, can sufficiently 
convey the feeling of personal sorrow in the death of Dr. Wadsworth. 
The following verse from Kipling seems particularly appropriate: 


He scarce had need to doff his pride, 
Nor slough the dross of earth. 
E’en as he trod that day to God, 
So walked he from his birth 
In simpleness and gentleness, 
And honor and clean mirth.

Different organizations have visited the wards on 
Sundays, and by music have relieved the tediousness of 
the stay in the hospital. 

The trustees wish to express their full appreciation of 
Mrs. James Rea’s kindness in furnishing music every 
Sunday for the patients, as she has done for the past - 
fifteen years. 

The trustees would again express their appreciation 
of the Medical and Surgical Staff, who have performed 
their duties in a constant and painstaking manner, and 
of their faithful efforts for the welfare of the patients 
and for the general advancement of the hospital. 

The trustees gratefully acknowledge the helpful 
interest and cooperation that his Honor the Mayor 
and the City Council have manifested toward the 
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hospital at any and all times, and also wish to express 
their appreciation of the efficient service of the superin- 
tendent and his assistants who have devoted themselves 
untiringly to the welfare of the hospital, its inmates, 
and its ever increasing and exacting duties.

The 
additional 4 cents is for food supplied domestics who cared for the nurses at Vose House. 


The main hospital has four subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Patho- 
logical Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The 
expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the 
East Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home 
are kept in separate tables. 

The expenditures upon the hospital proper and the 
South Department, together, were for the care of 
13,777 patients in the wards for 262,946 days, or 37,564 
weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$12.42, or a daily cost of $1.77 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient per week to the city was $9.35. 
The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, 
including patients and the entire household at the 
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hospital proper and South Department, was $118,580.58. 
The average number of patients was 720, of officers and 
employees, including house and nursing staff, 557, or a 
total daily average of 1,277 persons. The number of 
weeks’ board for all persons was 66,592 and the weekly 
cost per person for uncooked food supplies was $1.78, 
or 252 cents per day. 

The annual cost of the main hospital and that of the 
South Department are kept separately, in order to know 
the comparative costs and for the proper financing of 
the heaviest expenditures of the Hospital Department. 
But, practically, both divisions are for patients suffering 
with acute illnesses, and separated for purely hygienic 
rather than for financial reasons. Considered from 
this point of view, as a part of one whole, the cost is 
as follows: 

The average weekly expenditure per patient in the hos- 
pital proper was $13.69; the South Department was 
$9.45; or an average of $12.42 for each patient in the 
two departments. After deducting the income received 
on account of paying patients, the cost was reduced in 
the main hospital to $10.89, at the South Department to 
$5.75; or for both departments together an average 
weekly per capita for each patient of $9.35, which 
accurately represents what each patient cost the city. 
No account is made in this computation of either the 
Out-Patient Departments, Convalescent Home or the 
Relief Stations. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department 
have been $551,538.93, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining the main hospital was only $351,261.47. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 618, as against 513 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 408, in 
comparison with 326 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 505, and the average length 
of stay was 16,°> days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments 38,129 patients, at a cost of $22,289.05. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including 
the number of out-patients, number of their visits, 
rate of mortality, work of ambulances, census of days’ 
board for all persons, the nativity of patients admitted 
and physical condition of patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1911, 
to January 31, 1912, was 1,434. This does not include

hours of admission . 491, or 44% per cent.

This percentage of deaths is for the total nwmber of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (491) were 34.24 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,434). 

During the year 11,271 patients were treated in the 
wards, 38,129 as out-patients, 341 at the Convalescent 
Home, 2,506 at the South Department; at the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station 1,300 were treated in the 
wards and 39,058 as out-patients, and at the East 
Boston Relief Station 2138 were treated in the wards 
and 22,664 as out-patients,— a total of 115,482 who 
have received the benefits of the hospital in all depart- 
ments. 

During the year 12,988 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number 10,781 were admitted and 2,207 were 
rejected, the latter being 469 less than last year. The 
number rejected was 17 per cent of all persons apply- 
ing, and the causes of rejection appear in the table of 
applicants not admitted, on page 25. Of the number 
applying 748 either changed their minds or were admitted 
later; of these 90 were received within three days after 
application and 60 admitted still later. There were 75 
applicants rejected for want of vacant beds, but of 
these 50 were admitted later. There were 702 of these 
applicants who could be treated more properly in the 
various out-patient services without the additional cost 
of receiving them in the wards. Admission was denied 
to 122 for lack of information that they were suitable 
cases, but 17 were admitted later; and 262 were rejected 
as apparently incurable or unsuitable for treatment 
here. Various other causes of rejection appear in the 
tabulated form on page 25. 


South Department.— The total expenditure for the 
South Department was $107,095.75, against $111,296.50 
for the previous year and allowing for the difference 
in stock at the beginning and close of the year, the sum 
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of $106,285.75 represents the cost of maintenance for 
the fiscal year. The per capita weekly cost at the South 
Department was $9.45. 


Out-Patient Services.— The expenditure in the various 
out-patient services was $22,289.05. 


Convalescent Home.— The cost of maintenance for the 
Convalescent Home was $11,217.35. The daily aver- 
age was 20,45 patients, and the average weekly cost 
$10.61.

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have 
given 360 class recitations at the hospital proper and 
159 at the South Department. The teacher of the 
preparatory class has held daily demonstrations and 
drills in the practice room and class instruction in the 
schoolroom. The school has received thirty lectures 
on Friday afternoons from members of the medical, 
surgical, neurological, gynecological and pathological 
staffs. . 

The pupils of the third year have received medical 
and surgical clinical teaching from Dr. Elliott P. Joslin 
and Dr. David D. Scannell. 

Miss Yeend, the dietitian, has given eighty lessons 
to the senior nurses, and has instructed the probationers 
in the preparation of the lighter diets and in the making 
of the various beverages for invalids. 

Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill has given seventy-two lessons 
in massage to classes of four pupils each. 

During the year fifty-one of the third-year nurses 
have completed their obstetrical training, and fifteen 
are now taking that course. 

Seven classes of probationers have entered this year. 
Forty-four pupils from affiliated schools and four post 
eraduates have been admitted for courses of four and 
six months. 

The third public graduating exercises of the Training 
School for Nurses were held in the amphitheater on May 
26, 1911. An address was made by Dr. John G. Blake, 
one of the senior physicians. The diplomas were pre- 
sented by the superintendent, Dr. John H. McCollom. 
Following this a reception was held in the Vose House.

M. D., was then appointed Assistant Resident Surgeon. 
When Mrs. Higgins was transferred to the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station, Miss Anna L. Gibson was ap- 
pointed Matron of the East Boston Relief Station. 

In the Pathological Department Lawrence J. Rhea, 
M. D., Assistant Pathologist, resigned to become Direc- 
tor of the Pathological Laboratory and Pathologist 
to the Montreal General Hospital; S. Burt Wolbach, 
M. D., was then appointed Assistant Pathologist. Oliver

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


SS ey 


The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a sys- 
tematic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The Superintendent of the Hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,061 
beds for patients as follows:

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of 
children, and infectious diseases and of emergency 
surgical work. There are no maternity wards connected 
with the hospital, but a course in maternity nursing 
has been provided at maternity hospitals elsewhere, 
without extra cost to the nurse. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
one to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
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and should send with their application a certificate 
from a physician certifying to the fact. They should 
also send a brief personal history, and give the names 
and addresses of three responsible persons, not of their 
own kin, preferably their last employer, if any, or busi- 
ness men of their acquaintance, who know of their good 
character and capabilities. Upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent of the Hospital and Superin- 
tendent of Nurses, they will be received for three months 
on probation. The fitness of candidates for the training 
and work, and the propriety of retaining or dismissing 
them, will be determined by the authorities in charge 
of the school, under the direction of the trustees. An 
entrance examination is given to all candidates before or 
during the term of probation. ‘The examination is in 
simple arithmetic, English composition and writing from 
dictation, etc., and is in no sense so severe as to prevent 
anyone who is capable of undertaking the work of a 
trained nurse from so doing. The Superintendent of 
Nurses will have a personal interview with candidates 
for the school on Tuesdays from ten to twelve o’clock. 

At the end of the second month candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such can- 
didates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, 
they sign an agreement to complete the prescribed 
course of three years, and to conform to all rules. At 
the end of the first six months the record and work of 
each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her fitness to 
make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the 
school, for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatis- 
factory record, or for any other reason which may be 
deemed sufficient. | 

The nurses in the Training School (including pro- 
bationers) reside at the three nurses’ homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and 
homelike, and have the best of conditions necessary to 
good health and personal hygiene, while recreation and 
amusement, necessary to a wholesome life, have been 
considered in the music room, library and reception 
rooms provided. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate 
charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
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- the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing bed and body linen, man- 
aging of helpless patients in bed, ete., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing 
of bed sores, and proper management of the patient 
under various conditions, with different diseases or 
injuries; the making and applying of bandages and 
rollers, preparation of splints, application and manage- 
ment of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds, 
and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and sub- 
sequent treatment, the administering of enemata, and 
the use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emer- 
gencies occurring in hospital and private nursing, as 
well as in the accidents of ordinary life. They are 
also given lessons in massage by a professional instruc- 
tor. There is asystematic course of training in cookery 
for the sick, the serving of food and delicacies in the 
proper manner, and the feeding of helpless patients, 
or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a preper manner, and the proper care of sick 
rcoms for the best good and comfort of the patient; in 
keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean and 
disinfected; in making accurate observations of the 
pulse, temperature, respiration, expectorations, the secre- 
tions, state of the skin and eruptions; of mental condi- 
tion as to delirium, stupor, shock, ete.; of the condition 
as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants and 
medicines; the behavior of wounds and the after-treat- 
ment in surgical operations; and in the managing of 
convalescents. Nurses are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a pre- 
paratory course of three months under a_ special 
instructor, followed by a fixed course of instruction 
from manuals and text books, mainly given by the 
Superintendent of Nurses, the assistant superintendents 
of nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lectures and 
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demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are given 
at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models 
is considerable, the main reliance is upon accurate 
daily drill in the wards, operating rooms, and other 
departments of the hospital. Examinations, both oral 
and written, are held from time to time by the authori- 
ties of the school, and nurses will not be graduated unless 
they attain, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 

wards, operating rooms, Out-Patient Departments of 
the hospital, and the two Relief Stations. They are 
given eight months’ training in medical wards, eight 
months in surgical wards, six months in contagious 
wards, four months in gynecological wards, four months 
in a maternity hospital and from three to six months 
elective. No class recitations or lectures are given 
between July 1 and October 1 except to the probation 
class. 
Probationers are not paid during their first two 
months, but for the remaining ten months of the first 
year they receive $5 a month, for the second year $8.33 a 
month, and for the third year $12.50 a month while on 
duty in the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing and other minor require- 
ments. 

While on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive 
the allowance provided by the hospital to which they 
are assigned. ‘This sum is in nowise intended as wages, 
it being considered that their education during this 
time is a full equivalent for their services. When the 
term of three years is completed the nurses receive, if 
they pass all the examinations, and are otherwise satis- 
factory, a diploma certifying to the regular course of 
training and practice, and are then permitted to wear 
the graduate’s badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promotion 
here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses who 
prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a term 
of private nursing, are given post-graduate instructions 
in ward management, hospital housekeeping and minor 
administration, fitting them to fill positions of trust in 
hospitals or other institutions. 
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The school year has no fixed date, but accepted 
candidates are, as a rule, received in classes beginning 
every three months. Those desiring to enter with less 
delay can sometimes anticipate a fixed date by placing 
themselves on the emergency list. When coming to the 
hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two 
yards wide, meeting in the back, with bibs, without 
straps, plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bot- 
tom, two pearl studs on the band, two inches wide, 
with hem at bottom five inches in depth, and two inches 
from the bottom of the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; 
one pair of scissors, a pin-ball, and a plain napkin ring 
with nurse’s name; a good supply of plain underclothing 
—every article to be distinctly marked with pen and 
indelible ink, with the owner’s name. Twenty-one 
pieces are allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will 
be purchased on prescription of our orthopedic surgeon, 
after coming to the hospital. If the teeth are out of 
order in any way, they must receive attention before 
coming for the probationary month. Nurses are 
required to wear the training school uniform after 
they join the school. Material for dresses will be sold 
at cost price; caps are furnished at a nominal price. 
Probationers should come prepared, on acceptance, to 
expend about $20 for uniforms, books and other needful 
expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse 
is required to do both day and night duty on the same 
day, except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day 
duty is allowed one hour after 1.30 o’clock p. m. for 
rest and recreation; one-half day, after 1.30 p.m., each 
week, and four hours on Sunday. ‘Two weeks’ vacation 
with pay is allowed each year, and one week without pay 
as leave of absence during the third year. If nurses 
are sick they are cared for in the hospital, but pay is 
stopped, except for illness or injury received in the line 
of duty. Pupils may be expected to have a percentage 
-of any considerable time lost by illness or absence added 
to their three years, at the discretion of the management. 
Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed from 
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9 a. m. until 4 p. m. Nurses may be called upon for 
six months’ regular night duty during the three years’ 
training, besides ‘‘special cases’’ to a limited number. 


COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


I. PROBATIONERS’ COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the practice 
room daily for practical instruction in the making of 
beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, ete. 

The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall stands and utensils. 

Care of linen rooms, the folding of linen. 

The use of hot and cold applications, including the 
making of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tam- 
pons, ete. 

The use of slings, binders and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use 
of antiseptics, disinfectants and deodorants, and the 
preparation of solutions.

List oF LECTURES AND SUBJECTS. 


A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays, 
at 4 p. m., in the Operating Amphitheater, by a member 
of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 30. The following are among 
the lectures given at various periods during the training: 


Three.— Theory of wounds: Modes of healing, granulations, 
ulcers, cellulitis, suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyzmia, 
gangrene, sepsis, etc. (with stereopticon). 

Siz.— Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: Micro- 
organisms; general distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary 
consideration of pathogenic and non-pathogenic micro-organ- 
isms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 
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One.— Fractures: Varieties, preparation and care of splints 
and apparatus for treatment, management of cases, ete. 

Three.— Medicines: Avenues of taking; preparation of 
doses; classes of internal and external poisons; cautions; hos- 
pital formule. 

One.— Nursing in fevers: Theory of fever, symptoms and 
course of, different plans of treatment, nurses’ duties as to 
symptoms, bed, clothing, secretions, baths, food and manage- 
ment of cases. 

Four.— Infectious fevers, especially diphtheria and scarlet 
fever: Symptoms and course of disease; complications; infec- 
tion and contagion; special nursing in croup, laryngitis, trache- 
otomy, intubation, etc.; management of patient, and surround- 
ings; personal hygiene of nurse in attendance, ete. 

Two.— Symptomatology in disease: What and how to 
observe accurately; vital organs and special symptoms. The 
model sick room; temperature, light, ventilation, care of bed, 
_bedding and clothing, furniture, utensils, disinfectants, cleans- 
ing, dusting, etc. 

Three.— Care of children in health and disease: Diet and 
clothing of infants and children; various infantile diseases. 

Two.— Physiology of pregnancy and labor: Delivery; con- 
finement nursing. 

One.— On gynecological nursing: Preparation of patient 
for examination or operation; operations after treatment, 
douches, use of catheter, etc. (Demonstrations to sections 
of senior nurses in Ward 8 operating room.) 

One.— Special nursing in nervous diseases, including the 
insane. 

One.— Special nursing in diseases of the eye, and general 
care in health and disease. 

One.— Special nursing in diseases of the ear, its care in health 
and disease; nurses’ duties at operations and continued treat- 
ment in disease. 

One.— Urine: Characteristics, properties, including taking 
notes on same, and brief analysis. Drill in laboratory by 
classes in sections. 

Three.— Visceral anatomy: Demonstrations by post-mor- 
tems; care of the dead, ete. 

One.— Suggestions to those about to engage in private 
nursing. 
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HOUSE RULES, 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS, ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULES. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 
ten o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates 
shall be quiet and all not on duty shall be in their 
rooms, unless otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, 
when going and coming to and from the hospital, shall 
enter and go out by the entrance office, and by no other 
entrance. Such officers and employees as are required 
shall use the time register and method of booking that 
the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the 
hospital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening 
and 7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employee shall be absent from the hospital except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employee shall, 
directly or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from 
or in behalf of patients, except with the approval of 
the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the 
physicians or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and 
directions for their conduct as may from time to time 
be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made 
at the hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, 
between nine o’clock a. m. and six o’clock p. m. 

Whenever able a patient shall apply in person for — 
admission; when not able to apply in person a patient 
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may be admitted on application made in his behalf, or 
upon visit at his residence by the admitting physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled 
or injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the 
hospital at such rates of board as the trustees may from 
time to time by vote determine, payment for such board 
being secured by the friends of the patients or by the 
authorities of the cities or towns to which the patients 
belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the cireum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a 
part of the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, 
or articles not usually furnished at the hospital, are 
provided, such payment shall be made therefor as the 
trustees shall deem reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

- No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose 
case is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent 
symptoms which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and 
always before 7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially 
excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing 
and perform such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward with- 
out the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection, and any wish for the performance of a par- 
ticular religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the trustees. 
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DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the 
visiting physicians or surgeons shall be provided with a 
certificate stating their condition at the time of discharge, 
whether cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate 
shall be signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the Superintendent a written 
statement to that effect shall be required from any per- 
son assuming the responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except 
on business, or at such times as may be fixed for the 
reception of visitors, without the permission of the 
Superintendent or of some one of the trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient 
shall receive more than two visitors at that hour; and 
from 6 to 6.30 o’clock on each week day friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than one visitor at that hour. In all cases, 
however, the trustees and Superintendent may exercise 
discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular 
visiting hours they shall not be permitted to remain 
more than half an hour, except special permission to 
remain for further time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell 
rings at the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or pass 
the night therein, without permission of the Superin- 
tendent or one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food 
or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; 
and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


Pe, Ce 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles and for other 
infectious diseases as may be determined from time to 
time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the general control and 
management of this department in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the Bos- 
ton City Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules 
and methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, so 
far as applicable, and not inconsistent with special 
rules, apply to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all classes 
of accident and disease. They shall be open at all 
hours for patients requiring treatment or attention. 
Patients requiring ward treatment, whether received at 
the stations or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far 
as 1s consistent with their welfare, be forthwith trans- 
ferred or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, 
but ward accommodations shall be afforded patients 
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whose condition is such that they cannot properly be 
transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed 
desirable, be transferred by the ambulances to other 
hospitals or to their homes. First treatment may be 
afforded at the stations, although the applicants are 
not such as require ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of 
the stations, the same as of other departments of 
the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may 
be necessary for each station, nominate for confirmation 
by the trustees, a Resident Surgeon and one or more 
Assistant Resident Surgeons, and shall appoint and 
employ or detail for service in each department, subject 
to the approval of the trustees or of the proper com- 
mittees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, orderlies and 
such other minor employees as may be required for the 
proper conduct of the station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the station shall 
perform such duties other than those specified, as may 
be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, 
according to the nature of their respective duties. The 
Resident Surgeons, the Matrons, Supervisors and such 
other officers as may be so required, shall reside at the 
stations. 

PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received, 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superin- 
tendent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE 
RELIEF STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
co-operate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
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the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall 
be exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is con- 
sistent with a regard for the welfare of the patient and 
the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
es may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during con- 
valescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the 
approval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, 
under their direction, such further assistants as may be 
necessary for the proper conduct and service of the home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the home and the 
control of all nurses and other employees and patients. 
She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
all cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron 
may exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or 
admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.
